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REPORT. 


In  Babmitting  this,  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agpicnlture,  I  will  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  working  divisions  have  not  been  changed  since  making  my 
former  report.    They  are  as  follows: 

First  Division, — Comprising  the  following  counties:  Albany, 
Otsego,  Rensselaer,  Saratoga,  Schenectady,  Schoharie  and  Wash- 
ington. 

Second  Division. — Comprising  the  following  counties:  Kings, 
New  York,  Queens,  Richmond  and  Suffolk. 

Third  Division. — Comprising  the  following  counties:  Columbia, 
Delaware,  Dutchess,  Greene,  Orange,  Putnam,  Rockland,  Sulli- 
van, Ulster  and  Westchester.

Ninth  Division.^-Comprising  the  following  counties:  Ehde, 
Niagara  and  Orleans. 

Tenth  Division. — Comprising  the  following  counties :  Allegany, 
Cattaraugus  and  Chautauqua. 

The  Assistant  Commissioners  in  charge  of  the  divisions  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  just  ended  are  the  same  as  those  reported  in 
my  last  annual  report  with  the  exception   that  in  the  ninth 
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diviBion,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Asa  L.  Twitchell,  of  Springville, 
N.  Y.,  who  was  removed  for  cause,  I  appointed  from  the  civil 
service  eligible  list  John  BL  Grant,  M.  D.,  a  veteran,  of  Buffalo, 

N.Y.

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  employees  of  this  Depart- 
ment during  the  last  fiBcal  year,  all  new  appointees  having  been 
chosen  from  the  civil  service  eligible  list  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  that  commission  and  the  law  under  which  it  operates. 

The  general  work  of  this  Department  consists  in  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to: 

(1)  Providing  butter  and  cheese  experts  to  give  instruction 
in  the  art  of  making  uniform,  first-class  butter  and  cheese. 

(2)  Providing  against  the  sale  or  delivery  to  factories  or 
creameries  of  impure,  unhealthy  or  unwholesome  milk. 

(3)  Providing  against  keeping  of  cows  for  the  production  of 
milk  for  sale  or  exchange  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthf ul  condition, 
and  against  feeding  such  cows  on  distillery  waste  or  on  any  sub- 
stance that  will  produce  unwholesome  or  unhealthf  ul  milk. 

(4)  Regulating  the  saile  of  condensed  milk. 

(5)  Providing  against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  imitation 
butter  and  its  use  in  boarding-houses  and  places  of  public  enter- 
tainment. 

(6)  Providing  against  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  imitation 

cheese.

(7)  Providing  for  branding  full  cream  cheese  as  "New  York 
State  full  cream  cheese''  and  against  falsely  branding  butter 
or  cheese. 

(8)  Providing  against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  adulterated 
or  imitation  vinegar. 

(9)  Providing  for  the  suppression  of  infectious  and  contagious 
diseases  among  domestic  animals,  except  tuberculosis  and 
glanders. 

(10)  Providing  for  the  prevention  of  diseases  among  bees. 

(11)  Providing  for  the  prevention  and  suppression  of  contagi- 
ous and  infectious  diseases  in  fruit  trees,  plants,  etc. 

(12)  Providing  against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Paris 
green,  except  as  provided  in  the  statute. 

(13)  Providing  for  the  encouragement  of  the  sugar-beet  cul- 
ture and  the  manufacture  of  beet  sugar  in  the  State. 

(14)  Providing  against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  adulter- 
ated linseed  or  flaxseed  oil. 

(15)  Providing  against  the  seHing  of  "bob  veal,"  i.  e.  meat 
from  calves  under  four  weeks  of  age  or  from  calves  that  were 
diseased  at  the  time  of  killing. 

(16)  Providing  for  the  distribution  of  moneys  for  the  promo- 
tion of  agriculture  to  the  agricultural  societies  of  the  State. 

(17)  Relative  to  Farmers'  Institutes. 

(18)  Providing  against  selling  adulterated  or  imitation  maple 
syrup  or  maple  sugar. 

(19)  To  exercise  such  supervision  as  is  provided  relative  to 
the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  at  Cornell  University. 

(20)  Relating  to  process  butter  and  the  use  of  preservatives  in 
dairy  products. 

(21)  Relating  to  use  of  coloring  matter  in  food  products. 

(22)  Relating  to  the  use  of  the  Babcock  test. 

JIXLiK* 

It  would  appear  that  conditions  existing  at  the  present  time 
are  very  much  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.:  That  the  reports  of 
the  different  divisions  show  that  the  consumption  of  milk  is 
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upon  the  increase,  about  two  per  cent,  more  milk  having  been 
drawn  from  the  country  districts  to  supply  the  cities*  wants  this 
year  than  the  previous  year,  showing  that  the  consumption  of 
milk  is  annually  on  the  increase.  The  milk  routes  are  extending 
farther  into  the  interior  of  the  State  each  year.  A  continuation 
of  this  increase  yearly  would  indicate  that  ultimately  the  prin- 
cipal  product  of  the  farms  of  New  York  State  will  be  milk  for 
city  consumption.  This  is  already  true  in  many  portions  of  the 
State.  There  is  one  comparatively  new  feature  being  introduced 
in  the  milk  business  in  the  last  few  years  which  will  benefit  both 
the  producer  and  the  consumer,  viz.:  The  strife  between  a  cer- 
tain class  of  milkmen  to  see  who  can  furnish  the  best  milk.  This 
class  of  milk  dealers  are  bottling  milk  and  securing  a  good  price 
for  it.  Milk  put  up  in  this  manner  will  show,  comparatively, to  the 
purchaser  the  amount  of  cream  or  fat  that  the  milk  contains,  and 
dealers  are  willing  to  pay  better  prices  for  this  grade  of  milk. 
This  will  tend  to  induce  the  farmers  to  produce  quality  as  well 
as  quantity.  The  method  of  purchasing  and  handling  milk  in  the 
past  has  had  a  tendency  toward  the  production  of  quantity  at  the 
expense  of  quality,  i.  e.  there  was  nothing  in  the  method  of  hand- 
ling milk  in  times  past  whereby  its  richness  could  in  any  way 
be  determined  in  a  relative  degree  by  the  consumer,  but  the 
method  of  bottling,  if  followed  as  it  should  be,  will  have  a 
tendency  thus  to  warn  the  purchaser,  as  the  amount  of  cream 
that  naturally  rises  on  the  milk  can  be  seen  through  the  glass. 

SKIMMED  MUX. 

In  my  last  annual  report  to  your  honorable  body  I  called  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  thie  Department  was  having  some  diffi- 
culty in  determining  just  whether  actions  should  or  should  not 
be  brought  against  certain  milkmen  who  were  selling  skimmed 
milk.  The  difficulty  aro«e  from  the  fact  that  if  a  man  was  selling 
it  as  and  for  skimmed  milk  he  had  a  legal  right  so  to  do,  but  if 
he  was  selling  it  for  whole  milk  he  had  no  right  to  do  so,  and 
that  the  fact  was  so  peculiarly  within  his  knowledge  as  to  make 
it  difficult  for  this  Department  to  determine,  unless  we  adopted 
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the  policy  of  trying  to  make  cases  with  domestics  and  house- 
wives aa  witnesses,  which  was  not  deemed  wi«e  or  profitable.  It 
was  therefore  suggested  that  some  legislation  be  enacted  to  oblige 
those  vendors  of  milk  to  sell  it  in  such  form  or  from  such  cans 
or  vessels  as  would  warn  the  consuming  public  of  the  nature  of 
the  goods  inside. 

Several  bills  were  introduced  in  the  Legislature  of  1900  to 
remedy  this  matter,  but  those  interested  not  agreeing,  none  of 
them  passed^  so  that  during  the  present  season  we  have  had  to 
continue  in  our  work  as  heretofore  and  to  exercise  our  judgment 
as  to  whether  we  should  take  the  milk  vendor's  word  to  the  effect 
that  he  was  selling  it  as  and  for  skimmed  milk,  or  to  take  a  sample 
and  bring  action  and  put  him  on  the  affirmative  defense  as  to 
the  facts  in  the  case.  A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
of  1900  making  the  same  provision  relative  to  the  sale  of  skimmed 
milk  in  Albany  and  Rensselaer  counties  that  now  exists  relative 
to  its  sale  in  New  York  and  Kings  counties,  viz. :  That  no  skim- 
med milk  should  be  sold  there.  This  brought  forth  considerable 
opposition  among  the  milkmen  from  the  two  counties,  and  it  was 
evident  that  the  bill  could  not  pass.  A  compromise  was  then 
offered  to  the  effect  that  no  skimmed  milk  should  be  sold  in 
either  of  those  counties  except  from  cans  painted  in  their  entirety 
in  bright  red.  This  proposition  was  rejected,  and  then  an  amend- 
ment was  offered  to  the  effect  that  "  in  the  county  of  Albany 
skimmed  milk  shall  not  be  sold  by  retail  dealers  in  milk  or  by 
persons  having  an  established  milk  route  except  in  quart  bottles, 
which  shall  have  securely  pasted  on  the  side  thereof  a  red  label 
not  less  than  three  inches  wide  and  six  inches  long,  with  the 
words  '  Bkimmed  Milk '  distinctly  and  legibly  printed  on  such 
label  in  black  ink,  with  type  not  smaller  in  size  than  six-line 
heavy  gothic  type.  Such  label  and  the  printing  thereon  shall 
be  at  all  times  plainly  exposed  to  view."  This  measure  was  duly 
considered  by  the  agricultural  committee  and  was  not  reported 
favorably.  I  am  of  the  opinion^  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  the 
defeat  of  all  measures  was  due  to  a  multiplicity  of  views  as  to 
the  proper  remedy,  and  not  because  there  was  not  a  desire  to 
have  skimmed  milk  sold  as  and  for  what  it  is. 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  your  honorable  body  fihould  take  this 
matter  into  consideration  and  provide  some  means  by  which  the 
oonsTiming  public  will  be  shielded  from  fraud  in  this  direction. 
If  such  action  is  taken  it  will  protect  those  who  from  financial 
and  educational  standpoints  are  lesB  able  to  protect  themiselvefl, 
and  also  those  who  most  need  protection.  The  principle  involved 
is  simply  the  principle  of  integrity  and  fair  dealing,  and  for  that 
reason  I  can  &ee  no  possible  argument  againat  such  legislation.

An  examination  of  these  figures  confirms  the  views  reached  in 
the  work  of  thi«  Department,  to  the  effect  that  the  milk  brought 
into  New  York  city  to  snpply  the  consumers  has  increased  greatly 
from  year  to  year  and  in  greater  proportion  than  the  increase  of 
I>opulatioi].  Whether  it  be  from  the  fact  that  the  milk  law  has 
been  well  enforced  or  from  the  fact  that  people  are  now  greater 
consumers  of  milk  or  both,  and  the  latter  from  the  fact  that  the 
milk  IB  better  than  in  former  years,  is  a  matter  that  require* 
very  little  consideration  to  determine.  At  all  events  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law,  the  greater  purification  of  the  commodity  and 
the  increase  of  consumption  have  gone  on  hand  in  hand  since  the 
beginning  of  the  enforcement  of  the  milk  law. 
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CSEAX. 

I  called  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  in  my  laat  rejwrt 
to  the  fact  that  there  was  no  law  in  thie  State  againist  the  adul- 
teration of  cream,  expressing  the  view  that  some  legislation  upon 
this  subject  should  be  enacted.  The  Legislature- of  the  session 
of  1900  provided  by  Chapter  101  against  the  sale  of  cream  adul- 
terated, impure,  unhealthy  or  colored.  Siace  its  enactment  the 
manufacture  and  sale  within  the  State  of  gelatinized  or  thickened 
cream,  which  is  sold  under  different  names,  has  ceased^  and  I 
believe  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  adulterated  cream'  upon  the 
markets  of  this  State  now  is  a  rarity. 

PSESESYATIVES. 

The  amendment  provided  by  the  Legislature  by  chapter  534, 
Laws  of  1900,  to  the  effect  that  '^no  person  or  persons,  firm,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation  shall  induce  or  attempt  to  induce  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Law,"  and  to  the  effect  that  "any  person,  firm,  association 
or  corporation  selling,  offering  or  advertising  for  sale  any  prepa- 
ration or  matter  for  use  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ag- 
ricultural Law  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this 
act,"  was  intended  to  stop  preservative  manufacturers  and 
dealers  from  attempting  to  induce  milkmen,  manufactur- 
ers and  dealers  in  dairy  products  putting  into  their 
commodity  preservatives.  It  had  become  known  to  this  Depart- 
ment and  others  that  many,  if  not  all,  of  these  preservatives 
when  used  iB  dairy  products  were  deleterious  to  health. 
Immediately  after  the  enactment  of  the  statute  the  employees 
of  this  Department  were  set  to  work  to  discover  violators  of  the 
act.  A  number  of  cases  were  made  in  the  different  cities  of  the 
State  and  the  traffic  in  these  goods  was  greatly  reduced.  There 
were  those,  however,  who  persisted  that  they  had  a  right  to  sell 
the  goods  and  stated  the  law  was  unconstitutional.  One  of  the 
cases  for  violation  of  this  act  was  against  a  party  in  New  York 
city  and  was  entitled  People  v.  John  8.  Bieaerker.  The  case  was 
tried  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  before  Judge  Bischoff. 
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The  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  aot  was  raised  and 
the  Judge  held  it  to  be  unconstitutional,  on  the  ground  that  the 
statute  did  not  prohibit  selling  those  preservatives  and  preser- 
valines  which  were  unhealthful  and  harmful,  but  prohibited  the 
manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  all  preservatives,  irrespective  of  the 
question  of  their  healthf  ulness.  The  Judge  stated  in  the  opinion 
that  the  State  had  the  undoubted  right  in  the  exercise  of  its 
police  powers  to  enact  a  statute  to  prevent  the  manufacture  and 
sale  in  food  products  of  unhealthful  substances,  but  that  this 
statute  must  fail  because  of  the  fact  that  it  did  not  prohibit  that 
class  of  goods  alone,  and  referred  to  the  Jacobs  case  as  setting 
forth  the  same  principle.  This  case  I  have  requested  the  Attor- 
ney-General to  appeal,  not  believing  that  the  upper  courts  will 
sustain  this  view.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  court  of  last 
resort  will  hold  the  same  views  relative  to  the  case  that  it  did 
in  the  vinegar  case  entitled  People  v.  Oirard^  in  which  that  court 
held  that  the  clause  in  the  vinegar  law  that  provided  that  no 
vinegar  shall  be  artificially  colored  was  constitutional.  The 
defense  in  that  case  held  the  view  that  the  statute  was  unconsti- 
tutional because  it  did  not  prohibit  an  imitation  of  pure  cider 
vinegar,  but  forbade  artificial  coloring  when  that  coloring  might 
possibly  be  for  the  purpose  of  distinguishing  artificial  vinegar 
from  pure  cider  vinegar.  The  Court  of  Appeals,  however,  held 
that  the  Legislature  had  a  right  to  pass  such  an  axjt,  and  plainly 
to  me,  if  the  Legislature  has  a  right  to  say  that  no  vinegar  shall 
be  artificially  colored,  it  also  has  the  right  to  say  no  preserva- 
tives shall  be  put  in  food  products,  invoking  the  principle  that 
the  presumption  is  that  the  Legislature  has  used  the  power  of 
the  machinery  within  its  reach  to  investigate  this  question  and 
to  determine  the  healthf  ulness  or  unhealthfulness  of  the  com- 
modity, and  having  done  so  it  has  enacted  fairly  within  the  light 
thus  obtained  in  the  interest  of  the  consuming  public. 

CHEESE. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  had  four  cheese  instructors  busy 
most  of  the  time  in  giving  instruction  where  needed.    The  work 
done  by  these  men  has  been  practically  the  same  as  that  done 
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ty  them  in  former  years,  viz.:  To  assist  those  who  are  having 
dilHcnlty  in  producing  the  uniform,  first-grade  cheese  that  the 
State  desires  to  have  produced  and  known  as  its  State  product, 
and  that  our  cheese  now  being  made  is  nearly  a  first-grade  arti- 
cle. The  makers  are  constantly  improving  the  product  under  the 
instructions  being  given  them.  New  makers,  however,  are 
yearly  coming  into  the  field,  and  it  requires  diligent  and  con- 
tinuous work  to  maintain  this  condition. 

I  called  your  attention  in  my  last  annual  report  to  the  faot 
that  while  work  of  this  kind  was  being  done  by  this  Department, 
and  that  the  kind  of  cheese  indicated  above  was  being  turned 
out  in  our  manufacturies,  our  reputation  was  being  greatly 
injured,  if  not  ruined,  in  sister  States  from  the  fact  that  dealers 
outside  this  State,  particularly  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  were  mak- 
ing duplicates  of  our  State  brand  and  branding  cheese  of  inferior 
grade  as  "  New  York  State  Full  Cream  Cheese;  "  and  that,  in  my 
judgment,  there  should  be  legislation  by  the  National  Govern- 
ment to  stop  this  great  fraud.  Since  that  time  Congressman 
James  S.  Sherman,  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  has  introduced  a  bill  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  known  as  H.  B.  Bill  No.  7667,  provid- 
ing that  no  dairy  or  food  products  shall  be  falsely  branded, 
labeled  or  stamped  as  to  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  they 
are  manufactured  and  produced,  and  providing  that  the  penalty 
for  violation  shall  be  J2,000,  to  be  enforced  by  the  district  attor- 
ney of  the  United  States  for  the  district  in  which  the  violation 
occurs.  It  is  believed  that  this  bill  is  constitutional,  being 
fairly  within  that  power  in  the  United  States  Constitution  pro- 
viding that  Congress  shall  regulate  commerce  between  the 
States.  The  bill  confines  its  prohibition  to  products  used  in 
commerce  between  the  States.  The  same  measure  has  also  been 
introduced  in  the  United  States  Senate  by  Senator  Depew,  from 
New  York,  and  has  been  reported  favorably  from  the  committees 
in  the  two  houses  for  final  passage.  What  action  will  now  be 
taken  I  cannot  tell,  but  I  am  hopeful  that  in  the  interest  of  integ- 
rity this  measure  may  become  a  law. 
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There  were  in  the  State  of  New  York  during  the  year  1900 
1,081  cheese  factories  manufacturing  cheese  and  thej  manufae- 
tured  97,202,618  pounds.  Plainly  it  is  not  wrong  legislation  that 
protects  an  industry  of  such  immensity  in  any  one  State  from 
ruination  by  false  reputations.  When,  however,  it  is  considered 
that  New  York  is  not  the  only  State  that  is  being  thus  injured, 
but  that  Wisconsin  and  possibly  others  are  in  the  same  condi- 
tion, it  will  appear  that  if  for  no  other  reason  the  bill  should  be 
passed  on  the  ground  of  good  public  policy. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  33  of  the  Agricultural  Law  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  issue  a  uniform, 
stencil  brand,  bearing  a  suitable  device  or  motto  and  the  words, 
'•'  New  York  State  full  cream  cheese,"  to  each  manufac- 
tory in  the  State  upon  proper  application  therefor,  and  that  each 
different  factory  shall  have  a  different  number  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

I  have  issued  full  cream  cheese  brands  during  the  year  to  the 
following  factories:

OLEOHfABGABINE. 
In  my  last  annual  report  to  your  honorable  body  I  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  attempts  were  then  beine  made  to  place 
oleomargarine  upon  the  markets  of  this  Btate  as  and  for  reno- 
vated butter;  that  such  oleomargarine  was  so  made  as  to  be  as 
well  tended  as  possible  to  deceive  even  experts   in   the   com- 
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modity;  that  it  had  been  brauded  ^^  Benovated  Butter,"  and  some 
of  it  sold  in  that  manner. 

Notably  among  the  eases  referred  to  at  that  time  was  tLe 
case  against  J.  B.  Wattles,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  who  claimed  to 
have  bought  his  goods  of  the  Elgin  Produce  Company,  of  6242 
South  Halstead  street,  Englewood^  111.  At  the  time  of  making 
our  last  annual  report  the  samples  taken  from  the  stock  in  the 
store  of  the  said  J.  B.  Wattles,  which  he  was  exposing  for  sale 
as  renovated  butter,  had  not  all  been  analyzed.  Since  that  time 
the  reports  of  the  chemists  made  upon  the  samples  submitted 
show  them  all  to  have  been  oleomargarine.  The  defendant  in 
this  case  insisted  that  he  had  been  deceived  and  that  he  really 
believed  it  to  be  genuine  renovated  butter;  that  he  paid  the 
regular  renovated  butter  price,  and  in  this  particular  his  bills 
seemed  to  show  that  his  statements  were  correct.  In  endeavor- 
ing to  ascertain  the  facts  in  the  case  before  placing  the  matter 
before  the  Attorney-General  I  had  a  detective  of  this  Depart- 
ment examine  as  thoroughly  as  he  possibly  could  into  all  the 
details.  He  found  that  the  goods  received  by  Mr.  Wattles  were, 
after  we  notified  him  of  their  nature,  placed  upon  cars  and 
shipped  back  to  the  Elgin  Produce  Company  at  Englewood,  111. 
The  detective  followed  the  car  to  Chicago  and  found  that  the 
goods  were  not  unloaded,  but  were  from  there  billed  to  be 
shipped  to  Liverpool,  England,  by  way  of  the  Cunard  line  of 
steamers.  Immediately  upon  receiving  notice  of  the  fact  at  this 
office  we  notified  the  National  Government  officials  who  placed 
agents  on  track  of  the  car.  They  stopped  it  at  Detroit,  Mich., 
and  confiscated  the  goods,  as  we  are  informed.  The  detec- 
tive then  returned  to  Chicago,  under  instructions  from  this  office, 
to  find  out  if  possible  who  the  Elgin  Produce  Company  was,  with 
the  idea  of  making  them  responsible  for  the  gross  violations 
within  this  State.  The  detective  reported  that  company  to  be 
composed  of  the  following  parties,  viz. :  E.  H.  Marhof er,  James 
J.  Kelly  and  George  E.  Brown.  These  parties  were  reported  to 
us  not  only  as  irresponsible,  but  it  was  also  reported  they  had 
fled  the  country,  having  purchased  transportation  to  Liverpool, 
England.  All  the  facts  in  this  case,  so  far  as  they  tended  to 
show  violation  of  the  National  law,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of 
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le  the  National  authorities  upon  which,  1  am  credibly  informed, 

they  have  acted. 
e  Uris  is  the  only  instance  of  violation  of  this  kind  to  any  extent 

0  whatever  within  the  State  that  we  are  aware  of.    I  am  inclined, 

2  from  all  the  facts  we  have  been  able  to  gather,  to  think  that  this 

g  business  was  just  starting  at  that  time  within  the  State,  and 

e  that  it  was  stopped  at  the  right  time  to  break  np  what  might 

e  otherwise  have  resulted  in  large  illegal  financial  transactions 

B  within  the  State. 

{  Other  violations  of  the  Agricultural  Law  relative  to  oleomnr- 

[  garine  are  occurring  at  times  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brook- 

lyn, but  not  elsewhere  to  any  extent  within  the  State.  These 
violations  are  of  the  same  nature  as  have  been  reported  to  your 
honorable  body  from  year  to  year,  viz.:  clandestine,  and  on  a 
small  scale,  at  different  points  within  the  State  by  i>ersonB  who 
are  willing  to  take  hazardous  chances  for  large  i>ercentage  of 
gain  in  small  transactions.  The  method  of  operation  in  most 
of  these  cases  is  to  bring  the  goods  into  the  State  from  Jersey 
City  and  deliver  them  by  means  of  express  wagons  in  which  they 
are  drawn  over.  These  wagons  have  the  appearance  of  being 
wagons  of  duly  licensed  or  legitimate  expressmen  in  the  State 
of  New  Jersey.  This  makes  the  work  quite  difScult,  as  it  neces- 
sitates our  showing  that  these  persons  are  really  agents  selling 
oleomargarine,  irrespective  of  the  fact  they  are  brought  under 
the  guise  of  common  carriers,  upon  which  ground  they  usually 
seek  to  escape  the  penalties  prescribed  by  law. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  to  you  again  that  oleomargarine 
is  practically  not  sold  in  the  State  of  New  York,  as  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  to  the 
Houser  of  Bepresentatives,  in  response  to  resolutions  introduced 
by  Congressman  Tawney  and  passed  by  the  House,  which  called 
npon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  to  Congress  the 
amount  of  oleomargarine  shipped  into  each  State  and  Territory 
during  the  last  fiscal  year.  In  response  to  that  report  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred, 
reported  as  follows:

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  statement  showing 
the  amount  of  oleomargarine  shipped  into  the  several  States 
daring  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1899,  as  oalled  for  in  House 
resolution  of  January  10,  1900,  •on  that  subject  transmitted  to 
this  ofSce. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  state  that  the  preparations  of 
the  data  called  for  involved  a  vast  amount  of  work,  and  that 
in  order  to  expedite  the  same  and  avoid  delay  in  the  transaction 
of  the  regular  business  of  the  office  I  called  for  volunteers  who 
would  serve  an  extra  hour  each  until  the  completion  of  the  work, 
and  had  an  average  of  100  volunteers  daily  for  that  purpose, 
the  extra  work  amounting  to  about  500  hours,  which  was  per- 
formed by  the  volunteers  willingly  and  cheerfully,  thus  enabling 
this  office  to  make  a  prompt  response  to  the  resolution  with  the 
information  called  for  without  delaying  the  regular  business  of 
the  bureau  in  any  matter.

An  examination  of  the*figures  contained  in  the  report  shows 
that  the  largest  quantity  of  oleomargarine  was  shipped  into  or 
sold  in  the  State  of  Illinois;  the  next  largest  quantity  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  the  next  largest  quantity  in  the  State 
of  Ohio;  the  next  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  that  New  York 
State,  containing  about  one-eleventh  of  the  population  of  the 
United  States,  has  received  within  its  borders  about  one-fourth 
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of  one  per  cent.,  which  in  amount  was  222,788  Tpounds.  We  have 
reason  to  believe  from  the  investigations  made  that  considerable 
of  this  quantity  of  oleomargarine  was  for  New  Jersey  firms,  but 
wnB  billed  to  New  York  city  because  cheaper  freight  rates  could 
be  obtained  to  that  point  from  Chicago  than  to  Jersey  Oity,  and 
that  immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  the  goods  they  were  tems- 
ported  to  Jersey  Oity,  and  also  that  some  of  this  oleomargarine 
went  to  the  navy-yard  in  Brooklyn.  After  having  given  the  mat- 
ter careful  thought,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  of  the  State 
of  New  York  relative  to  oleomargarine  is  in  the  main  correct  and 
cannot  well  be  improved.  At  the  time  of  its  enactment  this 
State  was  the  only  one  in  the  Union  having  such  a  law.  Since 
then  thirty-three  States  have  followed  in  line  prohibiting  the  sale 
and  manufacture  of  the  goods  within  their  borders  if  made  in  imi- 
tation or  semblance  of  butter.  It  seems^  however,  that  the 
enforcement  of  the  law  in  other  States,  for  some  reason  nnknown 
to  me,' has  not  been  as  effective  as  in  our  own,  and  that  there- 
fore the  great  consuming  public  has  been  imjposed  npon.  by  the 
sale  of  these  goods  in  this  form,  notwithstanding  the  number  of 
State  statutes  and  the  number  of  State  departments  created  to 
stop  such  sale.  It  has  become  evident,  therefore,  to  all  inter- 
ested in  the  integrity  of  the  matter  that  there  should  b^  some 
national  enactment  that  will  take  the  fraud  out  of  this  business 
in  the  interest  of  the  consumer.  To  this  end  a  bill  was  intro- 
duced in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  Congressman  Grout, 
of  Vermont,  and  has  become  known  as  the  Grout  bill  and  is 
numbered  H.  R.  3717;  it  provides  as  follows: 

A  bill  to  make  oleomargarine  and  other  imitation  dairy  prod- 
ucts subject  to  the  laws  of  the  Stq^te  or  Territory  into  which 
they  are  transported,  and  to  change  the  tax  on  oleomar- 
garine. '  ; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That 
all  articles  known  as  oleomargarine,  butterine,  imitation  butter, 
or  imitation  cheese,  or  any  substance  in  the  semblance  of  butter 
and  cheese  not  the  usual  product  of  the  dairy  and  not  made 
exclusively  of  pure  and  unadulterated  milk  or  cream,  transported 
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into  any  State  or  Territory,  and  remaining  therein  for  use,  con- 
samption,  sale,  or  storage  therein,  shall,  upon  the  arrival  within 
the  limits  of  such  State  or  Territory,  be  subject  to  the  operation 
and  effect  of  the  laws  of  such  State  or  Territory  enacted  into 
the  exercise  of  its  police  powers  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  though  such  articles  or  substances  had  been 
produced  in  such  State  or  Territory,  and  shall  not  be  exempt 
therefrom  by  reason  of  being  introduced  therein  in  original  pack- 
ages or  otherwise:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  permit  any  State  to  forbid  the  manufacture  orsale 
of  oleomargarine  in  a  separate  and  distinct  form  and  in  such 
manner  as  will  advise  the  consumer  of  its  real  character  free 
from  coloration  or  ingredient  that  causes  it  to  look  like  butter. 
§  2.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  tax  upon  oleo- 
margarine  as  prescribed  in  section  eight  of  the  Act  approved 
August  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-six,  and  entitled 
"An  act  defining  butter,  also  Imposing  a  tax  upon  and  regulating 
the  manufacture,  sale,  importation,  and  exportation  of  oleomar- 
garine,''shall  be  one-fourth  of  one  cent  per  pound  whcQ  the  same 
is  not  colored  in  imitation  of  butter;  but  when  colored  in  imita- 
tion of  butter  the  tax  to  be  paid  by  the  manufacturer  shall  be 
ten  cents  per  pound,  to  be  levied  and  collected  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  Act. 

If  the  word  "colored"  were  eliminated  from  this  act,  the 
measure  would  be  better  tended  to  drive  the  fraud  out  of  the 
oleomargarine  traffic  as  at  present  conducted.  In  saying  this 
permit  me  to  also  state  that  the  manufacturers  of  oleomargarine 
when  they  sell  their  goods  as  they  do  at  wholesale,  they  sell 
them  as  and  for  oleomargarine  in  a  great  majority,  if  not  all, 
cases.  The  trouble  comes  from  the  fact  that  they  manufacture 
the  goods  in  such  form  as  to  be  well  tended  to  deceive  all  the 
senses  of  the  consumer  so  that  he  will  believe  he  is  eating  butter. 
The  Grout  bill,  above  referred  to,  reduces  the  present  tax  on 
oleomargarine  from  two  cents  to  one-fourth  of  one  cent  per 
pound.  This  makes  it  easier  to  sell  the  goods  than  at  present 
when  they  are  not  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  butter,  but  if 
they  are  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  butter  then  under  the 
present  Grout  bill,  if  it  becomes  law,  the  goods  have  to  pay  a  tax 
of  ten  cents  per  pound,  a  burden  thought  to  be  sufficiently  great 
to  prevent  such  imitation.  I  would  respectfully  call  the  atten- 
tion of  your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  this  measure  has 
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been  opposed  by  gentlemen  of  standing  in  the  Congressional 
body  on*  the  theory  that  the  bill  was  a  bill  to  tax  a  competing 
article  out  of  the  market.  I  need  not  take  time  nor  space  to 
controvert  this  proposition,  as  it  is  plain  to  any  one  that  when 
goods  are  sold  as  a  counterfeit  of  something  better  there  can 
possibly  be  no  competition.  A  substitute  has  been  offered  for 
the  measure  which  was  lost  in  the  House,  but  it  may  be  again 
offered  in  the  United  States  Senate,  and  for  that  reason  I  con- 
sider it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  its  weakness  as  a 
measure  designed  to  produce  the  result  that  its  advocates 
claim.  The  substitute  provides  that  all  oleomargarine  manu- 
factured or  sold  within  the  United  States  should  be  put 
up  in  certain  sized  and  formed  packages,  some  of  them 
only  one  and  two  pound  packages;  that  they  should  have 
impressed  in  them  the  word  "  Oleomargarine ; "  that  they  should 
have  wrappers  upon  them  upon  which  should  be  printed  legibly 
the  word  "Oleomargarine,"  and  that  such  packages  should  be 
considered  original  packages,  and  that  no  oleomargarine  should 
be  sold  except  in  the  forms  and  done  up  in  the  way  therein  pre- 
scribed, but  there  was  no  prohibition  or  restriction  whatever 
upon  the  goods  being  made  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  the 
genuine  article  of  butter.  It  is  conceded  that  when  the  goods 
were  so  done  up  and  so  branded,  if  there  was  no  evasion  of  the 
spirit  of  the  law  while  complying  with  its  letter,  the  average  pur- 
chaser in  the  open  market  would  be  able  to  know  what  he  was 
buying,  but  when  the  goods  were  taken  by  the  purchaser  and 
placed  upon  tables  for  the  traveling  consuming  public,  and 
divested  of  the  wrappers  and  cut  up  into  small  pieces  or  patties 
and  served  in  hotels,  restaurants  and  boarding-houses,  as  is  the 
custom,  the  consumer  would  have  no  means  of  determining 
whether  he  was  eating  butter  or  oleomargarine.  Then  again  the 
measure  making  the  small  packages  thus  described  original 
packages  by  statute  would  possibly,  if  not  probably,  determine 
for  the  purpose  of  all  litigation  the  question  of  what  was  an 
original  importer's  package  of  oleomargarine,  making  the  en- 
forcement of  the  State  laws  possibly  more  difficult. 
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Such  enforcement  has  already  all  the  embarrassment  that  it 
can  labor  under  and  succeed.  Indeed  the  oleomargarine  people 
seem  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  embarrassment  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  they  will  be  unable  sooner  or  later  to  sell  the  goods 
in  the  original  importer's  package  in  defiance  of  State  law.  I 
called  your  attention  in  a  former  report  to  the  decision  of  the 
Massachusetts  case,  entitled  "  In  re  Plumley,^^  which  was  decided 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  Briefly  it  was  to 
the  effect  that  when  oleomargarine  was  imported  into  a  State  in 
the  original  importer's  packages,  if  it  be  in  imitation  or  sem- 
blance of  butter,  by  being  colored  yellow,  it  was  a  counterfeit 
and  that  a  State  Legislature  had  a  right  to  pass  a  law  forbidding 
its  sale  even  in  that  original  package  and  that  such  law  was  con- 
stitutional. Since  that  time  a  case  has  been  decided  in  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court,  entitled  "  Schollenberger  v.  Penn- 
sylvaniaJ^  The  facts  in  the  case  were  exactly  like  the  facts  in 
the  Plumley  case,  although  it  did  not  appear  in  the  evidence 
before  the  trial  court  that  the  oleomargarine  was  in  imitation  or 
semblance  of  butter,  and  the  court  declared  the  Pennsylvania 
law  which  forbids  its  sale  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  butter 
within  the  State  to  be  unconstitutional  as  to  such  oleomargarine. 
This  was  not  a  reversal  of  the  Plumley  case  decision  but  a  dis- 
tinction. It  however  was  believed  to  be  in  essence  an  entering 
wedge,  and  that  sooner  or  later  a  reversal  of  the  Plumley  case 
could  be  secured,  and  I  am  reliably  informed  with  that  end  in 
view  another  case  has  been  made  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  that  it  is  now  on  its  way  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States;  that  it  is  the  cherished  object  of  the  oleomargarine  peo- 
ple to  get  that  court  to  distinguish  between  the  case  now  coming 
up  and  the  Plumley  case.  The  case  is  entitled  ^^Commontoealth  v. 
Van  Dyke,^^  If  the  oleomargarine  interests  are  enabled  to  get 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  or  rather  to  get  one 
judge,  to  reconsider  or  change  his  views  relative  to  the  Plumley 
case,  or  to  distinguish  between  that  and  the  case  last  above  refer- 
red to,  so  as  to  get  a  decision  practically  nullifying  the  decision 
in  the  Plumley  case,  then  oleomargarine  will  again  be  sold  in 
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the  States  having  laws  similar  to  the  State  of  New  York  in  the 
original  importer's  package  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  butter 
in  spite  of  State  authorities.  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that 
such  aid  as  can  reasonably  and  legally  be  given  should  be  ren- 
dered toward  impressing  the  United  States  Senate  with  the 
necessity  that  this  State  desires  the  passage  of  such  a  measure. 
In  response  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, May  8,  1900,  asking  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for 
certain  statistics  relative  to  oleomargarine,  that  ofQcial  sub- 
mitted the  following  report:

Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  House 
resolution  of  May  8,  1900,  as  follows : 

Resolvedy  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  furnish  the  House  for  its 
information  the  monthly  duplicates  of  pages  one  and  two  of 
form  216  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1899;  also  for  the  month  of  December,  1899,  as 
returned  by  the  various  manufacturers  of  oleomargarine 
throughout  the  United  States  for  above  periods. 

In  response  thereto  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  thereon,  to 
whom  said  resolution  was  referred.

ABMOTTB  CASES. 

During  the  incumbency  of  my  predecessor  in  office  the  oleomar- 
garine producers  and  sellers  invaded  this  State  with  oleomar- 
garine in  the  original  importer's  packages  on  the  theory  that 
they  had  a  right  to  so  sell  within  the  State,  notwithstanding  the 
prohibition  of  the  State  law,  from  the  fact  that  the  power  to 
regulate  commerce  between  the  States  was  a  power  that  could 
be  exercised  only  by  the  National  Government,  and  that  there- 
fore the  goods  could  be  so  brought  in  and  sold.  An  action  was 
brought  by  Philip  D.  Armour  and  others  against  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture  of  this  State,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  Northern  District  of  New  York,  involving 
the  question  of  the  right  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to 
interfere  with  such  sales,  and  an  injunction  was  asked  for  estop- 
ping him  for  interfering  with  such  sales.    The  injunction  was 
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granted,  and  it  being  nuderstood  at  the  time  that  the  decision  of 
the  Plumley  case  above  referred  to  would  settle  the  question 
involved  in  that  case,  action  apparently  was  begun  for  the  pur- 
pose of  maintaining  what  the  oleomargarine  people  believed  to 
be  their  rights  and  claimed  to  believe  would  be  established  as 
such  by  the  decision  of  tlie  Plumley  case.  To  their  surprise  the 
case  was  so  decided  that  the  enforcement  of  the  State  laws 
against  these  goods  in  the  original  importer's  package  was  pos- 
sible. Thereafter  the  injunction  which  was  thus  obtained  was 
vacated  on  the  order  of  the  same  judge  who  issued  it,  but  it  had 
been  pending  from  March  3,  1894,  until  December  14th  of  the 
same  year.  My  predecessor  in  office,  assuming  that  in  the  five 
places  in  which,  under  the  terms  of  the  injunction  (see  Second 
Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  pages  83 
and  84)  Philip  D.  Armour  and  others  were  entitled  to  sell  oleo- 
margarine within  the  State,  viz.,  Buffalo,  Rochester,  Utica, 
Albany  and  New  York;  that  they  had  sold  during  the  period  of 
the  pendency  of  the  injunction  and  that  such  sales  were  illegal, 
and  that  they  should  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  New 
York  the  penalties  which  they  had  thus  incurred.  The  real  ques- 
tion to  be  determined,  however,  was  whether  they  had  so  sold 
during  that  time  in  all  these  places,  and  if  so,  how  much.  With 
a  view  of  determining  this  question  he  brought  action  against 
Philip  D.  Armour  &  Company  on  the  assumption  that  they  had 
kept  on  sale  and  offered  for  sale  in  each  of  these  places  a  suffi- 
cient amount  every  day  during  the  pendency  of  the  injunction,  so 
that  for  each  day  they  would  owe  to  the  State  of  New  York  the 
sum  of  f  5,500.  This  sum  when  multiplied  by  the  number  of  days, 
if  his  theory  was  correct,  would  have  made  the  defendant  debtor 
to  the  State  of  New  York  in  a  sum  aggregating  over  f  1,250,000. 
Upon  his  advice  the  Attorney-General  designated  the  firm  of 
Mullin,  Griffin  &  Walker,  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  to  bring  an  action 
with  the  view  of  recovering  as  much  of  such  indebtedness  as 
possible.  It  was  supposed  that  this  firm  sustained  such  relation 
to  certain  railroads  in  this  State  as  to  make  it  easy  for  them  to 
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ascertain  the  extent  of  the  shipments,  if  any,  in  the  State  during 
the  period  above  referred  to,  by  the  defendants. 

The  law  firm  above  referred  to  served  summons  on  the  defend- 
ant as  soon  as  they  were  able  to  find  him  within  the  State,  and 
then  served  a  genera}  complaint,  alleging  his  indebtedness  to  the 
State  of  New  York  in  the  sum  of  money  aggregating  the  amount 
above  referred  to.  The  defendant  by  his  attorneys  then  pro- 
cured an  order  from  the  court  for  the  plaintiff  to  make  his  com- 
plaint more  definite  and  certain.  In  order  to  do  that  the  court 
was  asked  to  designate  a  referee  to  take  evidence  to  find  the 
facts  in  the  case,  the  intention  of  the  plaintiff  being  to  get  sufQ- 
cient  evidence  through  this  source  to  make  the  complaint  more 
definite  and  certain  as  required  by  the  court.  During  the  time 
of  the  reference  above  Mr.  Mullin  and  Mr.  GrifQn  of  the  firm  of 
Mullin,  OrifSn  &  Walker,  plaintiff's  attorneys,  died,  and  Mr.  F. 

0.  Schraub,  my  predecessor  in  ofQce,  who  had  been  appointed 
counsel  to  aid  the  law  firm  in  this  action,  was  the  only  attorney 
left  in  the  case.  Attorney-General  Davies  after  coming  into 
office  had  his  attention  called  to  this  case  and  he  designated  Hon. 

1.  J.  Evans,  of  Rome,  K.  Y.,  as  attorney  to  take  up  the  case, 
which  was  left  by  the  firm  of  Mullin,  Griffin  &  Walker.  Judge 
Evans,  after  three  months  work  on  this  case,  also  died.  Just 
the  details  of  his  report,  if  he  had  lived  to  complete  it,  and  what 
his  recommendations  would  have  been  I  cannot  say,  but  I  know 
in  a  general  way  from  statements  made  by  him  that,  upon  exami- 
nation of  all  the  evidence,  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  State 
could  not  maintain  the  action.  The  Attorney-General  thereafter 
under  date  of  March  15,  1900,  reported  as  follows  relative  to 
this  case  to  your  honorable  body : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Leffislature  of  the  8t<Ue  of  New  York: 

At  the  time  of  my  assumption  of  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
Attorney-General  of  the  State  I  found  among  the  unfinished 
matters  that  had  been  commenced  under  the  administration  of 
my  predecessor  in  the  office  certain  litigations  that  had  been 
known  in  the  public  press  as  the  "  Oleomargarine  Cases,"  con- 
sisting of  three  actions  commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court  early 
in  1896,  entitled  as  follows: 
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^'  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  against  Philip  D. 
Armour,  Jonathan  O.  Armour,  and  Philip  D.  Armour,  Jr.;"  "The 
People  of  the  State  of  New  York  against  The  G.  H.  Hammond 
Company;"  "  The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York  against  The 
Armour  Packing  Company." 

It  appears  that  in  the  year  1894  Armour  &  Company,  the 
packers  and  shippers  of  Chicago,  claimed  the  right  under  the 
regulations  in  regard  to  interstate  commerce  to  ship  oleomar- 
garine in  original  packages  anywhere  within  this  State  notwith- 
standing the  statutes  against  the  same.  That  a  serious  con- 
troversy ensued  between  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the 
State  and  these  packers  over  this  question,  i-esulting  in  an  action 
being  brought  in  the  United  States  Court  by  Armour  &  Company 
against  the  CoinmissioTie'r  of  Agriculture  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  his  deputies  and  agents,  restraining  them  from  interfering 
with  the  plaintiifs.  Armour  &  Company,  in  handling  oleomar- 
garine in  the  State  of  New  York  in  original  packages  which  were 
put  up  at  Kansas  City  by  the  Armour  Packing  Company  and 
shipped  from  there,  and  also  by  Armour  &  Company  at  Chicago, 
Illinois.  In  this  action  an  injunction  was  granted  by  Judge 
Coxe,  of  the  United  States  District  Court  of  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict of  New  York,  and  continued  in  force  practically  during  the 
whole  of  the  year  1894,  and  under  this  injunction  the  Agricul- 
tural Department  of  the  State  was  prohibited  from  taking  sam- 
ples of  Armour  &  Company's  goods  or  in  any  way  interfering 
with  their  sales,  and  they  were  allowed  to  continue  agencies 
which  they  had  established  for  the  sale  of  the  same  at  Buffalo, 
Rochester,  Syracuse,  Utica,  Albany  and  New  York.  Late  in  the 
year  1894,  after  the  decision  in  the  case  of  PlurrUey  v.  The  Cam- 
monwealth  of  Massdchusetts  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  reported  in  155  U.  S.,  461,  under  a  statute  of  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  very  similar  to  the  New  York  law  against  the 
sale  of  oleomargarine,  it  was  held  that  the  law  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  oleomargarine  colored  in  semblance  or  imitation  of  butter 
was  a  valid  enactment,  within  the  police  power  of  the  State,  and 
as  such  would  be  upheld.  After  this  decision  the  injunction  of 
Judge  Coxe  was  dissolved.  In  the  meantime  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  the  Hon.  Fred.  C.  Schraub,  had  reason  to 
believe  through  his  deputies  and  agents  that  during  the  year 
1894  and  while  this  injunction  was  in  force  large  sales  of  these 
prohibited  products  had  been  made  in  the  State,  and  he  there- 
upon laid  the  facts  before  my  predecessor  in  office  with  the 
request  that  prosecutions  be  authorized.  At  the  request  of  Hon. 
Fred.  C.  Schraub,  who  was  then  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
Attorney-General  Hancock  designated  Messrs.  Mullin  &  Griffin 
of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  ba  special  counsel  in  these  matters,  and 
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directed  them  to  commence  actions  for  penalties  against  the 
above-named  defendants  and  others  who  were  believed  to  be 
implicated. 

In  the  year  1895  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  known 
as  chapter  70  of  the  Laws  of  that  year,  under  the  provisions  of 
which  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  subject  to  the  approval 
in  writing  of  the  Governor  and  Attorney-General,  was  author- 
ized to  settle  any  claims  for  penalties  that  had  accrued  for  vio- 
lation of  the  oleomargarine  law.  The  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture having  no  exact  data  on  which  to  found  his  charges,  by  rea- 
son of  the  fact  that  during  the  pendency  of  the  injunction  he 
was  prohibited  from  taking  actual  samples,  as  is  the  usual  and 
customary  way  in  matters  of  this  kind,  for  the  enforcement  of 
this  particular  law,  charged  the  defendants  in  each  of  these 
actions  generally  with  selling  at  least  ten  packages  a  day  for 
every  calendar  day  during  the  continuance  of  the  injunction  in 
the  various  cities  in  which  the  defendants  were  permitted  to 
continue  their  agencies.  This  resulted  in  a  demand  for  judg- 
ment against  Philip  D.  Armour  and  others  of  f  579,000;  in  the 
action  against  the  Armour  Packing  Company  of  {1,150,000,  and 
in  the  action  against  the  G.  H.  Hammond  Company  of  {579,700. 

The  amount  claimed  in  these  various  actions  was  in  no  way 
an  index  of  what  the  rightful  claim  of  the  State  might  be  in  the 
various  actions.  As  I  have  said,  the  pleadings  were  prepared 
with  the  idea  of  claiming  a  large  enough  amount  to  cover  any 
possible  claim  that  the  State  might  have,  -and  then  proving 
whatever  might  be  possible  in  the  premises. 

Shortly  after  the  commencement  of  these  actions  a  motion 
was  made  by  the  defendants'  attorneys  and  granted  to  compel 
the  plaintiffs  to  separate  and  state  their  causes  of  action.  This 
necessitated  the  getting  of  exact  data,  and  for  that  purpose 
seven  different  orders  were  procured  in  the  Supreme  Court  from 
Mr.  Justice  McLennan  on  ex  parte  applications  for  an  examina- 
tion of  the  books  of  the  various  railroad  companies  over  which 
Armour  &  Company  and  the  Armour  Packing  Company  had  been 
shippers  in  this  State. 

A  motion  was  made  afterwards  to  set  aside  these  orders  as 
unwarranted,  which  was  argued  at  length  at  Special  Term  and 
the  motion  was  denied.  Thei*eupon  an  appeal  was  taken  from 
each  of  the  orders  to  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court. 

Shortly  after  the  argument  of  this  appeal,  the  Hon.  Daniel 
Q.  OriiBn,  who  was  the  associate  of  Senator  Mullin  in  the  prose- 
cution of  these  actions,  and  had  procured  considerable  data  in 
reference  to  the  same,  died  very  suddenly.  In  the  meantime, 
Hon.  Fred.  C.  Schraub,  of  Lowville,  N.  Y.,  who  had  been  Com- 
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miBBiaiier  of  Agriculture  during  the  time  that  this  litigation 
arose,  waa  retained  by  my  predecessor  as  special  counsel  in  all 
of  these  matters  with  Senator  Mullin,  and  has  since  continued  to 
act  in  that  capacity. 

The  Appellate  Division  of  the  Bupreme  Court  unanimously 
affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Special  Term,  upholding  the  orders 
that  had  been  procured  for  the  examination  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies. The  cafie  is  reported  in  the  Eighteenth  Appellate  Divi- 
sion, 584. 

Shortly  after  this  Senator  Mullin  also  died  very  suddenly.  It 
then  transpired  that  for  the  convenience  of  the  attorneys,  Messrs. 
Mullin  and  Grriffin,  the  venue  of  all  these  actions  had  been  laid 
in  Jefferson  county.  As  I  am  advised  by  the  counsel  still  remain- 
ing in  the  caise,  it  was  Senator  Mullin's  idea  at  the  time  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  these  actions 
being  for  penalties,  if  not  properly  brought  in  Jefferson  county, 
there  being  probably  no  actual  cases  arising  in  that  county,  under 
the  law,  if  the  defendants  desired  to  raise  this  question  and  to 
claim  trial  in  a  proper  county,  that  they  would  be  compelled  to 
do  so  at  the  time  of  serving  their  answer,  and  the  action  could 
then  be  continued  in  the  county  in  which  the  offence  had  been 
c<mimitted.  It  appears  now  that  the  location  of  the  venue  was 
very  unfortunate,  as  with  all  the  investigation  that  has  been 
had  no  actual  violations  whatever  appear  to  have  been  committed 
in  Jeffenson  county.  We  therefore  have  actually  no  case  what- 
ever in  the  county  in  which  the  venue  is  laid. 

After  the  deaths  of  Messrs.  Mullin  and  Qriffin  negotiations 
were  had  for  the  settlement  of  the  whole  controversy  which  were 
continued  at  some  length  and  resulted  in  an  offer  being  made  on 
behalf  of  the  defendants  to  enter  into  a  stipulation  to  discon- 
tinue their  business  of  making  and  selling  oleomargarine  and  to 
close  their  factory  and  to  pay  the  State  of  New  York  the  sum  of 
{20,000,  an  amount  estimated  to  be  amply  sufficient  to  reimburse 
the  State  in  full  for  all  expenses  that  had  been  incurred  in  the 
matter.  This  proposition  was  approved  by  my  predecessor  in 
office,  and  was  concurred  in  by  the  special  counsel,  Mr.  Schraub, 
by  the  present  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  and  by  the  remain- 
ing members  of  the  firm  of  Mullin,  Criffin  &  Walker,  but  was  not 
approved  by  Hon.  Frank  S.  Black,  then  Qovemor.  The  result 
was  that  it  came  over  to  the  present  administration  as  unfinished 
business. 

It  also  appears  that,  after  orders  had  been  granted  to  compel 
the  plaintiffs  to  make  more  definite  and  certain  their  complaint, 
the  plaintiffs  procured  the  appointment  of  a  referee  in  the  person 
of  former  Judge  Waltz,  of  Jefferson  county,  before  whom  to  take 
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evidence  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  terms  of  such 
orders. 

It  does  not  appear,  however,  that  any  evidence  was  taken 
before  the  referee  for  that  purpose  until  after  I  assumed  ofSce, 
January  1,  1899.  After  I  had  entered  upon  my  duties  a&  Attor- 
ney-Qeneral,  I  got  together  the  data  and  collected  the  papers, 
and  shortly  afterward  assigned  Hon.  Isaac  J.  Evans,  of  Bome^ 
N.  T.,  to  tsike  charge  of  the  cases^  and  instructed  him  to  proceed 
and  secure  if  possible  the  necessary  evidence  wherewith  to  frame 
a  complaint  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  court.  Judge 
Evans  immediately  secured  data  and  proceeded  to  the  examina- 
tion of  witnesses  before  the  referee  in  Albany,  Utica  and  BufEalo, 
and  several  hearings  were  had  under  those  orders  of  the  exami- 
nation of  railroad  companies  down  to  about  the  month  of 
December,  when  Judge  Evans  unexpectedly  died. 

The  reason  why  evidence  was  not  taken  before  I  assumed  office 
is  that  the  negotiations  were  pending  for  a  settlement  of  the 
cases  as  herein  stated. 

From  the  examinations  which  have  been  had  by  the  railroad 
companies  a  peculiar  situation  is  presented.  It  appears  that  at 
the  time  the  orders  were  granted  for  the  examination  of  the 
books  of  the  railroad  companies  notices  were  served  on  each  one 
of  them  Off  the  granting  of  the  order,  and  they  were  ordered  to 
preserve  the  records  that  would  be  required  in  these  matters, 
and  notifying  each  of  them  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Oode  that  all  waybills,  receipts^  blotters  and  books  showing 
receipts  and  delivery  of  freight  from  Armour  &  Go.  would  be 
required  in  evidence  upon  the  trial  of  this  action,  and  notifying 
each  not  to  destroy  any  of  said  records,  or  proceedings  would  be 
taken  against  them  pursuant  to  section  110  of  the  Penal  Code. 

It  now  appears  that  notwithstanding  this  notice  the  waybills 
and  shipping  receipts  that  would  be  required  to  prove  the  plain- 
tiff's case  have  all  been  sent  in  by  the  subordinate  officers  to  the 
New  York  office  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  and 
that,  from  all  we  have  been  able  to  learn,  the  same  have  been 
destroyed,  the  railroad  companies  uniformly  urging  in  justifi- 
cation of  their  course,  that  they  had  been  led  to  understand  at 
the  time  the  proposed  compromise  was  in  the  hands  of  Governor 
Black  the  same  had  been  accepted  and  the  entire  controversy 
disposed  of. 

We  are  therefore  brought  face  to  face  with  the  proposition  as 
to  what  is  to  be  done  with  these  cases. 

Since  January  1, 1899,  no  propositions  of  settlement  have  been 
made  by  the  defendants  that  I  know  of. 
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In  view  of  the  misapprehenfflon  which  exists  to  some  extent 
in  the  public  mind  and  particalarly  in  the  mind«  of  some  members 
of  the  legislature  as  to  the  status  of  these  oases,  I  have  deemed 
it  proper  to  lay  the  facts  before  your  honorable  body.  I  would 
here  state  that  no  evidence  has  been  procured  and  none  appears 
to  be  in  eight.  The  cases  are  not  at  issue;  in  fact,  as  will  appear, 
the  oomplaints  required  by  the  orders  of  the  court  have  never 
been  made^  and  I  have  no  data  at  this  time,  nor  was  any  secured 
by  the  examination  pursued  by  Judge  Evans,  wherewith  to 
enable  us  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  court. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  expense  has  already  been 
incurred;  that  Judge  Waltz  has  presented  a  bill  for  his  services 
as  referee;  that  the  Hon.  Fred.  O.  Schraub  has  never  received 
anything  as  yet  by  way  of  compensation  for  his  services  or  dis- 
bursements incurred  as  special  counsel,  and  that  some  money  is 
owing  to  the  estate  of  Judge  Evans,  and  quite  a  considerable 
amount  has  been  expended  by  way  of  witness  fees  and  necessary 
disbursements  incurred  during  the  past  year,  I  deem  it  my  dnty 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  these  facts. 

If  the  litigaition  is  to  be  continued,  money  will  have  to  be  appro- 
priated not  only  to  pay  the  expenses  already  incurred  but  to 
meet  the  future;  and  I  do  not  feel  warranted  in  incurring  further 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  State  without  the  Legislature  having 
a  full  knowledge  of  the  history  and  present  situation  of  the 
cases. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  an 
approprialte  committee  for  consideration,  as  under  the  circum- 
stances I  should  like  the  direction  of  the  Legislature  in  the 
premises,  and  I  will  be  very  glad  to  furnish  the  committee  with 
all  the  facts  and  data  which  are  in  the  possession  of  this  office.

Your  honorable  body  having  taken  no  action  relative  to  these 
cases  upon  the  report  above  set  forth  the  Attorney-General  was 
left  to  act  as  he  in  his  judgment  deemed  wise.  After  duly  con- 
sidering the  reports  made  to  him  by  the  attorneys  who  had  been 
engaged  in  the  case,  and  particularly  by  my  predecessor,  Hon. 
Fred.  C.  Schraub,  who  was  counsel  in  the  case,  that  official  con- 
cluded that  a  suit  could  not  be  successfully  maintained  against 
Philip  D.  Armour  &  Company  upon  the  evidence  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  people  or  upon  any  evidence  that  it  was  reasonable 
to  expect  they  could  possibly  obtain.    The  defendants'  attorneys 
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after  waiting  for  over  three  years  for  the  people  to  make 
their  complaint  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  order  of  the 
court  moved  before  Judge  Hiscock,  at  Syracuse,  on  December 
ly  1900,  that  the  case  be  dismissed.  Judge  Hiscock  has  not,  as 
I  can  ascertain,  yet  rendered  a  decision  in  the  matter.  It  is 
apparent  to  me  from  the  legal  advice  I  have  received  that  there 
never  was  sufficient  evidence  in  the  possession  of  the  State  to 

• 

lead  anyone  to  believe  that  it  could  succeed  in  this  /case  against 
these  defendants.  It  was  for  that  reason  that  I  agreed  to  the 
terms  of  the  settlement  proposed  by  the  attorneys  of  Armour  & 
Company  nearly  two  years  ago,  viz.:  That  they  should  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State  of  New  York  the  sum  of  f20,000  and 
agree  to  keep  out  of  the  New  York  State  markets  with  oleo- 
margarine. I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  such  settlement  should 
have  been  made. 

FBOCESS  BITTTEB. 

During  the  year  I  have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  my  at- 
tempts to  enforce  the  law  known  as  the  "Process"  or  "Renovated 
Butter  Law,"  the  difficulty  arising  from  the  fact  that  the  sub- 
stance is  composed  of  pure  butter  fat  and  nothing  else,  and  the 
chemists  are  unable  to  determine  the  difference  between  this 
kind  of  butter  and  butter  which  might  be  termed  butter  of  the 
first  instance;  i.  e.  butter  that  has  not  been  remelted  and  made 
over  again.  With  the  limited  amount  of  money  at  my  command 
for  chemical  purposes  I  have  not  been  able  to  conduct  a  series 
of  experiments  upon  this  matter  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
whether  any  new  method  could  be  found  by  which  we  could  dis- 
tinguish the  one  butter  from  the  other.  My  opinion  is  that 
this  will  have  to  be  done  before  this  law  can  be  successfully 
enforced.  A  majority  of  the  dealers,  however,  are  complying 
with  the  terms  of  the  law  by  branding  their  commodity,  or  the 
wrappers,  with  the  words  "  Renovated  Butter."  There  can  be 
no  question  whatever  upon  the  propriety  of  this  being  done,  and 
I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  means  should  be  provided 
for  experimenting  in  this  work  to  the  end  that  we  may 
determine,  if  possible,  the  difference,  if  one  exists,  between  but- 
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ter  in  the  second  etage  and  butter  in  the  first.  BenoYaited 
butter  cannot  be  said  to  be  an  unhealthf  ul  commodity  when 
properly  made,  but  the  wrong  in  selling  it  comes  from  the  fact 
that  you  deceive  the  consumer,  and  his  embarrassment  arises 
from  the  fact  that  if  he  buys  any  quantity  of  it  hoping  to  keep 
it  for  use  that  it  will  not,  in  the  terms  of  the  butter  dealers, 
'^ stand  up";  i.  e.  it  will  melt  down,  lose  its  flavor  and  become 
rancid.  This  may  not  be  considered  a  very  serious  matter  to 
those  who  buy  and  consume  butter  daily,  but  to  a  certain  class 
of  people  who  buy  butter  in  advance  of  consumption  it  is  a 
wrong,  and  the  statute  should  therefore  if  possible  be  enforced. 
If  not  possible,  then  it  should  be  repealed. 

SirOAB  BEETS. 

During  the  season  of  1899  there  were  two  beet  sugar  factories 
operated  in  the  State  of  New  York,  one  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y., 
and  the  other  at  Borne,  N.  Y.  During  the  year  1900  there  were 
aleo  two  beet  sugar  factories  in  operation  in  the  Btate  of  New 
York,  one  at  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  and  the  other  at  Lyons,  N.  Y. 
The  factory  at  Bome  did  not  operate  last  season. 

Beports  made  to  this  office  from  the  two  factories  show  respec- 
tively that  the  Binghamton  factory  this  year  will  receive  approx- 
imately 20,000  tons  of  sugar  beets  from  which  they  will  make 
2,000  tons  of  sugar.  The  beets  produced  for  this  factory  by  the 
different  farmers  show  that  the  best  tonnage  received  per  acre 
was  35,  while  the  average  tonnage  i)er  acre  was  10;  that  from  the 
beets  received  at  this  factory  the  best  percentage  of  sugar  was 
20,  while  the  average  was  13.  The  report  of  the  Lyons  factory 
shows  that  the  beets  received  at  that  factory  which  were 
manufactured  into  sugar  were  in  the  aggregate  60,000  tons;  that 
the  amount  of  sugar  manufactured  from  such  beets  was  4,000 
tons;  that  the  best  tonnage  per  acre  was  28,  while  the  average 
tonnage  per  acre  was  12;  the  best  percentage  of  sugar  received 
from  any  of  the  beets  was  18,  while  the  average  percentage  of 
sugar  was  13. 
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Dnring  the  season  I  have  had  sugar  beet  instraotors  through- 
out the  regions  raising  beets  for  these  two  factories  giving 
isfltructions  as  to  the  best  method  of  preparing  the  ground,  sow- 
ing seed,  caring  for  the  beets  during  growth  up  to  maturity,  and 
as  to  the  best  method  of  harvesting  and  preparing  same  for  the 
factory.  The  fact  that  there  is  such  a  wide  range  between  the 
amount  of  beets  raised  upon  the  different  pieces  of  ground  shows 
there  is  a  great  necessity  for  instruction,  particularly  as  to  the 
kind  of  soil  that  should  be  selected  upon  which  to  raise  beets. 
There  is  no  reason,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  why  if.  the  right  soil  is 
selected  and  the  crop  given  the  proper  tillage  that  the  ton- 
nage per  acre  should  not  average  about  the  same  in  the  different 
localities,  and  also  that  the  i)ercentage  of  sugar  in  the  beets 
should  be  about  the  same.  Such  discrepencies  are  to  be  expected 
in  first  experiments  with  crops  with  which  th^  tiller  himself  is 
wholly  unacquainted,  but  I  am  inclined  to  the  proposition  that 
with  the  proper  instruction  given  during  the  next  few  years 
this  great  discrepancy  must  change  and  a  better  percentage  of 
sugar  in  beets  will  be  realized. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  encour- 
agement of  this  industry  I  have  upon  the  sworn  statement  made 
to  me  by  the  respective  factories  apportioned  |80,774.68,  being 
one  cenit  per  pound  upon  8,077,468  pounds  of  sugar  made,  of 
which  the  Empire  State  Sugar  Company,  at  Lyons,  N.  Y.,  made 
4,968^468  pounds,  and  the  Binghamton  Beet  Sugar  Company,  at 
Binghamton,  made  3,109,000  pounds.

During  the  year  an  agent  of  this  Department  has  been  em- 
ployed examining  the  linseed  oil  being  sold  or  offered  for  sale

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BOB  VEAL. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  calveB 
seized  under  four  weeks  of  age.  The  largest  number  of  seizures 
were  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  the  majority  of  calves 
that  were  shipped  later  were  of  a  good  size  and  over  four  weeks 
of  age. 

As  one  of  the  inspectors  reports  the  express  agent  said  upon 
entering  a  car,  '^  There  is  no  use  looking  over  these  calves  because 
they  are  all  young  cows."  This  is  very  encouraging  as  it  makes 
a  greater  demand  for  milk  and  incites  the  farmer  to  keep  his 
calvee  until  they  are  at  least  four  weeks  of  age.  At  a  very 
recent  trial,  where  an  action  was  brought  for  selling  calves  under 
four  weeks  of  age,  one  of  the  witnesses  for  the  defendant  was 
a  farmer  who  fed  calves  for  veal;  also  bought  and  slaughtered 
veal  calves  according  to  the  provision  of  the  statute.  Instead  of 
his  being  a  ^witness  for  the  defendant  he  was  more  of  a  witness 
for  the  State.  After  he  gave  his  testimony,  in  conversation  with 
one  of  the  inspectors  he  stated  that  he  never  received  or  paid 
€uch  good  prices  throughout  the  season  for  veal  calves  as  he  had 
€ince  the  bob-veal  law  was  passed  and  the  violators  prosecuted. 

Certain  large  dealers  of  New  York  are  now  encouraging  the 
anscrupulous  dealers  to  ship  their  calves  under  four  weeks  of 
age  alive  to  New  York,  there  to  slaughter  them  under  cover  and 
sell  the  same.  The  inspectors  are  now  working  upon  these 
cases  and  are  in  hopes  .to  soon  make  cases  against  these  parties. 

BEES. 

The  work  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  by  the  four  in- 
spectors who  have  charge  of  diseases  among  bees,  has  just  closed 
for  the  season  and  has  been  most  satisfactory.  Statistics  con- 
vey only  in  part  an  idea  of  the  labor  performed  by  these  experts. 
They  have  visited  some  of  the  fall  fairs  and  other  meeting  places 
of  apiarists  and  their  ^'  missionary  "  work  has  awakened  an  inter- 
est which  will  stimulate  the  industry  to  more  profitable 
proportions. 
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The  sections  of  the  State  where  foul-brood  has  appeared 
are  now  known,  and  its  control  and  extermination  may  be  ex- 
pected.

SAN  JOSE  SCALE. 

In  relation  to  the  work  of  this  Department  under  the  Law 
of  1898,  chapter  482,  '*  relative  to  the  prevention  of  disease  in 
fruit  trees  and  the  pests  that  infect  the  same,"  1  have  to  report 
considerable  progress  during  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Department  since  this  law  was  enacted  con- 
vinces me  that  the  measure  was  a  wise  one  and  much  good  has 
resulted  to  the  horticultural  interests  of  the  State  by  the  com- 
parative  little  that  could  be  done  with  the  means  at  my  disposal 
for  this  object.  That  there  is  opportunity  to  accomplish  very 
much  more  is  shown  by  the  applications  received  from  the  large 
nursery  and  orchard  sections  of  the  State  for  investigations  into 
the  fungous  diseases  and  insect  pests. 

The  importance  of  the  horticultural  interests  of  this  State, 
especially  fruit  growing  and  the  nursery  tree  business,  both  of 
which  are  second  to  no  other  State  in  the  Union,  and  the  fact 
that  the  orchards  and  fruit  farms  in  the  last  few  years  have  been 
attacked  by  numerous  injurious  insect  pests  and  fungous  dis- 
eases has  made  it  necessary  for  those  engaged  in  these  pursuits 
to  seek  all  the  assistance  they  can  get  from  those  who  are  in- 
formed on  the  habits  of  the  pernicious  insects,  the  pres- 
ence of  fungous  diseases  and  the  better  methods  of  applying 
remedies. 

The  most  injurious  insects  and  the  contagious  fungous  diseases 
are  so  little  known  by  the  majority  of  growers  of  fruit  and  fruit 
trees  that,  owing  often  to  the  insidious  method  of  their  work  of 
destruction,  such  pests  often  become  established  in  a  community 
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before  the  growers  are  aware  of  the  threatening  danger  and 
consequent  losses.  For  this  reason  I  have  employed  several  ex- 
pert inspectors  whose  first  duty  has  been  to  inspect  all  the  nur- 
series of  the  State  where  fruit  trees,  plants,  vines,  etc.,  are 
grown  for  sale;  this  feature  of  the  work  is  required  by  the  law 
and  was  made  necessary  by  the  laws  of  many  States.  Legisla- 
tion in  the  interest  of  horticulture  is  increasing  in  the  different 
States,  and  all  acts  that  have  passed  require  that  all  trees, 
plants,  vines,  etc.  (and  in  some  States  fruit  and  the  pits  thereof), 
shall  only  be  received  into  their  borders  when  accompanied  by 
a  copy  of  a  certificate  of  inspection  showing  that  the  trees,  etc., 
have  been  examined  by  a  competent  oflficial  inspector  and  pro- 
nounced by  him  to  be  apparently  free  from  injurious  insect  pests 
and  fungous  diseases. 

As  the  products  of  the  nurseries  of  this  State  are  shipped  into 
every  State  of  the  United  States,  and  to  many  foreign  countries, 
it  is  evident  that  our  work  on  the  lines  prescribed  by  the  law 
must  be  carefully  and  thoroughly  done  in  the  interest  of  good 
public  policy. 

The  fact  is  recognized  by  the  economic  entomologists  and 
mycologists  of  the  United  States  that  most  of  our  injurious 
insects  are  brought  here  from  foreign  countries,  and  I  have  to 
direct  inspection  of  much  nursery  stock  that  comes  from  Japan 
aftd  other  countries  through  the  port  at  New  York  city  and  else- 
where. Many  car-loads  of  nursery  stock  are  brought  into  this 
State  from  other  States,  and  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  our  own 
law  in  protecting  the  interests  of  our  people  much  more  work 
could  be  very  advantageously  applied.  As  a  result  of  the  inspec- 
tion of  such  shipments  thousands  of  trees,  etc.,  have  been  con- 
demned and  destroyed  or  returned  to  the  conisignees. 

After  the  inspection  of  the  nurseries  was  finished,  and  proper 
certificates  had  been  granted,  an  examination  of  some  orchards, 
fruit  plantations  and  vineyards  was  made,  statistics  of  which 
follow.  Comparatively  little  of  this  work  could  be  done  and 
I  have  been  compelled  to  refuse  numerous  applications  from 
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extensive  orchardists  and  vineyardists  because  of  insufficient 
funds  at  my  disposal. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  law  requiring  me  to  grant  certifi- 
cates of  inspection  to  the  nurserymen  of  the  State,  there  have 
been  issued  during  the  year  393  certificates  showing  the  inspec- 
tion of  6,927  acres,  of  which  901  acres  were  vineyards  from 
which  wood  is  takeii  for  propagation. 

There  have  been  issued  425  duplicate  certificates  of  inspection, 
to  be  used  by  those  nurserymen  who  hold  original  certificates, 
for  filing  in  other  States  and  countries  as  required  by  their  laws. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  inspectors  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose have  inspected  3,065^  acres  of  orchards  and  1,663  acres  of 
vineyards,  consisting  of  872,720  fruit  trees,  about  two-thirds  of 
which  are  in  bearing;  42,637  apple  trees,  53,062  pear  trees,  3,030 
dwarf  pear  trees,  21,068  plum  trees,  260,875  peach  trees,  17,590 
cherry  trees,  284  apricot  trees,  725  quince  trees,  143  acres  of 
strawberries  (commercial  beds),  66^  acres  of  raspberries,  22 
acres  of  blackberries,  4^  acres  of  gooseberries  and  1,663  acres  of 
vineyards  above  referred  to.

In  submitting  this  the  Eighth  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  the  fourth  which  I  have  submitted  to  your  honor* 
able  body,  it  would  seem  not  inappropriate  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  large  increase  of  work  now  done  by  us  in  enforcing  the  pro- 
visions of  the  additional  laws  passed  by  the  Legislatures  of  recent 
years  and  placed  in  this  Department  to  be  carried  out.

In  closing  I  wish  to  say  that  I  believe 
all  the  present  employees  of  this  Department  have  endeavored 
to  do  their  work  well,  and  with  a  most  honest  and  earnest  pur- 
poee  alwaya  in  view,  to- wit:   To  fully  and  fairly  enforce  the  law*.

Hon.  Charlbb  A.  Wibting,  dymmiasioner  of  AgrumUure: 

My  Dear  Sir. — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  work 
performed,  as  well  as  a  general  r6»um<^  of  the  principal  points 
of  interest  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  Agricul- 
tural law  of  the  Second  Division. 

» 

One  of  the  difficulties  that  we  meet  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
oleomargarine  law  is  the  New  Jersey  peddler  wagon  coming 
across  the  river  under  the  guise  of  a  licensed  expressman. 
There  has  been  a  determined  fight  made  against  this  class  of 
violators  of  the  law,  and  sufficient  evidence  has  been  secured 
against  several  of  the  wagon  men  to  arrest  and  convict  them. 
The  aggregate  amount  of  fines  imposed  upon  these  violators 
amounted  to  ^1,100,  and  two  of  them  were  sent  to  jail  for  a  hun- 
dred days. 

It  mu0t  be  understood  that  these  men  who  come  over  here 
delivering  their  illegal  goods  to  con^rumeirs  operate  aB  expreasmen 
or  common  carriers,  having  generally  upon  their  persons  regular 
express  licenses  issued  by  a  municipality  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  and  we  are  therefore  baffled  unless  we  can  obtain  proof 
of  the  expressman  having  acted  in  the  capacity  of  an  agent  of 
the  oleomargarine  concerns. 

Milk. 

The  milk  received  in  this  city  during  the  last  year  has  been  of 
average  quality. 

INfl.PECTION8  OP  MILK  AT  FERRIES,  RAILROADS  AND 

STEAMBOAT  LANDINGS. 

IKiring  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September  a 

thorough  inspection  of  milk  arriving  over  the  different  railroads 

and  steamboatfi  for  consumption  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn  was 

m 
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made  after  the  milk  had  been  delivered  by  the  common  carriers 
to  the  grocer  and  peddler.  The  plan  adopted  was,  as  usual,  to 
obtain  from  the  police  department  a  detail  of  two  or  more  offi- 
cers for  duty  at  each  depot  when  inspections  were  made.  With 
their  assistance  the  wagons  were  formed  in  line  as  they  came  off 
the  ferries  or  from  the  railroad  depots  into  the  streets.  We 
then  inspected  the  milk  found  on  each  wagon  before  allowing  it 
to  leave  the  line. 

The  milk  inspected  when  delivered  by  each  railroad  and  steam- 
boat line  represents  one  day's  shipment  over  each  line  for  con- 
sumption  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  to  which  must  be  added 
1,600  cans  estimated  as  the  average  per  day  by  miscellaneous 
conveyances  during  those  months. 

The  receipts  of  milk  for  1899  showed  an  increase  of  six  i)er 
cent.,  and  for  1900  about  three  per  cent.,  being  in  total 
540,184,400  quarts  for  the  year,  representing  a  daily  receipt  of 
1,479,957  quarts  of  crude  milk.  Prosecutions  for  milk  adultera- 
tions have  been  carried  on,  as  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Depart- 
ment, without  fear  or  favor.  Another  feature  has  developed  in 
the  line  of  milk  adulteration  during  the  past  year  and  summer, 
namely:  an  increased  amount  of  milk  cojitaining  preservaline 
which,  upon  detection,  this  Department  took  prompt  steps  to 
punish  the  violators.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  men- 
tion that  several  cases  were  made  against  manufacturers  and 
dealers  in  preservaline  which  was  being  sold  for  use  in  dairy 
products.  This  was  made  possible  through  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature passed  on  April  19,  1900,  chapter  534  of  the  Laws  of  1900. 
The  part  of  the  ch.apter  which  covers  this  violation  is  as  follows : 

No  person  or  persons.  Arm,  association  or  corporation  shall 
induce  or  attempt  to  induce  any  person  or  persons  to  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Agricultural  law.  Any  person,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  selling,  offering  or  advertising  for  sale 
any  substance,  preparation  or  matter  for  use  is  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Agricultural  law  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation 
of  this  act. 
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Cheese. 

There  was  an  unusual  demand  during  the  entire  year  "both 
for  home  and  export  trade.  The  make  showed  some  increase 
over  other  years,  and  the  average  price  ruled  higher  than  the 
preceding  year,  which  gave  considerable  encouragement  to  the 
factory  men.  The  quality  was  better  on  the  average  make  than 
other  years.  The  weather  was  favorable  for  producing  fancy 
quality,  and  more  pains  were  taken  to  secure  high-grade  stock. 
From  the  ox>ening  in  May  prices  showed  steady  advance.  The 
Canadians  were  again  free  buyers  of  cheese  produced  in  the 
northern  sections,  also  weetern  counties.  It  was  the  opinion  that 
the  excellent  quality  of  the  stock  secured  easily  enabled  shippers 
to  palm  it  off  as  finest  Canadian  make.  The  rigid  enforcement 
of  the  law  relating  to  "  filled  cheese  "  has  undoubtedly  created 
less  animosity  to  our  own  make  and  better  confidence  in  foreign 
markets. 

Butter. 
The  butter  market  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31st, 
was  characterized  by  high  prices  and  good  export  demand.  The 
latter  outlet  afforded  the  trade  a  chance  to  close  the  year  at  a 
fair  margin  of  profit.  The  make  in  New  York  State  was  prob- 
ably not  as  large  as  the  preceding  year,  owing  to  the  enormous 
demand  that  existed  for  milk  for  condensing  purposes.  This 
feature  in  the  dairy  market  is  rapidly  becoming  an  important 
one,  especially  as  the  export  demand  for  condienBed  milk  has 
almost  been  doubled  within  a  year.  The  quality  of  New  York 
State  butter  shows  decided  improvement,  and  there  no  longer 
exists  in  New  York  City  a  variation  in  price  as  compared  to  the 
Western  product.  In  former  years  there  was  at  times  a  differ- 
ence of  ^  to  1  cent  per  pound.  The  improved  condition  was 
brought  about  by  careful  and  closer  attention  to  details  in  butter 
making  and  anxiety  to  excel  Western  producers.  There  has  also 
been  greater  uniformity  in  packages  than  former  years.  This 
has  enabled  receivers  to  handle  the  butter  to  better  advantage, 
and  higher  prices  are  always  realized  where  tubs  are  bright 
looking  and  well  coopered.    The  make  of  dairy  butter  is  grad- 
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ually  decreasing  each  year,  and  in  every  instance  creamery 
received  preference.  The  great  number  of  creameries  and  exces- 
sive demand  for  milk  are  the  reasons  given  for  the  small  quan- 
tities now  produced.  The  creamery  manufactured  in  the  James- 
town district  was  again  eagerly  sought  for  by  New  York  mer- 
chants, and  also  competed  for  by  other  cities.  The  quality  was 
almost  strictly  fancy,  and  the  price  paid  was,  in  many  instances, 
a  half  cent  higher  than  quotations  for  Western  stock. 

New  York  State  was  well  represented  at  the  Paris  Exposition 
of  1900.  Many  of  our  butter  makers  responded  to  the  call  from 
the  United  States  Government  for  samples  to  be  sent  abroad. 
The  Rosemary  creamery,  located  in  Jefferson  county,  sent  for- 
ward butter  that  scored  up  to  97  points.  From  other  creameries 
scores  were  made  ranging  from  90  to  96  points.

Report  of  E.  J.  Preston. 


Hon.  Charles  A.  Wieting,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture: 

Dear  Sir. — I  would  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  annual 
report  of  work  performed  in  the  Third  Division  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30,  1900. 

The  greater  part  of  our  time  has  been  given  to  the  inspection 
of  milk  produced  and  sold  in  this  division  by  dairymen  to 
creamerymen  and  condensaries  and  to  peddlers  retailing  to  con- 
sumers, although  when  possible  the  quality  of  milk  as  shipped 
by  the  creamerymen  to  the  Greater  New  York  market  has  been 
looked  after. 

During  the  period  of  high  butter  prices  our  attention  was 
given  with  most  satisfactory  results  to  that  fraud  against  both 
dairymen  and  consumers — oleomargarine.  Three  peddlers  were 
arrested  and  convicted  for  its  sale  in  violation  of  the  State  law, 
while  two  of  them,  together  with  the  proprietor,  were  then 
arrested  for  violation  of  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue 
law,  having  sold  in  quantities  less  than  prescribed  by  statute 
and  from  broken  packages.  Oleomargarine  was  also  found  in 
two  restaurants  and  two  grocery  stores.  Since  last  winter 
I  have  been  unable  to  find  it,  and  believe  that  little,  if  any,  is 
now  being  sold  or  consumed  in  this  division. 

Vinegar  was  generally  excellent,  but  four  samples  being 
found  below  standard. 

During  the  year  23,166  cans  of  milk,  representing  the  product 
of  6,327  dairymen,  have  been  inspected  on  delivery  at  159  dif- 
ferent creameries  and  26  railroad  platforms;  also  4,235  cans 
of  milk,  representing  forty  shipments  from  creameries.  Add 
to  the  above  2,074  cans  sold  by  524  peddlers  in  twenty-four  cities 
and  villages,  and  we  have  a  total  of  29,475  cans  inspected. 
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Among  so  large  a  number  of  milk  producers  examined  but 
fifteen  cases  of  adulteration  have  been  discovered — ^less  than 
three  to  the  thousand — a  record  of  which  the  State  might  well 
be  proud,  and  which  proves  that  the  thorough  and  constant  work 
of  this  Department  has  given  to  the  consumer  a  food  product  of 
almost  absolute  purity. 

There  has  been  among  certain  creamerymen  and  milk  com- 
panies a  marked  decrease  in  their  dishonest  practice  of  remov- 
ing a  certain  portion  of  cream,  or  by  adding  skim  milk  to  reduce 
the  percentage  of  butter  fats  in  the  milk  to  near  the  State 
standard.  Where  milk  very  high  in  fats  has  been  delivered  to 
them  by  the  producer  this  fraud  has  yielded  a  double  profit  and 
accounts  for  much  of  the  low-priced  milk  sold  in  our  larger  cities. 
Actions  have  been  brought  against  two  parties  for  this  vio- 
lation of  the  law,  ten  cases  having  been  made  against  one  of 
them. 

But  three  peddlers  out  of  524  examined  were  found  selling 
adulterated  milk. 

Vinegar  for  sale  in  twenty-one  cities  apd  villages,  and  butter 
in  thirty-six  cities  and  villages,  were  examined — ^a  total  of  1,674 
stores  representing  560  barrels  of  vinegar  and  7,433  packages 
of  butter. 

While  122  immature  dressed  calves  have  been  seized,  still  the 
age  and  quality  of  the  grand  total  shipped  has  been  materially 
improved. 

No  requests  for  the  examination  of  animals  affected  ¥nth  con- 
tagious diseases  have  been  received  in  this  division. 

While  the  reports  of  the  agents  show  the  full  number  of 
inspections  made,  alone  or  in  company  with  another  agent,  in 
the  summary  of  the  work  performed  in  this  division  particular 
care  has  been  taken  that  the  same  work  should  not  appear  more 
than  once,  no  matter  how  many  different  agents  reported.  While 
by  comparison  with  former  reports  our  work  for  the  year  may 
appear  less  than  usual,  in  reality  more  has  been  done,  but  the 
same  work  does  not  appear  as  reported  by  two  or  three  agents, 
thus  swelling  the  grand  total.

Report  of  T.  James  Owens. 


Hon.  Charles  A.  Wieting,  Commissioner  of  AgriouUure: 

Dear  Bir. — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  third  annual  report 
as  Assistant  Commissioner  of  the  Fourth  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  comprising  the  counties  of  Essex, 
Fulton,  Herkimer,  Montgomery,  Oneida,  Oswego  and  Warren, 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1899. 

The  same  methods  in  the  pursuance  of  the  work  have  been 
followed  as  in  the  past,  viz.:  To  examine  the  milk  brought  to 
the  factories  or  sold  on  the  streets  from  wagons,  also  search- 
ing for  bob  veal  and  testing  vinegar.  We  also  examine  at 
shipping  points  of  railroads  and  express  cars  in  transit  for  tob 
veal.  A  very  large  number  are  shipped  via  Utica  &  Black  River 
railroad  and  points  north  and  west,  one  seizure  being  made  of 
two  barrels  containing  seven  bobs,  for  which  the  shipper  paid  a 
fine  of  |250.  He  had  shipped  under  a  fictitious  name  and  labeled 
the  barrel  poultry.  Later  in  the  spring  the  flesh  is  taken  from 
the  carcasses,  put  in  boxes  and  shipped  to  the  cities,  and  there 
the  flesh  is  cooked,  canned  and  labeled  as  '^  spring  chicken." 

During  the  winter  months,  as  well  as  the  balance  of  the  year, 
live  calves  are  shipped  in  open  or  slatted  cars,  with  no  protec- 
tion from  the  cold  and  stormy  weather.  This  is  a  cruel  way 
of  shipping.  I  have  known  this  to  be  done  when  the  tempera- 
ture was  20  degrees  below  zero.  If  the  law  is  inadequate  to 
compel  better  protection,  then  the  next  I^egislature  will  do  itself 
credit  by  passing  such  a  law  at  once. 

The  selling  of  renovated  butter  is  getting  to  be  enormous, 
being  palmed  off  on  innocent  people  as  creamery  butter,  lessen- 
ing the  consumption  of  honest-made  butter.  We  are  doing  and 
shall  conitinue  to  do  everything  possible  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
such  an  article  and  to  curtail  the  business. 
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Oleomargarine  is  very  seldom  seen  or  offered  for  sale  in  this 
diyision.  We  are  exercising  great  vigilance  to  prevent  the  sale 
or  shipping  of  it,  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

Our  cheese  experts  are  frequently  called  to  instruct  and 
detect  tainted  milk  in  our  cheese  factories  or  in  their  immediate 
vicinity.  We  have  generally  responded  to  their  calls.  With 
that  keen  perception  of  smell  acquired  by  practice,  which  is 
almost  infallible  in  detecting  whence  comes  the  taint,  and  how 
a  good  cheese  can  be  made  from  such  a  condition  of  milk,  no 
cheese  maker  need  complain  for  the  want  of  instruction;  and 
more,  it  brings  all  cheese  makers  in  touch  with  one  another  and 
in  harmony  with  the  State  instructors. 

Disease  among  cattle  occurred  in  two  herds  located  in  the 
town  of  Russia,  Herkimer  county,  resulting  in  the  death  of  five 
in  one  dairy  and  four  in  the  other.  Dr.  Moore,  veterinary 
surgeon,  sent  to  Prof.  Law,  director  at  Ithaca,  the  blood,  of 
which  he  made  a  test  (culture).  The  blood  from  the  ear  con- 
tained bacilli,  but  not  the  bacillus  anthracis,  the  doctor  stating 
that  the  disease  is  manifestly  infection  by  another  germ, 
probably  as  deadly,  and  which  will  demand  very  similar 
measures  of  prevention.  I  accordingly  had  the  cattle  quaran- 
tined, stopped  the  milk  being  taken  to  the  factory  and  advised 
Dr.  Moore  to  treat  and  care  for  the  cattle,  which  he  did.

Report  of  S.  Brown  Richardson. 


Hon.  Charles  A.  Wibting,  Comviisaioner  of  Agriculture: 

Dear  Sir. — I  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Fifth  Division  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1900. 

The  high  standard  taken  by  the  dairy  products  of  northern 
New  York,  in  the  markets  of  the  world,  and  the  high  prices  paid 
for  them  when  compared  with  the  prices  paid  for  siniilar  prod- 
ucts of  other  States,  and  even  for  similar  products  of  other 
sections  of  our  own  State,  prove  beyond  question  the  high  char- 
acter of  the  work  done  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  this 
division,  through  its  instructors  and  agents,  for  the  last  three 
years. 

This  work  has  been  continued  for  the  last  year,  with  special 
reference  to  educating  up  to  modern  standards  those  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  butter  and  cheese;  such  standards  as 
have  been  produced  by  the  constant  study  of  men  who,  while 
keeping  well  abreast  of  the  times  by  familiarizing  themselves 
with  the  results  of  scientific  experiment  as  proclaimed  by  the 
State  instructors,  have  also  learned  many  useful  lessons  from 
their  daily  contact  with  the  practical  side  of  dairy  life.  The 
tendency  of  dairy  farmers  is  like  the  tendency  of  people  in  other 
walks  of  life — they  find  it  more  convenient  to  walk  in  the  paths 
and  to  follow  the  methods  of  their  ancestors  than  to  adopt  new 
methods  suitable  to  the  conditions  of  to-day.  It  has  been  my  aim 
as  your  assistant  to  place  before  the  people  the  great  neces- 
sity of  meeting  the  demands  of  the  great  market  centers  with 
such  products  as  those  markets  called  for,  irrespective  of  our 
individual  ideas  as  to  what  snch  market  centers  should  demand, 
as  this  method  alone  will  secure  the  best  market  prices.    Hence 
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it  is  that  our  cheese  instructors,  having  due  regard  for  the  loca- 
tion of  the  probable  purchaser,  as  determined  in  part  by  the 
location  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  cost  of  transportation, 
have  endeavored  to  turn  the  process  of  manufacturing  into  such 
channels  as  would  insure  the  highest  prices  paid  in  the  market 
for  which  such  product  was  intended. 

For  example,  it  would  be  unwise  to  manufacture  a  mellow, 
pliable,  early-curing  cheese,  such  as  is  demanded  by  the  Boston 
market,  if  the  environments  of  a  factory  were  such  that  the 
cheese  would  more  naturally  reach  the  English  market,  where  a 
firmer,  higher  salted,  later  curing  cheese  finds  favor. 

The  time  spent  in  giving  instruction  in  the  Fifth  Division  is 
far  greater  than  that  spent  in  detecting  violations  of  the  laws 
relating  to  agriculture,  although  the  police  duties  have  been  by 
no  means  neglected.  I  estimate  that  the  instructors  and  agents 
in  this  division  have  examined  with  the  lactometer  and  the  Bab- 
cock  tester  for  fats  about  12,000  samples  of  milk  as  delivered 
to  the  nearly  500  butter  and  cheese  factories,  and  to  many  milk 
stations,  in  the  five  counties  of  this  division  during  the  current 
year. 

It  is  especially  worthy  of  note  that  the  percentage  of  milk  that 
is  above  the  State  standard  for  fats  and  other  solids  is  much 
higher  than  we  have  found  it  in  former  years.  The  great  neces- 
sity of  caring  for  milk  is  better  understood,  as  are  also  the  best 
methods  of  doing  so.  The  farmer  has  been  in  the  past,  and  to 
a  lesser  degree  now  is,  accustomed  to  believe  that  "  all  is  fish 
that  comes  to  the  net "  of  the  cheese  maker  or  butter  maker; 
that  a  total  disregard  for  the  laws  of  cleanliness  and  the  infiu- 
ence  of  environment  in  producing  milk  has  no  effect  on  the  qual- 
ity, and  hence  on  the  value  of  the  products  of  milk.  Long  expe- 
rience has  made  the  Department  men  very  observant  of  these 
errors,  and  watchful  care  of  the  health  of  herds,  the  food  they 
eat,  the  pastures  and  barns  they  occupy,  are  among  the  funda- 
mental principles  laid  down  in  this  division  as  a  prerequisite 
to  the  delivery  of  first-class  milk  to  our  milk  stations  and  to  the 
manufacturers  of  first-class  butter  and  cheese. 
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There  is  still  much  instruction  needed  along  this  line,  but  it  is 
already  true  that  many  careless  men  have  learned  to  their  cost 
that  impure,  tainted  or  otherwise  objectionable  milk  will  not 
furnish  a  high  grade  product. 

It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  report  the  detection  of  so  few  cases 
in  which  milk  has  been  offered  for  sale,  or  to  be  manufactured 
into  butter  or  cheese,  that  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
State  law.  1  append  such  cases  as  I  have  prepared,  and  feel 
that  it  is  a  monument  to  the  eflSciency  and  ability  of  the  Depart- 
ment employees  in  this  agricultural  division  that  nearly  every 
case  has  so  conclusively  established  the  guilt  of  the  defendants 
that  they  have  made  settlement  with  the  State  without  the  for- 
mality of  a  court  trial.

I  haye  had  several  caJls  for  assistanoe  during  the  year  from 
people  having  sick  stock  whose  symptoms  were  such  for  a  time 
as  to  warrant  placing  the  circumstances  before  you  and  ask- 
ing for  the  presence  of  a  State  veterinarian  to  determine 
whether  or  not  such  stock  was  suffering  from  contagious 
disease.  Correspondence  with  your  ofQce  has  generally  con- 
vinced me  that  such  State  aid  was  not  needed,  and  subse- 
quent events  in  the  cases  mentioned  proved  the  oorrectness  of 
this  judgment. 

It  seemB  to  me  proper  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention 
again  to  the  fact  that  throughout  this  agricultural  division  the 
people  recognize  the  great  importance  of  the  work  being  done 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  this  recognition  -is  fol- 
lowed by  more  calls  for  assistance  than  our  present  force  of 
men  can  attend  to.  In  the  hot  months  of  summer  I  find  every 
season  that  the  calls  for  our  instructors  and  agents  accumulate 
until  1  am  often  obliged  to  wait  from  one  to  two  weeks  before 
I  can  furnish  much-iteeded  relief  to  choese  and  butter  factories 
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the  patrons  of  which  are  suffering  severe  loss  for  wont  of  that 
instruction  that  is  so  essential  to  the  cheese  maker's  success. 
The  force  at  my  command  for  doing  this  work  has  been  reduced 
during  the  past  year  by  the  transfer  of  one  of  my  instructors 
to  do  work  under  the  "  Nixon  Fund/'  so  called,  which  work  I 
understand  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment of  Cornell  University. 

.  1  have  during  the  past  year  received  what  seemed  trust- 
worthy reports  to  the  effect  that  oleomargarine  was  being 
smuggled  into  some  of  the  hotels  and  lumber  camps  of  that 
part  of  the  Fifth  Division  known  as  the  Adirondack  section, 
I  was  hampered  in  my  investigation  of  these  reports  in  two 
ways:  First,  the  information  was  very  meager,  and  the  section 
being  almost  a  complete  wilderness,  it  was  inaccessible  to  such 
men  as  I  had  without  the  assistance  of  a  guide  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  lumbering  and  "  sporting ''  part  of  the 
woods.  Second,  the  work  in  this  division  having  be^i  along 
the  line  of  milk  testing,  and  of  giving  instruction  in  late 
methods  of  cheese  making  and  butter  making,  I  did  not  have 
available  men  who  had  had  sufficient  experience  in  detecting 
unlawful  imitations  of  butter  to  warrant  them  in  undertaking 
this  branch  of  work.  I  have,  however,  no  reason  to  think  that 
violations  of  the  law  in  relation  to  oleomargarine  have  been 
frequent  or  extensive  in  this  agricultural  division. 

The  use  of  pure  cider  vinegar  has  been  so  general,  and  this 
product  has  been  so  cheap,  that  the  temptation  to  adulterate 
has  been  very  much  reduced.  It  is  also  true  that  the  law  in 
relation  to  vinegar  is  much  better  understood  than  formerly, 
and  it  is  now  customary  among  many  dealers  in  this  division, 
when  cider  vinegar  is  offered  them  for  sale  by  farmers,  to 
require  the  laftter  to  take  a  sample  to  some  of  the  instructors 
or  agents  of  this  Department  for  examination;  if  such  exami- 
nation does  not  show  the  sample  to  be  up  to  the  requirments 
of  the  State  law  the  vinegar  is  not  purchased. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  again  to  acknowledge  the 
ready  acquiescence  of  every  employee  under  my  direction  in 
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every  snggestion  made  regarding  the  work;  long  boars  and 
severe  exposure  is  often  the  price  that  must  be  paid  for  sucoess 
in  detecting  crime  as  defined  in  the  laws  of  this  State  relating 
to  agriculture.  And  every  demand  made  by  me  upon  the  men 
In  this  division  that  seemed  necessary  in  the  execution  of  the 
law  has  been  met  by  them  with  a  willingness  and  a  cheerful- 
ness that  commands  my  earnest  respect  and  admiration.

Report  of  Charles  T.  Russell. 


Hon.  Charlbs  A.  Wibtino,  Commissumer  of  Agriculture: 

Dear  Sir. — ^Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  my  third  annual 
report  as  Assistant  Commissioner  of  the  work  performed  in  the 
Sixth  Division  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  State, 
comprising  the  counties  of  Broome,  Chenango,  Cortland,  Madi- 
son, Onondaga,  Tioga  and  Tompkins,  this  report  being  made  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1900. 

The  work  in  this  division  has  been  chiefly  along  the  same  lines 
as  heretofore,  except  as  recent  legislation  has  added  other  and 
further  duties.  We  have  industriously  given  our  best  effort  to 
the  successful  enforcement  of  the  law  and  the  execution  of  the 
various  duties  devolving  upon  us,  and  considering  the  limited 
assistance  at  my  disposal  in  the  work  of  this  division,  the  thor- 
oughness with  which  the  same  has  been  performed,  and  the 
results  attained,  causes  us  to  feel  a  pardonable  degree  of 
satisfaction.  ' 

During  a  portion  of  the  year  this  division  has  had  but  one 
agent,  but  on  the  15th  day  of  February  last  Mr.  Thomas  E. 
Tiquin,  of  Sherburne,  N.  Y.,  was  appointed  by  you  as  an  agent 
of  the  Department  and  assigned  to  duty  in  this  division,  thus 
affording  necessary  and  much  needed  assistance  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work. 

MILK. 

Among  the  various  duties  performed  we  have  been  occupied 
principally  with  the  work  in  relation  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
milk,  butter,  cheese,  cheese  branding,  vinegar  and  veal  laws,  and 
crop  reporting.  On  account  of  the  enormity  of  the  dairy  inter- 
ests of  the  Sixth  Division,  and  the  production  and  shipping  of 
milk  and  its  delivery  to  the  numerous  factories,  milk  inspection 
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must  necessarily  occupy  a  large  portion  of  the  time,  this  division 
being  concededly  the  largest  milk  shipping  district  in  the  State. 
At  the  time  last  spring  when  the  Five  States  Milk  Producers' 
Association  withdrew  their  patronage  from  the  shipping  sta- 
tions, which  did  not  result  in  the  decrease  of  shipments  to  New 
York  that  they  expected,  it  was  then  contended  by  them  that 
this  was  due  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  shippers  increased 
their  quantity  of  milk  by  adulteration.  While  I  feel  that  there 
might  be  impropriety  in  officially  participating  in  the  issues 
between  shippers  and  producers,  yet  it  is  plainly  our  duty  to 
attend  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law  wherever  the  same  may  be 
suspected  of  being  violated.  The  State  milk  standard  being 
low,  the  average  quality  of  milk  will  permit  of  a  degree  of  adul- 
teration and  still  be  above  the  standard.  In  such  cases,  of 
course,  the  milk  cannot  be  legally  condemned  merely  upon  its 
inspection  or  quality,  and,  therefore  there  is  but  one  way  in 
which  the  guilty  party  can  be  caught,  and  that  is  by  detecting 
him  in  tjie  act  of  adulteration  and  obtaining  possession  of  the 
further  evidence  that  the  milk  so  adulterated  was  afterward 
sold  in  violation  of  the  law.  Of  course  no  adulteration  is  ever 
attempted  in  the  presence  of  the  Department  agents  when 
known  as  such,  the  successful  performance  of  such  detective 
work  being  dependent  upon  the  employment  of  agents  whose 
official  character  is  not  known. 

Mr.  Tiquin  being  a  more  recent  appointee  did  not  have  the 
acquaintance  at  the  shipping  stations  as  an  older  in8i)ector.  I 
therefore  in  this  instance  exchanged  the  services  of  A.  M.  Eibbe 
for  that  of  an  agent  from  another  district  who  would  be  un- 
known here,  thus  providing  for  two  agents  to  execute  this  line  of 
work.  While  I  was  placed  at  a  disadvantage  for  the  time  being 
in  thus  being  deprived  of  the  services  of  the  agents  for  other 
n»*ccssary  lines  of  work,  yet  I  believe  that  such  arrangement 
was  fully  justified  by  the  results  and  importance  of  the  services 
performed. 

I  will  not  here  enter  into  the  details  of  the  methods  employed ; 
suffice  it  to  say  that  as  amateur  detectives  the  expedients  used 
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and  results  accomplished  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  agents 
engaged  therein.  As  a  result  suits  have  been  brought  at  your 
instance  in  two  cases,  in  one  for  penalties  aggregating  |5,700, 
and  in  the  other  |6,900. 

We  carried  on  this  work  but  a  very  short  time,  as  we  soon 
found  that  such  shippers  as  we  had  good  reason  to  be  suspicious 
of  had  suddenly  discontinued  their  adulterations  for  the  time 
being,  having  become  warned  by  the  publicity  which  newspapers 
had  been  giving  to  similar  work  in  another  section  of  the  State. 
As  an  effective  means  to  stop  adulteration  by  shippers,  the  lead- 
ers in  tht  Five  States  Milk  Producers'  Association  are  strongly 
advising  that  the  State  standard  as  regards  the  per  centum  of 
fat  be  raised  to  three  and  one-half  per  centum.  After  conferring 
with  producerb  and  others  I  would  respectfully  recommend  such 
an  amendment  to  the  law.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  would  be 
justified  from  the  fact  that  even  if  an  occasional  herd  be  found 
producing  milk  below  the  standard  suggested  the  mixed  milk 
of  the  several  herds  of  a  neighborhood  as  delivered  to  factories 
and  stations  is  not  supposed  to  be  below  such  standard.  Fur- 
thermore no  injustice  could  result  to  the  milk  producer  from 
the  standard  suggested,  as  under  the  present  requirements  of 
the  law  relating  to  milk  sold  by  the  producer  adulteration  is 
determined  only  by  taking  a  sample  of  the  milk  at  the  herd  for 
comparison  with  the  quality  of  milk  sold. 

In  concluding  this  subject  I  desire  to  say  that  the  inspection 
of  our  milk  supply  is  yearly  increasing  in  popular  favor,  par- 
ticularly with  the  farmer,  as  he  begins  to  see  that  the  benefits 
are  twofold,  in  the  protection  afforded  not  only  to  the  consumer 
but  to  the  producer  in  guaranteeing  to  him  his  legitimate  trade; 
that  the  milk  supplied  from  his  dairies  is  now  sold  upon  the 
streets  of  our  cities  instead  of  being  displaced  by  a  composition 
half  milk  and  half  water  as  before  the  Dairy  and  Agricultural 
laws  were  enacted;  such  a  condition  at  the  present  time  would 
result  in  the  partial,  if  not  entire,  ruination  of  the  dairy  inter- 
ests of  this  State. 
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VEAL  AND  OLEOMARGARINE. 

One  of  the  bob  veal  experts  regularly  employed  in  the  First 
Division  vs^as  assigned  to  duty  in  this  division  for  several  days 
to  aid  us  in  veal  work;  the  assistance  thus  afforded  was  of  great 
practical  value  to  us  in  carrying  on  this  line  of  work.  We  have 
seized  during  the  year  forty-four  veals  in  cases  where  the  law 
was  violated. 

Several  weeks  were  spent  in  a  thorough  inspection  of  the 
butter  sold  in  this  division;  sixteen  samples  of  renovated  butter 
were  taken  in  instances  of  improper  branding,  the  State  law 
permitting  its  sale,  but  simply  requiring  that  it  be  properly 
branded.  .  We  found  everywhere  such  manifest  ignorance  of 
the  existence  of  the  law  that  we  discontinued  taking  samples 
until  after  we  had  notified  many  dealers  personally  regarding 
the  law,  and  I  thereafter  mailed  to  every  butter  dealer  in  the 
cities  and  towns  of  this  division  a  copy  of  the  law  which  were 
furnished  me  for  that  purpose.  We  found  many  of  the  whole- 
salers using  a  brand  which,  while  technically  in  compliance 
with  the  law,  the  letters  were  so  formed  as  not  to  be  plain.  I 
visited  every  wholesaler  personally  and  explained  the  law  and 
requested  the  use  of  plainer  brands,  to  which  they  cheerfully 
complied,  and  in  many  cases  are  using  a  very  conspicuous  and 
much  larger  brand  than  is  required  by  the  statute. 

In  company  with  Agents  Morgan  and  McAdam  we  took  sam- 
ples from  a  shipment  of  fifty  tubs  of  oleomargarine  found  at  the 
freight  depot  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  at  Syracuse, 
N.  Y.  In  this  case  the  article  was  shipped  from  a  Chicago  firm 
accompanied  by  a  bill  of  lading  and  consigned  to  the  shipper,  the 
person  whom  they  had  intended  to  defraud  and  to  whom  the 
article  was  intended  to  be  sold  as  renovated  butter  refusing  to 
purchase  same  and  coop(»rating  with  us  in  the  effort  to  catch 
the  shipper.  In  this  case  as  we  had  no  jurisdiction  under  our 
State  laws  for  an  offense  committed  in  another  State,  and  as 
the  United  States  revenue  laws  had  been  violated,  as  there  was 
no  revenue  stamp  attached  to  the  goods,  they  were  turned  over 
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to  the  revenue  officers  who  made  a  formal  seizure,  and  the  de- 
fendant was  afterward  arrested  by  officers  of  the  United  States 
government.

Report  of  Verlett  C.  Beebe. 


Hon.  Charles  A.  Wibting,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture: 

Sir. — ^I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  as  a  report 
of  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  the  Seventh  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture;  State  of  New  York,  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1900. 

The  volume  of  work  which  has  been  done  is  greater  than 
any  year  during  which  I  have  been  acting  as  Assistant  Com- 
missioner in  this  division.  The  nature  of  the  work  was  substan- 
tially the  same  as  in  the  year  1899.  Milk  is  the  chief  product 
which  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  agricultur^Ll  law  of 
the  counties  over  which  I  have  jurisdiction.  The  volume  of 
this  and  its  products  is  on  the  increase.  Many  cheese  and  but- 
ter factories  which  had  been  closed  for  some  considerable  time 
prior  to  last  year  were  reopened  during  the  year,  and  there  were 
but  few  of  such  factories  which  closed  during  that  time.  The 
prices  which  have  generally  obtained  for  such  articles  are,  of 
course,  responsible  in  some  measure  for  these  new  indications 
of  prosperity.  In  consequence  my  work  and  that  of  those  under 
my  direction  had  to  do  mostly  with  the  investigation  of  those 
products.  Every  cheese  and  butter  factory  in  the  division  was 
visited  at  least  once  and  many  of  them  a  number  of  times.  All 
points  of  shipment  of  milk  were  given  proper  attention,  and  the 
condition  of  stables  in  many  places  was  investigated  and  direc- 
tions given  for  improvement  where  required.  Upwards  of  1,300 
more  cans  of  milk  were  inspected  last  year  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  While  more  violations  in  the  sale  or  offering  for 
sale  of  milk  within  the  inhibition  of  the  statute  were  found,  it 
need  not  be  said  that^  they  are  on  the  increase  in  number  in 
the  division;  the  fact  that  there  were  more  shown  is  due  to 
there  being  more  inspections  made.    In  the  work  of  inspect- 
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ing  milk  and  its  products  I  had  the  assistance  of  three  agents  a 
greater  portion  of  the  time,  and  in  addition  during  a  part  of  the 
time  I  had  the  services  of  the  agent  appointed  under  the 
''McLaughlin  act."  The  latter,  however,  was  regularly  con- 
cerned with  the  violations  of  that  act.  As  has  been  said  addi- 
tional labor  was  entailed  by  the  amendments  of  the  agricnl- 
tural  law  providing  for  the  taking  of  samples  at  the  herd.  In 
my  humble  judgment,  the  results  obtained  by  the  provisions  of 
such  amendments  well  justified  the  added  effort  demanded.  As 
the  statute  now  stands,  little  chance  is  left  that  an  innocent 
person  suffer  and  little  chance  is  left  that  a  guilty  one  escape. 

During  the  year  I  was  unable  because  of  the  lack  of  time  and 
assistance  to  give  the  attention  to  the  question  of  vinegar  vio- 
lations that  I  had  desired.  Investigations  along  those  lines  are 
principally  to  be  made  during  the  winter  months,  and  during 
last  winter— nearly  all  of  the  time — I  did  not  have  the  aid  of 
my  usual  numfcer  of  agents.  However,  I  expect  that  I  shall 
be  able  to  do  this  work  thoroughly  the  coming  winter.  The 
investigations  that  were  made  demonstrated  that  handlers  of 
this  article  are  becoming  more  and  more  alive  to  the  demands 
of  the  law  and  are  showing  greater  regard  for  it. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  after  careful  investi- 
gations there  is  no  oleomargarine  sold  in  this  division.  The 
agents  are  constantly  alert  to  find  any.  The  requirements  of 
the  law  as  to  maple  sugar  and  maple  syrup  are  lived  up  to. 

The  year  was  the  first  in  which  the  practical  workings  of  the 
"  McLaughlin  act "  could  be  properly  analyzed.  The  months 
prior  to  that  time  during  which  the  act  had  been  in  force  had 
been  largely  devoted  to  efforts  to  familiarize  the  people  with 
the  provisions  of  this  law  and  in  instructing  them  in  the  manner 
of  carrying  out  such  provisions.  Some  violations  were  found,  but 
it  is  probable  that  the  traffic  in  bob  veal,  so  called,  is  practically 
stamped  out  in  this  division.  Constant  care  and  attention  are 
needed  to  see  that  it  remains  so.  The  agent  reports  that  many 
cases  of  illegal  tagging  were  found.  Undoubtedly  these  result 
from  ignorance  of  the  law  rather  than  from  wilful  violation. 
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Where  such  was  found  the  veal  has  been  held  until  properly 
tagged  and  the  shipper  cautioned. 

But  little  disease  among  cattle  has  been  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion or  discovered.  There  were  three  cases  of  lumpy-jaw  and 
one  of  black-quarter. 

Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  dogs  afDicted 
with  rabies.  On  October  6,  1899,  a  dog  thus  afflicted  made  a 
circle  of  about  twelve  miles  through  the  towns  of  Bennington 
and  Darien,  biting  seventeen  dogs  in  the  former  town  and  two 
in  the  latter.  All  dogs  bitten,  and  the  one  having  rabies,  were 
seized  and  killed.  On  February  19, 1900,  a  dog  came  from  Crit- 
tenden, Erie  county,  N.  Y.,  into  Pembroke,  Genesee  county,  N.  Y., 
and  bit  nineteen  dogs.    All  these  dogs  were  killed. 

I  have  appended  hereto  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  in 
this  division,  including  the  report  of  each  agent  and  statements 
showing  the  status  of  each  case  for  violation  of  the  agricultural 
law.

Report  of  William  T.  Hughes. 


Hon.  Charles  A.  Wibting,  ComnUasioner  of  Agriculture: 

Dear  Sir. — As  Assistant  Commissioner  for  the  Eighth  Divi- 
sion, comprising  the  counties  of  Cayuga,  Monroe,  Ontario,  Sen- 
eca, Wayne  and  Yates,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  work  performed  under  my  supervision  during  the  year 
ended  September  30,  1900. 

For  the  first  time  in  five  years  or  more  there  has  been  evidence 
within  the  period  covered  by  this  report  of  an  effort  on  the  part 
of  manufacturers  of  oleomargarine  to  dispose  of  their  wares  on 
an  extensive  scale  in  this  division.  The  low  prices  prevailing 
for  all  dairy  products,  including  butter,  in  former  years  doubt- 
less acted  as  a  protection  to  the  consumer,  affording  less  temp- 
tation to  the  manufacturers  of  spurious  goods  to  invade  this 
market.  This  year,  however,  higher  prices  have  been  quoted, 
and  with  them  comes  oleomargarine  and  renovated  butter  to 
compete  with  the  honest  product  of  the  dairy  and  creamery. 
The  agents  of  the  Department  were  not  long  in  discovering  that 
these  goods  were  being  offered  for  sale  in  violation  of  the  law, 
and  irrefutable  evidence  was  soon  obtained  in  five  cases.  In 
every  one  of  these  cases  oleomargarine  had  been  exposed  for 
sale  under  the  guise  of  creamery  butter,  and  at  the  same  price 
quoted  for  the  best  creamery  product.  The  prompt  discovery 
of  these  violations  of  law  appears  to  have  been  sufficient  to 
discourage  the  agents  of  the  manufacturers,  for,  although  a 
rigid  system  of  inspection  of  the  butter  on  sale  throughout  the 
division  has  been  pursued  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  no 
more  samples  of  oleomargarine  have  been  discovered. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  average  quality 
of  the  milk  supply  of  this  division.    This  is  not  disclosed  by  the 
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record  of  prosecutions  for  adulteration,  as  about  as  many  cases 
against  milk  dealers  have  been  made  as  in  other  years,  but  even 
in  these  cases  the  chemical  examinations  have  disclosed  a  less 
degree  of  adulteration  than  formerly.  All  the  evidence  goes  to 
show  that  the  milk  dealers  stand  in  wholesome  dread  of  the 
agents  of  the  Department,  and  that  even  when  they  are  disposed 
to  adulterate  their  milk  they  endeavor  to  avert  the  consequences 
by  keeping  it  somewhere  near  the  legal  standard. 

Especial  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  enforcement  of  chap- 
ter 101  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  relating  to  the  sale  of  adulterated 
milk  or  cream.  This  statute  covers  the  adulteration  of  the 
products  with  formaldehyde  as  a  preservative,  and  through  the 
efforts  of  the  agents  of  the  Department  it  has  been  generally 
observed.  No  evidence  has  been  discovered  of  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  559  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  establishing 
penalties  for  watering  milk  furnished  to  butter  and  cheese  fac- 
tories conducted  on  the  cooperative  plan. 

For  several  years  the  agents  of  the  Department,  under  my 
direction,  have  worked  to  bring  about  reform  in  respect  to  the 
sanitary  condition  of  dairy  barns,  cheese  factories  and  cream- 
eries. Many  inspections  have  been  made  and  the  owners  of 
filthy  premises  have  been  forced  to  put  them  in  proper  condition 
under  pain  of  prosecution.  These  measures  have  resulted  in 
vast  improvement  in  the  conditions  surrounding  the  sources  of 
the  dairy  products  of  the  division.  By  doing  away  with  the  evil 
conditions  which  formerly  existed  in  many  places,  the  propa- 
gation of  disease  germs  has  doubtless  been  checked  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  act  in  a  measure  as  a  protection  to  the  lives  of  the 
community. 

Vinegar  is  an  important  product  in  this  division.  Large  quan- 
tities are  produced  by  farmers,  and  in  addition  there  are 
numerous  large  manufactories.  The  producers  generally  have 
cooperated  with  the  Department  in  efforts  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  for  the  vinegar  made  here.  Frequent  inspections  have 
been  made  at  factories  and  freight  houses,  as  well  as  in  groceries 
where  vinegar  is  sold  at  retail.    Only  in  a  few  cases  have  sam- 
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pies  been  fonnd  which  were  below  the  legal  standard,  and  in 
these  prosecutions  have  been  instituted. 

Several  prosecutions  have  been  instituted  and  convictions  ob- 
tained under  chapter  491  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  relating  to  the 
sale  and  shipment  of  calves  and  veal.  Shippers  and  express 
agents  have  shown  a  disposition  to  aid  the  agents  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  important  statute, 
designed  to  protect  the  health  of  consumers  of  veal.  On  the 
whole  the  provisions  of  the  law  have  been  well  observed  in  this 
division,  and  the  veal  offered  for  sale  here  and  shipped  to  other 
markets  has  been  almost  uniformly  of  high  quality. 

The  work  of  the  Department  in  this  division  has  been  carried 
out  upon  the  theory  that  all  efforts  to  secure  pure  food  should 
be  in  the  first  place  preventive  rather  than  retributive.  While 
it  is  necessary  that  violators  of  the  law  should  be  detected  and 
punished,  it  is  even  more  essential  that  the  producer  should  be 
warned  of  what  the  law  expects  of  him.  To  this  end,  through 
the  daily  and  weekly  press  and  by  systematic  distribution  of 
official  documents,  efforts  have  been  made  to  acquaint  the 
farmers,  manufacturers  and  shippers  of  the  division  with  the 
requirements  of  the  statutes  and  the  standards  for  food  prod- 
ucts established  by  the  State.  With  this  information  widely 
distributed,  only  the  evil  disposed  remain  as  objects  for  the 
attention  of  the  Department  and  its  work  is  greatly  simplified. 
There  has  been  found  in  this  division  a  general  willingness  on 
the  part  of  producers  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  law 
and  to  assist  in  the  detection  and  prosecution  of  wilful  offenders. 

Formerly  two  agents  performed  all  the  work  of  inspection  in 
this  division.  The  number  has  now  been  increased  to  four,  but 
with  new  laws  each  year  to  be  enforced  there  is  more  than 
enough  work  for  the  present  force.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to 
testify  to  the  intelligence  and  faithfulness  with  Which  the  four 
agents  in  this  division  have  performed  their  work,  as  well  as 
the  value  of  the  special  services  of  Detective  W.  H.  Butcher  and 
Agent  W.  C.  Patrick  under  detail  from  the  Department. 

A  summary  of  the  inspections  made  during  the  year,  together 
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with  detailed  reports  of  the  prosecutions  instituted  and  the 
results  obtained,  will  be  found  below. 

Constant  efforts  have  been  made  in  this  division  to  push  all 
cases  requiring  prosecutions  to  a  conclusion  as  speedily  as 
possible.  It  is  realized  that  the  more  swiftly  the  execution  of 
the  penalty  follows  the  violation  of  law,  the  more  potent  is  the 
example  made  to  deter  others  from  offending.  Through  the 
action  of  the  Department  and  the  attorneys  to  whom  prosecu- 
tions have  been  assigned  by  the  Attorney-General,  in  opposing 
the  delays  sought  by  defendants,  a  large  share  of  the  cases 
made  during  the  year  have  been  finally  disposed  of  by  the 
courts.

Report  of  W.  C.  Patrick. 


Hon.  Oharlbs  A.  Wistinq,  Commisaianer  of  AgrieuUvre: 

Dear  Sir. — ^I  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
work  done  in  the  Ninth  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1900.  This  division 
comprises  the  counties  of  Erie,  Niagara  and  Orleans. 

The  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  disturbed 
owing  to  irregularities  in  this  office  which  have  resulted  in  the 
removal  of  the  former  Assistant  Commissioner,  Mr.  A.  L. 
Twitchell.  By  your  directions  I  took  charge  of  the  work  ba 
Acting  Assistant  Commissioner  on  March  19^  1900.  This  report 
from  the  1st  of  October  to  the  19th  of  March  is  as  complete 
as  we  are  able  to  make  from  the  records  left  in  the  office. 

On  March  19th  there  were  four  agents  working,  viz.:  J.  J. 
Coughlin,  J.  B.  Earl,  C.  A.  Warren  and  G.  J.  Standart.  On  May 
10th  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Beading  began  work,  and  during  the  balance 
of  the  year  these  five  agents  were  employed.  The  extended 
experience  as  well  a«  the  active  interest  displayed  by  the  sev- 
eral agents  make  their  services  most  valuable,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  work  in  conjunction  with  them.  Mr.  Beading's 
willing  assistance  and  knowledge  of  the  afFairs  in  the  office 
enables  me  to  report  that  the  unfinished  business  left  is  nearly 
completed. 

After  over  eight  years  of  continuous  work  John  A.  Miller, 
Ph.  D.,  the  chemist  for  this  division,  was  granted  a  vacation  In 
order  that  he  might  take  a  trip  away  for  his  health,  and  on 
February  1st  he  left  the  city.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  he 
returned  much  improved  and  began  labor  for  the  Department 
on  June  15th.  During  his  absence  all  of  the  analytical  work  for 
this  division  was  done  by  Herbert  M.  Hill,  with  the  exception 
of  one  sample,  which  waa  delivered  to  F.  P.  Vandenberg.

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MILE. 

The  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  milk  has 
occupied  much  of  our  time.  We  have  tried  to  be  very  particular 
about  referring  cases  and  asking  for  the  designation  of  attor- 
neys to  prosecute,  aiming  at  all  times  to  get  back  to  the  person 
who  was  responsible  for  the  adulteration.  Thia  has  entailed  a 
great  deal  of  labor,  but  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  we 
believe  it  to  be  the  only  way  in  order  to  be  just  and  fair  to  all 
parties  concerned.  When  a  sample  of  milk  is  taken  from  a 
retail  dealer  in  any  of  the  cities  in  this  division,  the  owner  of 
the  milk  usually  calls  at  the  office  within  a  few  days  and  either 
admits  hia  guilt  or  else  contends  that  the  milk  he  is  receiving  is 
adulterated;  if  the  latter  we  always  investigate  the  source  of 
his  supply  with  the  result  of  either  finding  his  story  true  and 
thus  avoid  doing  him  an  injustice,  or  else  succeed  in  fastening 
the  case  more  firmly  upon  him  by  proving  that  the  milk  which 
he  ifl  receiving  was  not  adulterated. 

The  amount  of  milk  received  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  from  all 
sources  is  approximately  11,000,000  gallons.  The  average  price 
paid  to  farmers  has  been  about  9^  cents  per  gallon. 

It  is  my  desire  to  particularly  call  attention  to  the  great 
value  of  the  Babcock  test  when  in  the  hands  of  those  who  are 
painstaking  and  who  thoroughly  understand  the  principles  in- 
volved. Whenever  a  sealed  sample  of  milk  is  taken  another 
bottle  is  filled  from  the  same  dipper  of  milk.  The  small  bottle 
is  immediately  brought  to  the  office  and  tested  by  the  Babcock 
test.  The  difference  between  the  per  cent,  of  fat  determined 
by  the  Babcock  test  and  that  found  by  chemical  analysis  is  very 
small;  occasionally  the  two  determinations  are  exactly  alike, 
and  very  seldom  is  the  variation  greater  than  one-tenth  of  one 
per  cent. 

FACTORIES. 

The  cheese  factories  and  creameries  in  this  division  we  have 
found,  as  a  rule,  in  good  sanitary  condition.  An  attempt  was 
made  to  visit  all  of  the  factories,  but  we  were  unable  to  do 
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so,  owing  to  their  great  number  and  to  the  small  force  of  agents 
employed.  We  did,  however,  comply  with  all  the  requests  sent 
to  the  office  for  inspection. 

OLEOMARGARINE. 

The  first  oleomargarine  found  in  the  markets  in  this  division 
during  the  past  year  was  in  November,  1899.  About  the  middle 
of  November  I  went  to  Buffalo  to  make  inspections  for  oleo- 
margarine. On  November  20th  Mr.  J.  J.  Goughlin  and  myself 
went  to  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.  In  one  of  the  large  stores  there 
we  found  a  sixty-pound  tub,  on  the  outside  of  which  was  stamped 
the  words,  "  Renovated  Butter."  A  close  inspection  of  the  con- 
tents convinced  us  that  it  was  not  renovated  butter  but  oleo- 
margarine. There  was  no  revenue  stamp  on  the  tub,  or  any 
indication  that  there  ever  had  been.  The  proprietor  of  the  store 
stated  that  he  purchased  the  goods  of  a  wholesale  dealer  in 
Buffalo,  and  that  it  waa  sold  to  him  as  renovated  butter. 
We  took  samples  and  delivered  them  to  the  chemist  for  analysis. 
The  next  few  days  similar  packages  were  found  at  Suspension 
Bridge  and  Lockport,  which  were  traced  to  the  same  wholesale 
house.  About  7  a.  m.,  November  24th,  we  visited  the  wholesale 
house  of  J.  B.  Wattles,  located  at  No.  171  Pearl  street,  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.,  and  there  found  a  large  number  of  thirty  and  sixty  pound 
tubs  which  they  were  marking  "  Renovated  Butter."  Five  sam- 
ples were  immediately  taken.  A  conversation  with  Mr.  Wattles 
developed  that  he  was  buying  these  goods  from  the  Elgin  Pro- 
duce Company,  Aurora,  111.  We  immediately  telephoned  to  your 
office  and  explained  the  situation.  On  the  following  day,  No- 
vember 25th,  Mr.  Qeo.  L.  Flanders,  Assistant  Commissioner, 
came  here  and  we  proceeded  to  take  samples  from  each  tub. 
The  samples  were  delivered  to  the  chemist  for  analysis  and 
those  analyzed  found  to  be  oleomargarine.  After  the  samples 
were  taken  Mr.  Wattles  shipped  all  of  the  goods  back  to  the 
Elgin  Produce  Company.  The  car  in  which  they  were  shipped 
left  the  city  about  6.30  p.  m.,  November  28th,  over  the  Wabash 
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Railroad.  Mr.  J.  J.  Coughlin  traced  the  car  from  this  city  to 
Chicago,  where  he  met  Mr.  W.  H.  Butcher,  who  was  also  work- 
ing on  the  case.  From  Chicago  they  traced  the  car  to  Engle- 
wood.  The  evidence  which  they  collected  was  deliveredi-to  you. 
On  December  5th  Mr.  Coughlin  was  in  Detroit  and  there  found 
that  the  Internal  Revenue  officers  were  holding  the  car.  The 
certificate  of  analysis  of  the  samples  taken  at  Mr.  Wattles's 
store  and  all  of  the  evidence  has  been  forwarded  to  you. 

On  December  14th  three  samples  of  oleomargarine  were  ob- 
tained from  as  many  dealers  in  Niagara  county.  It  was  learned 
by  the  agents  who  took  the  samples  that  the  stuff  was  bought 
for  genuine  butter -and  of  a  wholesale  dealer  in  Buffalo.  The 
wholesale  house  was  visited,  but  no  goods  like  the  samples 
taken  could  be  found.  The  owner  of  the  place,  however,  stated 
that  he  had  been  dealing  with  the  parties  in  Niagara  county 
from  whom  the  samples  were  obtained;  he  also  said  that  he 
purchased  the  goods  sold  to  these  dealers  from  the  Aurora 
Produce  Company,  Englewood,  111.,  but  that  when  the  goods 
which  Mr.  Wattles  was  receiving  from  the  Elgin  Produce  Com- 
pany was  pronounced  oleomargarine,  he  became  suspicious  of 
those  which  he  was  receiving  from  the  Aurora  Produce  Com- 
pany and  ordered  no  more.  A  copy  was  made  of  the  communi- 
cations which  he  had  sent  to  the  Aurora  Produce  Company,  and 
also  of  their  communications  to  him.  I  am  informed  that  these 
copies  and  all  the  information  about  this  matter  was  laid  be- 
fore you  by  Mr.  Twitchell. 

No  evidence  could  be  obtained  by  the  agents  of  this  Depart- 
ment to  positively  prove  that  either  of  the  wholesale  dealers 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo  knew  that  the  goods  which  they  were 
receiving  was  other  than  genuine  butter. 

Several  inspections  were  made  during  the  balance  of  the 
year,  but  we  were  unable  to  find  any  more  oleomargarine  being 
gold  in  this  division.

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VINEGAR. 

We  have  spent  considerable  time  in  inspecting  vinegar  in  the 
wholesale  and  retail  stores.    All  of  the  stores  in  the  cities  of 

• 

Lockport,  Niagara  Falls  and  North  Tonawanda  have  been  vis- 
ited. We  have  also  made  a  number  of  tests  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo  and  in  the  smaller  villages  in  this  division.  Nearly  all 
of  the  vinegar  tested  was  found  to  contain  the  required  amount 
of  acetic  acid  and  vinegar  solids.  We  did  find  one  concern  that 
was  putting  out  a  manufactured  product  of  which  we  took  sam- 
ples, the  analysis  showing  that  it  was  not  pure  cider  vinegar. 
Several  cases  were  made,  the  disposition  of  which  is  mentioned 
in  another  place  in  this  report. 

PBESERVALINE. 

During  the  latter  part  of  June  Mr.  W.  H.  Butcher  came  to  this 
office  and  called  my  attention  to  the  new  act  amending  chapter 
534,  which  prohibits  the  sale  of  any  dairy  products  containing 
a  preservative,  and  also  prohibiting  the  sale  of  preservaline 
for  use  in  dairy  products.  With  Mr.  Butcher's  help  we  were 
able  to  make  cases  against  five  wholesale  dealers  who  were 
selling  preservatives  to  various  milk  dealers  in  the  city  of  Buf- 
falo. The  most  important  kinds  found  were  termed  "  Preez- 
ine,"  "  Iceline,"  "  Special  '  M '  Preservaline,"  and  "  Qlacaline.'' 
The  last  preservative  mentioned  was  manufactured  in  this  city, 
the  others  being  manufactured  in  Chicago  and  New  York. 
Samples  of  these  preservatives  were  taken  and  delivered  to  the 
chemist,  who  analyzed  them  and  reported  that  they  were  a  solu- 
tion of  formaldehyde. 

The  milkmen  were  immediately  given  notice  through  the 
papers  that  if  any  samples  of  milk  taken  from  them  were  found 
to  contain  a  preservative  they  would  be  prosecuted.  After  this 
notice  quite  a  num||er  of  samples  were  taken  that  did  contain 
a  preservative.     They  were  referred  for  prosecution  and  an 
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action  brought  against  eax^b,  a  record  of  which  is  shown  further 

on  in  this  report. 

BOB  VEAL. 

The  agents  of  this  division  have  made  several  visits  to  the 
markets  and  used  their  best  judgment  regarding  the  condition 
and  approximate  age  of  the  veal  which  was  exposed  for  sale. 
Whenever  anything  was  found  by  them  that  aroused  their  sus- 
picion^itwas  reported  to  the  office  and  a  veterinary  surgeon  called 
who  accompanied  them  to  the  markets  and  made  an  examination 
of  the  veal.  We  were  guided  by  his  judgment  as  to  whether 
it  was  policy  to  make  a  seizure.  In  this  manner  we  have  suc- 
ceeded in  making  five  cases  which  were  referred  to  you  for  des- 
ignation. Four  of  these  cases  are  now  in  the  hands  of  Dudley 
&  Emery,  counsel,  pending  settlement.  The  other  case,  we  under- 
stand, has  been  settled  by  payment  of  a  penalty  of  |60  and  costs. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  no  record  left  in  this  ofQce  of  work  performed 
during  the  fore  iwirt  of  the  present  year  under  the  law  relating 
to  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases  of  domestic  animals.  I 
was  informed,  however,  by  the  agents  in  this  division  when 
I  came  here  in  March  that  on  September  20,  1899,  notices  were 
received  from  you  quarantining  the  city  of  Buffalo  and  the 
whole  of  Erie  county  on'account  of  an  outbreak  of  rabies.  These 
notices  were  posted  in  every  ward  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  and 
in  every  town  in  the  county.  On  the  28th  of  September  notices 
were  received  quarantining  the  town  of  Pendleton  and  town 
and  city  of  Lockport  on  account  of  a  similar  outbreak.  In 
each  case  the  quarantine  was  of  sixty  days'  duration;  they 
therefore  expired  the  latter  part  of  November,  or  during  the 
present  fiscal  year.  The  agents  also  informed  me  that  they 
were  kept  busy  investigating  complaints  which  came  to  the 
office  for  a  long  time  after  the  quarantine  notices  had  expired. 

There  has  not  been  any  new  outbreak  of  contagious  diseases 
since  the  above  mentioned  notices  expired.

Report  of  James  P.  Clark. 


Hon.  Oharlbs  A.  Wibtino,  Commissioner  of  Agrioultwre: 

Dear  Sir. — ^In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing September  30,  1900,  I  have  little  that  is  new  to  offer  for 
your  consideration.  The  work  of  the  Department  continues  to 
be  received  with  increased  favor  throughout  this  section  of  the 
state. 

The  force  in  this  division  was  decreased  last  winter  by  the 
suspension  of  the  services  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Corbett,  on  account  of 
insufficient  appropriation,  thereby  increasing  the  labor  to  be 
performed  by  other  employees.  The  extra  efforts  this  required 
has  been  cheerfully  met  by  the  remaining  agents  and  the  work 
well  performed. 

One  of  the  veal  inspectors  visited  this  division  in  the  month 
of  March^  and  gave  useful  information  relative  to  inspecting 
veal.  We  have  nearly,  if  not  quite,  suppressed  the  selling  and 
shipping  of  bob  veal. 

Anthrax  in  both  its  forms  has  been  more  prevalent  than 
usual  this  season.  Several  visits  to  this  division  have  been 
made  by  Dr.  Wm.  Henry  Kelly,  of  Albany,  by  request,  for  the 
purpose  of  vaccinating  infected  herds,  in  every  instance  effect- 
ually suppressing  the  ravages  of  the  disease. 

Herds  of  cattle  belonging  to  Mr.  Benson,  of  East  Randolph; 
Mr.  Underwood  of  East  Randolph;  Mr.  Remington,  of  South 
Dayton,  and  (in  company  with  Dr.  Frank  Hunt,  of  Jamestown), 
one  belonging  to  Mr.  Otis  Garfield,  of  Busti,  have  been  vacci- 
nated by  Dr.  Kelly.  This  method  of  controlling  this  dreaded 
malady  of  animals  appears  to  be  both  quick  and  effective,  not  a 
single  death  coming  to  my  knowledge  in  any  of  the  herds  after 
vaccination  had  taken  place. 
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The  effect  of  the  work  of  cheese  instructors  furnished  by  the 
State  continues  to  be  manifested  in  a  steady  improyement  of 
quality,  although  there  has  been  some  difficulty  with  what  is 
known  as  "sweet  flavored"  cheese,  several  samples  of  which 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Geneva  experiment  station  for 
investigation. 

There  is  a  noticeable  lack  of  suitable  curing  rooms  for  cheeBe, 
many  of  those  in  use  being  wholly  unfit  for  such  purpose.  Very 
few  of  the  modern,  double-walled  curing  rooms  fitted  with  sub- 
earth  air  ducts  and  so  arranged  as  to  enable  control  of  moisture 
and  temperature  are  to  be  found  in  this  part  of  the  State. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  such  a  short-sighted  policy  is  causing  a 
serious  annual  loss  to  both  manufacturers  and  dairymen 
through  shrinkage  in  weight  and  deterioration  in  quality  dur- 
ing the  process  of  curing,  especially  in  warm  weather. 

If  not  exceeding  my  province,  I  would  suggest  as  a  useful 
accessory  to  the  Farmers'  Institute  work  the  holding  of  meet- 
ings or  conventions  of  cheese  and  butter  makers  at  convenient 

m 

points,  especially  where  they  are  in  the  habit  of  congregating 
during  the  producing  season,  at  dairy  boards  of  trade;  such 
meetings  to  be  held  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  winter,  when  most 
of  the  factories  have  recently  closed,  and  difficulties  encoun- 
tered are  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  operatives;  these  meetings 
to  be  addressed  by  competent  experts  who  are  qualified  to  fur- 
nish information  relative  to  loss  in  weight,  by  deterioration  in 
quality  and  otlier  matters  of  interest;  to  be  supplied  with  a 
question  box,  and  conducted  along  lines  similar  to  methods  at 
present  employed  at  Farmers'  Institutes.  Such  meetings  could 
not  fail  to  be  a  valuable  adjunct. 

Very  little  adulterated  vinegar  is  to  be  found  on  sale  in  this 
division.  One  carload  shipped  from  a  southern  point  to  the 
city  of  Jamestown  and  offered  as  cider  vinegar,  which  was  ex- 
amined and  sample  analyzed  at  the  request  of  the  purchaser, 
was  found  to  contain  no  solids.  These  goods  were  refused  by 
the  purchaser  and  returned  to  the  seller. 

Several  cases  of  rabies  have  been  reported  at  various  points. 
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Where  local  authorities  have  not  already  taken  proper  precau- 
tions to  quarantine  the  disease  they  have  been  urged  to  do  so 
and  no  serious  outbreak  has  occurred  in  this  division. 

Dairymen  and  dealers  are  watching  with  interest  the  discus- 
sion and  progress  in  Congress  of  what  is  known  as  the  '^  Grout 
bill,"  earnestly  hoping  that  that  body  will  enact  some  measure 
which  will  stop  the  fraudulent  competition  of  imitation  dairy 
products. 

The  advance  in  prices  of  dairy  and  other  farm  products  has 
been  generally  maintained  and  somewhat  increased  this  year. 
Labor  is  steadily  employed  at  remunerative  wages,  and  although 
it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  procure  competent  farm  help,  farm- 
ers as  a  rule  are  more  prosperous  and  contented  than  for  several 
years  past.  Abundance  of  evidence  of  this  fact  may  be  seen 
in  the  new  farm  buildings  being  erected  and  others  in  process 
of  improvement.

Report  of  William  H.  Kelly. 


Hon.  Charles  A.  Wibting,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture: 

Dear  Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  condensed 
report  of  my  work  in  the  Veterinary  Division  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  1,  1900. 

The  complaints  which  have  come  to  my  notice  of  outbreaks 
of  infectious  diseases  among  animals  and  which  needed  investi- 
gation have  been  very  few.  The  diseases  which  have  received 
special  attention  have  been  symptomatic  anthrax,  swine  plague, 
actinomycosis  and  verminous  bronchitis.  Of  these  there  was 
one  case  each  of  actinomycosis  and  verminous  bronchitis. 

Symptomatic  anthrax  has  occurred  in  15  localities,  a  number 
of  animals  have  died  and  a  total  of  124  animals  have  been  vacci- 
nated against  this  disease.  The  vaccine  used  was  obtained  from 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory,  the  disease 
being  checked  in  each  of  the  15  outbreaks. 

One  outbreak  of  swine  plague  occurred  near  Oswego.  The 
reports  received  concerning  it  were  to  the  effect  that  a  serious 
epizootic  existed  in  that  locality.  A  careful  investigation  was 
made  into  the  nature  of  the  disease  in  which  I  was  assisted  by 
Dr.  V.  A.  Moore,  of  the  New  York  State  Veterinary  College, 
who  made  a  bacteriological  examination  of  a  number  of  speci- 
mens of  tissue  sent  to  him  for  that  purpose.  The  results  of 
these  examinations  showed  that  the  swine  were  suffering  from 
infectious  pneumonia  or  swine  plague.  Of  the  112  swine  on  the 
place  87  died.  Many  of  these  were  post-mortemed,  and  the 
legions  characteristic  of  swine  plague  were  found  in  all  cases. 
The  disease  did  not  spread,  however,  beyond  this  place.  Inqui- 
ries into  the  source  of  the  infection  revealed  the  fact  that  the 
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animals  had  been  fed  upon  the  kitchen  refuse  from  one  of  the 
large  hotels  and  with  the  waste  from  the  starch  factory  in 
Oswego. 

A  number  of  experiments  in  connection  with  the  problems 
involved  in  the  bob-veal  legislation  have  been  conducted  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  definite  data  concerning  the  methods 
of  detecting  carcasses  of  calves  that  were  placed  upon  the  mar- 
ket  at  a  premature  age.  The  more  important  results  of  the 
investigations  are  appended:

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Since  the  Legislature  has  deemed  it  prudent  to  enact  a  law 
that  the  carcasses  of  all  calves  that  are  sold  for  food  must  be  in 
a  healthy  condition,  and  at  least  four  weeks  of  age  at  the  time 
of  killing,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  act  has  been  put  under 
your  control,  it  has  become  my  duty  in  a  number  of  instances 
to  pass  upon  the  age  of  calves,  also  to  give  expert  testimony 
relative  to  the  same.  While  persons  might  readily  satisfy 
themselves  as  to  the  age  of  a  carcass  of  a  calf,  yet  to  convince 
an  intelligent  jury  by  expert  testimony,  practical  experience 
and  known  facts  of  the  same  it  becomes  another  question. 

To  determine  the  age  of  a  carcass  of  a  calf  the  following  con- 
dition must  be  considered.       r 

First.  The  condition  of  the  navel  umbilical  cord. 

Second.  The  condition  of  the  flesh  and  the  development  of 
the  muscles. 

Third.  The  condition  of  the  hair. 

Fourth.  The  amount  and  color  of  the  kidneys  and  the  con- 
dition and  color  of  the  renal  fat. 

^'  The  age  of  the  calf  and  the  condition  of  the  navel  are  of 
the  greatest  importance  in  the  examination.  Besides  purulent 
discharge  in  the  articulations,  peritonitis,  and  gastro-enteritis 
(ulcers)  are  to  be  especially  looked  for. 

"  With  calves  the  age  is  at  first  indicated  by  the  condition  of 
the  navel,  later  by  the  teeth  and  horns.  The  navel  is  at  first 
dirty  gray,  constantly  grows  darker,  and  finally  becomes  black. 
Four  or  five  days  after  birth  it  becomes  dry,  and  at  eight  days 
drops  off,  healing  over  at  three  weeks,  forming  a  scab  which 
is  shed  at  four  weeks. 

^' At  the  time  of  birth  calves  generally  have  six  incisors,  the' 
gums,  however,  lie  even  with  theuL  During  the  first  week  the 
corners  break  through.  At  two  weeks  the  gums  draw  back  from 
the  first  laterals,  at  three  weeks  from  the  second  laterals  and 
at  four  weeks  from  the  corners,  so  that  by  this  time  all  the 
incisors  are  cut  and  the  gums  are  swollen," — Fi^ohoeder. 

The  appearance  of  the  teeth  is  not  always  the  same,  according 
to  experiments  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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The  ambilical  cord  at  the  time  of  birth  is  of  a  flesh  color  and 
moist.  It  gradually  becomes  dry  and  changes  to  a  dirty  gray 
color.  In  about  four  to  five  days  it  dries,  forming  a  black  scab. 
The  scab  is  shed  at  about  three  weeks,  leaving  a  smooth  reddish 
eschar,  which  disappears  at  four  weeks,  and  the  hair  begins  to 
start. 

Some  times,  for  some  cause  or  other,  such  as  injuries  or 
infection,  these  changes  do  not  take  place  so  regularly.  Where 
the  navel  has  been  removed  the  eschar  will  be  larger  and  the 
color  does  not  disappear  so  early.  Where  it  has  been  removed 
by  another  calf  sucking,  the  skin  surrounding  the  navel  will  be 
pendulous,  and  the  navel  will  be> highly  colored.  When  there  is 
infection  of  the  umbilicus  we  find  pus  in  the  umbilical,  abscesses 
in  the  joints,  and  the  fiesh  very  soft. 

The  umbilical  veins  are  open  at  the  time  of  birth;  they  gradu- 
ally atrophy  and  form  the  round  ligament  of  the  liver.  At  about 
two  weeks  of  age  there  is  nothing  left  but  a  ligament.  Immedi- 
ately after  birth  there  is  blood  found  in  the  umbilical,  which 
in  fetal  life  was  used  to  nourish  the  fetus. 

^^  In  immature  animals  the  flesh  is  soft  and  flabby  and  easily 
pierced  with  the  finger;  is  very  moist  and  has  a  characteristic 
gloss.  The  fat  is  not  developed;  instead  we  find,  especially  on 
the  capsule  of  the  kidney,  a  yellowish  or  greyish  red,  tough, 
somewhat  jelly-like  mass.  The  muscles  are  very  poorly 
developed." — Fischoeder* 

Unborn  animals  are  not,  as  a  rule,  brought  into  commerce  as 
they  are  easily  detected  by  the  laity;  the  umbilical  ring  is  open, 
the  hoofs  soft  and  the  intestinal  tract  contains  no  food.  In 
'addition  to  this  the  muscles  are  soft  and  watery,  the  fat  jelly- 
like, the  bone-marrow  always  red,  the  blood  vessels  of  the  navel 
extended  and  the  lungs  contain  no  air  (Atelectasis)  and  sink  in 
water, 

'^The  flesh  of  calves  under  two  weeks  of  age  nas  a  moist 
appearance  similar  to  a  piece  of  meat  that  has  been  immersed  in 
water  for  some  hours.  The  carcass  is  very  limp  (no  rigor 
marHa  or  death  stiflfening).    In  a  well  nourished  calf  they  grad- 
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ually  take  on  fat  and  at  the  time  of  four  weeks  the  kidneys  are 
well  covered.  The  mnscles  also  become  better  developed." — 
WiMey. 

The  hair  in  very  young  calves  is  very  sticky,  which  is  due  to 
the  liquor  amni.  As  the  calf  grows  older  usually  the  hair  has 
a  glossy  appearance.  Some  claim  that  the  hair  of  a  calf  fed  on 
skim  milk,  or  kept  in  an  unhealthy  condition,  or  not  properly 
nursed,  is  not  so  glossy,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Bailey  calf,  which 
was  fed  upon  separated  milk,  the  hair  was  smoother  than  the 
ones  fed  upon  whole  milk. 

To  some  extent  the  breed  of  the  animal,  season  and  the  con- 
dition  under  which  they  are  kept  depend  largely  upon  the  condi- 
tion of  the  hair.  But  this  sticky  condition  is  never  found  except 
in  very  young  calves. 

The  kidneys  lie  beneath  the  laat  dorsal  and  first  lumbar 
vertebrae  outside  of  the  peritoneum.  They  are  always  sur- 
rounded by  a  coat  of  connective  tissue,  which  is  more  or  less 
highly  developed,  according  to  the  nourished  condition  of  the 
animal.  In  general  they  are  lobulated,  having  a  longitudinal 
oval  or  bean-shaped  flat  form,  are  covered  with  a  smooth  shining 
capstlle,  and  also  with  a  rather  firm,  smooth,  transparent 
membrane,  which  is  easily  removed.  Their  color  is  reddish- 
brown,  permeated  with  countless  red  i>oints.  The  kidneys  of  the 
calf  are  almost  black  immediately  after  birth,  later  they  become 
dark  red,  after  three  weeks  they  become  yellowish-red,  and  then 
turn  to  a  reddish-brown.  The  color  of  the  kidneys  at  the  time 
of  birth  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  posterior  extremity 
in  foetal  life  does  not  receive  arterial  blood,  that  the  blood 
supply  of  the  posterior  part  is  mixed  with  venus  blood  through 
the  ductus  ikrtwiaus.  At  the  time  of  birth  this  duct  should 
close,  as  all  portions  of  the  body  receive  arterial  blood. 

In  condemning  calves  as  unfit  for  food,  in  my  opinion  the 
Federal  regulations  which  are  as  follows,  should  be  adopted: 

"  1.  One  with  a  soft,  offensive  smelling  navel,  containing  pus, 
and  swollen  joints  of  both  front  and  hind  limbs. 

"  2.  One  with  flanks  drawn  up,  and  very  offensive  feces  which 
soils  the  tail  and  hind  quarters  (peritonitis  or  gastro  enteritis). 
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*^  The  navel,  front  and  hind  metacarpal  joints  are  to  be  exam- 
ined for  the  presence  of  gelatinous  discharges,  pus  formations 
and  discolored  secretions.  Inflammation,  heoiorrhage  or 
accumulations  on  the  peritoneum  and  the  serous  membrane  of 
the  intestines  (peritonitis)  generally  caused  by  ulcers  eating 
through  the  stomach.

^^The  umbilical  cord  should  dry  up  without  inflammation,  drop 
off  and  leave  a  scar.  Very  often,  however,  suppuration  devel- 
ops in  the  navel  and  extends  to  the  navel  vein,  from  whence 
pus  enters  the  circulation  and  develops  purulent  arthritis. 

^'  Symptoms. — ^The  pathological  lesions  at  the  navel  may  heal 
or  be  BO  slight  that  they  will  not  be  noticed.  In  the  first  place 
there  is  general  disturbance,  then  diflScult  breathing,  diarrhea 
and  very  rapid  emaciation.  Swelling  appears  in  one  or  more 
articvlations  (especially  on  the  elbow,  knee,  fetlock,  hip  and 
stifle  joints).  These  swellings  are  warm  to  the  touch  and  cause 
lameness." — Fisohoeder. 

Post-mortem  examination  shows  swellings,  of  the  internal 
organs,  wedge-shaped  nodules  in  the  lungs  and  purulent  dis* 
charges  from  individual  joints.  There  are  some  cases  which 
show  no  symptoms  during  life,  but  post-mortem  reveals  p«m- 
lent  caseated  nodules  in  the  internal  organs,  especially  in  the 
liver  and  lungs  and  in  the  joints.  These  nodules  are  encap- 
suled,  and  are  very  often  found  in  old  well-nourished  animals 
which  do  not  show  any  symptoms  during  life. 

Septio  ArihrtUa  in  Calves. 

^^  The  navel  may  not  only  show  the  pyaemic  conditions,  but 
also  the  septic  changes.  As  a  rule,  it  ia  ofiF  color,  is  very  flabby, 
and  upon  pressure  a  very  purulent,  dark  red  substance  exudes

which  is  usually  offensive.  Calves  manifest  great  weakness 
and  numerons  sensitive  and  inflamed  swellings  over  the  joints 
(fetlock,  knee,  hip  joints). 

**  Upon  i)08t-mortem  examination  there  will  be  found  in  these 
joints  a  very  dirty  exudate,  and  the  capsules  are  filled  with  a 
yellowish  coagulated  substance.  Besides  this  the  intestinal 
organs  are  swollen  ,and  turbid. 

"  Symptoms. — The  symptoms  are  based  on  the  pathological 
ohanges  in  the  internal  organs  and  the  sanious  fluid  in  the 
joints,  which  is  always  present.  When  examining  calves  it  is 
therefore  very  important  to  observe  the  condition  of  these 
joints.  This  disease  must  not  be  confused  with  bruises  or 
injuries  received  on  the  joints  during  transportation  or  slaugh- 
ter, which  are  redder  and  generally  not  localized  to  the  joint 
itself,  which  is  normal." — Fischoeder.

BACTERIA  IN  MILK. 

It  was  not  many  years  ago  that  milk,  freshly  drawn  from 
the  udders  of  healthy  cows,  was  supposed  to  be  free  from 
bacteria.  It  was  known,  however,  that  it  was  subject  to  many 
and  often  unexpected  changes  which  impaired  its  value  or 
rendered  it  altogether  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  con- 
ditions themselves  under  which  the  milk  was  produced  and  kept 
did  not  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  explain  these  often  observed  phe- 
nomena. In  consequence  of  this,  many  theories  were  advanced 
to  elucidate  the  exceedingly  practical  yet  troublesome  prob- 
lems found  in  the  occasional  rapid  souring,  the  development 
of  bad  taints  and  flavors,  the  appearance  of  disagreeable  fer- 
mentations, and  all  too  often  the  seemingly  disease  engendering 
properties  in  the  milk  and  its  products  with  which  the  dairy- 
man, milk  dealer  and  consumer  have  to  contend.  Witk-the 
advent  of  bacteriology,  however,  rational  explanations  for  these 
various  evils  began  to  appear.  Already  investigations  concern- 
ing the  bacterial  content  of  milk  have  not  only  afforded  an 
explanation  for  many  of  these  troubles  but  they  have  also 
pointed  out  with  unerring  accuracy  certain  precautions  that 
must  be  taken,  and  procedures  that  must  be  observed  if  they 
are  to  be  avoided.  With  a  knowledge  of  the  cause  of  these 
changes  there  have  come  definite  methods  for  their  prevention. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  in  its  beginning  bacteriology  became 
known  as  the  science  which  dealt  almost,  if  not  entirely,  with 
the  cause  of  the  infectious  diseases  of  man  and  of  animals.  On 
this  account  the  opinion  is  quite  prevalent  that  the  only  func- 
tion of  bacteria  is  to  produce  disease,  and  that  in  the  absence 
of  a  diseased  condition  there  are  no  bacteria.  Because  of  the 
minute  structure  of  these  organisms  it  is  easy  for  those  not

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trained  in  this  new  field  in  biology  to  entertain  such  views.  In 
consequence  of  this,  the  action  that  is  being  taken  by  certain 
boards  of  health  pointing  to  the  rejection  of  milk  containing 
an  excessive  number  of  bacteria,  regardless  of  their  species, 
and  coming  from  cows  in  perfect  health,  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand unless  the  full  significance  of  these  micro-organisms  is 
clearly  recognized.  The  truth  is,  that  of  the  hundreds  of  species 
of  bacteria  freely  distributed  everywhere  in  external  nature  and 
which  may  find  their  way  into  milk  but  very  few  of  them  are 
capable  of  directly  producing  a  diseased  condition  in  man  or 
animals.  The  others  are  either  harmless  or,  by  virtue  of  their 
effects  upon  the  constituents  of  milk,  they  produce  by-products 
that  may  be  poisonous  or  injurious  to  the  consumer.  The 
problems  arising  from  a  knowledge  of  bacteria  in  milk  that 
have  already  been  studied  but  which  need  to  be  more  thor- 
oughly investigated,  resolve  themselves  very  naturally  into 
three  groups,  namely: 

1.  Those  which  pertain  to  the  manner  in  which  bacteria  gain 
access  to  the  milk. 

2.  The  effects  bacteria  produce  (a)  on  the  milk  itself  and  (b) 
the  effect  of  the  changed  milk  upon  the  consumer. 

3.  The  methods  of  handling  milk  in  order  to  keep  the  number 
of  bacteria  and  the  products  of  their  growth  at  a  possible 
minimum  point. 

It  has  been  known  for  several  years  that  market  milk  as  it  is 
delivered  to  customers  contains  large,  but  variable,  numbers  of 
bacteria.  The  results  of  quantitative  bacterial  examinations 
of  milk  in  various  cities,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  show  that 
where  reasonable  cleanliness  in  the  care  of  the  cows,  stables, 
and  milk  is  observed,  and  the  milk  is  delivered  within  a  few 
hours  after  it  is  drawn,  that  the  number  of  bacteria  it  contains 
ranges  from  a  few  hundred  to  100,000  per  cubic  centimeter.  In 
other  instances,  more  especially  in  the  large  cities,  where  the 
time  between  milking  and  the  delivery  of  the  milk  is  necessarily 
much  longer,  there  is  a  larger  number  of  bacteria  present.  It 
is  reported  in  one  instance  from  a  European  city  that  the  milk 
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contained  180,000,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  at  the  time 
it  was  delivered  to  the  regular  customers.  In  New  York  and 
other  large  cities  the  milk  that  is  carelessly  kept  and  dispensed 
from  the  "  corner  grocery  "  contains  millions  of  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter.  Without  enteaing  further  into  particular 
cases,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  it  can  be  positively  stated  that 
market  milk  always  contains  a  greater  or  less  number  of  bac- 
teria. When  reasonable  precautions  are  taken,  and  the  milk 
is  delivered  within  a  few  hours  after  it  is  drawn  the  number  is 
comparatively  small,  but  when  the  opposite  is  permitted  the 
number  of  bacteria  is  correspondingly  increased. 

Source  of  Bacteria  in  Milk. 

When  bacteria  were  first  found  to  exist  in  mixed  milk  it  was 
supposed  that  a  few  of  them  had  gained  entrance  from  without 
and  that  they  had  rapidly  multiplied,  giving  rise  to  the  large 
numbers  found  at  the  time  of  the  examinations.  The  inquiries 
into  the  ways  and  means  by  which  these  micro-organisms  could 
gain  entrance  to  the  milk  show  that,  for  the  greater  part, 
these  external  sources  consist  (1)  of  particles  of  dirt,  laden 
with  bacteria,  which  fall  into  the  milk  utensils  before  and  after 
the  milking  process,  (2)  the  dirt  and  filth  which  fall  at  the  time 
of  milking  into  the  milk  pail  from  the  skin  of  the  udder  and 
groin  of  the  cow,  (3)  the  dirt  otherwise  introduced  from  the 
hands  and  clothing  of  the  milker  and  (4)  the  bacteria  that 
remain  in  the  utensils  from  improper  cleaning. 

The  number  of  bacteria  that  ordinarily  fall  into  the  milk 
pail  from  the  skin  of  the  udder  and  groin  of  the  cow  during  the 
milking  process  is  much  larger  than  may  be  supposed.  To 
obtain  definite  information  on  this  point  both  Ward  and  Hun- 
ziker  have  exposed  gelatin  plates  under  the  udder,  between  the 
arms  of  the  milker,  and  over  the  milk  pail,  for  different  periods 
of  time.  They  made  parallel  tests  with  cows  ungroomed  and 
with  those  which  had  the  hair  and  skin  brushed  and  moistened 
just  before  milking.  The  number  of  bacteria  which  fall  into 
the  milk  pail,  as  indicated  by  the  number  of  colonies  which 
developed  on  the  plate  cultures,  was  estimated  to  vary  from 
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a  few  to  many  thousands.  The  number  falling  from  the  un- 
moistened  skin  was  exceedingly  large. 

It  was  finally  shown  that  milk  when  drawn  with  all  the  known 
precautions  against  external  contamination  still  contained  a 
variable  number  of  bacteria.  This  led  to  many  careful  investi- 
gations  which  resulted  in  showing  that  there  are  two  distinct 
sources  from  which  bacteria  gain  entrance  to  the  milk,  namely: 
(1)  from  external  sources  as  already  stated,  and  (2)  from  the 
milk  ducts  of  the  udder  itself.  It  was  easy  to  understand  how 
readily  bacteria  could  gain  access  to  mixed  milk  through  the 
external  channels  of  ^contamination,  but  to  establish  a  general 
belief  that  milk  as  drawn  from  the  healthy  udder  contained 
bacteria  required  that  their  presence  in  the  milk  thus  drawn 
should  be  demonstrated. 

Leopold  Schultz  was  among  the  first  who  carefully  con- 
ducted experiments  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  milk  duct 
infection.  In  1892  he  examined  the  milk  bacteriologically  at 
the  first  of  the  milking,  in  the  middle  of  the  milking  and  at  its 
close.  The  results  of  the  different  tests  were  quite  uniform. 
The  first  milk  drawn  (fore  milk)  usually  contained  numerous 
bacteria,  as  many  as  97,200  per  cubic  centimeter  being  found 
in  one  instance.  The  number  of  bacteria  in  the  milk  at  the 
middle  of  the  milking  was  much  less,  the  average  being  9,000 
per  cubic  centimeter.  The  cultures  from  the  milk  at  the  close 
of  the  milking  remained  clear  in  some  cases,  in  others  from 
500  to  600  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  were  found. 

Gernhardt  made  a  series  of  similar  examinations,  but  with 
quite  different  results.  He  found  that  the  number  of  bacteria 
in  the  milk  was  at  first  moderately  high,  often  reaching  600,000 
per  cubic  centimeter.  This  number  rapidly  increased,  so  that 
the  examination  made  at  the  middle  of  the  milking  showed  as 
high  as  7,000,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter,  but  toward  the 
close  the  number  diminished,  so  that  frequently  they  were 
absent  from  the  milk  taken  at  the  finish.  His  suggestions  con- 
cerning the  results  are,  tliat  the  bacteria  grew  up  through  the 
milk  ducts  of  the  teats  into  the  udder  itself,  where  they  mul- 
tiply rapidly  in  the  acini  of  the  mammary  gland,  and  that  they 
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are  not  readily  removed  from  their  inner  recesses.  Qernhardt 
fonnd  many  irregularities  in  his  flgnres,  which  he  explained 
on  the  supposition  that  in  the  cases  where  the  number  of  bac- 
teria were  exceedingly  large,  masses  or  clumps  of  the  organ- 
isms were  washed  from  the  milk  ducts  into  the  milk. 

Russell  states  in  his  Dairy  Bacteriology,  1894,  that  he  has 
been  unable  to  find  the  last  milk  drawn  from  the  udder  to  be 
free  from  bacteria. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  American  Physicians 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1894,  Dr.  T.  M.  Rotch  presented 
a  paper  giving  the  results  of  the  experiments  which  he,  assisted 
by  Dr.  Austin  Peters,  had  made  near  Boston,  Mass.,  to  determine 
the  number  of  bacteria  in  freshly  drawn  milk.  The  fore  milk 
and  the  milk  near  the  close  were  taken,  and  also  the  milk  drawn 
through  a  sterile  canula  passed  into  the  milk  duct  nearly  if 
not  quite  through  the  teat.  Pour  cows  were  thus  examined 
with  the  following  results :

1  represents  the  milk  in  the  first  half  of  milking  and  drawn 
by  hand  into  sterile  bottles.

The  columns  marked  A,  B,  C,  D,  represent  the  milk  from  the 
four  cows,  the  figures  showing  the  number  of  colonies  of  bacteria 
in  the  plates  made  from  each  specimen  of  milk. 

Rotch  concluded  from  these  experiments  that  practically 
sterile  milk  could  be  obtained  by  rejecting  the  first  or  fore 
milk  from  each  teat. 

In  1895  the  writer  reported  the  results  of  an  examination  of 
the  fore  milk  and  strippings  of  nine  cows.*    Separate  examina- 

*The  method  followed  was  TeiT  simple.  In  collecting  the  milk  the  teats  and  udders  wov  washed 
with  a  solution  of  1  to  1,000  oorroslTe  sublimate.  The  hands  and  arms  of  the  milker  were  likewise 
disinfected  and  care  was  exercised  to  prevent  the  stirring  up  of  dust.  The  milk  was  drawn  directly 
Into  sterilized  bottles.  From  5  to  1 0  c.  c.  of  the  fore  milk  was  taken  In  separate  bottles  from  each  quar- 
ter of  the  udder  and  about  50  o.  c.  of  thestrlpplngs  except  In  the  first  five  cases.  The  milk  was  taken 
directly  to  the  laboratory  and  agar  plates  were  made  with  definite  quantities  (from  0.1  to  1  c.  e.)  of 
It    The  plates  were  Incubated  at  about  36°  C.

In  all,  20  apparently  different  species  of  bacteria  were 
isolated.  Of  these,  3  were  streptococci,  13  micrococci,  and  4 
bacilli.  It  is  important  to  state,  however,  that  the  great 
majority  of  these  species  appeared  in  the  cultures  but  once  or 
twice.  About  three  species  of  micrococci  were  the  predomi- 
nating forms  and  they  were  almost  always  present.  Among 
the  bacilli,  Bticillus  cloacae  occurred  in  one  specimen.  It  is 
possible,  as  it  appeared  but  once,  that  is  was  an  accidental  con- 
tamination from  external  sources.  This  was  the  only  gas  pro- 
ducer in  the  entire  series.  Nine  of  the  apparent  species  were 
aerobic,  indicating  their  inability  to  multiply  high  up  in  the 
glandular  tissue  and  suggesting  their  restriction  to  the  lower 
milk  ducts.  The  other  species  were  facultative  anaerobes  and 
could  have  multiplied  much  higher  up  in  the  teat  or  milk  ducts 
of  the  udder. 

With  one  exception  the  organisms  isolated  fermented  lactose 
in  both  bouillon,  to  which  chemically  pure  lactose  had  been 
added,  and  in  milk  itself,  giving  a  decidely  acid  reaction.  Six 
of  the  twenty  species  produced  a  Arm  coagulation  in  milk  within 
twenty  hours.  The  others  precipitated  or  coagulated  the 
oasein  in  from  four  to  ten  days.    A  few  of  the  milk  cultures 
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emitted  a  very  strong  ^'  sonr  milk  "  odor.  The  odor  given  off 
from  the  others  was  either  not  perceptible  or  of  a  pungent  or 
disagreeable  nature.  Eleven  of  the  species  liquefied  gelatin. 
In  some  instances  liquefaction  occurred  rapidly,  in  others  more 
slowly,  several  days  being  required  to  complete  the  process. 

The  pathogenesis  of  these  organisms  was  tested  by  the  sub- 
cutaneous inoculation  of  0.5  c.  c.  of  a  fresh  bouillon  culture  into 
guinea  pigs.  In  every  instance  the  animals  remained  well.  In 
fact,  a  perceptible  local  lesion  was  not  produced  in  any  case. 

Bolley  and  Hall,  of  the  North  Dakota  Experiment  Station, 
made  a  qualitative  test  of  the  fore  milk  of  10  healthy  cows. 
They  isolated  16  species,  12  of  which  produced  an  acid  reaction 
in  milk,  3  produced  an  alkaline  reaction,  and  1  species  failed 
to  cause  any  appreciable  change.  They  state  that  gas-en- 
gendering bacteria  were  not  found. 

In  1898  investigations  were  begun  at  the  New  York  State 
Veterinary  College  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  bacteria 
actually  invade  the  healthy  udder.  As  healthy  milch  cows  are 
rarely  killed,  it  was  necessary  to  use  those  that  were 
slaughtered  after  reacting  to  the  tuberculin  test.  In  all  of  the 
animals  whose  udders  were  used  the  tubercular  lesions  were 
restricted  to  the  bronchial  and  throat  glands,  the  udders  them- 
selves being  perfectly  normal  in  appearance.  In  all  nineteen 
udders  have  been  examined  by  the  writer  and  Dr.  A.  R.  Ward 
with  the  uniform  result  that  bacteria  were  found  in  greater  or 
less  numbers  in  different  parts  of  the  gland  substance.* 

*The  methods  followed  In  making  the  examinations  may  be  of  Interest.  Jost  before  slaughtering 
the  oowst  samples  of  the  fore  milk  were  taken  from  which  onltores  were  made.  The  animals 
were  then  milked  as  dry  as  possible,  under  the  existing  conditions.  Immediately  after  the  cow 
was  killed  the  udder  was  carefully  removed  and  placed  on  an  Inclining  table  with  the  base  of  the 
udder  uppermost.  The  skin  was  carefully  reflected  and  with  a  sterile  knife  an  Incision  was  made 
extending  from  the  upper  part  of  the  udder  to  the  cistern,  and  of  such  depth  as  to  expose  tissues  im 
the  Ticlnlty  of  the  Tertlcal  axis  of  the  gland.  In  making  cultures  from  the  glandular  tissue,  care 
was  taken  to  prevent  milk  of  the  ventral  region  from  oomlng  In  contact  with  the  freshly  exposed 
surfaces  which  normally  He  above  the  cistern.  After  scorching  the  exposed  surface,  Mts  of  tissue 
were  removed  with  sterile  scissors,  and  transferred  to  culture  media  by  the  use  of  a  flamed  platinum 
loop  or  forceps.  For  convenience  in  noting  results  the  gland  was  divided  arbitrarily  into  three 
parts  as  follows:  (A)  The  lower  third  Including  the  teat  and  cistern;  (B)  The  middle  third  which 
includes  the  lower  half  of  the  gland  proper,  and  (0)  The  upper  third  which  Includes  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  gland  (see  plate  1).  Slant  agar  tubes  or  gelatin  plates  were  used.  In  the  beginning 
both  were  employed. 
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The  results  of  the  examinations  in  a  few  individnal  oases  are 
appended  to  illustrate  the  actual  findings.

More  recently  Hunziker  has  found  variable  numbers  of  bac- 
teria in  the  fore  milk  and  almost  always  in  the  strippings. 

During  the  last  year  he  has  made  a  large  number  of  examina- 
tions of  milk  especially  to  determine  the  number  of  bacteria 
it  contained  at  the  time  it  was  drawn.  The  samples  of  milk 
examined  were  taken  from  separate  cows.  In  some  cases  the 
milk  was  drawn  under  aseptic  precautions;  in  others  the  cows 
were  milked  directly  into  pails  without  first  cleaning  and  moist- 
ening the  skin  of  the  udder.  Some  of  the  samples  were  taken 
from  the  mixed  milk  of  a  number  of  cows  when  milked  under  the 
ordinary  conditions.  A  few  of  the  results  of  these  determina- 
tions are  appended.

Simon  has  recently  published  the  results  of  the  examinations 
of  the  udders  of  healthy  cattle  in  which  he  failed  to  find  bac- 
terial invasion.  The  udders,  however,  were  not  functionating 
at  the  time  the  cows  were  killed,  so  that  the  conditions  were 
different  from  those  under  which  udder  examinations  have  been 
made  in  this  country.  With  this  exception  the  results  are  uni- 
form in  showing  that  milk  contains  a  greater  or  less  number 
of  bacteria  at  the  time  it  is  drawn  from  the  udder.  The  former 
belief  that  the  normal  udder  is  sterile  and  that  freshly  drawn 
milk  is  free  from  bacteria  is  no  longer  tenable. 

A  further  and  exceedingly  practical  illustration  of  the  in- 
fluence of  the  udder  invasion  on  the  bacterial  contents  of 
mixed  milk  is  found  in  the  experience  of  certain  companies  that 
are  putting  on  the  market  as  clean  and  pure  a  milk  as  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  obtain.  Notwithstanding,  with  their  ex- 
treme care  to  prevent  contamination  the  milk  continues  to 
contain  variable  numbers  of  bacteria.  The  application  of  all 
the  known  improvements  to  secure  bacteria-free  milk,  have 
brought  out  with  startling  clearness  the  fact  that  it  is  yet 
impossible  to  do  so.  The  results  of  the  daily  examinations 
which  the  Walker  Gordon  company  had  made  in  the  Pepper 
Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  of  the  milk  from 
their  Philadelphia  dairy  are  interesting  in  this  connection. 
The  following  is  one  of  their  published  weekly  reports  taken  at 
random:*

A  matter  worthy  of  consideration  in  this  connection  is  the 
apparent  fact  that  certain  species  of  bacteria  become  localized 
in  the  udder.  I  have  already  referred  to  the  twenty  species  of 
bacteria  isolated  from  the  fore  milk  of  nine  cows.  When,  how- 
ever, the  fore  milk  is  rejected  and  only  those  organisms  are 
taken  into  account  which  invade  the  milk  ducts  of  the  mammary 
gland  itself  the  number  of  s])ecies  in  a  single  gland  is  found  to 
be  small.  Bolley  and  Hall  found  in  a  number  of  examinations 
but  one  species  common  to  them  all.  Ward  found  that  of  four 
or  five  species  existing  in  the  udder  of  a  single  cow  that  but  one 
of  them  was  common  to  all  the  four  quarters.  He  has  also  called 
attention  to  the  persistence  of  certain  species  in  the  udder.  Thus 
he  found,  in  the  udder  of  one  cow,  a  streptococcus  which 
remained  without  interruption  as  determined  by  frequent 
examinations,  for  over  two  years.  Frequently  this  organism 
seemed  to  be  the  only  species  present.  Without  entering  into 
further  details  concerning  the  subject,  let  it  suffice  to  say  that 
there  seems  to  be  a  limited  number  of  species,  mostly  micro- 
cocci, which  invade  and  remain  in  the  udder.  In  addition  to 
this,  there  are  many  species  that  may,  under  favorable  condi- 
tions, become  coloniz/cd  in  the  mammary  gland  and  remain  there 
for  variable  periods  of  time.    Russell  had  previously  pointed 
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oat  the  fact  that  the  species  of  bacteria  in  milk  vary  with  the 
enyironment  and  care  of  the  cows. 

Moore  and  Ward  found  colonized  in  the  udder  of  a  number  of 
cows  in  a  single  dairy  a  bacillus  that  produced  a  disagreeable 
taint  and  gassy  curd  when  the  milk  was  used  in  making  cheese. 
These  bacilli  persisted  for  several  months,  although  every  pos- 
sible care  was  exercised  in  grooming  and  disinfecting  the  skin 
of  the  udders,  and  in  cleaning  and  frequent  disinfecting  the 
stables.  From  the  results  thus  far  recorded  the  bacteria  found 
in  the  udder  itself  fall  naturally  in  two  classes  namely:  (1)  a 
few  species,  mostly  micrococci,  which  persist  when  once  they 
gain  entrance  and  which  seem  to  possess  little  or  no  economic 
importance  save  that  of  lactic  acid  formation;  and  (2)  a  large 
number  of  species  existing  in  external  nature,  which  may,  under 
suitable  conditions  become  temporarily  colonized  in  the  ducts 
of  the  mammary  gland.  The  latter  species  seem  to  be  able  to  live 
but  a  comparatively  short  time  in  the  milk  ducts.  Experiments 
made  by  Ward  to  colonize  the  udder  with  strange  bacteria  gave 
only  temporary  positive  results. 

The  Significance  of  Bacteria  in  Milk. 

Numerous  and  extended  investigations  have  shown  that  nearly 
if  not  all  of  the  changes  that  occur  in  milk  subsequent  to  its 
escape  from  the  udder  are  primarily  caused  by  bacteria.  The 
most  common  of  these  is  the  simple  souring  or  lactic  acid  fer- 
mentation. In  addition  to  this  well  known  process  there  are 
a  number  of  other  and  more  troublesome  changes  such  as  the 
appearance  of  blue  milk,  bitter  milk,  slimy  milk,  tainted  milk, 
butyric  acid  fermentation,  saponification  and  still  others 
which  are  less  conspicuous  and  more  rarely  found  in  this  fluid. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  is  known  that  the  proper  ripening  of 
cream  with  desirable  flavors  is  the  result  of  the  activities  of 
certain  species  of  bacteria.  In  order,  therefore,  to  procure  uni- 
form and  desirable  flavors  in  butter,  it  is  the  practice  in  some 
countries  to  heat  the  milk  sufficiently  to  kill  the  existing  bac-

teria  and  then  to  inoculate  it  with  a  species  that  will  impart  to 
it  the  desired  flavor  and  odors.  Much  experimental  work  along 
this  line  has  been  done  in  this  country  by  Prof.  Conn. 

The  lactic  fermentations,  or  common  "  souring,  .  of  milk  is 
brought  about  by  a  number  of  species  of  bacteria.  Formerly 
it  was  supposed  that  a  single  species,  BaciUtis  acidi  lactici^  pro- 
duced this  change  which  consists  in  the  splitting  of  the  milk 
sugar  molecule  into  carbonic  dioxide  and  lactic  acid.  It  is 
known,  however,  that  in  this  process  of  splitting  up  the  milk 
sugar  other  by-products  are  produced.  In  the  simple  lactio 
type  of  fermentation  these  secondary  products  are  not  very 
important.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  in  the  souring  of 
milk  by  different  species  of  bacteria  correspondingly  different 
by-products  may  be  produced.  In  consequence  of  this,  the  sour- 
ing is  often  accompanied  with  by-products  that  are  undesirable 
if  not  injurious  to  the  consumer.  In  these  cases  the  deleterious 
substances  are  often  produced  before  the  quantity  of  acid  is 
sufficient  to  cause  curdling.  In  fact  these  by-products  may 
become  harmful  while  the  milk  is  still  considered  sweet  and 
wholesome.  It  is  also  interesting  that  the  species  of  bacteria 
producing  lactic  fermentation  which  have  been  studied  by 
Adametz,  Fokker,  Leichmann  and  others  in  Europe  do  not  seem 
to  be  entirely  identical  with  those  isolated  and  studied  by  Conn 
and  other  investigators  in  this  country.  The  most  telling 
truths  which  come  to  us  from  all  these  inquiries  is  that  differ- 
ent bacteria  causing  souring  in  milk  produce  very  different 
effects  upon  the  milk  itself  as  shown  in  the  rapidity  of  the 
souring  and  in  the  types  of  fermentation  accompanying  it.  Con- 
cerning the  mixed  fermentations  there  is  need  for  further  and 
more  extended  researches.  Butyric  acid  formation  which  plays 
an  important  part  in  causing  "rancid"  butter  is  also  the 
product  of  the  activities  of  a  number  of  species.  It  is  now 
supposed  to  be  the  end  product  of  a  long  series  of  fermontive 
changes.  Bad  flavors,  taints  and  odors  in  milk  and  its  products 
are  among  the  final  results  of  the  growth  of  certain  species  of 
bacteria. 
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Milk  sometimes  becomes  very  bitter  owing  to  the  products 
of  certain  bacteria  multiplying  in  it.  Weigmann,  Conn  and 
Freudenreich  have  isolated  and  studied  a  number  of  such 
species.  A  '^  blue  "  color  is  a  peculiar  condition  of  milk  caused, 
as  Gessard  found,  by  a  single  species  of  bacteria,  although  it 
possesses  a  number  of  varieties.  Slimy  or  ropy  milk  is  another 
of  the  many  undesirable  conditions  brought  about  by  micro- 
organisms. The  cause  of  this  particular  trouble  seems  to  be 
due  to  one  species,  BaciUiis  lactia  viscosuSf  first  isolated  and 
described  by  Adametz.  Several  other  species  have  been  sug- 
gested as  the  possible  cause  in  certain  instances.  Loeffler, 
Guillebeau,  Marshall  and  Ward  have  written  upon  this  subject. 
The  specific  factor  (B.  lactia  viacostis)  of  this  trouble  exists 
according  to  the  investigations  of  Adametz  and  Ward  in  water 
from  which  it  accidentally,  or  through  carelessness  in  cleansing 
the  milk  pails  and  cans,  gains  entrance  to  the  milk.  To  elimi- 
nate this  trouble  it  seems  to  be  necessary  to  simply  scald  the 
pails,  strainers  and  cans  used  in  retaining  and  handling  the 
milk. 

Much  has  been  written  concerning  disease  producing  bacteria 
in  milk.  These  belong  to  two  distinct  classes  namely:  (1)  the 
specific  bacteria  of  certain  diseases  of  cattle,  which  may,  if  the 
animal  is  suffering  from  disease,  gain  entrance  to  the  milk.  In 
this  class  may  be  mentioned  tuberculosis,  the  ''  foot  and  mouth  " 
disease  in  Europe  and  possibly  anthrax.  (2)  The  bacteria  of 
certain  human  diseases  such  as  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria  and 
the  virus  of  scarlatina  and  measles.  A  very  large  number  of 
epidemics  of  these  diseases  have  been  traced  to  the  milk  supply 
through  which  the  infections  occurred.  The  explanation  of 
this  is  that  in  cases  where  these  diseases  existed  among  the 
attendants  or  in  their  homes  sufficient  care  was  not  taken  in 
handling  the  milk  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  the  virus  of  these 
diseases.  In  case  of  typhoid  fever,  the  water  used  in  rinsing  the 
utensils  may  be  contaminated.  In  cases  of  diphtheria  it  often 
happens  that  those  who  have  recently  apparently  recovered 
from  the  disease,  but,  who  still  have  the  diphtheria  bacilli  in 
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their  throats,  are  engaged  in  milking  or  in  otherwise  handling 
the  milk,  where  by  sneezing  or  coughing  these  bacilli  may  escape 
from  the  throat  into  the  milk.  It  is  the  discovery  of  these 
possible  yet  exceedingly  easy  means  of  infecting  milk,  and  the 
finding  of  cases  where  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  such 
infection  has  actually  taken  place  and  where  the  milk  has 
become  the  channel  of  infection,  that  have  caused  thoughtful 
people  in  villages  and  cities  to  justly  question  the  safety  in 
using  milk  that  contains  a  large  amount  of  dirt  or  an  excessive 
number  of  bacteria.  The  objections  to  it  do  not  rest  in  the 
single  fact  that  the  dirt  and  the  usual  bacteria  are  necessarily 
injurious,  but  that  whenever  these  exist  in  excessive  quantities 
it  is  a  sure  indication  of  gross  carelessness  in  handling  the  milk. 
If  people  are  careless  in  these  matters  they  are  sure  to  be 
equally  so  in  case  of  the  presence  among  them  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  sad  experiences  of  the  past  are  teaching  the  im- 
portance of  taking  reasonable  precautions  against  the  pre- 
vention of  such  maladies. 

In  cases  where  bowel  trouble  follows  the  use  of  milk  contain- 
ing many  bacteria  the  immediate  cause  is  quite  as  likely  to  be 
the  effect  of  the  acids  and  other  by-products  which  have  been 
produced  in  the  milk  by  various  forms  of  fermentation,  as  by  the 
activities  within  the  digestive  tract,  of  any  one  or  more  species 
of  the  micro-organisms  consumed.  We  must  look  to  the  effect 
upon  the  milk  itself  for  the  cause  of  many  but  not  all  of  these 
troubles.  An  analagous  illustration  is  found  in  the  ptomaine 
poisoning  following,  in  rare  cases,  the  eating  of  slightly  tainted 
meat  or  fish.  The  poisoning  comes  from  the  effect  of  the  by- 
products or  ptomaines  produced  by  certain  bacteria  in  decom- 
posing the  flesh,  and  not  by  a  direct  result  upon  the  individual 
of  the  bacteria  themselves. 

The  actual  relation  existing  between  the  number  of  bacteria 
and  the  percentage  of  lactic  acid  in  milk  is  of  interest  in  this 
connection.  Concerning  this,  the  appended  table  by  Hun- 
ziker  is  especially  telling.  The  data  given  in  the  table  are 
emphasized  and  perhaps  more  clearly  shown  in  chart  V.    In

making  the  tests  very  simple  methods  were  followed.  Portions 
of  the  same  sample  of  milk  were  kept  at  different  temperatures 
and  the  number  of  bacteria  and  the  per  cent  of  lactic  acid  in 
the  milk  were  determined  every  three  hours.  It  is  of  interest 
to  n9te  the  variation  in  the  per  cent  of  the  lactic  acid  at  different 
times,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  milk  kept  at  the  lower  tem- 
peratures. At  the  higher  temperatures  the  acid  fermentation 
caused  the  milk  to  sour  very  rapidly.

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Finally  we  have  to  consider  the  safety  of  the  milk  from  two 
points  of  view,  namely:  (1)  the  absence  of  specific  disease  pro- 
ducing bacteria  and  (2)  the  absence  of  by-products  which  are 
produced  by  many  bacteria  when  the  milk  is  kept  under  favor- 
able conditions  and  for  sufficient  time  for  their  development. 
It  is  the  exception  when  the  bacteria,  which  from  the  very 
nature  of  things,  are  necessarily  present  in  the  milk  from 
healthy  cows,  will  produce  any  harm  to  the  consumer.  The 
number  of  bacteria  in  the  milk  indicate,  however,  the  possible 
extent  to  which  fermentation  changes  have  taken  place,  or,  if 
examined  very  soon  after  milking,  it  is  an  index  to  the  care 
which  has  been  exercised  to  prevent  external  contamination. 

It  is  well  to  notice  that  at  first,  while  the  germicidal  action 
lasts,  there  is  no  appreciable  increase  in  the  acidity.    It  is  also 
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to  be  seen  that  the  deyelopment  of  acid  does  not  parallel  the 
increase  in  the  total  number  of  bacteria,  but  during  the  last 
15  to  20  hours  before  the  milk  curdles,  when  the  bacteria  are 
already  innumerable,  the  acidity  begins  to  increase  continu- 
ously. The  fluctuations  showing  in  some  cases  a  decrease  in 
acid  apparently  marring  the  uniformity  of  the  results,  may  be 
explained  by  the  fact  that  milk  contains  species  of  micro-organ- 
isms that  produce  alkaline  fermentations.  Until  the  struggle 
for  supremacy  of  the  different  species  in  the  milk  is  ended,  it 
is  not  improbable  that  the  alkali-producing  organisms  have  an 
opportunity  to  grow  and  in  a  measure  compete  with  those  of 
other  fermentations.  As  a  result  their  products  will  neces- 
sarily neutralize  an  equivalent  amount  of  acid,  thus  reducing 
somewhat  the  degree  of  acidity  of  the  milk.  It  has  been  ob- 
served that  the  fluctuations  are  more  frequent  and,  perhaps, 
more  abrupt  in  milk  drawn  under  ordinary  conditions  and  kept 
in  cans  than  milk  drawn  aseptically  and  kept  in  sterile  flasks. 
The  former  usually  contained  a  much  larger  nimiber  of  species  \ 

of  bacteria.  Considering  then  that  the  milk  may  contain,  and 
when  taken  under  ordinary  conditions  almost  invariably  does 
contain,  some  alkali-producing*  species,  it  is  evident  that  their 

presence  and  behavior  largely  govern  the  extent  of  the  fluctu- 

■ 

ations  in  the  amount  of  acidity  in  the  milk. 

The  Preservation  of  Milk ;  the  Value  of  its  Germicidal  Action 

and  the  Effect  of  Different  Temperatures  Upon  the 

Multiplication  of  the  Bacteria  it  Contains. 

In  adopting  methods  for  keeping  milk  sweet  and  suitable  for 
human  consumption,  dairymen  and  milk  dealers  have  to  meet 
the  single  problem  of  checking  the  multiplicaltion  of  the  bac- 
teria it  already  contains.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  milk 
as  drawn  directly  from  the  udder  contains  a  certain  number  of 
bacteria.  It  has  also  been  shown  that  a  large  number  of  bac- 
teria gain  access  to  the  milk  from  without,  although  this  num-

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ber  can  be  greatly  reduced  if  proper  precautions  are  taken.  The 
evidence  thus  far  collected  points  to  the  bacteria  which  gain 
access  from  without  as  the  most  likely  to  cause  the  unusual 
and  troublesome  fermentations.  It  is  also  among  these  organ- 
isms that  are  most  often  found  those  species  capable  of  pro- 
ducing disease  in  the  consumer.  With  a  knowledge  of  these 
facts,  dealers  in  milk  are  in  a  position  to  put  into  effective 
application  the  best  methods  for  preventing  the  undesirable 
fermentations  and  the  accumulation  of  by-products  resulting 
from  them. 

The  most  effective  methods  of  keeping  milk  is  presumably  to 
pasteurize*  it  at  once  and  keep  it  in  sterile  retainers  in  a  cool 
place.  While  this  method  can  be  applied  in  certain  instances, 
it  is  not  applicable  or  suited  to  the  conditions  of  all  milk  pro- 
ducers. It  is  highly  recommended  for  the  home  treatment  of 
the  milk  received.  When,  however,  heating  is  not  applied  until 
after  many  (18-24)  hours  have  elapsed,  it  is  often  too  late  to 
prevent  the  development  of  undesirable  by-products  owing  to 
the  extent  of  various  fermentations  which  may  have  already 
taken  place. 

The  commonly  accepted  idea  is,  that  as  soon  as  milk  is  drawn 
the  bacteria  already  present  begin  to  multiply  with  enormous 
rapidity,  and  that  their  increase  can  be  checked  only  by  cooling 
the  milk  down  to  a  low  temperature  and  keeping  it  there,  or  by 
the  addition  of  antiseptics.  Contrary  to  this  generally 
accepted  theory  Fokker  in  1890,  Preudenrich  and  Freeman  at 
later  dates,  observed  that  freshly  drawn  milk  possesses  a  germi- 
cidal action.    Unfortunately,  no  definite  investigations  were 

*  PaateorlEatlon  may  or  may  not  be  sterilization.  The  term  has  reference  to  the  method  used  by 
Pasteur  in  1866  for  preserving  wine.  He  found  that  when  wine  was  heated  to  a  certain  tempera- 
ture, about  165*  F.,  it  could  be  kept  without  the  deleterious  after  fermentation.  About  ten  years 
later  this  method  was  used  for  preserving  milk.  When  It  was  found  that  milk  frequenUy  con- 
talned  disease-producing  bacteria,  this  method  was  used  to  destroy  them.  The  clinical  experience 
in  using  pastenriced  milk  taught  that  a  temperature  of  169*  to  180*  F.  rendered  it  less  easily  digested. 
Then  followed  a  long  series  of  experiments  to  determine  at  what  temperature,  and  how  long  a 
time,  it  Is  necoessary  to  heat  the  milk  to  destroy  the  pathogenic  and  fermenting  bacteria.  From 
these  experiments  it  was  learned  that  a  temperature  of  ISO*  to  ISA*  F.  for  one  half  hour  was  as 
effective  as  a  short  exposure  at  165*  to  170*  F.  There  are  writers,  however,  who  claim  that  140*  F.  Is 
sufficient.  Pasteurization  has  come  to  mean,  therefore,  the  destruction  of  dUeoM-producinOt  if 
present,  and  the  fermenting  bacteria  by  means  of  a  low  temperature  applied  for  a  certain  length  of 
time.  If  only  the  ordinary  fermenting  and  pathogenic  micro-organisms  are  present,  the  milk  thus 
treated  may  be  sterilized.  If  the  spore-bearing  baoceria,  or  those  possessed  of  high  thermal  death 
point,  should  be  present,  this  process  would  not  destroy  them.  After  pasteurizing  milk  it  should 
be  kept  If  possible  In  a  cool  place. 
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made  to  determine  the  extent  of  this  action,  thus  leaving  the 
interesting  observations  devoid  of  economic  value.  Heim,  Caro, 
Weigmann  and  Hess  have  published  on  this  subject,  more 
especially  concerning  the  destructive  action  of  milk  upon  the 
bacteria  of  Asiatic  cholera.  Schottelius  studied  this  action  of 
milk  upon  diphtheria  bacilli.  During  the  last  year  Hunziker 
has  been  engaged  in  investigations  along  this  line.  Neither  of 
these  investigators,  however,  succeeded  in  finding  the  definite 
cause  of  the  germicidal  action,  but  it  is  presumed  that  it  exists 
in  the, serum.  Heim  attributed  this  action  on  the  cholera 
spirilla  to  be  due  to  the  lactic  acid.  We  simply  know,  however, 
from  the  results  obtained,  that  there  is  in  the  freshly  drawn 
milk  of  some  cows  a  substance  or  a  condition  that  has  the 
power  of  destroying,  or  at  least  preventing  the  growth  of  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  bacteria  present. 

Hunziker  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  germicidal  action 
of  milk  (1)  from  individual  cows,  (2)  in  the  mixed  milk  of  the 
entire  dairy,  and  (3)  the  influence  of  different  temperatures 
upon  this  action.  The  results  of  these  tests  are  worthy  of  a 
careful  study.  A  sample  of  the  milk  from  each  cow  was  divided 
into  three  parts,  placed  in  sterile  flasks,  one  of  which  was  kept 
at  each  of  the  temperatures  of  40°,  55°  and  70°  F.,  respectively. 
Agar  plate  cultures  were  made  immediately  after  milking,  and 
at  intervals  of  three  hours  until  48  hours  had  elapsed.  Fifteen 
cows  were  thus  tested.  The  first  two,  May  and  Ida,  were 
milked  in  the  ordinary  way  into  separate  pails,  no  special  pre- 
cautions being  taken  to  prevent  contamination  from  without. 
The  samples  of  the  milk  from  the  other  cows  were  obtained 
under  rigid  precautions  against  particles  of  dust  or  other  con- 
taminations. The  teats,  the  udder  and  the  parts  immediately 
surrounding  the  latter,  were  carefully  washed  with  a  1-1000 
solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  and  then  dried  with  a  clean 
towel.  From  the  moistened  udders  the  milk  was  drawn  into 
sterile  flasks,  which  were  held  in  a  nearly  horizontal  position 
to  prevent  micro-organisms  from  falling  into  them.  About  the 
same  quantity  of  milk  was  taken  from  each  teat.  A  tabulated 
3ummary  of  this  experiment  is  appended.

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A  study  of  these  tables  reveals  several  interesting  facts, 
namely:  (1)  That  there  is  a  great  difference  in  the  number  of 
bacteria  in  the  freshly  drawn  milk  of  different  cows;  (2)  that 
there  is  no  increase  in  the  number  of  bacteria  in  the  milk  for 
at  least  six  hours  after  it  is  drawn  when  kept  at  a  temperature 
of  either  40^,  55^  or  70°  F.;  (3)  there  is  an  actual,  but  usually 
not  large,  decrease  in  the  number  of  bacteria  in  the  milk  for 
the  first  six  hours  after  it  is  drawn;  (4)  the  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  bacteria,  i.  e.  the  germicidal  action,  is  greatest  in  the  milk 
kept  at  70°  P.;  (5)  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  bacteria  is 
much  greater  in  the  milk  of  certain  cows  than  in  that  from 
others;  (6)  the  germicidal  action  is  in  the  beginning  more 
effective  in  the  milk  kept  at  70°  P.;  (7)  the  germicidal  action 
of  the  mixed  milk  is  not  sufficient  to  render  it  of  practical  value 
in  preserving  milk  for  more  than  from  six  to  nine  hours.  It 
is  clear  that  milk  cooled  and  kept  at  40°  to  55°  P.  remains 
unchanged  for  a  much  longer  time  than  when  a  temperature 
of  70°  P.  is  maintained.  At  these  low  temperatures  the  number 
of  bacteria  continues  to  decrease  for  a  longer  time.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  frequently  the  number  of  bacteria 
begins  to  increase  in  the  milk  kept  at  55°  P.  after  about  48  hours, 
but  when  the  temperature  is  reduced  to  40°  P.  they  do  not.  A 
study  of  charts  I  to  IV  inclusive  will  emphasize  these  points. 

Although  for  the  first  few  hours  the  germicidal  power  is  more 
active  in  milk  kept  at  70°  P.,  it  has  not  been  determined,  but 
probably  it  is  true,  that  in  the  milk  kept  at  the  lower  tempera- 
tureei  it  continues  to  act,  but  in  a  less  degree,  for  a  much 
longer  time.  Por  this  reason  it  seems  best,  until  more  defi- 
nite information  on  this  point  is  recorded,  to  cool  milk  to  at 
least  65°  P.  as  quickly  as  possible  after  it  is  drawn,  and  to  keep 
it  at  that  temperature  until  it  is  delivered.  If  the  milk  is  not 
to  be  consumed  within  48  hours  it  is  safer  to  keep  it  at  a  lower 
(40°  P.)  temperature. 

The  difficulties  involved  in  procuring  milk  reasonably  free 
from  bacteria  in  our  large  cities  do  not  rest  entirely  with  the 
producer.     The  method  of  transportation  is  quite  as  impor- 
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tant.  Milk  may  be  produced  under  the  best  of  conditions,  cooled 
at  once  to  the  required  temperature  at  which  it  is  delivered 
for  transportation.  If,  however,  its  temperature  is  allowed  to 
rise  to  60°  F.  or  above  during  the  time  it  is  in  transit,  the  bac- 
teria present  will  multiply,  producing  acids  and  by-products, 
so  that  when  delivered  the  milk  has  become  markedly,  if  not 
seriously,  changed.  As  care  of  the  milk  required  in  the  course 
of  transportation  is  simply  to  have  it  put  in  clean  cans  and 
kept  at  a  low  temperature,  there  is  no  reason  why  milk  cannot 
be  shipped  hundreds  of  miles  and  be  delivered  in  a  perfectly 
sweet  and  wholesome  condition.  The  details  of  the  methods 
for  keeping  it  at  a  low  temperature  must,  of  course,  be  worked 
out  by  all  shippers,  as  they  have  successfully  been  by  some 
milk  companies.  The  only  requisite  that  the  consumer  demands 
in  the  transportion  is  that  the  low  temperature  be  maintained. 

Summary. 

A  study  of  the  results  of  the  various  investigations  included 
in  the  preceding  pages  concerning  the  bacterial  content  of  milk, 
together  with  the  requisites  in  handling  it  in  order  that  it  may 
be  delivered  to  the  consumer  in  as  unchanged  a  condition  as 
possible,  seems  to  warrant  the  following  deductions: 

1.  Milk  as  it  is  drawn  from  the  udder  contains  a  variable,  but 
rarely  an  excessive,  number  of  bacteria. 

2.  Ordinarily  the  dirt  and  finer  particles  of  dust  that  fall  into 
the  pail  during  the  process  of  milking  carry  a  large  number 
of  bacteria  with  them  into  the  milk. 

3.  If  the  stables  are  kept  clean,  the  cows  groomed,  and  the 
skin  of  the  udder  and  surrounding  parts  are  carefully  moistened 
before  milking,  the  number  of  bacteria  that  gain  entrance  to 
the  milk  from  without  can  be  very  greatly  reduced. 

4.  The  bacteria  in  the  freshly  drawn  milk  do  not  begin  to 
multiply  to  any  great  extent  for  from  6  to  9  hours  when  kept 
at  a  temperature  of  70°  F.,  or  below.  After  that  time  they 
multiply  very  rapidly  if  the  temperature  is  favorable. 
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5.  If  the  milk  is  carefully  protected  and  promptly  cooled  down 
to  and  kept  at  a  temperature  of  40^  F.,  the  number  of  bacteria  in 
it  will  not  subsequently  exceed  the  number  present  at  the  close 
of  the  milking  process.  This  number  should  not  exceed  a  max- 
imum of  100,000  per  cubic  centimeter.  If  intelligent  care  is 
exercised,  a  minimum  of  at  least  from  10,000  to  50,000  per  cubic 
centimeter  should  be  maintained.  If  cooled  to  55°  P.,  like 
results  are  obtained  for  at  least  36  to  48  hours,  and  often  for 
a  much  longer  period. 

6.  An  excessiye  number  of  bacteria  in  milk  at  any  time  within 
72  hours  after  it  is  drawn  indicates  that  it  has  not  been  prop- 
erly handled.  When  this  is  the  case,  the  milk  is  liable  to  con- 
tain acids  and  by-products,  which  may  be  injurious  to  the  con- 
sumer. There  is  also  the  further  danger,  as  exemplified  in  many 
epidemics  of  typhoid  fever,  diphtheria  and  other  infectious  dis- 
eases, that  the  general  carelessness  in  protecting  milk  against 
contaminations  would  permit  the  entrance  into  the  milk  of 
disease  producing  bacteria  should  these  be  present  on  the 
premises  where  the  milk  is  produced. 

7.  There  is  a  pronounced  germicidal  action  in  the  milk  of  cer- 
tain cows.  It  is  absent  in  that  from  others.  In  the  mixed  milk 
from  a  dairy  it  has  but  a  slight  value  in  reducing  the  actual 
number  of  bacteria,  but  it  seems  to  be  the  effective  agent  in 
preventing  the  increase  of  bacteria  immediately  after  the  milk 
is  drawn  unless  it  is  kept  at  the  body  (98°  P.)  temperature. 
(Bee  chart  V.) 
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Description  of  Charts  and  Plates. 


Charts  I  to  lY,  inclusive,  show  in  a  graphic  form  the  effect  of  the  dif- 
ferent temperatures  on  the  Increase  in  the  number  of  bacteria  in  milk 
and  also  the  germicidal  action  of  the  milk.  The  cows  were  all  in  the  same 
herd,  were  fed  the  same,  and  kept  under  like  conditions.  The  figures  3 
to  48  on  the  horizontal  line  at  the  top  of  the  chart  represent  the  number 
of  hours,  the  figures  1,000  to  25,000  on  the  vertical  line  represent  the  num- 
ber of  bacteria  in  1  c.  c.  of  milk.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  bacteria  in 
the  milk  kept  at  55*"  F.  do  not  begin  to  increase  in  numbers  for  about  32 
hours.  When  it  is  kept  at  40**  F.  the  number  of  bacteria  either  remain 
the  same  as  at  the  beginning  or  they  are  slightly  diminished  in  numbers. 
At  70*"  F.  the  bacteria  multiply  rapidly  after  from  9  to  12  hours. 

Chart  I,  This  shows  an  absence  of  a  germicidal  action  in  the  milk  of 
one  cow,  beyond  the  point  of  preventing  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
bacteria  for  nearly  9  hours. 

Chart  II,  This  shows  a  moderate  germicidal  action  in  the  milk  of  one 
cow.  In  this  case  the  germicidal  action  continued  for  15  hours.  It  was 
strongest  in  the  milk  kept  at  70"  F.  The  usual  effect  was  produced  by  the 
lower  temperatures. 

Chart  III.  This  shows  a  very  strong  germicidal  actioti  in  the  milk  of 
one  cow.  The  effect  was  greatest  in  the  milk  kept  at  70*  F.,  although  it 
was  very  pronounced  in  the  milk  kept  at  the  lower  temperatures. 

Chart  IV.  This  shows  the  germicidal  action  of  the  mixed  milk  from 
an  entire  dairy.  The  effect  of  the  different  temperatures  upon  the  bacte- 
rial growth  is  also  indicated.  After  6  hours  the  diminution  of  bacteria 
ceased  in  milk  kept  at  70*"  F.  and  after  12  hours  their  multiplication  was 
very  rapid.  After  32  hours  at  55*  F.  they  began  to  multiply,  but  at  40*  F. 
they  continued  to  remain  stationary. 

Chart  V.  This  is  a  diagram  showing  the  per  cent  of  lactic  acid  and  a 
number  of  bacteria  in  portions  of  the  same  sample  of  milk  kept  at  differ- 
ent temperatures.  The  figures  3  to  72  on  a  horizontal  line  at  the  top 
represent  the  number  of  hours,  the  figures  2,000  to  10,000  on  the  vertical 
line  represent  the  number  of  bacteria  and  the  figures  .04  to  .20  on  the 
inner  vertical  line  represent  the  per  cent  of  lactic  acid.    (After  Hunziker.) 

Plate  i,  flifure  1.  A  drawing  of  a  section  through  the  teat  and  one- 
quarter  of  the  udder  of  the  cow.  It  shows  the  duct  in  the  teat  and  the 
larger  ones  leading  from  the  cistern  to  the  glandular  structure  of  the 
organ.

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SYNOPSIS  OF  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  STATES 

AND  TERRITORIES 


XSLATIVG  TO 


Insect  Pests  and  Diseases  of  Fruit  Trees. 


The  following  Ib  a  brief  synopBis  of  the  horticultural  laws  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  several  States,  Territories  and 
foreign  countries,  having  special  reference  to  the  inspection,  cer- 
tification and  transportation  of  nursery  stock.  It  will  be  seen 
that  most  States  require  that  copies  of  authorized  certificates  of 
inspection  shall  accomx>anj  all  shipments.  Some  States  require 
that  all  nursery  stock  entering  their  borders  shall  be  held  for  in- 
spection, and  Canada  will  receive  no  stock  except  through  cer- 
tain ports  of  entry  where  it  is  fumigated. 

Maryland,  Delaware  and  Canadian  laws  require  nurserymen 
to  fumigate  all  stock  shipped.  Further  information  can  be  ob- 
tained of  various  authorities  whose  addresses  are  given,  or  of  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  of  the  various  States. 

Alaska.  There  are  no  regulations  concerning  the  transporta- 
tion of  nursery  stock. 

Fred  E.  Bader,  Acting  Special  Agent  in  charge  of  Alaska  In- 
vestigations, Sitka,  Alaska. 

Alabama.  There  is  no  law  governing  the  transportation  of 
nursery  stock. 

F.  C.  Austin,  Assistant  in  Horticulture,  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station,  Auburn,  Ala.,  is  the  authorized  nursery  inspector. 

Arizona.  R  H.  Forbes,  Director  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  Tucson,  Arizona,  states  that  there  is  no  nursery  inspec- 
tion law  in  the  Territory. 

Arkansas.  There  is  no  law  relative  to  the  inspection  of  nur- 
sery stock. 
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Prof.  Ernest  Walker,  Entomologist  and  Horticulturiat  of  the 
State  Experiment  Station,  has  inspected  some  nurseries  for  nnr- 
serymen  who  find  it  necessary  on  account  of  the  laws  in  neigh- 
boring States. 

California.  CJounty  boards  of  horticulture  cause  inspection 
of  orchards,  nurseries,  vegetables,  vines  and  fruits  and  the  owner 
must  eradicate  injurious  insect  pests. 

The  State  quarantine  officer  must  be  notified  of  the  receipt  of 
nursery  stock,  pits,  fruit  or  vegetables,  which  must  be  held  for 
insi>ection.  Any  shipment  found  infested  with  injurious  insects 
or  infected  with  plant  diseases  shall  be  disinfected.  Any  ship- 
ment found  infested  with  insects  not  found  in  the  State  shall  be 
destroyed  or  sent  out  of  the  State.  Stock  affected  by  "  yellows  " 
or  "  rosette  "  shall  not  be  received,  but  destroyed  or  returned  to 
the  consignee.    ' 

Alexander  Craw,  quarantine  officer,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Colorado.  The  State  board  of  horticulture  shall  prescribe 
regulations  for  the  prevention  of  diseases  among  fruit  and  fruit 
trees,  cure,  treatment  and  extirpation  of  fruit  pests  and  for  dis- 
infecting trees,  grafts,  scions  and  empty  fruit  boxes.  County 
inspectors  must  examine  all  shipments  of  nursery  stock  before 
delivery  and  disinfect  the  same  if  necessary  or  destroy  the  same 
or  remove  it  from  the  county. 

If  county  inspectors  find  any  orchard,  nursery,  fruit  packing 
house  or  storeroom  infected  with  injurious  insect  pests  or  dis- 
eases injurious  to  fruit,  trees,  vines  or  horticultural  interest,  they 
shall  notify  the  owner  to  eradicate  the  same.  If  he  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  treat  or  destroy  as  directed  he  shall  be  guilty  of 
maintaining^  a  nuisance  and  fined.  If  found  guilty  the  inspector 
shall  abate  the  nuisance  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

Connecticut.  Trees  diseased  with  "  yellows  "  are  declared  a 
nuisance  and  they  must  be  destroyed.  Fruit  from  diseased  trees 
must  not  be  sold. 

The  State  entomologist  may  inspect  any  premises  suspected 
of  infestation;  he  shall  also  insx)ect  each  nursery  and  grant  cer- 
tificates when  no  serious  x>ests  are  found.    If  pests  are  found  they 
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shall  be  repressed  at  onee.  Any  nurseryman  selling  stock  with- 
out a  certificate  shall  be  fined.  Nursery  stock  shipped  into  the 
State  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection,  other- 
wise the  stock  may  be  returned  or  the  stock  may  be  insx>^ted 
and  the  cost  be  deducted  from  the  consignor's  bill  for  such  stock.

Dbulware).  The  board  of  agriculture  possesses  power  to 
eradicate  and  prevent  by  sueh  means  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law  or  regulations  San  Jos^  scale,  peach  yellows,  pear  blight 
and  other  diseases  dangerously  injurious  to  fruit  trees,  plants, 
vegetables,  etc. 

The  orchards  of  each  county  of  the  State  must  be  examiuied 
at  least  once  each  year,  and  the  remedies  advised  by  the  board 
against  diseases  must  be  applied  or  the  trees  destroyed. 

Nunaeries  must  be  inspected  each  year,  and  if  found  free  from 
disease  and  insect  pests  a  certificate  to  that  effect  shall  be 
granted.  If  any  portion  of  a  nursery  is  infested  or  diseased,  that 
portion  must  be  cleaned  up  and  a  release  granted  on  the  re- 
mainder by  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  Oopies  of  certificate  must 
accompany  all  shipments. 

Nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State  must  be  accompanied  by 
a  certificate.  If  it  arrives  vrtthout  a  certificate  it  may  be  re- 
turned, or  the  stock  may  be  condemned  as  a  nuisance  and  de- 
stroyed unless  declared  free  from  disease  by  the  board  or  its 
agents. 

Wesley  Webb,  Dover,  Del.,  is  the  authorized  inspector.  After 
August  1, 1901,  nurserymen  will  be  required  to  fumigate  all  stock 
offered  for  sale  or  shipment. 

Florida.  The  statutes  provide  a  penalty  for  knowingly  sell- 
ing diseased  nursery  stock,  but  such  statutes  are  inoperative. 

H.  A.  Gossard,  Lake  City,  Fla.,  issues  certificates  to  nur- 
serymen when  asked  to  do  so,  being  governed  by  the  regulations 
adopted  by  the  American  Society  of  Official  Horticultural  In- 
spectors. 

Gborgia.  The  State  board  of  entomology  is  authorized  to 
appoint  a  State  entomologist,  formulate  rules  under  the  law  for 
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the  treatment  or  destruction  of  trees  and  prevent  the  introduc- 
tion and  increase  of  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

Nursery  stock  shipped  within  the  State  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  copy  of  certificate  issued  by  W.  M.  Scott,  State  Entomologist, 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

Nurserymen  outside  of  the  State  desiring  to  do  business  in  the 
State  must  file  a  copy  of  an  accredited  certificate  of  inspection 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Atlanta,  Ga.  Upon  fail- 
ure to  do  so  stock  shall  be  liable  to  confiscation.  Upon  the 
proper  filing  of  such  certificate,  and  on  request  of  parties  outside 
the  State,  the  certificates  of  the  State  Board  of  Entomology  will 
be  issued  without  charge,  and  official  tags  bearing  a  fdc  9imUe 
copy  of  such  certificate  and  the  seal  of  the  said  board  will  be  fur- 
nished at  cost,  viz:  60  cents  for  the  first  hundred  and 26  cents  for 
each  additional  hundred. 

Idaho.  The  State  board  of  horticulture  appoints  a  general 
Stsute  inspector  and  ten  district  inspectors  to  inspect  orchards, 
fruit  honses,  etc.,  liable  to  be  infested  with  insect  pests  or  plant 
diseases  injurious  to  fruit,  plants  or  trees.  If  such  pests  are 
found  the  inspectors  are  empowered  to  disinfect  the  premises  or 
destroy  infected  i>ortions  of  the  property. 

All  peach,  nectarine,  apricot,  plum,  almond  or  other  trees 
budded  or  grafted  on  i)each  stocks  grown  in  a  district  where 
"  X>6^ch  yellows  "  or  "  peach  rosette  "  is  known,  to  exist  are  pro- 
hibited sale  or  distribution  in  the  State. 

Nursery  stock  grown  outside  of  the  State  shall  not  be  sold  or 
distributed  in  the  State  until  examined  by  the  inspector,  and  if 
found  diseased  shall  be  disinfected. 

All  i>ersons  shipping  fruit,  trees,  scions  or  plants  into  the  State 
shall  affix  a  label  showing  the  name  of  product,  name  of  shipper 
and  locality  where  grown. 

Illinois.  The  State  entomologist  shall  inspect  or  cause  to 
be  inspected  susx>ected  premises,  and  if  necessary  shall  treat  the 
trees  or  destroy  them  and  disinfect  the  premises.  Nurseries  shall 
be  inspected  annually  and  certificates  granted,  copies  of  which 
must  accompany  all  shipments. 
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Shipments  of  nursery  stock  from  other  Statee  must  bear  certifi- 
cates of  inspection.  Without  such  certificates  it  is  unlawful  for 
transportation  companies  to  deliver  any  such  property  before  it 
is  inspected  by  the  State  entomologist. 

Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes,  State  Entomologist,  Urbana,  111. 

I^'DiANA.  AU  nurseries  shall  be  in«pedted  at  least  once  a  year 
by  the  State  entomologist.  The  owner  of  infected  stock  shall 
exterminate  injurious  pests  and  shall  not  ship  such  stock.  The 
State  entomologist  may  grant  certificates  of  inspection  to  nur- 
serymen if  their  stock  is  found  apparently  free  from  insect  pests 
and  fungue  diseases,  and  copies  of  such  certificates  must  accom- 
pany all  shipments  made  into  the  State. 

Every  package  of  nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State  shall  ^ 
plainly  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  consignee  and  consignor 
and  a  certificate  bearing  the  current  year's  date,  signed  by  a  State 
or  Gk>vemment  insi)ector,  showing  that  the  contents  have  been 
examined  by  him  and  that  such  stock  is  apparently  free  from  San 
Jos^  scale  or  other  destructive  insect  or  fungus  enemies. 

Prof.  James  Troop,  State  Entomologist,  Lafayette,  Ind. 

Iowa.  The  Sta^e  entomologist  may  establish  quarantine 
against  San  Jos^  scale  and  other  dangerous  insect  or  plant  dis- 
ease, direct  treatment  where  practicable  or  order  the  destruction 
of  infested  trees  or  plants.  He  shall  inspect  each  year  any 
nursery  or  fruit  farm  where  nursery  stock  Is  grown  or  offered 
for  sale  and  if  found  apparently  free  from  scale  shall  issue  a 
certificate,  copies  of  which  shall  accompany  all  shipments  out- 
side of  the  coun^  where  grown.  When  nursery  stock  is  shipped 
into  the  State  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  it  shall  be  held  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
to  bring  nursery  stock  into  the  State  unless  accompanied  by  a 
proper  certificate. 

Prof.  H.  E.  Summers,  State  Entomologist,  Ames,  Iowa. 

Kansas.  There  is  no  law  governing  the  transportation  or  care 
of  nursery  stock. 

Prof.  E.  A.  Popenoe,  Manhattan,  Kan.,  is  the  entomologist  of 
the  State  horticultural  society  and  the  State  board  of  agricul- 
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ture  and  experiment  station,  and  has  issued  certificates  of  in- 
spection to  enable  Kansas  nurserymen  to  s^hip  to  States  having 
quarantine  laws. 

Kbntuckt.  The  nurseries  shall  be  inspected  once  each  year 
by  the  State  entomologist,  and  he  can  require  the  treatment  op 
destruction  of  Atock  affected  with  insect  or  fungus  enemies,  and 
no  such  stock  ehall  be  shipped. 

When  the  entomologist  shall  find  nurseries  free  from  San 
Jos^  scale  or  other  insect  or  fungus  enemies  he  shall  grant  to 
the  owner  a  certificate  to  that  effect. 

Whenever  a  nurseryman  or  seller  of  trees,  vines,  plants  or  other 
nursery  stock  shall  ship  or  deliver  such  goods,  he  shall  attach  to 
^ch  package  so  shipped  or  delivered  a  certificate  signed  by  him, 
stating  that  the  whole  and  every  part  of  such  stock  has  been  ex- 
amined by  a  State  or  Government  entomologist  and  found  free 
from  San  Jos^  scale  or  other  destructively  injurious  insect  pests 
or  fungus  diseases. 

Every  package  of  nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State  shall 
be  plainly  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  consignor,  the  name  of 
the  consignee,  the  contents,  and  a  certificate  signed  by  a  State 
or  Government  inspector  showing  that  the  contents  have  been 
examined  and  found  free  from  insect  pests  and  fungus  diseases. 
Stock  arriving  without  such  a  certificate  shall  be  returned  to  the 
consignor,  or,  if  not  inspected  by  the  State  entomologist  at  the 
expense  of  the  consignee,  it  shall  be  burned. 

Prof.  H.  Garmon,  State  Entomologist,  Lexington,  Ky. 

Louisiana.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  bring  into  the  State  nur- 
sery stock,  pits  or  any  kind  of  fruit  growth  affected  with  infec- 
tious disease  or  insects  injurious  to  the  growth  of  fruit,  or  propa- 
gate the  same  or  offer  it  for  sale  or  distribution. 

All  fruit  trees,  etc.,  brought  into  the  State  shall  be  labeled  with 
name  of  owner  or  grower  and  the  locality  where  grown,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  entomologist  of  the  State 
horticultural  experiment  station. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  owner  to  disinfect  or  destroy  any  fruit 
trees  perniciously  infected  with  disease. 
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Mainb.    No  law  relating  to  traiisx>ortation  of  nursery  stock. 

Maryland.  The  State  entomologist  and  State  pathologist 
are  to  seek  out  and  suppress  all  pernicious  insect  pests  and  con- 
tagious diseases  destructive  to  the  horticultural  and  agricultural 
interests  of  the  State.  It  is  their  duty  to  inspect  once  every  six 
months  all  nurseries,  and  if  found  free  from  destructive  diseases, 
as  far  as  can  be  determined,  to  give  to  the  owner  a  certificate 
of  inspection.  If  any  insects  or  diseases  are  found  in  any  nursery^ 
or  orchard  where  nursery  stock  is  grown  that  portion  shall  be 
treated  or  destroyed. 

All  nursery  stock  shipped  must  be  accompanied  by  a  priated 
copy  of  aforesaid  certificate  attachtd  to  each  package. 

All  nursery  stock  grown  or  handled  by  nurserymen  in  the 
State  subject  to  injurious  and  destructive  insects  or  diseases 
shall  be  fumigated  by  the  nurserymen  owning  the  same 
with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  in  buildings  or  enclosures  inspected 
and  approved  by  the  State  officers  under  their  direction.  Every 
package  of  nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State  shall  be  plainly 
labeled  with  the  names  of  consignor,  consignee  and  a  certificate 
showing  that  the  contents  have  been  inspected  by  a  qualified 
State  or  Government  officer  and  that  the  nursery  stock  contained 
therein  is  apparently  free  from  insect  and  plant  diseases. 

Nursery  stock  arriving  in  the  State  without  such  certificate 
shall  be  held  by  transportation  companies  and  notice  sent  to  the 
inspectors. 

The  consignee  shall  at  once  return  such  stock  to  the  shipper 
or  have  the  inspectors  examine  it  at  shipper's  cost. 

Failure  to  return  the  shipment  or  to  have  it  inspected  as  pro- 
vided by  law  renders  the  stock  liable  to  seizure  and  destruction 
by  burning  as  a  penalty  for  violation  of  the  act. 

If  any  nurseryman,  dealer  or  agent  shall  sell,  ship  or  deliver 
any  nursery  stock  which  is  infested  with  San  Jos4  scale,  peach 
yellows,  pear  blight  or  other  injuriously  dangerous  insects  or  dis- 
eases it  shall  be  destroyed,  and  the  nurseryman,  dealer  or  agent 
shall  not  collect  the  value  from  the  purchaser  or  consignee. 

Nurserymen  outside  the  State  must  file  duplicate  certificates 
with  the  State  entomologist.

Mabsaghusutts.  Aside  from  the  law  regulating  the  control  of 
the  gypsy  moth  there  is  no  horticultural  law  in  Massachusetts, 
but  the  trustees  of  the  Massachuisetts  Agricultural  College  have 
appointed  two  inspectors  who  shall  inspect  nurseries  when  called 
lupon.  All  certificates  expire  July  Ist  next  following  the  date  of 
certificate. 

The  inspectors  are  Dr.  C.  H.  Femald,  Entomologist,  and  Dr. 
H.  T.  Fernald,  Assistant  Entomologist,  of  Hatch  Experiment 
Station,  Amherst,  Mass.  • 

Michigan.  The  State  board  of  agriculture  appoints  a  State 
inspector  of  nurseries  and  orchards,  whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  all 
nurseries  in  the  State  as  to  the  presence  of  San  Jos^  scale  or 
other  injurious  or  destructive  ineects  or  infectious  diseases,  and 
if  none  such  are  found  he  ehall  grant  a  certificate  to  that  effect. 
In  case  he  shall  find  such  diseases  present  he  shall  notify  the 
owner  to  exterminate  them  within  five  days,  and  the  owner  shall 
not  sell  or  ship  any  stock  until  he  secures  a  certificate.  Should 
the  owner  of  the  nursery  stock  fail  to  destroy  such  insects  and 
diseases  the  inspector  may  cause  it  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner. 

Whenever  nursery  stock  is  shipped  into  the  State  every  pack- 
age shall  be  plainly  labeled  with  the  names  of  the  consignor  and 
consignee,  the  contents  and  a  certificate  showing  that  the  con- 
tents have  been  inspected  by  a  State  or  Government  officer  and 
that  the  said  stock  is  free  from  all  injurious  insects  or  diseases. 
Whenever  any  stock  is  shipped  into  the  State  without  such  cer- 
tificate attached  to  each  package,  the  fact  must  be  reported  to 
the  State  board  of  agriculture. 

Any  person  growing  or  offering  for  sale  any  nursery  stock 
within  the  State  shall  before  August  1st  of  each  year  apply  to  the 
State  board  of  agriculture  for  an  inspection  of  said  stock  and  a 
license  for  its  gale,  and  deposit  a  fee  of  five  dollars  as  a  license 
fee  for  himself  as  prijicipal.    Such  license  shall  be  good  for  one

year  and  not  tranBferable,  and  each  of  su-ch  persons,  prinisipals, 
shall  execute  to  the  State  board  of  agriculture  a  bond  in  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  conditioned  that  he  will  comply  with  all 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  that  upon  demand  he  will  file  with 
the  said  board  a  list  of  the  persons  to  whom  he  has  sold  or  de- 
livered any  nursery  stock,  ^ving  the  species,  t(^ether  with  the 
address  of  each  purchaser.  Failure  on  the  part  of  any  nursery- 
man, grower,  agen±  or  dealer  to  comply  with  these  provisions 
Bhall  render  him  liable  to  fines,  etc. 

No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  resident  of  another  State  shall 
engage  or  continue  in  the  business  of  importing  or  selling  nursery 
stock  within  the  State  without  having  first  obtained  a  license 
from  the  State  board  of  horticulture  to  do  business  in  the  State, 
and  shall  have  filed  the  required  bond,  together  with  a  certificate 
of  inspection  by  a  State  or  Government  iDSi>ector  or  that  of  some 
person  designated  by  the  board  for  such  purpose. 

If  destructive  insects  or  infectious  diseases  are  found  in  any 
orchard  of  the  State  the  State  inspector  may  cause  the  same  to 
be  eradicated  or  the  trees  destroyed  at  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  owner. 

The  State  inspector  is  D.  W.  Trine,  Lansing,  Mich. 

Minnesota.  This  State  has  no  law  governing  the  transporta- 
tion of  nursery  stock.  Certificates  of  inspection  are  issued  to 
nurserymen  by  the  State  entomologist,  St.  Anthony  Park,  Minn. 

Mississippi.  This  State  has  no  rules  or  regulations  concerning 
the  shipment  of  nursery  stock. 

Missouri.  The  fruit  experiment  station  in  south  Missouri  ex- 
periments with  different  kinds  of  fruit,  studies  different  diseases 
and  insects  which  injure  fruits,  berries,  vines,  etc.,  and  best  reme- 
dies. It  has  power  to  remove  or  destroy  infested  trees  or  or- 
chards to  prevent  the  spread  of  diseases  and  pests.  An  inspector 
is  appointed  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  sections  of  the  State  and 
prescribe  remedies  for  diseased  trees  and  orchards.  If  he  finds 
danger  of  any  disease  spreading  and  likely  to  injure  other  trees 
and  orchards  he  shall  make  a  statement,  to  the  county  court, 
which  shall  notify  the  owners  to  show  cause  why  said  trees 
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should  not  be  destroyed.  If  the  coart  shall  believe  it  best  to  de^ 
stroy  said  trees  it  may  issue  orders  and  the  inspectors  shall 
employ  laborers  to  dig  and  burn  such  trees,  the  expense  to  be 
paid  from  funds  of  the  board. 

Nursery  stock  arriving  from  without  the  State  must  be  accom- 
panied by  an  entomologist's  certificate  that  the  stock  is  free  from 
insect  pests  and  fungus  diseases,  and  unless  such  certificate  is 
attached  to  each  package  the  transportation  companies  must 
notify  the  consignee,  and  no  package  can  be  delivered  until  a 
certificate  is  attached.

Montana.  The  State  board  of  horticulture  consists  of  six 
members,  one  for  each  district  of  the  State. 

For  the  purjwse  of  preventing  the  spread  of  contagious  did- 
eases  among  fruit  and  fruit  trees  and  for  the  prevention,  treat- 
ment, cure  and  extirpation  of  fruit  pests  and  diseases  of  fruits 
and  fruit  trees  and  for  the  disinfection  of  grafts,  ecions  or  or- 
chard debris,  empty  fruit  boxes,  etc.,  the  board  may  prescribe 
regulations  for  the  inspection  and  disinfection  thereof. 

The  board  shall  appoint  an  inspector  of  fruit  pests  for  each 
district,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  nurseries,  orchards, 
stores,  etc.,  where  horticultural  products  are  kept  or  handled, 
and  to  see  that  the  regulations  of  the  board  are  complied  with. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  who  shall  sell  or  deliver 
any  nursery  stock  to  notify  the  inspector  at  least  five  days  before 
said  nursery  stock  is  to  be  delivered,  giving  date  and  the  nursery 
or  railroad  station  where  said  stock  is  to  be  delivered,  whereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  inspect  said  stock,  and  if 
any  of  it  is  found  infested  or  diseased  to  order  its  destruction. 

Any  person  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the 
board  or  who  shall  refuse  to  destroy  or  disinfect  any  diseased 
trees,  etc.,  when  ordered  by  the  inspector,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  in  the  event  of  such  refusal  the  inspector  may 
cause  the  eradication  of  such  disease  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

Under  rules  of  the  board  the  inspector  at  large  shall  inspect 
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and  fumigate  all  nursery  stock  growing  in  the  State  and  shall 
have  authority  to  order  all  nursery  stock  to  be  disinfected  by 
fumigation  or  other  method.  After  such  inspection  if  it  be  found 
that  such  nursery  stock  is  clean  and  free  from  insects  and  fungi 
pests,  he  shall  issue  his  certificate  to  the  nurseryman,  and  said 
certificate  shall  entitle  him  to  use  said  stock  so  inspected  or  dis- 
infected for  filling  orders  for  the  next  current  delivery. 

All  nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State,  before  delivery  to  the 
purchaser,  shall  be  unpacked  and  fumigated  as  follows: 

All  nursery  stock  transxwrted  over  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
road from  the  west  shall  be  inspected  and  fumigated  at  the  city 
of  Missoula;  same  over  the  Oregon  Short  Line  from  the  south, 
at  Dillon ;  same  over  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  from  the  east 
or  over  the  Burlington  railway,  at  Miles  City  or  Billings;  same 
over  the  Great  Northern,  at  Kalispell;  same  over  the  Great 
Falls  and  Canada  railwav  and  from  the  east  over  the  Great 
Northern  railway,  at  either  Glasgow,  Chinook,  Fort  Benton  or 
Great  Falls;  same  brought  in  on  wagons  or  otherwise  shall  be 
inspected  and  fumigated  at  the  nearest  quarantine  station. 

The  certificate  of  the  inspector  shall  exonerate  the  shipper  and 
consignee  from  all  penalties  provided  by  law. 

Importers  of  nursery  stock  may  have  an  inspection  at  any 
point  in  the  State  by  paying  all  expenses  thereof. 

All  boxes,  packages  and  wrapping  used  in  importing  nursery 
stock  into  the  State  shall  be  burned  as  soon  as  emptied,  and  the 
inspector  of  each  district  is  to  see  that  it  is  done. 

Each  orchard  shall  be  inspected  annually. 

A  fee  of  ten  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  each  carload,  to  cover 
cost  of  inspection  and  fumigation. 

All  green  fruits  and  citrus  fruits  found  for  sale  in  the  State 
shall  be  inspected  and  if  found  free  of  disease  and  infection  shall 
be  branded  "  Inspected  and  passed,''  but  if  found  not  free  shall 
be  burned.  A  fee  of  2  cents  for  each  box,  with  a  maximum  fee 
of  95  for  each  lot  inspected,  shall  be  exacted. 

Every  person  offering  or  selling  and  delivering  nursery  stock 
in  the  State  shall  place  on  each  package  a  label  or  card  stating 
whether  or  not  said  stock  was  grown  in  Montana  or  otherwise. 
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O.  H.  Edwards,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Horticulture,  Mis- 
soula, Mon/tana. 

Nbbraska.  There  is  no  law  governiDg  the  transportation  of 
nureery  stock  or  the  inspection  of  orchards. 

NsvADA.  There  is  no  horticultural  law  in  this  State  or  rules 
governing  transportation  of  nursery  stock. 

Nbw  Hampshirb.    No  law  on  horticultural  subjects. 

Nbw  Jbrsbt.  All  gardeners,  horticulturists,  farmers  and 
nurserymen  shall  keep  their  trees  and  plants  free  from  all  in- 
jurious insects  that  might  spread  upon  the  highways  or  adjoin- 
ing lands. 

The  entomologist  of  the  agricultural  college  experiment  sta- 
tion is  the  State  entomologist. 

Not  more  than  three  commissioners  are  appointed-  for  each 
county.  Whenever  they  find  any  plants,  trees,  shrubs,  cuttings, 
or  buds  infested  by  injurious  insects  liable  to  spread  they  shall 
notify  the  owner  or  grower  that  such  stock  shall  be  cleaned,  dis- 
infected or  destroyed  at  once;  if  the  owner  refuse  or  neglect 
to  do  as  ordered,  a  full  statement  of  facts  shall  be  reported  to  the 
State  entomologist,  who  may,  after  an  examination,  order  such 
treatment  or  destruction  as  he  deems  best;  any  person  failing 
to  obey  the  order  of  the  entomologist  shall  be  fined. 

Any  nurseryman  or  grower  of  plants  for  sale  may  require  the 
State  entomologist  to  examine  or  have  examined  the  stock 
grown  by  him,  and  if  no  injurious  insects  liable  to  spread  are 
discovered,  demand  a  certificate  to  that  effect. 

Any  nurseryman  or  grower  of  plants  shipping  the  same  into 
the  State  shall  attach  to  each  package  containing  nursery  stock 
a  certificate  or  a  copy  of  a  certificate  obtained  from  such  authority 
as  is  authorized  to  give  the  same  by  the  laws  of  the  State  wherein 
they  were  grown,  setting  forth  that  the  have  been  properly  in- 
spected not  more  than  six  months  before  shipment,  and  have 
been  found  free  from  San  Jos<5  scale  or  other  dangerous  insects. 
Any  stock  received  without  such  certificate  may  be  detained  for 
examination  by  the  entomologist  or  his  deputy,  and  in  case  said 
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stock  is  found  infested,  the  same  may  be  destroyed  or  reshipped 
to  the  original  shipper.    Florists'  stock  is  exempt  from  this  act.

Nsw  Mbxioo.  When  it  shall  be  known  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners that  certain  orchards  or  nurseries  are  infested  with  scale 
insects,  codlin  moth,  or  any  insect  pest  destructive  to  trees  or 
Tines,  they  shall  appoint  a  county  board  of  horticultui^l  commis- 
sioners, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect  orchards,  nurseries  or 
vineyards  and  fruit  packing  houses,  and  if  found  infested,  they 
shall  require  the  owner  to  disinfect  or  destroy  them;  if  he  fails 
to  do  so  the  board  shall  do  it  at  the  cost  of  the  owner. 

The  county  commissioners  may,  by  proclamation,  prohibit  the 
shipment  of  fruit  into  their  county,  by  imposing  a  license  or 
otherwise,  when  they  fear  the  introduction  of  codlin  moth  or 
other  insects  destructive  to  fruit. 

There  is  no  law  governing  the  transportation  of  nursery  stock. 

New  York.  (See  "  Agricultural  Laws,"  State  of  New  York, 
made  a  part  of  this  report.) 

North  Carolina.  The  commission  for  controlling  crop  pests, 
insects,  fungi  and  weeds,  have  promulgated  rules  governing  the 
sale  and  transportation  of  nursery  stock. 

No  person  shall  sell  or  give  away  any  tree,  shrub  or  woody 
vine  unless  a  license  to  deal  in  such  plants  has  been  previously 
obtained  from  the  commission.  No  transportation  company 
shall  deliver  such  nursery  stock  unless  it  shall  have  affixed  to 
such  package  a  label,  stating  the  name  and  address  of  the  grower, 
together  with  an  official  certificate,  certifying  that  the  particular 
plants  or  the  nursery  in  which  they  were  grown  had  been  ex- 
amined and  found  free  from  all  dangerous  insects  named  by 
the  commission.  All  nursery  stock  found  and  not  laBeled  or 
certified  as  required  may  be  seized  and  destroyed.  Transporta- 
tion companies  inadvertently  having  possession  of  any  stock  not 
labeled  or  certified  shall  destroy  or  send  it  out  of  the  State 
within  forty-eight  hours,  if  brought  from  without  the  State  or 
otherwise;  until  sent  out  of  the  State  such  stock  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  quarantine,  and  not  removed  from  the  storehouse  ex- 
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cept  to  re«hip  or  to  burn;  no  person  shall  open  such  packages 
other  than  an  authorized  inspector. 

Licenses  of  the  commission  are  divided  into  three  classes, 
viz.: 

Class  I.  Nurseries.  All  persons  growing  over  one  acre  of 
nursery  stock  in  the  State;  such  shall  be  registered  as  nur- 
series with  the  commission,  by  number  and  name. 

Class  II.  Dealers.  Persons  permanently  located  and  doing 
business  in  the  State,  who  buy  and  sell  on  their  own  account, 
but  who  do  not  grow  one  or  more  acres  of  such  stock. 

Class  III.  Agents.  Persons  employed  in  soliciting  for  nur- 
serymen or  dealers. 

Licenses.  All  licenses  to  sell  nursery  e^ock  issued  by  the  com- 
mission shall  bear  a  uniform  date  of  April  1  or  October  1,  and 
shall  be  good  for  six  months  and  no  longer. 

Licenses  shall  be  granted  to  nurseries  only  after  the  grounds, 
warehouses,  dormant  and  growing  stock  have  been  examined 
and  declared  free  from  dangerous  pests  by  the  official  entomolo- 
gist of  the  commission.  Such  licensees  shall  sign  an  agreement 
to  the  effect  that  they  will  not  purchase  any  nursery  stock  from 
establishments  not  licensed  by  the  commission,  or  from  nurseries 
located  in  other  States  who  have  not  filed  with  the  commission 
a  certificate  of  freedom  from  dangerous  pests. 

Licenses  to  dealers  shall  be  granted  to  residents  of  the  State 
who  shall  sign  an  agreement  not  to  purchase  nursery  stock  of  any 
nursery  or  dealer  located  within  or  without  the  State  unless  such 
nursery  is  already  licensed  by  the  commission. 

Licenses  shall  be  only  granted  to  agents  employed  by  licensed 
nurseries  and  dealers,  and  such  principals  shall  be  held  responsi- 
ble for  llie  stock  sold  by  such  agents. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  "yellows"  and 
"  rosette  "  all  nurseries  and  dealers  licensed  by  this  commission 
must  agree  not  to  purchase  for  sale  or  bring  into  the  State  any 
peach,  nectarine  or  apricot  tree,  or  any  scion,  cutting  or  bud  of 
such  trees,  from  any  region  known  to  be  infested  by  peach 
yellows   or   rosette,    to    wit:    Virginia,    West   Virginia,    Ohio, 
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Indiana,  Michigan,  Illinois  aouth  of  a  line  drawn  acroBS  the  State 
parallel  with  the  mouth  of  the  Missouri  river,  Arkansas,  Georgia, 
South  Carolina  south  and  west  of  a  line  drawn  from  Charleston, 
S.  C,  to  Tryon,  N.  C,  Maryland,  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  York,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island. 

No  fees  are  charged  for  licenses,  but  nurseries  and  dealers 
will  be  required  to  pay  actual  traveling  exi)enBes  of  the  entomolo- 
gist sent  semi-annually  to  inspect  their  establishments. 

Nurserymen  outside  the  State  must  send  their  certificates  to 
the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Agriculture,  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
and  100  tags  will  be  sent  to  admit  their  stock. 

One  of  these  tags  must  be  attached  to  each  shipment.  One 
hundred  tags  will  be  furnished  free,  but  all  over  at  40  cents  per 
100. 

Franklin  Sherman,  Jr.,  Entomologist,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Ohio.  The  board  of  control  of  the  Ohio  agricultural  oxperi- 
ment  station  shall  appoint  a  competent  person  or  persons  to  seek 
out  and  cause  to  be  exterminated  the  San  Jos^  scale  and  other 
dangerous  Insects  or  plant  diseases.  Black  knot  and  peach  yel- 
lows are  declared  dangerous.  Said  board  or  its  assistants  shall 
examine  annually,  not  later  than  August  15th,  all  nurseries  in 
the  State,  and  if  such  nurseries  appear  free  from  said  diseases 
the  board  shall  give  each  owner  of  such  nursery  a  certificate  of 
the  facts  (on  receipt  of  flO  for  the  first  day's  inspection  and  {5  for 
each  subsequent  day).  This  certificate  is  void  after  August  15th 
of  the  following  year. 

If  any  dangerous  diseases  are  found  the  board  may  order  and 
enforce  such  treatment  ba  they  deem  sufficient  before  granting 
a  certificate.  Copies  of  said  certificates  must  accompany  all  ship- 
ments of  nursery  tttock. 

Orchards,  gardens  and  other  premises  suspected  of  infection 
may  be  examined,  and  if  found  diseased  shall  be  treated  and  the 
owner  must  pay  one  half  the  cost;  or,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
board,  badly  infested  trees  must  be  destroyed. 

Every  package  of  nursery  stock  shipped  into  the  State  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  an  official  inspection  certificate.    If 
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any  nursery  stock  is  shipped  into  the  State  without  such  certifi- 
cate, the  facts  must  be  reported  to  said  board  by  the  transporta- 
tion company  or  persons  receiving  it,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  deliver  such  property  until  it  has  been  examined  by  the  board 
or  its  assistants  and  found  free  from  infestation  or  infection. 
In  case  any  «uch  stock  is  found  diseased,  it  shall  be  held  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  shipper  not  exceeding  ten  days  before  being 
destroyed. 

Dr.  F.  M.  Webster,  Entomologist,  Wooster,  Ohio,  is  the  author- 
ized inspector. 

Oki/Ahoma.  This  Territory  has  no  law  governing  the  trans- 
portation of  nursery  stock. 

Oregon.  The  State  board  of  horticulture  have  divided  the 
State  into  five  quarantine  districts. 

All  consignees  or  other  i>ersons  shall  within  twenty-four  hours 
niotify  the  quarantine  officer  of  the  State  board  of  the  arrival  of 
any  trees,  plants,  buds  or  scions  at  the  quarantine  station  in  the 
district  of  final  destination.  Such  nursery  stock  arriving  from 
without  the  State  must  be  inspected  on  arrival  at  the  quaran- 
tine station;  and  if  such  stock  is  found  free  from  insect  pests  or 
fungus  diseases,  the  officer  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  that  ef- 
fect. If  any  of  said  trees  are  found  infested  with  peets  or  dis- 
ease they  shall  be  disinfected  and  remain  in  quarantine  until 
pronounced  clean. 

All  peach,  nectarine,  apricot,  plum  or  almond  trees,  and  all 
other  trees  worked  on  peach  roots,  and  all  peach  or  other  pits 
or  cuttings,  buds  or  scions  of  such  named  trees  grown  in  a  dis- 
trict where  "  yellows  "  or  "  rosette  *'  are  known  to  exist  are  pro- 
hibited importation  or  distribution  in  the  State. 

All  trees,  plants,  cuttings,  grafts,  buds,  scions,  seeds  or  pits 
arriving  from  a  foreign  country  found  infested  with  infiect  pests 
or  other  disease  hitherto  unknown  in  the  State  are  prohibited 
from  landing. 

Nursery  stock  may  be  disinfected  by  dijyping  in  a  solution  of 
three-fourths  of  a  pound  of  whaleoil  soap  to  each  gallon  of  water 
at  a  temperature  of  100  to  115  degrees  not  less  than  two  minutes, 
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and  aaid  etock  ahall  remain  in  quarantine  fourteen  dajs  for  sub- 
sequent inspection. 

Btock  may  be  fumigated  with  the  usual  formula  othydrocyanio 
acid  gas. 

All  persoDfi  growing  nursery  stock  are  required  to  have  it  in- 
spected in  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November  prior 
to  shipmen;t  each  year  by  the  quarantine  officer  of  his  district  and 
if  found  free  from  pests  or  diseases  shall  receive  a  certificate 
to  that  effect.  The  condition  on  which  this  certificate  is  granted 
is  that  the  party  receiving  it  shall  be  compelled  to  disinfect  by 
fumigation  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  all  pear  and  apple  trees 
or  other  stock  grown  on  apple  roots  after  lifting  and  before  de- 
livery. 

Information  as  to  the  control  of  orchard  pests  may  be  had  of 
the  State  Board  of  Horticulture,  Salem,  Oregon. 

Pennsylvania.  No  person  shall  keep  any  tree,  shrub  or  vine 
in  any  nursery  in  the  State,  nor  send  out  from  such  nursery  any 
tree,  shrub,  vine  or  plant  affected  with  San  Jos^  scale  or  other 
insect  destructive  of  such  stock.  The  secretary  of  agriculture 
shall  cause  an  examination  each  year  of  nurseries  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  the  stock  is  infested  with  San  Jos^ 
scale  or  other  destructive  insect  pests.  If  found  free  the  secre- 
tary or  his  agent  shall  issue  to  the  owner  a  certificate  of  such 
examination  and  that  such  stock  is  apparently  free  from  such 
pesvS. 

All  nursery  stock  shipped  must  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of 
said  certificate  attached  to  each  box,  bale  or  package.  All  trans- 
portation companies  shall  reject  all  nursery  stock  not  accom- 
panied with  a  certificate  of  inspection. 

Whenever  nursery  stock  is  shipped  into  the  State  every  pack- 
age shall  be  labeled  with  the  name  of  the  consignor,  the  name 
of  the  consignee,  and  a  certificate  showing  that  the  contents  have 
been  inspected  by  a  State  or  Government  officer.  Such  certifi- 
cates shall  be  held  to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  stated. 

If,  after  examination,  it  is  found  that  any  nursery  stock  is 
infested   with   San   Jos^  scale   or  other   destructive   pests,   it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  agriculture  to  take  means 
to  control,  prevent  the  spread  of  or  secure  the  extermination  of 
such  pests  'by  requiring  the  owner  to  destroy  or  disinfect  said 
stock.  In  case  the  owner  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply  with  the 
orders  of  the  secretary,  the  secretary  may  employ  help  to  clean 
up  the  premises  at  the  exi)ense  of  the  owner. 

Greenhouse  stock  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  law.

Rhode  Island.  There  is  no  horticultural  law  in  this  State  and 
no  published  rules  regulating  transx>ortation  of  nursery  stock. 
The  State  board  of  agriculture  have  recently  appointed  an  ento- 
mologist. 

Fred.  W.  Cord,  Professor  of  Horticulture,  Kingston,  R.  I.,  has 
issued  certificates  when  required. 

South  Carolina.  A  recent  law  has  been  passed  creating  a 
board  of  entomology,  but  at  this  writing  their  rules  are  not  in 
hand. 

A.  P.  Anderson,  Entomologist,  Clemson  College,  S.  C. 

South  Dakota.  No  horticultural  law  in  this  State  controls 
transportation  of  nursery  stock,  but  Prof.  D.  A.  Saunders,  ento- 
mologist and  botanist  of  the  state  agricultural  college,  Brook- 
ings, S.  D.,  has  issued  certificates  to  nurserymen. 

Tennessee.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  grow,  keep,  offer  for  sale, 
sell,  introduce  or  transport  within  the  State  any  plants,  scions, 
trees,  shrubs  or  vines  without  a  certificate  of  the  State  ento- 
mologist showing  the  same  have  been  found  free  from  San  Jos6 
scale,  yellows,  root-knot  or  other  pests  or  diseases.  Each  pack- 
age of  stock  shall  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the. consignor, 
name  of  the  consignee  and  shall  bear  the  certificate  of  the  State 
entomologist.  No  certificte  shall  be  valid  beyond  twelve  months 
after  date  of  inspection. 

Infested  nurseries  and  floral  premises  shall  be  declared  a  pub- 
lic nuisance  and  as  such  must  be  abated  or  the  attorney  general 
shall  bring  proper  proceedings  to  abate  it  and  the  expense  shall 
be  paid  by  the  owner. 

The  State  entomologist  may  collect  a  fee  of  f 5  for  the  inspec- 
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tion  of  a  house  or  floral  premises,  f5  for  a  nursery  of  less  than 
50  acres,  and  f  10  for  a  nursery  of  over  50  acres  and  less  than 
100  acres,  and  a  fee  of  tl5  for  a  nursery  over  100  acres.

Tqxas.  There  is  no  law  in  this  State  relating  to  certification 
or  transportation  of  nursery  stock. 

Utah.  Three  members  constitute  the  State  board  of  horti- 
culture, and  each  is  assigned  a  district.  This  board  shall  pro- 
mulgate rules  for  preventing  the  introduction  and  spread  of  con- 
tagious diseases  among  fruit  and  fruit  trees.  It  is  made  the  duty 
of  every  owner  of  an  orchard,  vineyard  or  nursery  to  disinfect 
the  trees,  vines  or  nursery  stock  if  infested  with  any  fruit 
destroying  disease. 

Any  person  spraying  trees  for  hire  must  get  a  certificate  from 
the  board. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  and  the  several  inspectors  to  cause 
an  inspection  of  orchards,  nurseries,  trees,  vegetables,  vines, 
packing  houses  and  storerooms;  and  if  found  infested  with  dis- 
ease liable  to  spread,  to  notify  the  owners  and  give  directions  for 
remedy. 

All  persons  or  nurserymen  shall  report  to  the  county  ins.pectors 
any  receipt  of  trees  from  points  outside  the  State,  and  such  in- 
spector shall  examine  all  such  stock  as  well  as  all  stock  grown 
or  offered  for  sale  in  the  State. 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Horticulture,  J.  A.  Wright,  Logan, 
Utah. 

Vbrmont.  There  is  no  inspection  law  in  this  State.  In  a  few 
cases  the  entomologist  and  horticulturist  of  the  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  Burlington,  Vt.,  have  inspected  stock  when 
requested  to  do  so. 

Virginia.  The  board  of  crop  pest  commissioners  under  an 
act  approved  in  1900,  adopted  rules  and  regulations. 

No  person  shall  sell  or  transport  any  fruit  trees  or  other  plants 
when  infeated  with  woolly  aphis,  San  Jos^  scale,  peach  yellows 
and  black  knot  of  the  plum  or  fire  blight  of  the  pear,  or  "  crown 

gall." 
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Wherever  peach  yellows  and  black  knot  of  the  plum  and  cherry 
are  found  in  the  orchards  they  shall  be  destroyed. 

Any  nursery  infe&ted  with  the  named  pests  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  such  pests  until  they  shall 
have  carried  out  the  directions  of  the  inspectors. 

Growers  and  sellers  of  nursery  stock  shall  not  dispose  or  sell 
same  unless  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  an  inspector  de- 
claring the  same  to  be  apparently  free  from  San  Josd  scale  and 
other  dangerously  injurious  insect  pests  and  plant  diseases. 

All  nursery  stock  entering  the  State  from  without  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection.  The  State  ento- 
mologist and  pathologist  shall  furnish  to  all  nurserymen  in 
other  States  doing  business  in  this  State  an  ofiicial  tag  upon 
request,  if  the  certificate  of  inspection  (of  other  States)  is  found 
correct. 

Transportation  companies  doing  business  in  the  State  can- 
not transport  nursery  stock,  to  be  delivered  at  any  point  therein, 
except  the  same  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  as  provided  and 
the  official  tag  named. 

All  nursery  premises  must  be  inspected  at  least  once  each  year.

Wisconsin. — ^The  law  requires  that  all  nursery  stock  entering 
the  State  shall  bear  a  certificate  that  it  has  been  properly  in- 
spected, and  that  it  is  free  from  San"Jos^  scale  or  other  specially 
injurious  insects  or  plant  diseases.  The  inspection  is  in  charge  of 
W.  A.  Henry,  Director  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
Madison,  Wis. 

Wyoming. — ^No  legislation  relating  to  nursery  stock  in  this 
State. 

Canada. — The  owners  of  nursorv  stock  shall  not  send  out  stock 
until  it  shall  have  been  first  fumigated  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas 
in  accordance  with  approved  formulas. 

All  importations  of  nursery  stock  shall  be  permitted  to  enter 
at  the  onstoms  ports  only  of  St.  John,  N.  B.,  St.  John's,  Que., 
Niagara  Falls  and  Windsor,  Ont.,  and  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  be- 
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tween  16th  of  March  to  16th  of  May  in  the  cipring,  and  7th  of 
October  to  7th  of  December  in  the  autumn;  and  at  Vancouver, 
B.  C,  only  from  15th  of  October  to  15th  of  March  of  each  year,  at 
which  ports  it  shall  be  thoroughly  fumigated  by  a  government 
official  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas. 

All  shipments  made  in  accordance  with  the  above  will  be  en- 
tirely at  the  risk  of  the  shippers  or  consignees. 

Packages  to  enter  Canada  must  be  addressed  to  one  of  the 
ports  named. 

Immature  stock  or  stock  too  far  advanced  for  treatment  will  be 
refused  entry.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws. 

Approved  by  the  Governor  April  10,   1803.    Passed,  three-fifths  being 

present 

TJie  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  a>nd 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloivs: 

CHAPTER  XXXIII  OF  THE  GENERAL  LAWS.

§  1.  Short  title. — This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  agricul- 
tural law. 

§  2.  Commissioner  of  agriculture. — ^There  shall  be  a  department 
of  the  state  government  known  as  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture, which  shall  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws 
relating  to  agriculture  and  agricultural  products.  The  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture  shall  be  the  chief  of  the  department.  The 
New  York  state  dairy  commissioner  shall  be  the  commissioner 
of  agrculture  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  quali- 
fied. The  connnissionor  of  agriculture  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate. 
His  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  He  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  and  his  necessary  ex- 
penses not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  incurred  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties.  He  may  appoint  a  director  of 
farmers'  institutes  and  such  clerks  and  assistant  commissioners 
and  employ  sudi  clerks,  chemists,  agents  and  counsel  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  such  laws  and  the 
proper  administration  of  the  department,  who  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  may  be  fixed  by  him  and  their  necessary  ex- 
penses. The  compensation  of  his  clerks,  assistants  and  other 
persons  employed  by  him  and  such  necessary  expenses  shall  be 
paid  on  his  certificate  by  the  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the 
comptroller.  All  other  charges,  accounts  and  expenses  of  the 
department  authorized  by  law  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  on 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  after  they  have  been  audited 
and  allowed  by  the  comptroller.  The  trustees  of  public  build- 
ings shall  furnish  suitable  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  department 
in  the  new  capitol. 
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§  3.  Powers  of  the  oommissioners,*  Iiis  assistant  and  employes. — 
The  commissioner  of  agriculture,  his  clerks,  assistants,  experts, 
chemists,  agents  aftd  counsel  employed  by  him,  shall  have  full 
access  to  all  places  of  business,  factories,  farms,  buildings,  car- 
riages, cars  and  vessels  used  in  the  manufacture,  sale  or  trans- 
portation within  the  state  of  any  dairy  products  or  any  imita- 
tion thereof,  or  of  any  article  or  product  with  respect  to  which 
any  authority  is  conferred  by  this  chapter  on  such  commissioner. 
They  may  examine  and  open  any  package,  can  or  vessel  con- 
taining or  believed  to  contain  any  article  or  product,  which  may 
be  manufactured,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  may  inspect  the  contents  therein, 
and  take  therefrom  samples  for  analysis. 

§  4.  Expert  butter  and  cheesemakers. — The  commissioner  of 
agriculture  may  appoint  and  employ  not  more  than  five  expert 
^butter  and  cheesemakers,  who  shall,  under  his  direction,  ex- 
amine and  inspect  butter  and  cheese  factories  and  attend  at 
agricultural  fairs,  societies  and  meetings  designated  by  the  com- 
missioner, to  impart  thereat  information  as  to  the  best  and 
most  approved  method  of  making  butter  and  cheese  and  improv- 
ing the  quality  thereof. 

§  5.  Annual  report. — ^The  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  January 
fifteenth,  of  his  work  and  proceedings  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember thirtieth,  next  preceding  which  shall  include  a  statement 
in  detail  of  the  number  of  assistant  commissioners,  chemists, 
experts,  agents,  and  counsel  employed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  during  such  year,  and  their  compensation,  expenses 
and  disbursements;  and  also  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  moneys  appropriated  for  the  state  agricultural 
society,  the  county  agricultural  societies  and  the  New  York 
agricultural  experiment  station;  and  other  agricultural  purposes 
and  estimates  of  the  amounts  required  for  all  such  purposes  for 

-  So  io  tbe  original 
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the  ensuing  year.  He  may  require  the  state  agricultural  society 
and  the  county  agricultural  societies  to  make  reports  to  him 
and  prescribe  the  form  of  such  reports. 

§  6.  Certificate  of  chemist  presumptive  evidence. — Every  certifi- 
cate, duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  of  a  chemist,  analyst  or 
other  expert  employed  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  or 
any  analysis,  examination  or  investigation  made  by  such 
analyst,  chemist  or  expert  with  respect  to  any  matter  or  pro- 
duct which  the  commissioner  has  authority  to  examine  or  cause 
to  be  examined,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  stated. 

§  7.  Evidence;  principal's  liability  for  act  of  agent. — The  doing 
of  anything  prohibited  by  this  chapter  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  relating  to  the  thing 
so  prohibited  and  the  omission  to  do  anything  directed  to  be 
done  shall  be  evidence  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
chapter  relative  to  the  thing  so  directed  to  be  done.  The  intent 
of  any  person  doing  or  omitting  to  do  any  such  act  is  immaterial 
in  any  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter.  Any  person  who  suffers,  permits  or  allows  any  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  by  his  agent  or  servant,  or 
in  any  room  or  building  occupied  or  controlled  by  him,  shall  be 
deemed  a  principal  in  such  violation  and  liable  accordingly. 

§  8.  Prosecution  for  penalties. — Whenever  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  shall  know  or  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  pen- 
alty has  been  incurred  by  any  person  for  a  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  that  any  sum  has  been  for- 
feited by  reason  of  any  such  ^violation,  he  may  cause  an  action 
or  proceeding  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people  for  the 
recovery  of  the  same. 

§  9.  Disposal  of  fines  and  moneys  recovered. — One  half  of  all 
money  recovered,  either  as  penalties,  forfeitures  or  otherwise, 
for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and 
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from  fines  imposed  as  a  punishment  for  any  criminal  offense 
committed  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  of 
the  penal  code  relating  to  the  punishment  of  criminal  offenses 
committed  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  law  for  the  preven- 
tion of  frauds  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  any  of  the  articles 
or  products  to  which  this  chapter  relates,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
court  or  the  clerk  thereof  to  the  city  or  county  where  the  re- 
covery shall  be  had  or  fine  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  such  city  or  county,  except  in  the  city  and  county  of  New  York 
and  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  where  the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the 
proper  authorities,  and  equally  divided  by  them  between  the 
pension  funds  of  the  police  and  fire  departments.  The  residue 
of  such  moneys  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state,  and 
paid  out  by  the  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller, 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  department*  of 
agriculture,  audited  by  the  comptroller.  The  same  disposal 
shall  be  made  of  all  moneys  recovered  upon  any  bond  given  by 
any  oflBcer  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

§  10.  When  injunctions  may  be  obtained. — In  an  action  in  the 
supreme  court  for  the  recovery  of  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  in- 
curred for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
an  application  may  be  made  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  the 
court  or  any  justice  thereof  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendant,  his  agents  and  employes  from  the  further  violation 
of  such  provisions.  The  court  or  justice  to  whom  such  applica- 
tion may  be  made,  shall  grant  such  injunction  on  proof,  by  affi- 
davit, that  the  defendant  has  been  guilty  of  the  violations 
alleged  in  the  complaint,  or  of  a  violation  of  any  such  provision 
subsequent  to  the  commencement  of  the  action,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  injunctions  are  usually  granted  under  the  rules  and 
practice  of  the  court.  No  security  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff 
shall  be  required,  and  costs  of  the  application  may  be  granted 
or  refused  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  or  justice.  If  the  plgin- 
tiflf  shall  recover  judgment  in  the  action  for  any  penalty  or  for- 
feiture demanded  in  the  complaint,  the  judgment  shall  contain 
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a  permanent  injunction,  restraining  the  defendant,  his  agents 
and  employes,  from  any  further  violation  of  such  provision  of 
this  chapter.  Any  injunction,  order  or  judgment  obtained  under 
this  section  may  be  served  on  the  defendant  by  posting  the  same 
upon  the  outer  door  of  the  defendant's  usual  place  of  business, 
or  where  such  violation  was  or  may  be  committed,  or  in  the 
manner  required  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  the  rules  and 
practice  of  the  court.  Personal  service  of  the  injunction  shall 
not  be  necessary  when  such  service  cannot  be  secured  with 
reasonable  diligence,  but  the  service  herein  provided  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  in  any  proceeding  for  the  violation  of  such 
injunction. 

§  11.  When  prosecution  shall  not  he  compelled  to  elect. — In  an 
action  for  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred  by  reason  of  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  when  the  complaint 
charges  a  violation  of  any  two  or  all  of  such  provisions,  the 
plaintiff  shall  not  be  compelled  to  elect  between  the  counts 
under  such  different  provisions,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  recover 
if  it  is  found  that  a  violation  of  any  one  of  such  provisions  has 
been  committed  for  which  a  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  imposed.

§  12.  Inspection,  how  conducted. — When  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture,  an  assistant  commissioner,  or  any  person  or  officer 
authorized  by  the  commissioner,  or  by  this  chapter,  to  examine 
or  inspect  any  product  manufactured  or  offered  for  sale  shall  in 
discharge  of  his  duties  take  samples  of  such  product,  he  shall 
take  duplicate  samples  thereof  in  the  presence  of  at  least  one 
witness,  and  he  shall  in  the  presence  of  such  witness  seal  both 
of  such  samples,  and  shall  tender,  and,  if  accepted,  deliver  at 
the  time  of  taking  one  sample  to  the  manufacturer  or  vendor  of 
such  product,  or  to  the  person  having  custody  of  the  same,  with 
a  statement  in  writing  of  the  cause  of  the  taking  of  the  sample.

Section  20.  Definitions. — ^The  terms,  bntter  and  cheese,  when 
used  in  this  article,  mean,  the  products  of  the  dairy,  usually 
known  by  those  terms,  which  are  manufactured  exclusively  from 
pure,  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  or  both,  with  or  without  salt 
or  rennet,  and  with  or  without  coloring  matter  or  sage.  The 
terms  oleomargarine,  butterine,  imitation  butter  or  imitation 
cheese,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  article  or  substance  in 
the  semblance  of  butter  or  cheese  not  the  usual  product  of  the 
dairy,  and  not  made  exclusively  of  pure  and  unadulterated  milk 
or  cream,  or  any  such  article  or  substance  into  which  any  oil, 
lard  or  fat  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream  enters  as  a  com- 
ponent part,  or  into  which  melted  butter  or  butter  in  any  con- 
dition or  state,  or  any  oil  thereof  has  been  introduced  to  take 
the  place  of  cream.  The  term,  adulterated  milk,  when  so  used, 
means: 

1.  Milk  containing  more  than  eighly-eight  per  centum  of  water 
or  flaids. 

2.  Milk  containing  less  than  twelve  per  centum  of  milk  solids. 
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3.  Milk  containing  less  than  three  per  centum  of  fats. 

4.  Milk  drawn  from  cows  within  fifteen  days  before  and  five 
days  after  parturition. 

6.  Milk  drawn  from  animals  fed  on  distillery  waste  or  any  sub- 
stance in  a  state  of  fermentation  or  putrefaction  or  on  any  un- 
healthy food. 

6.  Milk  drawn  from  cows  kept  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy  con- 
dition. 

7.  Milk  from  which  any  part  of  the  cream  has  been  removed. 

8.  Milk  which  has  been  diluted  with  water  or  any  other  fluid, 
or  to  which  has  been  added  or  into  which  has  been  introduced 
any  foreign  substance  whatever. 

All  adulterated  milk  shall  be  deemed  unclean,  unhealthy,  im- 
pure and  unwholesome.  The  terms,  pure  milk  or  unadulterated 
milk,  when  used  singly  or  together  mean  i^weet  milk  not  adul- 
terated, and  the  terms  pure  cream  or  unadulterated  cream,  when 
used  singly  or  together  mean  cream  taken  from  pure  and  unadul- 
terated milk, 

§  21.  Care  and  feed  of  cows. — No  person  shall  keep  cows,  for 
the  production  of  milk  for  market  or  for  sale  or  exchange,  or  for 
manufacturing  the  milk  or  cream  from  the  same  into  any  article 
of  food,  in  a  crowded  or  unhealthy  condition,  or  feed  any  such 
cows  on  distillery  waste  or  on  any  substance  in  the  state  of  putre- 
faction or  fermentation,  or  upon  any  food  that  is  unheaJthy  or 
that  produces  impure,  unhealthy,  diseased  or  unwholesome  milk. 
But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  feeding 
of  ensilage.

§  22.  Frohibition  of  the  sale  of  adulterated  milk. — No  person 
shall  sell  or  exchange,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  exchange, 
any  unclean,  impure,  unhealthy,  adulterated  or  unwholesome 
milk  or  any  cream  from  the  same,  or  sell  or  exchange  or  offer 
or  expose  for  sale  or  exchange  any  article  of  food  made  from 
such  milk,  or  of  or  from  cream  from  the  same,  or  manufacture 
from  any  such  milk  or  cream  from  the  same,  any  article  of  food.

§  23.  Beg^ationB  in  regard  to  butter  and  cheese  factories. — ^No 
perdon  shall  sell,  supply  or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  but- 
ter or  cheese  factory  any  milk  diluted  with  water,  or  any  un- 
clean, impure,  unhealthy,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  or 
milk  from  which  any  of  the  cream  has  been  taken,  except  pure 
skim  milk  to  skim-cheese  factories.    No  person  shall  sell,  supply 
or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  butter  or  cheese  factory  any 
milk  from  which  there  has  been  kept  back  any  part  of  the  milk 
commonly  known  as  strippings,  or  any  milk  that  is  sour,  except 
pure  skim  milk  to  skim-cheese  factories.    The  owner  or  pro- 
prietor or  the  persons  having  charge  of  any  butter  or  cheese  fac- 
tory, not  buying  all  the  milk  used  by  him,  shall  not  use  for  his 
own  benefit,  or  allow  any  of  hi«  employes  or  any  other  person 
to  use  for  his  own  benefit,  any  milk,  cream,  butter  or  cheese  or 
any  other  product  thereof,  brought  to  such  factory,  without  the 
consent  of  the  owners  of  such  milk  or  the  products  thereof. 
Every  butter  or  cheese  manufacturer  not  buying  all  the  milk  he 
uses,  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  milk  daily  received, 
of  the  number  of  packages  of  butter  and  cheese  made  each  day, 
and  the  number  of  packages  and  aggregate  weight  of  cheese  and 
butter  disposed  of  each  day;  which  account  shall  be  open  to  in- 
spection to  any  person  who  delivers  milk  to  such  factory,

§  24.  Cans  to  be  branded  with  the  name  of  county. — ^No  person 
shall  sell  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  exchange  any  milk,  except 
in  the  county  where  produced,  unlesis  each  can,  vessel  or  package 
containing  such  milk  shall  be  distinctly  and  durably  branded 
with  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length  and  of  a  suitable 
width  to  correspond  with  such  length,  and  with  suitable  spaces 
between  the  letters,  on  the  outside,  above  the  center,  on  every 
can,  vessel  or  package  containing  such  milk,  the  name  of  the 
county  from  which  the  same  is  produced;  and  the  same  letters 
shall  be  branded  or  painted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  carriage 
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or  vehicle  in  which  the  milk  is  drawn  to  be  sold ;  and  such  milk 
shall  not  be  sold  by  the  producer  outside  of  the  county  in  which 
it  is  produced^  except  in  or  out  of  a  can,  yeseel,  package  or  car- 
riage or  vehicle  so  marked.  The  foregoing  prohibitions  and  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  when  milk  is  sold  or  de- 
livered in  glass  bottles.  No  milk  shall  be  sold  or  delivered  in 
glass  bottles,  except  in  the  county  where  produced,  unless  such 
bottles  shall  have  legibly  blown,  stamped,  engraved,  etched,  im- 
pressed or  moulded  in  the  glass,  or  otherwise  produced  upon  such 
bottles,  the  name  of  the  vendor,  or  the  same  is  on  a  label  or 
cover  affixed  thereto,  or  there  is  some  mark  or  device  on  or  affixed 
to  such  bottles  by  which  the  vendor  may  be  ascertained.

§  25.  EegulationB  in  regard  to  condensed  milk. — ^No  condensed 
milk  shall  be  made  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange 
unless  manufactured  from  pure,  clean,  healthy,  fresh,  unadul- 
terated and  wholesome  milk  from  which  the  cream  has  not  been 
removed.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  oflfer  for  sale 
or  exchange  in  hermetically  sealed  cans,  any  condensed  milk 
containing  less  than  twenty-five  per  centum  of  butter  fats  and 
unless  put  up  in  packages  upon  which  shall  be  distinctly 
labeled  or  stamped  the  name  of  the  persons  or  corporation 
by  whom  made  and  the  brand  by  which  or  under  which  it  ifl 
made.  When  condensed  milk  shall  be  sold  from  cans  or  pack- 
ages not  hermetically  sealed,  the  vendor  shall  brand  or  label  such 
cans  or  packages  with  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  the  milk 
contained  therein.

§  26.  Hannf acture  and  sale  of  imitation  butter  prohibited. — No 
person  by  himself,  his  agents  or  employes,  shall  produce  or  manu- 
facture out  of  or  from  any  animal  fats  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils 
not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  from  the  same, 
the  article  known  as  oleomargarine  or  any  article  or  product  in 
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imitation  or  semblance  of  natural  butter  produced  from  pure,  un- 
adulterated milk  or  cream  of  the  same;  or  mix,  compound  with,  or 
add  to  milk,  cream  or  butter  any  acids  or  other  deleterious  sub- 
stance or  any  animal  fats  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils  not  produced 
from  milk  or  cream,  so  as  to  produce  any  article  or  substance  or 
any  human  food  in  imitation  or  in  the  semblance  of  natural  but- 
ter, nor  sell,  keep  for  sale  or  offer  for  sale  any  article,  substance, 
or  compound  made,  manufactured  or  produced  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  whether  such  article,  substance  or 
compound  shall  be  made  or  produced  in  this  state  or  elsewhere.

§  27.  Manufacture  of*  mixing  of  animal  fats  with  milk,  cream  or 
butter  prohibited. — No  person  shall  manufacture,  mix  or  com- 
pound with  or  add  to  natural  milk,  cream  or  butter  any  aninial 
fats  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils,  nor  make  or  manufacture  any 
oleaginous  substance  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream,  with  in- 
tent to  sell  the  same  as  butter  or  cheese  made  from  unadulterated 
milk  or  cream  or  have  the  same  in  his  possession  with  such  in- 
tent; nor  shall  any  person  solicit  or  take  orders  for  the  same  or 
offer  the  same  for  sale,  nor  shall  any  such  article  or  substance  or 
compound  go  made  or  produced,  be  sold  as  and  for  butter  or 
cheese  the  product  of  the  dairy.  No  person  shall  coat,  powder  or 
color  with  annatto  or  any  coloring  matter  whatever,  butterine  or 
oleomargarine  or  any  compound  of  the  same  or  any  product  or 
manufacture  made  in  whole  or  in  part  from  animal  fats  or  animal 
or  vegetable  oils  not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or  cream 
by  means  of  which  such  product,  manufacture  or  compound  shall 
resemble  butter  or  cheese,  the  product  of  the  dairy;  nor  shall  he 
have  the  same  in  his  posseesion  with  intent  to  sell  the  same  nor 
shall  he  sell  or  offer  to  sell  the  same. 

§  28.  Prohibited  articles  not  to  be  furnished. — ^No  keeper  or 
proprietor   of   any   bakery,    hotel,    boarding-house,    restaurant,

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saloon,  lunch-counter  or  place  of  public  entertainment,  or  any  per- 
son having  charge  thereof  or  employed  thereat,  or  any  person  fur- 
nishing board  for  any  others  than  members  of  his  own  family,  or 
for  any  employes  where  such  board  is  furnished  for  a  compensa- 
tion or  as  part  of  the  compensation  of  any  such  employe,  shall 
keep,  use  or  serve  therein  either  as  food  for  his  guests,  boarders, 
patrons,  customers  or  employes  or  for  cooking  purposes  any 
article  or  substance  made  in. violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article.  v

§  29.  Use  of  coloring  matter  prohibited. — No  person  manu- 
facturing with  intent  to  sell  any  substance  o-r  article  in  imitation 
or  semblance  of  butter  or  cheese  not  made  exclusively  from  un- 
adulterated milk  or  cream  or  both,  with  salt  or  rennet  or  both 
and  with  or  without  coloring  matter  or  sage,  but  into  which  any 
animal,  intestinal  or  offal  fats,  or  any  oils  or  fats  or  oleaginous 
substance  of  any  kind  not  produced  from  from*  pure,  unadulter- 
ated milk  or  cream,  or  into  which  melted  butter,  or  butter  in  any 
condition  or  .state  or  any  modification  of  the  same,  or  lard  or  tal- 
low shall  be  introduced,  shall  add  thereto  or  combine  therewith 
any  nnnatto  or  compounds  of  the  same,  or  any  other  substance  or 
substances  whatever,  for  the  purpose  or  with  the  effect  of  impart- 
ing thereto  a  color  resembling  yellow,  or  any  shade  of  yellow 
butter  or  cheese,  nor  introduce  any  such  coloring  matter  or  other 
substance  into  any  of  the  articles  of  which  the  same  is  composed.

§  30.  Hannfacture  and  sale  of  imitation  cheese  prohibited. — 
No  person  shall  manufacture,  deal  in,  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
or  exchange  any  article  or  substance,  in  the  semblance  of  or  in 
imitation  of  cheese  made  exclusively  of  unadulterated  milk  or 
cream,  or  both,  into  which  any  animal,  intestinal  or  offal  fats  or 
oils,  or  melted  butter  or  butter  in  any  condition  or  state  or 

*8o  in  the  orlglnaL 
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modification  of  the  same,  or  oleaginous  substances  of  any  kind 
not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or  cream,  shall  be 
introduced. 

§  31.  When  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  skim-milk  or  skim- 
cheese. — Except  in  the  counties  of  New  York  and  Kings,  the  pro- 
hibitions contained  in  this  article  against  the  sale  of  adulterated 
milk  shall  not  apply  to  skim-milk,  which  is  clean,  pure,  healthy, 
wholesome  and  unadulterated,  except  by  skimming,  sold  for  use 
in  the  county  in  which  it  is  produced  or  an  adjoining  county,  if  it 
is  sold  for  and  as  skimmed  milk.  The  prohibitions  in  this  article 
agaiuHt  the  sale  of  cheese  mad)e  from  unadulterated  milk  or 
cream,  shall  not  apply  to  pure  skim-cheese  made  from  milk  which 
is  clean,  pure,  healthy,  wholesome  and  unadulterated,  except  by 
skimming.

§  32.  Packages  to  be  branded  with  name  of  maker. — ^No  manu- 
facturer of  receptacles  for  the  package  of  butter  shall  sell  or 
dispose  of  any  such  receptacle  without  branding  his  name  and 
the  true  weight  of  the  receptacle  upon  the  same  with  legible 
letters  or  figures  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  length. 
No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  any  package  containing 
butter  or  lard  packed  by  him  unless  the  true  weight  thereof, 
with  the  initial  letters  of  the  name  of  the  person  packing  such 
butter  or  lard,  be  marked  or  stamped  in  a  legible  manner  on  the 
side  or  head  of  such  package.

§  33.  Manufacturer's  brand  of  cheese. — Every  manufacturer 
of  full-milk  cheese  may  put  a  brand  upon  each  cheese  indicating 
'^full-milk  cheese,"  and  the  date  of  the  month  and  year  when 
made,  and  no  person  shall  use  such  a  brand  upon  any  cheese 
made  from  milk  from  which  any  of  the  cream  has  been  taken. 
The  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  procure  and  issue  to  the 
cheese  manufacturers  of  the  state  on  proper  application  there- 
for, and  under  such  regulations  as  to  the  custody  and  use  there- 
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of  as  he  may  prescribe,  a  uniform  stencil  brand,  bearing  a  suit- 
able device  or  motto,  and  the  words,  "  New  York  state  full- 
cream  cheese."  Every  such  brand  shall  be  used  upon  the  outside 
of  the  cheese  and  upon  the  package  containing  the  same,  and 
shall  bear  a  different  number  for  each  separate  factory. 
The  commissioner  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  reg- 
istered the  name,  location  and  number  of  each  manufactory 
using  the  brand,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  persons  at  each 
manufactory  authorized  to  use  the  same.  No  such  brand  shall 
be  used  upon  any  other  than  full-cream  cheese  or  packages  con- 
taining the  same. 

§  34.  Use  of  false  brand  prohibited. — No  person  shall  offer,  sell, 
or  expose  for  sale,  in  any  package,  butter  or  cheese  which  is 
falsely  branded  or  labeled. 

§  35.  County  trade  marks. — ^At  a  regular  or  special  meeting 
of  a  county  diairymen's  association  in  any  county  of  the  state  there 
may  be  adopted  a  county  trade  mark,  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting,  to  be  used  as  a  trade  mark  by  am*  person 
manufacturing  pure  unadulterated  butter  or  full-cream  cheese  in 
such  county.  The  secretary  of  the  association  shall  forthwith 
send  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  a  copy  of  such  trade  mark, 
which  copy  he  shall  place  on  file  in  his  office,  noting  thereupon  the 
day  and  hour  he  received  the  same.  But  one  county  trade  mark 
for  butter  and  for  cheese  shall  be  placed  on  file  for  the  same 
county.  No  association  shall  adopt  any  trade  mark  of  any  county 
already  on  file,  or  use  that  of  any  other  county  in  the  formation 
of  a  trade  mark. 

§  36.  Object  and  intent  of  this  article. — This  article  and  each 
section  thereof  are  declared  to  be  enacted  to  prevent  deception  in 
the  sale  of  dairy  products,  and  to  preserve  the  public  health,  which 
is  endangered  by  the  manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  the  articles  or 
substances  herein  regulated  or  prohibited.

§  87.  Fenalties. — Every  peroon  violating  any  of  the  proviBions 
of  this  article  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  New 
York  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  violation. 
When  such  violation  consists  of  the  manufacture  or  production 
of  any  prohibited  article,  each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of 
which  such  manufacture  or  production  is  carried  on  or  continued, 
shall  be  deemed  a  separate  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article.  When  the  violation  consists  of  the  sale,  or  the  offering 
or  exposing  for  sale  or  exchange  of  any  prohibited  article  or 
substance,  the  sale  of  each  one  of  several  packages  shall  oonsti- 
tute  a  separate  violation,  and  each  day  on  which  any  such  article 
or  substance  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  violation  of  this  article.

§  50.  Definition  of  adulterated  vinegar. — All  vinegar  which  con- 
tains any  proportion  of  lead,  copper,  sulphuric  acid,  or  other 
ingredients  injurious  to  health,  or  any  artificial  coloring  matter 
or  which  has  not  an  acidity  equivalent  to  the  presence  of  at 
least  four  and  one-half  per  centum,  by  weight,  of  absolute  acetic 
acid,  or  cider  vinegar  which  has  less  than  such  an  amount  of 
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acidity,  or  less  than  two  per  centam  of  cider  yinegar  solids  on 
full  evaporation  over  boiling  water,  shall  be  deemed  adulterated. 
The  term,  cider  vinegar,  when  used  in  this  article  means  vinegar 
made  exclusively  from  pure  apple  juice. 

§  51.  Hanufacture  and  sale  of  adulterated  or  imitation  vinegar 
prohibited. — No  person  shall  manufacture  for  sale,  keep  for  sale 
or  offer  for  sale: 

1.  Any  adulterated  vinegar. 

2.  Any  vinegar  or  product  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  cider 
vinegar,  which  is  not  cider  vinegar. 

3.  As  or  for  cider  vinegar,  any  vinegar  or  product  which  is  not 
cider  vinegar. 

§  52.  Packages  containing  cider  vinegar  to  be  branded. — Every 
manufacturer  or  producer  of  cider  vinegar  shall  plainly  brand 
on  the  head  of  each  ca^k,  barrel  keg  or  other  package  contain- 
ing such  vinegar,  his  name  and  place  of  business  and  the  words 
"cider  vinegar."  And  no  person  shall  mark  or  brand  as  or  for 
cider  vinegar  any  package  containing  that  which  is  not  cider 
vinegar. 

§  53.  Penalties. — Every  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
article  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  violation.

§  60.  Suppression  of  infections  and  contagions  disease. — ^When- 
ever any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  except  tubercul<tisis 
and  glanders  affecting  domestic  animals  shall  be  brought  into  or 
break  out  in  this  state,  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall 
take  measures  to  promptly  suppress  the  same,  and  to  prevent 
such  disease  from  spreading. 

§  61.  Commissioner  to  issue  notice. — He  shall  issue  and  publish 
a  notice,  stating  that  a  specified  infectioue  or  contagious  dis- 
ease exists  in  any  designated  county  or  other  geographical  dis^ 
trict  of  the  state,  and  warning  all  persons  to  seclude  in  the 
premises  where  they  may  be  at  the  time,  all  animals  within  such 
county  or  district,  that  are  of  a  kind  susceptible  to  contract  such 
disease,  and  ordering  all  persons  to  take  such  precautions 
against  the  spreading  of  the  disease,  as  the  nature  thereof  may 
in  his  judgment  render  necessary  or  expedient,  and  which  he  may 
specify  in  such  notice.  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  such 
newspapers,  and  be  posted  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioner 
may  designate,  and  as,  in  his  judgment,  are  most  likely  to  give 
notice  thereof. 

§  62.  Farms  to  be  quarantined. — The  commissioner  or  an  assist- 
ant commissioner,  shall  order  any  premises,  farm  or  farms 
where  such  disease  exists,  or  recently  existed,  to  be  put  in 
quarantine,  so  that  no  domestic  animal  be  removed  from  or 
brought  to  the  premises  or  places  quarantined,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe such  regulations  as  he  may  judge  necessary  or  expedient 
to  prevent  the  communication  of  the  disease  by  infection  or 
contagion,  in  any  way  from  the  places  so  quarantined. 

§  63.  Detention  and  destruction  of  animals. — ^The  commissioner 
or  an  assistant  commissioner,  may  order  all  or  any  animals 
coming  into  the  state  to  be  detained  at  any  place  or  places  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  and  examination.  He  may  prescribe 
regulations  for  the  destruction  of  animals  affected  with  infect- 
ious or  contagious  disease,  and  for  the  proper  disposal  of  their 
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hides  and  carcasses,  and  of  all  objects  which  might  carry  in- 
fection or  contagion.  Whenever,  in  his  judgment  necessary,  for 
the^more  speedy  and  economical  suppression  or  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  any  such  disease,  he  may  cause  to  be  slaughtered, 
and  to  be  afterwards  disposed  of,  in  such  majiner  as  he  may 
deem  expedient,  any  animal  or  animals,  which,  by  contact  or 
association  with  diseased  animals,  or  by  other  exposure  to  in- 
fection or  contagion,  may  be  considered  or  suspected  to  be  liable 
to  contract  or  communicate  the  disease  sought  to  be  suppressed 
or  prevented. 

§  64.  Employment  of  veterinary  gnrgeons. — The  commissioner 
may  employ  such  and  so  many  medical  and  veterinary  practition- 
ers and  such  other  persons  as  he  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem 
necessary  to  assist  him  in  discharging  the  duties  imposed  upon 
him  by  this  article,  and  may  fix  their  compensation.  All  per- 
sons now  employed  by  the  governor  for  such  purposes  shall  con- 
tinue in  the  employ  of  the  commissioner  upon  the  same  terms, 
until  such  employment  shall  be  terminated  or  modified  by  the 
commissioner.

suppressing  such  disease,  or  to  prevent  such  disease,  or  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  thereof  specifying  the  reasons  for  such  neces- 
sity.

§  65.  Eegulations  and  the  enforcement  thereof. — ^The  commis- 
sioner may  prescribe  such  regulations  as  in  his  judgment  may 
be  thought  suited  for  the  suppression  or  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  any  such  disease,  and  for  the  disinfection  of  all 
premises,  buildings,  railway  cars,  vessels  and  other  objects  from

structions which  they  uxsly  receive  from  him  in  the  premises. 

§  66.  Penalties. — Any  person  violating,  disobeying  or  disregard- 
ing the  terms  of  any  notice,  order  or  regulation,  issued  or  pre- 
scribed by  the  commissioner  under  this  article,  shall  forfeit  to 
the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every 
such  violation. 

§  67.  Expenses. — All  expenses  incurred  by  the  commissioner  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  in  performing 
the  duties  herein  devolved  ui)on  him  shall  be  audited  by  the 
comptroller  as  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  department  of 
agriculture,  and  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  appro- 
priated for  such  purposes.

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  determin- 
ing such  value,  the  commissioner,  or  any  agent  api)ointed  by 
him  under  this  article,  shall  api>oint  one  appraiser,  the  owner 
of  the  animals  killed  shall  appoint  another,  and  the  two  thus 
appointed  shall  seh^ct  a  third,  and  the  three  shall  apj^raise  the 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the  animals.

No 
compensation  shall  be  made  to  any  person  who  has  willfully 
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concealed  the  existence  of  disease  among  his  animals  or  upon 
his  premises,  or  who  in  any  way  by  act  or  by  wilful  neglect, 
has  contributed  to  spread  the  disease  sought  to  be  suppressed 
or  preyented. 

§  69.  Federal  regulations. — The  commissioner  of  agriculture

§  70.  Eights  of  federal  inspectors. — The  inspectors  of  the  bureau 
of  animal  industry  of  the  United  States  shall  have  the  right  of 
inspection,  quarantine  and  condemnation  of  animals  affected 
with  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  disease,  or  sus- 
pected to  be  so  affected  or  that  may  have  been  exposed  to  any 
such  disease,  and  for  such  purposes  they  may  enter  upon  any 
ground  or  premises;  they  may  call  the  sheriffs,  constables  and 
peace  officers  to  assist  them  in  discharge  of  their  duties  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  any  such  act;  and  all  sheriffs,  con- 
stables and  peace  officers  shall  assist  such  inspectors  when  so 
requested,  and  such  inspectors  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
protection  as  peace  officers,  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties.

§  80.  The  preyention  of  diseases  among  bees. — No  person  shall 
keep  in  his  apiary  any  colony  of  bees  affected  with  a  contagions 
^malady  known  as  fonl  brood  and  every  bee-keeper,  when  he 
becomes  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  among  his  bees, 
shall  destcoy  or  cause  to  be  destroyed  forthwith  all  colonies 
thns  affected.  In  any  county  any  five  or  more  actual  bee-keep- 
ers of  the  county  in  which  foul  brood  exists,  may  present  to 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture  a  petition  setting  forth  that 
such  disease  exists,  or  that  the  petitioners  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  it  exists  in  such  county,  and  the  reasons  of  such  belief 
and  requesting)  him  to  appoint  a  competent  person  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  such  disease,  and  eradicate  the  same. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  petition  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture shall  within  thirty  days  thereafter  appoint  aome  well-known 
and  competent  bee-keeper  of  the  county  as  an  agent  of  the  com- 
missioner who  shall  hold  his  oiBce  during  the  pleasure  of  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture,  and  who  shall  within  ten  days  after  his 
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appoiDtment,  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county 
an  acceptance  of  the  appointment  and  constitutional  oath  of 
office.

§  81.  Proceedings  of  the  agent  of  the  commissioner. — Upon  writ- 
ten verified  complaint  of  any  two  bee-keepers  of  the  county  to 
such  agent,  setting  forth  the  existence  of  the  disease,  or  that 
they  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  exists  within  the  county, 
and  the  grounds  of  such  belief,  designating  the  apiary  or  apiaries 
wherein  they  believe  it  to  be,  such  agent  shall,  without  unneces- 
sary delay,  examine  the  bees  so  designated.  If  satisfied  that  any 
colony  or  colonies  of  such  bees  are  diseased  with  foul  brood,  he 
shall,  without  further  disturbance  to  the  bees,  fix  some  designat- 
ing mark  upon  each  hive  wherein  the  disease  exists,  and  im- 
mediately notify  the  owners  of  the  bees,  or  by  leaving  a  written 
notice  at  his  place  of  residence,  if  he  be  a  resident  of  the  county, 
and  if  not,  by  leaving  the  same  with  the  person  in  charge  of  such 
bees,  requiring  him  within  five  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice 
to  effectually  remove  or  destroy  such  hive  with  its  entire  con- 
tents by  burying  them,  or  by  fire.  The  agent  of  the  commis- 
sioner shall  be  allowed  for  his  services,  under  this  section,  two 
dollars  for  each  full  day  spent  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties,  which  shall  be  a  county  charge.

§  82.  The  prevention  of  disease  in  fruit  trees. — No  person  shall 
knowingly  or  willfully  keep  any  peach,  almond,  apricot  or 
nectarine  tree  affected  with  a  contagious  disease  known  as  yel- 
lows, or  offer  for  sale  or  shipment,  or  sell  or  ship  to  others  any  of 
the  fruit  thereof.  Nor  shall  any  person  knowingly  or  willfully 
keep  any  plum,  cherry  or  other  trees  infected  with  the  contagious 
disease  or  fungus,  known  as  black  knot.  Every  such  tree  and 
the  fruit  of  a  tree  infected  with  yellows  shall  be  a  public  nuis- 
ance, and  no  damages  shall  be  awarded  for  entering  upon 
premises  and  destroying  such  trees  and  fruit  if  infected  with 
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yellows  or  for  cutting  away  the  diseased  part  of  any  tree  in- 
fected with  black  knot  or  altogether  destroying  such  tree  if 
necessary  to  suppress  such  disease,  if  done  in  accordance  with 
the  pi^visions  of  this  article.  Every  person  when  he  becomes 
aware  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  in  any  tree  or  fruit  owned 
by  him,  shall  forthwith  destroy  or  cause  such  tree  or  fruit  to  be 
destroyed  or  the  infected  part  to  be  cut  away.

§  83.  Appointment  and  duties  of  the  agent  of  the  commissioner  of 
agricultnre. — When  the  commifisioner  of  agriculture  knows  and 
has  reason  to  believe  that  any  such  contagious  disease  exists, 
or  that  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  it  exists,  or  danger  i6 
justly  apprehended  of  its  introduction  in  any  town  or  city  in  the 
state,  he  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  competent  freeholder  of  such 
town  or  city  as  his  agent,  who  shall  hold  office  during  his  pleasure 
and  who  shall  within  ten  days  after  his  appointment,  file  an  ac- 
ceptance of  the  appointment,  with  the  constitutional  oath  of 
office,  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  the  town.  Such  agent 
shall  on  or  without  complaint,  whenever  it  comes  to  his  notice 
that  either  of  the  diseases  known  as  yellows  or  black  knot  exists 
or  is  supposed  to  exist  within  the  limits  of  the  town  or  city,  pro- 
ceed without  delay  to  examine  the  trees  or  fruit  supposed  to  be 
infected,  and  if  the  disease  is  found  to  exist,  a  distinguishing 
mark  shall  be  placed  upon  the  diseased  trees.  If  the  disease  is 
the  black  knot,  such  distinguishing  mark  shall  be  placed  on  some 
affected  part  of  the  trees,  or  if  in  the  judgment  of  such  agent 
any  such  trees  shall  be  entirely  destroyed,  then  the  trunk  of 
such  tree  shall  be  thoroughly  girdled,  sind  thereupon  the  owner 
notified  personally,  or  by  a  written  notice  signed  by  such  agent 
and  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  or  if  a  nonresident  by 
leaving  the  notice  with  the  person  in  charge  of  the  trees  or 
fruit,  or  in  whose  possession  they  may  be.  Such  notice  shall 
contain  a  statement  of  all  the  facts  found  to  exist,  with  an  order 
to  effectually  remove  and  destroy  by  fire  or  otherwise  the  trees 
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or  parts  of  trees  so  marked  and  designated,  within  ten  days, 
Sundays  excepted,  from  the  day  of  the  service  of  the  notice. 
In  case  of  fruit  so  infected,  the  notice  shall  require  the  person 
in  whose  possession  or  control  it  is  found,  to  immediately  destroy 
the  same  or  cause  it  to  be  done.

§  84.  Proceedings  in  case  of  owner's  failure  to  destroy. — If  any 
person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  order  of  such 
agent  to  remove  and  destroy  trees  or  parts  of  trees  so  marked 
by  him,  such  agent  shall  cause  such  trees  or  parts  of  trees  to  be 
removed  and  destroyed  forthwith,  employing  all  necessary  assist- 
ance for  that  purpose;  and  such  agent  or  his  employes  may  enter 
upon  any  and  all  premises  within  the  town  or  city  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  removal  and  destruction.  Such  agent  shall  be  en- 
titled to  compensation  for  his  services  under  this  and  the  preced- 
ing sections  at  a  rate  of  two  dollars  for  each  full  day  spent  by 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  the  necessary  disburse- 
ments paid  or  incurred  by  him,  which  with  the  expense  and  re- 
moval and  destruction  of  any  such  trees  or  fruit  shall  be  a  town 
charge.

§  85.  The  New  York  agricultural  experiment  station. — ^The 
institution  known  as  the  New  York  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tion, established  in  the  village  of  Geneva  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting agriculture  in  its  various  branches  by  scientiflo  investiga- 
tion and  experiment  shall  continue  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  a  board  of  trustees.  Such  board  of  trustees  shall  be 
known  as  the  board  of  control  of  the  state  experiment  station 
and  shall  consist  of  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  gover- 
nor whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  The  governor  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  board  by  virtue  of  his  office.  Such  board  of 
control  shall  annually  elect  a  president  from  their  own  number 
and  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer  to  hold  their  olBces  dur- 
ing the  pleasure  of  the  board.    Such  board  of  control  shall  have 
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general  management  of  the  station  and  shall  appoint  a  director 
to  have  oversight  and  management  of  the  experiments  and  in- 
vestigations which  fihall  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  objects 
of  said  institution,  and  may  employ  competent  and  suitable 
chemists  and  other  persons  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  station.  Such  board  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  all  moneys  appropriated  to  the  institution  and  annu- 
ally make  a  full  report  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  of 
their  proceedings,  receipts  and  expenditures.  No  member  shall 
receive  any  compensation  for  his  services  as  such;  but  shall  be 
paid  his  necessary  traveling  expenses  and  those  expenses 
incurred  by  him  by  an  actual  attendance  upon  the  meeting  of 
such  board.  The  board  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  as 
may  from  time  to  time  become  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects 
of  the  station. 

§  86.  The  state  weather  bureau. — ^The  state  meteorological 
bureau  and  weather  service,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the 
state  weather  bureau,  and  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  Such  commissioner 
may  appoint  the  director  of  such  bureau  but  such  director  shall 
not  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services.  The  commissioner 
may  continue  the  central  oflBce  and  station  for  meteorological 
observation  and  experiment  upon  the  grounds  of  Cornell  univer- 
sity, and  shall  if  practicable  establish  and  supervise  one  or  more 
volunteer  weather  stations  in  each  congressional  district  of  the 
state,  in  co-operation  with  the  chief  of  the  United  States 
weather  bureau,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  usefulness  of 
the  weather  service  of  the  stall  and  of  the  United  States.  The 
sum  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  the  commissioner  deems  necessary,  shall  be  annually  appro- 
priated to  be  paid  to  the  commissioner  by  the  treasurer,  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  issued  upon  the  vouchers  of  the  com- 
missioner, for  necessary  clerical  services  at  such  central  office, 
for  printing  and  distributing  reports  of  the  results  and  opera- 
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tions  of  such  bureau,  in  siich  manner  as  shall  be  most  serviceable 
to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  for  the  purchase,  preservation 
and  repair  of  proper  and  necessary  instrumentfl  for  the  work  of 
such  bureau  and  for  the  reasonably  necessary  traveling  and 
incidental  expenses  of  such  commissioner  and  director  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  for  such  other  expenses  as 
such  commissioner  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  admin- 
istration of  such  bureau.

§  87.  The  agricultural  experiment  station  at  Cornell  university. — 
Cornell  university  is  designated  as  the  college  within  this  state, 
solely  entitled  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  congress  of 
the  United  States  approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-seven,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  argicultural  ex- 
periment stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges  established 
in  the  several  states  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved 
July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  of  the  acts 
supplementary  thereto."  All  benefits  of  such  act  which  this 
state  is  authorized  thereby  to  apply  to  any  college,  institution 
or  argicultural  experiment  station  within  this  state,  are  applied 
to  the  agricultural  experiment  station  established  under  the 
direction  of  Cornell  university,  and  this  state  consents  that  all 
appropriation,  moneys  or  benefits  to  or  for  the  use  of  this  state, 
or  of  any  institution  within  this  state,  payable  under  or  in 
pursuance  of  such  acts  of  congress  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer 
of  Cornell  university,  the  officer  designated  to  receive  the  same, 
to  be  expended  as  provided  in  such  act  of  congress.  Such  ex- 
periment station  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
February,  make  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  a  full  and 
detailed  report  of  its  operations,  including  a  statement  of  its 
receipts  and  expenditures.

§  88.  Eeceipts  and  apportionments  of  state  moneys  appropriated  for 
the  promotion  of  agricnltnre. — ^The  moneys  appropriated  for  the 
promotion  of  agriculture  in  this  state  shall  be  distributed 
among  the  various  county  agricultural  societies,  the  state  agri- 
cultural society  and  the  American  institute  in  the  city  of  New 
York  in  such  proportion  that  out  of  every  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars so  distributed,  each  county  society,  the  state  society  and 
said  institiite  shall  receive  the  number  of  dollars  set  opposite  to 
it  in  the  following  schedule:

In  case  a  fractional  part  of  eight  thousand  dollars  is  dis- 
tributed, each  society  and  the  American  institute  shall  receive 
€uch  portion  thereof  as  the  amount  to  be  received  by  it  accord- 
ing to  the  foregoing  schedule  bears  to  eight  thousand  dollars. 
If  there  is  no  county  agricultural  society  in  any  county,  or  it 
is  not  in  active  operation  as  such,  the  money  which  the  county 
society  of  such  county  would  be  entitled  to  receive  under  this 
article  shall  be  apportioned  among  and  paid  to  the  several  town 
agricultural  societies  in  such  county  according  to  the  amount 
of  premiums  paid,  provided  such  town  societies  sustain  a  public 
fair  with  premium  lists,  which  premium  lists  and  reports  of  such 
town  fairs  shall  be  forwarded  and  made  to  the  secretary  of  the 
state  agricultural  society.

§  89.  When  agricultural  societies  entitled  to  additional  sums  from 
the  state. — ^When  any  county  agricultural  society,  or  the  Ameri- 
can institute  in  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  raise  by  voluntary 
subscription  any  sum  of  money,  its  president  and  treasurer  shall 
make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  in  duplicate  of  the  formation 
of  such  society,  and  of  its  having  raised  a  certain  sum,  specify- 
ing the  amount,  one  of  which  affidavits  shall  be  filed  with  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  and  the  other  with  the  comptroller, 
who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  a  sum  equal 
to  the  amount  of  such  voluntary  subscription,  not  exceeding  the 
amount  to  which  it  would  be  entitled  according  to  the  appor- 
tionment in  the  last  preceding  section.  Whenever  the  New 
York  state  agricultural  society,  the  New  York  and  New  England 
agricultural  society,  the  Western  New  York  agricultural  soci- 
ety, or  the  Interstate  fair  society  shall  annually  raise,  by  volun- 
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tary  subscription,  not  less  than  eight  thousand  dollars,  for  dis- 
tribution by  such  society  at  its  annual  meeting  and  fair,  as 
premiums  on  such  articles  productions  and  stock  of  the  farm, 
and  such  improvements  in  farming  machinery  as  they  deem 
best  calculated  to  promote  the  agricultural  and  stock-raising 
interests  of  this  state,  having  special  reference  to  the  net 
profits  which  accrue  or  are  likely  to  accrue  from  the  mode  pur- 
sued of  raising  the  crop  or  stock,  or  the  fabrication  of  the  arti- 
cles offered,  with  the  intention  that  the  premiums  shall  be  given 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  most  economical  or  profitable 
mode  in  production;  and  shall  so  distribute  such  amount  in  such 
premiums;  and  the  president  and  treasurer  of  such  society  shall 
make  and  subscribe  a  statement  in  duplicate  verified  by  their 
affidavit,  of  the  fact  that  such  sum  has  been  so  raised  by  volun- 
tary subscription  for  such  premiums,  specifying  the  amount 
raised  and  that  the  same  has  been  so  distributed  in  premiums, 
and  shall  file  one  of  such  statements  and  affidavits  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  the  other  in  the  office 
of  the  comptroller;  and  such  society  shall  oflfer  in  writing,  signed 
by  its  president  and  treasurer,  addressed  to,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  comptroller,  to  act  as  the  agent  of  the  state  in  dis- 
tributing such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  as  the  state  may  appro- 
priate for  distribution  as  premiums  at  its  annual  meeting  and 
fair  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  and  the  improvement  of 
the  breed  of  stock  in  this  state,  and  shall  execute  to  the  people 
of  this  state  a  bond,  signed  in  its  name  by  its  president  and 
treasurer,  with  such  sureties  as  the  comptroller  shall  approve, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  its  duty,  as  such 
agent  for  such  distribution,  and  shall  file  the  same  in  the  office 
of  the  comptroller,  the  state  will  appropriate,  in  each  case  the 
sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  to  be  distributed  by  such  society, 
as  premiums  on  such  articles,  productions,  stock  and  improve- 
ments as  may  be  exhibited  at  its  annual  meeting  and  fair  on 
the  conditions  hereinbefore  named,  provided,  however,  that 
before  any  portion  of  the  sum  so  to  be  appropriated  by  the  state 
shall  be  so  distributed  as  premiums,  the  person,  persons,  com- 
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pany  or  association  claiming  the  same,  or  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  awarded,  shall  first  deliver  in  writing,  to  the  president 
of  such  society  an  accurate  and  complete  description  of  the  pro- 
cess, in  preparing  the  soil,  including  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  manure  applied,  in  raising  the  crop  and  in  feeding  the  ani- 
mal, including  the  kind  and  quantity  of  food,  as  near  as  may  be, 
and  also  of  the  expense  and  product  of  the  crop,  or  of  increase 
in  the  value  of  the  animal,  with  the  view  of  showing  accurately 
the  profit  of  cultivating  the  crop  or  of  feeding  or  of  fattening 
the  animal. 

§  90.  Annual  report  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  state 
«ociety. — The  president  and  treasurer  of  any  agricultural  society 
which  receives  any  money  of  the  state  or  acts  as  the  agent  of 
the  state  in  the  distribution  of  money  of  the  state  as  premiums, 
shall  annually  before  the  fifteenth  of  December,  transmit  to  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  a  detailed  account  of  the  expendi- 
ture or  distribution  of  all  such  moneys  as  shall  have  come  into 
their  hands  during  the  preceding  year,  and  of  such  other  moneys 
as  they  may  have  received  from  voluntary  contributions  for  dis- 
tribution as  premiums,  stating  to  whom,  and  for  what  purpose 
paid,  with  the  vouchers  therefor.  The  presidents  of  the  several 
county  societies  and  of  the  American  institute  shall  annually 
transmit  in  the  month  of  December,  to  the  executive  committee 
of  the  New  York  state  agricultural  society,  all  such  reports  or 
returns  as  they  are  required  to  demand  from  applicants,  for  pre- 
miums, together  with  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings  during 
the  year  which  shall  be  examined  by  such  executive  committee, 
and  that  they  shall  condense,  arrange  and  report  the  same,  with 
a  statement  of  their  own  proceedings  to  the  legislature  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  relating  to 

violations  of  the  agricultural  law. 
Approved  by  the  Governor  May  4,  1803.  Passed,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  m  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fifty-six  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  56.  Jurisdiction  of  courts. — Subject  to  the  power  of  removal 
provided  for  in  this  chapter,  courts  of  special  sessions,  except  in 
the  city  and  county  of  New  York  and  the  city  of  Albany,  have  in 
the  first  instance  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine 
charges  of  misdemeanors  committed  within  their  respective 
counties,  as  follows: 

35.  All  violations  of  the  provisions  of  the  agricultural  law. 


SECTION  408a  OF  THE  PENAL  CODE. 

{Amended  by  chapter  426  of  the  Laws  of  1894,  and  chapter  554  of  the 

Laws  of  1897.) 

Section  408a  of  the  Penal  Code  provides  afi  follows : 

§  408a.  Violation  of  the  agricultural  law. — Any  person  who  dis- 
regards, disobeys  or  violates  any  proclamation,  notice,  order  or 
regulation  lawfully  issued  or  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  for  the  suppression  or  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
infectious  or  contagious  diseases  among  domestic  animals,  or 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  eighty  and  eighty- 
two  of  article  five  of  the  agricultural  law  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor; every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
article  two  of  said  chapter  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  lees  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less 
than  one  month  or  more  than  six  months  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment,  for  the  first  offense.

CEAPTEB  143. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  relating  to  condensed 

milk. 

Became  a  law  March  19,  1894,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  cmd 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-five  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred,  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  eixty-four  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  25.  Begpilations  in  regard  to  condensed  milk. — No  condensed 
milk  shall  be  made  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange 
unless  manufactured  from  pure,  clean,  healthy,  fresh,  unadul- 
terated and  wholesome  milk  from  w^hich  the  cream  has  not  been 
removed  either  wholly  or  in  part,  or  unless  the  proportion  of 
milk  solids  shall  be  in  quantity  the  equivalent  of  twelve  per 
centum  of  milk  solids  in  crude  milk,  and  of  which  solids  twenty- 
five  per  centum  shall  be  fats.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  sell 
or  offer  for  sale  or  exchange  in  hermetically  sealed  cana,  any 
condensed  milk  unless  put  up  in  packages  upon  which  shall  be 
distinctly  labeled  or  stamped  the  name  of  the  person  or  corpora- 
tion by  whom  made  and  the  brand  by  which  or  under  which  it 
is  made.  When  condensed  milk  shall  be  sold  from  cans  or 
packages  not  hermetically  sealed,  the  vendor  shall  brand  or  label 
such  cans  or  packages  with  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  the 
milk  contained  therein, 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CEAPTEB  153. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  state  veterinary  college  at  Cornell  uni- 
versity. 

Became  a  law  March  21, 1894,  with  the  approval  of  the  Grovemor.  Passed, 

three-^fths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  ena^  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  state  veterinary  col- 
lege at  Cornell  university.  For  the  purpose  of  confltructing  and 
equipping  suitable  buildings  for  such  college  upon  the  grounds 
of  said  university  at  Ithaca,  New  York,  the  sum  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
appropriated,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  comptroller  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  to  the  Cornell  university.  No  part  of  such  moneys 
shall  be  expended  until  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  such  building,  and  of  the  location  thereof, 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture, 
nor  until  the  comptroller  shall  have  certified  that  in  his  judg- 
ment the  expense  of  the  completion  and  equipment  of  duch 
buildings  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifications  will 
not  exceed  the  amount  of  such  appropriation.  Such  buildings 
and  equipment  shall  be  the  property  of  the  state. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CEAPTEE  241. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  in  relation  to  the  distri- 
bution of  money  for  agricultural  purposes,  and  repealing  cer- 
tain acts  and  parts  of  acts. 

Became  a  law  April  3,  18d4,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-flfths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-eight,  article  five  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
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ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  consti- 
tuting articles  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  the  general  laws," 
ifi  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(Amended  hy  tectum  1  of  chapter  820  of  the  Laws  of  1895,  section 
1  of  chapter  221  of  the  Laws  of  1896,  section  1  of  chapter  589 
of  the  Latcs  of  1897,  chapter  494  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  chapters  87 
a/nd  339  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  and  chapter  144  of  the  Laws  of 
1901.) 

§  88.  Eeceipts  and  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture. — Money  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of  agricul- 
ture in  this  state,  the  distribution  of  which  is  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  money  collected  from  racing  associations  pur- 
suant to  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  shall  be  apportioned  and  dis- 
tributed by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  among  the  various 
county  agricultural  societies  and  the  American  institute  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  as  follows:  One-half  thereof  shall  be  appor- 
tioned and  distributed  equally,  and  the  remainder  in  proportion 
to  the  actual  premiums  paid  during  the  previous  year  by  such 
societies  and  institute,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials 
or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  If  there  is 
no  county  agricultural  society  in  any  county,  or  it  is  not  in  active 
operation  as  such,  the  money  which  the  county  society  of  such 
county  would  be  entitled  to  receive  under  this  article  shall  be 
apportioned  among  and  paid  to  the  several  town  agricultural 
societies  in  such  county  according  to  the  amount  of  premiums 
paid,  provided  such  town  societies  sustain  a  public  fair  with  pre- 
mium lists,  which  premium  lists  and  reports  of  such  town  fairs 
shall  be  forwarded  and  made  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 

§  2.  Section  eighty-nine  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

(Repealed  hy  chapter  654  of  the  Laws  of  1894;  re-enacted,  with 
changes,  J>y  chapter  587  of  the  Laws  of  1895.) 

§  89.  If  any  agricultural  society,  club  or  exposition  other  than 
the  state  agricultural  society,  which  has  held  annual  fairs  dur- 
ing the  past  three  years,  shall,  in  any  year,  pay  out  at  its  annual 
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meeting  or  fair  three  thousand  dollars,  as  premiums  for  the  pro- 
motion of  agricultural  interests,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for 
trials  of  speed  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  and  the  president 
and  treasurer  of  such  society,  club  or  exposition  shall  make  and 
subscribe  a  statement  in  duplicate,  verified  by  their  aflSdavit,  of 
the  fact  that  such  sum  has  been  so  paid  and  distributed  in  pre- 
miums, and  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  such 
year,  file  one  of  such  statements  and  affidavits  in  the  office  of 
the  commisfiioner  of  agriculture,  and  the  other  in  the  office  of 
the  comptroller,  and  such  society,  club  or  exposition  shall  make 
an  offer  in  writing,  signed  by  its  president  and  treasurer,  ad- 
dressed to  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller,  to  act  as 
the  agent  of  the  state  in  distributing  such  sum  or  sums  of  money 
as  the  state  may  appropriate  for  distribution  as  premiums  at 
its  annual  meeting,  and  fair,  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture, 
and  the  improvement  of  the  breed  of  stock  in  this  state,  and 
the  encouragement  of  the  domestic  and  mechanic  arts,  and  shall 
execute  to  the  people  of  thifi  state  a  bond,  signed  in  its  name 
by  its  president  and  treasurer,  with  such  sureties,  as  the  comp- 
troller shall  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  its  duty  as  such  agent,  for  such  distribution,  and  shall  file 
the  same  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller,  the  state  will  appro- 
priate to  each  of  such  societies,  clubs  or  expositions,  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  distributed  by  such  society,  club 
or  exposition  as  premiums  on  such  articles,  productions,  stock 
and  improvements  as  may  be  exhibited  at  its  annual  meeting 
and  fair  on  the  conditions  hereinbefore  named.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  any  such  society,  club  or  exposition  shall  receive  in 
any  year  two  thousand  dollars  as  herein  provided,  such  society, 
club  or  exposition  shall  not  receive  any  portion  of  the  moneys 
collected  from  racing  associations,  pursuant  to  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  or  of  moneys  already  appropriated  for  the  benefit 
of  the  county  agricultural  societies. 

§  3.  Section  six  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  chapter  five 
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hundred  and  eleven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
two,  are  hereby  repealed. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CEAPTEB  376. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  in  relation  to  experi- 
ment stations. 

Became  a  law  AprU  27,  1894,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  87.  The  Cornell  university  and  the  agricultural  experiment 
station  at  Geneva,  established  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  are 
hereby  designated  as  the  institutions  within  this  state  to  receive 
the  benefits  of  the  act  of  congress  of  the  United  States,  approved 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  entitled  "An 
act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  connection 
with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several  states  under  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto."  All  benefits  of 
said  act  which  this  state  is  authorized  to  apply  to  any  college, 
institution  or  agricultural  experiment  station,  within  this  state, 
are  hereby  applied  to  the  agricultural  experiment  station  estab- 
lished under  the  direction  of  the  Cornell  university  and  the  agri- 
cultural experiment  station  at  Geneva,  and  this  state  hereby 
consents  that  all  appropriations,  moneys  or  benefits  to  or  for 
the  benefit  of  this  state,  or  any  institution  within  this  state 
payable  under  or  in  pursuance  of  this  act  of  congress  shall  be 
paid  nine-tenths  thereof  to  the  officer  of  the  Cornell  university, 
designated  to  receive  the  same  in  accordance  with  said  act,  and 
one-tenth  thereof  to  the  officer  of  the  agricultural  experiment 
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station  at  Geneva,  designated  to  receive  the  same  in  accordance 
with  said  act  of  congress.  Such  experiment  stations  shall, 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  make,  to  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture,  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its 
operations,  including  a  statement  of  its  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  ending  with  the  thirteenth  day  of  September 
then  next  preceding. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTER  426. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  and  the  penal  code  rela" 

tive  to  violations  of  the  same. 

Became  a  law  May  3,  1894,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-six  of  the  agricultural  law  is 
amended  as  follows : 

(Amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  768  of  the  Loajds  of  1897.) 

§  26.  Manufacture  and  sale  of  imitation  butter  prohibited. — No 
person,  by  himself,  his  agents  or  employes,  shall  produce  or 
manufacture  out  of  or  from  any  animal  fats  or  animal  or  vegeta- 
ble oils  not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk,  or  cream  from 
the  same,  any  article  or  product  in  imitation  or  semblance  of 
natural  butter  produced  from  pure,  unadulterated  milk  or  cream 
of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  person  solicit  or  take  orders  for  the 
same,  or  offer  the  same  for  sale,  or  mix,  compound  with  or  add  to 
milk,  cream  or  butter  any  acids  or  other  deleterious  substance, 
or  any  animal  fats  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils  not  produced 
from  milk  or  cream,  so  as  to  produce  any  article  or  substance  or 
any  human  food  in  imitation  or  in  semblance  of  natural  butter, 
nor  sell,  keep  for  sale  or  offer  for  sale  any  article,  substance  or 
compound  made,  manufactured  or  produced  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  whether  such  article,  substance  or 
compound  shall  be  made  or  produced  in  this  state  or  elsewhere. 
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§  2.  Section  four  hundred  and  eight-a  of  the  penal  code  is 
amended  as  follows : 

(Amended  hy  chapter  554  of  the  Laws  of  1897.) 

§  408a.  Violations  of  agricnltTiral  law. — Any  person  who  dis- 
regards, disobeys  or  violates  any  proclamation,  notice,  order  or 
regulation,  lawfully  issued  or  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  for  the  suppression  or  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
infectious  or  contagious  diseases  among  domestic  animals,  or 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  eighty  and  eighty- 
two  of  article  five  of  the  agricultural  law,  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor; every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
article  two  of  said  chapter  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less 
than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment,  for  the  first  offense,  and  by  six  months  im- 
prisonment for  the  second  offense;  and  any  person  who  violates 
any  of  the  provisions  of  article  three  of  said  chapter  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


GHAFTEE  640. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  authorizing  agricultural 
societies  and  corporations  to  lease  their  grounds. 

Became  a  law  May  10,  1894,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  ninety-one,  article  five  of  the  agricultural 
law  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(Amended  hy  chapter  194  of  the  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  91.  Lease  of  gronnds  of  agricultural  societies  and  corporations. — 
Any  agricultural  society  or  corporation,  owning  or  possessing 
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grounds  in  a  county  of  this  state  having  a  population  of  more 
than  three  hundred  thousand  and  less  than  six  hundred  thou- 
sand may  lease  such  grounds  for  any  lawful  purpose  except  run- 
ning races  not  inconsistent  with  the  use  thereof  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  society  or  corporation,  for  such  time  or  times  as 
said  grounds  may  not  be  needed  by  any  such  agricultural  society 
or  corporation  for  its  own  purposes. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


GHAFTEE  675. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  in  relation  to  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  within  this  state,  and  to  make  au 
appropriation  therefor. 

Became  a  law  May  12,  1894,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  a/nd 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  Sections  eighty-flve  and  eighty-seven  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  con- 
stituting articles  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty- 
three  of  the  general  laws,"  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

§  85.  The  New  York  agricultural  experiment  station. — ^The  insti- 
tution known  as  the  New  York  agricultural  experiment  station, 
established  in  the  village  of  Geneva,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting agriculture  in  its  various  branches  by  scientiflc  investiga- 
tion and  experiment  shall  continue  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  a  board  of  trustees.  Such  board  of  trustees  shall  be 
known  as  the  board  of  control  of  the  state  experiment  station 
and  shall  consist  of  nine  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  gover- 
nor whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  The  governor 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  board  by  virtue  of  his  office.  Such 
board  of  control  shall  annually  elect  a  president  from  their  own 
number  and  appoint  a  secretary  and   treasurer  to   hold  their 
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oflftces  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board.  Such  board  of  control 
shall  have  general  management  of  the  station  and  shall  appoint 
a  director  to  have  oversight  and  management  of  the  experiments 
and  investigations  which  shall  be  neceesary  to  accomplish  the 
objects  of  said  institution,  and  may  employ  competent  and  suit- 
able chemists  and  other  persons  necessary  for  carrying  on  the 
work  of  the  station.  Such  board  shall  have  the  direction  of  the 
expenditure  of  all  moneys  appropriated  to  the  institution  and 
annually,  on  or  before  the  flret  day  of  December,  make  a  full 
report  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  of  their  proceedings, 
receipts  and  expenditures,  for  the  year  ending  with  the  thirtieth 
day  of  September  then  next  preceding.  No  member  shall  receive 
any  compensation  for  his  services  as  such;  but  shall  be  paid  his 
necessary  traveling  expenses  and  tho^e  expenses  incurred  by  him 
by  an  actual  attendance  upon  the  meeting  of  such  board.  The 
board  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  as  may  from  time  to 
time  become  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  station. 
Such  experiment  station  may,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  appoint  agricultural  experts  to 
assist  such  experiment  station,  in  the  second  judicial  depart- 
ment, in  conducting  scientific  investigations  and  experiments  in 
agriculture;  in  disseminating  agricultural  knowledge  by  means 
of  lecture©  or  otherwise;  and  in  preparing  and  printing  for  free 
distribution  the  results  of  such  investigations  and  experiments, 
and  such  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  desirable  and 
profitable  in  promoting  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  state. 
Such  experts  may  be  removed  by  such  experiment  station,  in  its 
discretion,  and  may  be  paid  for  their  services  such  sum  as  it  may 
deem  reasonable  and  proper  and  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture.  All  of  such  work  by  such  experi- 
ment station  and  by  such  experts  shall  be  under  the  general 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 

§  87.  The  Cornell  university  and  the  agricultural  experiment 
station  at  Geneva  established  by  the  laws  of  the  state  are  hereby 
designated  as  the  institutions  within  this  state,  entitled  to  re- 
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ceive  such  portion  as  the  legislature  shall  determine  of  the  bene- 
fits of  the  act  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  approved 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  entitled  "An 
act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  connection 
with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several  states,  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  and  of  the  acts  supplementary  thereto/*  Such 
benefits  of  such  acts  which  this  state  is  authorized  thereby  to 
apply  to  any  college,  institution  or  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tion within  this  state,  are  applied  to  the  agricultural  experiment 
station  established  under  the  direction  of  Cornell  university  and 
the  agricultural  experiment  station  at  Geneva,  and  this  state 
consents  that  such  appropriation,  money  or  benefits  to  or  for  the 
use  of  this  state,  or  of  any  institution  within  this  state,  payable 
under  or  in  pursuance  of  such  act  of  congress,  shall  be  paid 
nine-tenth's  thereof  to  the  treasurer  of  Cornell  university,  the 
oflftcer  designated  to  receive  the  same,  and  one-tenth  thereof  to 
the  officers  of  the  agricultural  experiment  station  at  Geneva 
designated  to  receive  the  same,  to  be  expended  as  provided  in 
such  act  of  congress.  Such  experiment  station  shall,  annually, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  make,  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its  operations, 
including  a  statement  of  its  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
year  ending  with  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  then  next  pre- 
ceding. Such  experiment  station  may,  with  the  consent  and  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  appoint  horticultural 
experts  to  assist  such  experiment  station,  in  the  fifth  judicial 
department,  in  conducting  investigations  and  experiments  in 
horticulture;  in  discovering  and  remedying  the  disease  of  plants, 
vines  and  fruit  trees;  in  ascertaining  the  best  means  of  fertiliz- 
ing vineyard,  fruit  and  garden  plantations,  and  of  making 
orchards,  vineyards  and  gardens  prolific;  in  disseminating  horti- 
cultural knowledge  by  means  of  lectures  or  otherwise;  and  in 
preparing  and  printing  for  free  distribution,  the  results  of  such 
investigations  and  experiments,  and  such  other  information  as 

may  be  deemed  desirable  and  profitable  in  promoting  the  borti- 
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cultural  interests  of  the  state.  Such  experts  may  be  removed 
by  such  experiment  station,  in  its  discretion,  and  may  be  paid 
for  their  services  such  sum  as  it  may  deem  reasonable  and 
proper,  and  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture. All  of  such  work  by  such  experiment  station  and  by  such 
experts  shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  and  direction  of 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 

§  2.  The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall  keep  the  account  of  all 
moneys  hereafter  received  by  him  in  pursuance  of  such  act  of 
congress,  in  a  separate  fund,  to  the  credit  of  the  Cornell  univer- 
sity and  the  agricultural  experiment  station  at  Geneva,  in  the 
proportion  stated  in  section  one  of  this  act,  and  shall  pay  all 
such  moneys  immediately  upon  the  receipt  thereof  by  him  to  the 
officers  respectively  designated  therein  to  receive  the  same,  ui>ou 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  issued  upon  the  order  of  the 
trustees  of  Cornell  university  and  the  board  of  control  of  the 
agricultural  experiment  station  at  Geneva,  in  pursuance  of  said 
act  of  congress,  which  said  moneys  are  hereby  appropriated  for 
the  purposes  herein  stated. 

§  3.  The  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  to  the  New  York 
State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  at  Geneva,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  agricultural  experiments,  investigations,  instruction  and 
information,  in  the  second  judicial  department,  pursuant  to  sec- 
tion eighty-five  of  the  agricultural  law,  and  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury,  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  to  be  paid  to  the  agricultural  experiment 
station  at  Cornell  university,  for  the  purpose  of  horticultural  ex- 
periments, investigations,  instruction  and  information,  in  the  fifth 
judicial  department,  pursuant  to  section  eighty-seven  of  the  agri- 
cultural law.  Such  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture.

disease  is  found  to  exist,  a  distinguishing  mark  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  diseased  trees.      If  the  disease  is  the  black  knot,  such 
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distinguisfaing  mark  shall  be  placed  on  fiome  affected  part  of  the 
trees,  or  if  in  the  judgment  of  such  agent  any  such  trees  should 
be  entirely  destroyed  then  the  trunk  of  such  tree  shall  be  thor- 
oughly girdled,  and  thereupon  the  owner  notified  personally,  or 
by  a  written  notice  signed  by  such  agent  and  left  at  his  usual 
place  of  reeidence,  or  if  a  non-resident,  by  leaving  the  notice  with 
the  person  in  charge  of  the  trees  or  fruit,  or  in  whose  possession 
they  may  be.  Such  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  all  the 
facts  found  to  exist,  with  an  order  to  effectually  remove  and  des- 
troy by  fire  or  otherwise  the  trees  or  parts  of  trees  so  marked  and 
designated,  within  ten  days,  Sundays  excepted,  from  the  day  of  the 
service  of  the  notice.  In  case  of  fruit  so  infected,  the  notice  shall 
require  the  person  in  whose  possession  or  control  it  is  found,  to 
immediately  destroy  the  same  or  cause  it  to  be  done. 

§  2.  Every  such  agent  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  in 
office  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall,  if  his  duties  require,  con- 
tinue in  office  for  ten  days  thereafter  when  his  term  shall  expire. 
The  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  forthwith  notify  every  such 
agent,  in  office  when  this  act  takes  effect,  that  his  term  expires  on 
the  tenth  day  thereafter,  but  the  failure  to  receive  such  notice 
shall  not  entitle  any  such  agent  to  receive  compensation  after  the 
expiration  of  his  term.

The  agricultural  law,  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  section^  eighty-nine,  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  89.  Distribution  of  money  appropriated  for  certain  agricul- 
tural societies. — Whenever  in  any  year  there  shall  be  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  or  more  for  the  beneflt 
of  the  several  agricultural  societies,  clubs  or  expositions  of  the 
State,  two  thousand  dollars  of  such  amount  shall  be  paid  to  every 
such  society,  club  or  exposition,  which  shall  have  held  annual  fairs

Such  society,  club  or  exposition  shall  annually 
before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  file  in  the  office  of 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture  a  statement,  verified  by  its  presi- 
dent and  treasurer,  showing  the  payment  of  such  premiums,  with 
the  amount  and  object  thereof,  together  with  the  name  of  the 
persons  to  whom  they  were  paid.

the  aggregate  as  premiums  for  agriculture,  mechanical  and  do- 
mestic products,  exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials  or 
tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  and  which 
shall  file  a  statement  of  the  amounts  actually  paid  as  such  pre- 
miums during  the  past  year,  duly  verified  by  the  president  and 
treasurer,  with  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  the  comp- 
troller on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five.  Seventy-five  per  centum  of  such  funds  shall  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  among  the  various

1.  Prosecute  and  defend  all  actions  and  proceedings  in  which 
the  State  is  interested,  and  have  charge  and  control  of  all  the  legal 
business  of  the  departments  and  bureaus  of  the  State,  or  of  any 
office  thereof  which  requires  the  services  of  attorney  or  counsel,  in

•order  tx>  prorteot  the  interests  of  the  State,  but  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  any  of  the  military  department  bureaus  or  military  offices 
of  the  State.

•one  of  Ms  deputies,  a  court  of  oyer  and  terminer  or  appear  before 
the  grand  jury  thereof  for  thepurposeof  managing  and  conducting 
in  such  court  or  before  sucb  jury  such  criminal  actions  or  proceed- 
ings as  shall  be  specified  in  such  requirement;  in  which  case  the 
attorney-general  or  his  deputy  so  attending  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  in  respect  of  such  aetions  or  pro-

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-eight  of  article  five  of  chapter  three 
iinndred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-one 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  as  amended  by 
chapter  eight  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  known  as  the  agricultural  law,  constituting  arti- 
oles  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the 
^general  laws,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

§  88.  Eeceipts  and  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  promotion 
of  agriculture.  —  Of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  pro- 
motion of  agriculture  in  any  one  year,  twenty  thousand  dollars 
thereof  shall  be  distributed  in  premiums  by  the  New  York  State 
Agricultural  society;  two  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  paid 
to  each  of  the  agricultural  societies,  clubs  or  exhibitions  which 
•hall  have  held  annual  fairs  or  meetings  during  each  of  the  three 
jears  next  preceding  such  appropriation,  and  which  shall  have 
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paid  at  each  of  such  annaal  fairs  or  meetings  during  such  three 
years  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  as  premiums  for  agricul- 
tural inter  sts,  exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests 
of  speedy  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  under  the  conditions 
and  in  the  ma)mer  provided  by  section  eighty-nine  of  this  chapter. 
Seventy  per  centum  of  the  balance  of  the  amount  so  appropriated 
shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  among  the  various  ccunty 
agricultural  societies  and  the  American  Institute  in  the  city  of 
New  York;  and  thirty  per  centum  thereof  among  the  various  town 
and  other  agricultural  societies,  clubs  or  exhibitions,  entitled  by 
this  section  to  receive  thirty  per  centum  of  the  moneys  received 
by  the  comptroller  from  the  tax  collected  from  the  racing  asso- 
ciations, corporations  or  clubs  of  the  State.    Such  apportionment 
and  distribution  shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
in  the  following  manner.    One-half  of  the  seventy  per  centum  to 
be  apportioned  to  such  county  agricultural  societies  and  the  Amer- 
ican Institute  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  apportioned  and 
distributed  equally  and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  actual 
premiums  paid  during  the  previous  year  by  such  societies  and  insti- 
tute,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  sk!ll 
or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county  agricultural 
society  in  any  county  or  if  it  is  not  in  active  operation  as  such, 
then  the  town  society  or  societies  in  such  county,  or  other  agricul- 
tural societies  in  such  county  that  would  otherwise  be  entitled 
to  share  under  the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  referred  to  in 
this  section,  shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of  such  money 
on  the  same  basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county  fair,  pro- 
vided such  town  societies  sustain  a  public  fair,  with  premium  list, 
which  premium  list  and  reports  of  such  town  fairs  shall  be  for- 
warded and  made  to  the  commissioner  of  argiculture.    Of  the 
thirty  per  centum  to  be  distributed  among  the  various  town  and 
other  agricultural  societies,  clubs  or  exhibitions,  one-third  thereof 
shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally  and  the  remainder 
in  proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said  society^ 
club  or  exposition  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the 
awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money 
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to  be  distributed,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of 
speedy  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  No  proportion  of  such 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  society,  club  or  exhibition  in 
which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  such  premiums  in  the  year 
preceding  such  apportionment,  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
All  revenues  which  have  been  or  shall  be  received  by  the  comp- 
troller, and  not  distributed  as  heretofore  provided,  and  all  moneys 
received  by  him  from  the  tax  collected  from  racing  associations 
pursuant  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  chapter  five  hundred  and 
seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  all 
acts  amendatory  thereto,  or  hereafter  otherwise  collected  from 
racing  associations,  corporations  or  clubs,  shall  constitute  a  fund 
which  shall  be  annually  disbursed  on  behalf  of  the  state  for  prizes 
for  improving  the  breed  of  cattle,  sheep  and  horses  at  the  various 
fairs  throughout  the  state  as  hereinafter  prescribed.  Thirty  per 
centum  of  the  funds  so  collected  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  among  the  agricultural  societies^  clubs 
or  exhibitions  of  the  state,  which  had  not  previous  to  May  twenty- 
ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  received  appropriations 
from  the  state,  as  follows:  One-third  shall  be  apportioned  and 
distributed  equally  and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  premi- 
ums awarded  and  paid  by  said  society,  club  or  exposition  for 
exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the  awards  or  premiums 
of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money  to  be  distributed.  Such 
sums  shall  only  be  paid  to  societies  now  organized  and  in  active 
operation  in  counties  having  a  population  according  to  the  census 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  over  three  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  inhabitants,  or  which  shall  have  held  fairs, 
annually,  during  each  of  the  three  years  prior  to  May  twenty-ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  which  shall  have  paid,  at 
their  annual  meeting  or  fairs  during  such  three  years,  not  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate  as  premiums  for 
agricultural,  mechanical  and  domestic  products,  exclusive  of  the 
premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of 
man  or  beast.    Seventy  per  centum  of  such  funds  shall  be  dis- 
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bursed  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  among  the  vai'^ous 
co'jnty  agricultural  societies  throughout  the  state,  and  the  Ameri- 
can Institute,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  follows:  One-half  shall 
be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally,  and  the  remainder  in  pro- 
portion to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said  society,  club 
or  exposition^  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the 
awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money 
to  be  distributed,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of 
speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county 
agricultural  society  in  any  county  or  it  is  not  in  active  operation 
AS  such,  then  the  town  society  or  societies  in  such  county  or  other 
agricultural  societies  in  such  county  that  would  otherwise  be 
entitled  to  share  under  the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  referred 
to  in  this  section,  shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of  such 
money  on  the  same  basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county  fair, 
provided  such  town  societies  sustain  a  public  fair,  with  premium 
lists  and  reports  of  such  town  fairs  shall  be  forwarded  and  made 
to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  All  such  societies  shall  here- 
after, on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year. 
Ale  a  statement  duly  verified  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  show- 
ing the  amount  of  premiums  paid  at  the  last  annual  fair,  exclusive 
of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance 
of  man  or  beast,  which  statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture.  No  such  society,  other  than  a 
county  society,  shall  be  hereafter  entitled  to  receive  such  appro- 
priations in  any  year  in  which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  suoh 
premium  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars.  Any  town  or  other 
Agricultural  society  in  a  county  in  which  there  is  no  agricultural 
society  and  which,  according  to  the  terms  of  this  section  receives 
any  portion  of  the  seventy  per  centum  of  such  funds  apportioned 
to  county  agricultural  societies,  shall  not  receive  the  portion  of 
the  thirty  per  centum  of  such  funds  which  they  would  be  otherwise 
entitled  to  receive.  Any  society,  club  or  exposition,  except  the 
New  York  State  Agricultural  society,  receiving  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars  under  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-nine  of 
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this  act,  shall  not  receive  any  other  portion  of  the  money  appro- 
priated for  the  promotion  of  agriculture. 

§  2.  The  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  thi^ 
teen  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  being  the  sum  collected  from 
racing  associations  in  pursuance  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  as 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-^even  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  chapter  five  hundred  and 
seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  be  distributed  in  the  manner  provided  by  section 
eighty-eight  of  the  agricultural  law,  as  hereby  amended,  and  in  the 
proportion  provided  by  this  act  for  the  distribution  of  moneys 
collected  as  hereinbefore  recited.  Such  money  shall  be  payable 
by  the  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  on  the  order 
of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  128. 

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture 
by  the  college  of  agriculture  of  Cornell  university. 

Became  a  law  March  25,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Goyemor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorJOy  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  promotion  of  agricultural  knowledge  through- 
out the  state,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necesssary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  be  paid  to 
the  college  of  agriculture  at  Cornell  university  to  be  expended  in 
giving  instruc-ion  throughout  the  state  by  means  of  schools,  lec- 
tures and  other  university  extension  methods,  or  otherwise,  and 
in  conducting  investigations  and  experiments;  in  discovering  the 
diseases  of  plants  and  remedies;  in  ascertaining  the  best  method  of 
fertilization  of  fields^,  gardens  and  plantations;  and  best  modes  of 
tillage  and  farm  management  and  improvement  of  live  stock;  and 
in  printing  leaflets  and  disseminating  agricultural  knowledge  by 
means  of  lectures  or  otherwise;  and  in  preparing  and  printing  for 
free  distribution  the  results  of  such  investigations  and  experi- 
ments; and  for  republishing  such  bulletins  as  may  be  useful  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  work;  and  such  other  information  as  may  be 
deemed  desirable  and  profitable  in  promoting  the  agricultural  in- 
terests  of  the  state.  Such  college  of  agriculture  may,  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  employ 
teachers  and  experts  and  necessary  clerical  help  to  assist  in  carry- 
ing out  the  purposes  of  this  bill.  Such  teachers,  experts  and  cleri- 
cal  help  may  be  removed  by  the  college  of  agriculture  in  its  .iia- 
cretion;  and  may  be  paid  for  their  services  such  sum  or  sums  as 
may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  proper  and  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture.    All  of  such  work  by  sueh  teach- 
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«rB  and  experts  who  shall  be  employed  under  this  bill  shall  be 
under  the  general  superTision  and  direction  of  the  commissioner  of 
agricalture.  The  sum  appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  state  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  Cornell  university,  upon  such  treasurer  filing 
with  the  comptroller  a  bond  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties 
as  the  comptroller  may  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  ap- 
plication of  such  sum  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated.  Such  sum  shall  be  payable  by  the  treasurer  of  Cor- 
nell university  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  officers  or  agents 
of  such  university  having  charge  of  such  college  of  agriculture, 
and  such  vouchers  shall  be  filed  by  the  treasurer  of  Cornell  uni- 
versity in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  of  the  state. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTER  500. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  the  promotion 
of  sugar  beet  culture  by  scientific  and  practical  experiment,  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Became  a  law  May  18,  1897,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  *'  An  act  in  relation 
to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of 
chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  article  four,  a  new  article  to  be  known  as  article 
Ave,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sugar  Beet  Culture.

76.  Apportionment  of  moneys  by  commissioners  of  agnci.ltore. 
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Section  71.  Commissioners  of  agricultnre  to  apportion  moneys 
appropriated  for  promotion  of  sugar  beet  culture. — ^Money  appro- 
priated for  tbe  promotion  of  sugar  beet  culture  by  scientific  and 
practical  experiment  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  commissioners 
of  agriculture  to  the  persons,  firms,  association's  or  corporations 
entitled  thereto,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article.

§  72.  Persons,  et  cetera,  to  whom  moneys  may  be  distributed. — 
Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  sugar  from  beets  grown  in  the  state  of  New 
York,  upon  registration  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
oulture,  and  filing  a  certificate  therein,  stating  the  name  of  such 
person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  the  location  of  the  factory, 
and  the  capacity  thereof,  and  the  time  when  the  manufacture  of 
sugar  began  or  is  to  begin,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  distributive  share 
of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  promotion  and  encouragement 
of  sugar  beet  culture,  as  provided  in  this  article.  No  such  person^ 
firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  receive  any  portion  of  the 
moneys  so  appropriated,  unless  all  the  beets  used  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  such  sugar  are  grown  within  the  state  of  New  York,  and 
unless  the  grower  received  therefor  a  net  sum  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  per  ton,  and  provided  such  beets  are  not  grown  by  the 
manufacturer  of  such  sugar.  No  money  shall  be  distributed  to 
such  manufacturers,  unless  the  sugar  manufactured  by  them  shall 
contain  at  least  ninety  per  centum  of  crystallized  sugar.  The  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  may  expend  such  sum  or  sums  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  or  expedient,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  article,  in  practical 
and  scientific  experiments  in  growing  sugar  beets  in  one  or  more 
sections  of  this  state,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  adapta- 
bility of  the  soil  thereof  for  the  production  of  sugar  beets. 

§  73.  Statements;  inspections,  branding  of  packages. — The  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  sugar  upon  which  said  money  is  to  be 
paid  shall  be  determined  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  in 
this  state,  with  whom  all  claimants  shall,  from  time  to  time,  file 
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verified  statements  showing  the  quantity  and  qaalitj  of  sugar 
manufactured  by  them,  the  price  paid  the  producer  for  beets  and 
upon  which  said  money  is  claimed.  The  said  commissioner  shall, 
without  unnecessary  delay,  visit  or  cause  to  be  visited  by  such  per- 
sons as  he  shall  designate  in  writing^  the  factory  where  said  sugar 
has  been  produced  or  manufactured,  and  take  such  evidence  by 
the  sworn  testimony  of  the  officers  or  employes  of  such  factory  or 
others,  as  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  sugar  so  manufactured, 
and  the  price  paid  for  beets  as  to  him  or  the  person  so  designated 
by  him  shall  appear  satisfactory  and  conclusive.  The  sugar  so 
manufactured  shall  be  placed  by  the  manufacturer  in  original 
packages,  which  shall  be  examined  and  branded  by  the  said  com- 
missioner or  person  by  him  designated,  with  a  suitable  brand, 
showing  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  sugar  contained  in  each 
of  said  packages,  of  which  an  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  by 
said  inspector,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture of  this  state. 

§  74.  iBBpecton,  to  be  appointed  by  commissioner. — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  to  appoint  a 
resident  inspector  in  each  town  or  city  where  one  or  more  manu- 
factories of  sugar  may  be  located  in  this  state,  the  aggregate  out- 
put of  which  factories  shall  exceed  two  thousand  pounds  of  sugar 
per  day,  and  such  examiner  shall  make  such  examinations,  take 
such  evidence  and  make  such  records  and  reports  as  is  specified 
in  section  two  of  this  act.  The  compensation  or  fee  for  such  ser- 
vice of  said  inspector  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  package  so  branded,  nor  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  for 
any  one  day's  service,  and  such  resident  inspector  shall  be  required 
to  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  to  the  state  of  New  York,  contingent  on  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties,  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  said 
commissioner  of  agriculture.  Said  fees  or  compensation,  together 
with  the  cost  of  said  brand  and  any  and  all  analysis  that  the  said 
commissioner  of  agriculture  or  other  authorized  inspector  shall 
require  to  be  made,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  claimant  of  said 
money. 
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{Amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  101  of  the  La%DB  of  1899.) 

§  75.  Weighman,  powers  and  duties. — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  to  appoint  at  each  sugar 
manufactory  in  this  state  where  the  output  of  such  manufactory 
shall  exceed  two  thousand  pounds  of  sugar  per  day,  a  person  who 
shall  weigh  all  beets  received  by  the  person  or  persons,  corporation 
or  association  operating  said  manufactory.  Such  person  shall  be 
known  as  the  weighman,  and  he  shall  keep  accurate  record  of  all 
duties  performed  by  him.  He  shall  discharge  all  duties  pertaining 
to  his  position  in  an  impartial  manner,  and  shall  furnish  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  with  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
prescribed  by  this  act.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture  may  ap- 
point such  person  or  persons  to  assist  said  weighman  as  the  service 
to  be  performed  may  require.  Each  person  so  appointed  shall  give 
bond  as  provided  by  this  section.  The  weighman  shall  take  into 
his  possession,  promptly  on  receipt  of  beets  at  such  manufactory, 
such  samples  of  beets  as  he  deems  fair  and  equitable,  from  which 
to  remove  dirt  or  other  dockage.  He  shall  then  promptly  weigh 
all  beets  from  which  samples  have  been  taken  and  keep  an  ac- 
curate record  of  all  weights^  and  all  of  such  records  shall  show  the 
names  of  both  the  seller  and  the  buyer.  The  weights  furnished 
by  said  weighman  shall  be  accepted  by  both  the  seller  and  the 
buyer,  and  upon  such  weights  so  furnished  settlement  between  the 
seller  and  the  buyer  shall  be  made.  The  compensation  or  fee  al- 
lowed such  weighman  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per 
day  for  time  actually  employed  and  for  his  assistants  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed.  All 
expenses  arising  from  the  duties  of  said  weighman  or  his  assis- 
tants, as  prescribed  by  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or 
persons,  corporation  or  association  operating  such  manufactory 
where  such  expense  is  incurred. 

§  70.  Distribution  of  moneys  by  commissioner  of  agriculture. — 
On  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement  of 
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the  quantity  of  sugar  manufactured  by  each  person,  firm  or  associa- 
tion or  corporation  entitled  to  receive  a  portion  of  the  moneys  ap- 
propriated for  the  promotion  and  encouragement  of  sugar  beet 
culture.  He  shall  apportion  to  each  such  person,  firm,  association 
or  corporation  the  moneys  so  appropriated  according  to  the 
amount  of  sugar  of  the  grade  described  in  this  article  manufac- 
tured by  each  of  them,  during  the  preceding  year.  Not  more  than 
one  cent  a  pound  shall  be  paid  in  any  one  year  on  account  of  the 
sugar  so  manufactured.  Such  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall 
certify  to  the  comptroller  the  amount  apportioned  to  each  manu- 
facturer of  sugar  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article;  and 
the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  amount  so  certified,  payable  to  the  party  or  parties  to 
whom  such  apportionment  was  made.

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titled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general 
laws,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(Amended  ly  chapter  558  of  the  Laws  of  1898,  chapter  43.5  of  the 
Laws  of  1899,  chapters  76  (md  559  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  and  chap- 
ter 656  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  37.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article 
shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  the  sum  of 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  suoh  violation.    When 
such  violation  consists  of  the  manufacture  or  production  of  any 
prohibited  article,  each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which 
such  manufacture  orproduction  is  carried  on  or  oontinued,  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  article.  When 
the  violation  consists  of  the  sale,  or  the  offering  or  exposing  for 
sale  or  exchange  of  any  prohibited  article  or  substance,  the  sale  of 
each  one  of  several  packages  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation, 
and  each  day  on  which  any  such  article  or  substance  is  offered  or  ex- 
posed for  sale  or  exchange^  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation  of 
this  article.   When  the  use  of  any  such  article  or  substance  is  pro- 
hibited, each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which  said  article  or 
substance  is  so  used  or  furnished  for  use,  shall  constitute  a  separate 
violation,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  same  for  use  to  each  person  to 
whom  the  same  may  be  furnished  shall  constitute  a  separate  viola- 
tion.   Whoever  by  himself  or  another  violates  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  article  two  of  said  chapter,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than

— Every 
purchaser  of  paris  green  in  original  packages,  which  is  man- 
ufactured outside  of  this  state,  who  intends  to  sell  or  expose 
the  same  for  sale,  and  every  manufacturer  of  paris  green  within 
this  state  shall,  after  filing  the  statement  above  provided  for, 
with  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  receive  from  the  said  com- 
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miBsioner  of  agricnltare,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  has  com- 
plied with  the  foregoing  statement^  which  certificate  shall  be  fur- 
nished without  any  charge  therefor;  said  certificate  when  fur- 
nished shall  authorize  the  party  receiving  the  same  to  deal  in 
this  state  in  paris  green.  Any  person  who  fails  to  file  the  state- 
ment aforesaid  shall  not  be  entitled  to  such  certificate  and  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  deal  in  paris  green  within  this  state;  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  retail  dealers. 

§  112.  Composition  of  paris  green  or  analogous  products. — 
Paris  green^  or  any  product  analogous  to  it,  when  sold,  offered 
or  exposed  for  sale,  as  such,  in  this  state,  shall  contain  at  least 
fifty  per  centum  of  arsenious  oxide. 

§  113.  Paris  green  to  be  analyzed  at  experiment  station. — ^The 
director  of  the  New  York  state  agricultural  experiment  station, 
at  Geneva,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture, examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined,  the  different  brands  of 
paris  green  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  within  the  state, 
and  cause  samples  of  the  same  to  be  analyzed,  and  shall  report 
the  result  of  the  analysis  forthwith  to  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture, 

§  114.  Penalty  for  violations. — Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  as- 
sociation, company  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars; 
and  in  addition  thereto  shall  forfeit  and  pay  unto  the  |ieople  of 
the  state  of  New  York  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together 
with  the  costs  of  the  suit  in  an  action  caused  to  be  brought  by 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  as  provided  by  section  eight  of  the  agricul- 
tural law.

Section  1.  Section  thirty-two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three 
entitled  '^  An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articlen 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general 
laws,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  read  as  follows: 

§  32.  No  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  buying  or  re- 
ceiving milk,  not  produced  from  the  dairy  .of  such  person,  flrm> 
association  or  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same 
for  consumption  as  such,  or  for  manufacturing  the  same  into 
butter,  cheese,  condensed  milk  or  other  human  food,  shall  keep 
the  same  in  utensils,  cans,  vessels,  room  or  rooms,  building  or 
buildings,  that  are  unclean  or  that  have  unsanitary  surroundings 
or  drainage,  or  in  any  condition  whatsoever  that  would  tend  to 
produce  on  promote  conditions  favorable  to  unhealthfulness  or 
disease.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  notify  all  persons, 
firms,  associations  or  corporations  violating  this  section,  to  clean 
said  utensils,  cans,  vessels,  room  or  rooms,  building  or  buildings, 
or  to  so  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  that  the  law  will  not  be 
violated,  and  if  such  notice  is  complied  with  in  ten  days  time, 
Sundays  excepted,  then  no  action  shall  lie  for  a  violation  of  this 
section.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  cities  of  the 
first  class.

Section  1.  Section  ninety-one  of  chapter  three  hundred  thirty- 
eight,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  91.  (1)  No  person  shall  manufacture  for  sale,  keep  for  sale, 
or  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any  sugar  in  imitation  or  semblance 
of  maple  sugar  which  is  not  pure  maple  sugar,  nor  any  syrup  in 
imitation  or  semblance  of  maple  syrup,  which  is  not  pure  maple 
syrup,  nor  shall  any  person  manufacture,  offer  or  expose  for 
sale  any  sugar  as  and  for  maple  sugar  which  is  not  pure  maple 
sugar,  nor  any  syrup  as  and  for  maple  syrup  which  is  not  pure 
maple  syrup. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  term  '^  maple  sugar  "  shall 
be  deemed  to  mean  sugar  made  from  pure  maple  sap  or  pure 
maple  syrup,  and  the  term  ^'  maple  syrup  "  shall  be  deemed  to 
mean  syrup  made  from  pure  maple  sap. 

§  2.  The  following  section  is  hereby  added  to  chapter  three 
hundred  thirty-eight,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three,  and 
shall  be  known  as  section  ninety-two. 

§  92.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  expose  for  sale,  any 
<)ompound  or  mixture  as  and  for  sugar  which  shall  be  made  up 
of  maple  sugar  mixed  with  any  other  sugar  or  any  other  sub- 
stance without  branding  or  labeling  the  said  sugar  with  a  state- 
ment giving  the  ingredients  of  which  it  is  made  up.  No  person 
shall  manufacture,  sell,  expose  for  sale,  or  offer  for  sale  any  com- 
pound or  mixture  as  syrup  which  shall  be  made  up  of  maple 
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syrup  mixed  with  any  other  syrup  or  ingredient  without  brand- 
ing or  labeling  said  syrup  with  a  statement  giTing  the  ingred- 
ients of  which  it  is  mad^  up.  This  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to  a  syrup  or  syrups  manufactured  and  sold  for  medicinal 
purposes  only. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AS  ACT  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  and  deception  in  the  sale 

of  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil. 

Became  a  law  April  22,  1898,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

a  majority  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  a/nd 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  manufacture 
or  mix  for  sale,  sell,  or  offer  for  sale,  under  the  name  of  raw  lin- 
seed oil,  any  article  which  is  not  wholly  the  product  of  com- 
mercially pure  linseed  or  flaxseed.  Nor  shall  any  person,  Ann  or 
oorporation  manufacture  or  mix  for  sale,  seU,  or  offer  for  sale, 
under  the  name  of  boiled  linseed  oil,  any  article,  unless  the  oil 
from  which  said  article  is  made  be  wholly  the  product  of  com- 
mercially pure  linseed  or  flaxseed,  and  unless  the  same  has  been 
heated  to  at  least  two  hundred  and  twenty-flve  degrees  Fahren- 
heit. 

2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  sale 
or  manufacture  of  any  compound  of  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil;  pro- 
vided, that  such  compound,  if  it  imitates  in  appearance  and  is 
designed  to  take  the  place  of  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil,  shall  not 
be  manufactured  or  mixed  for  sale,  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  under 
a  name  or  description  containing  the  words  ^Hinseed  oil''  or 
"flaxseed  oil." 

8.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished,  for  each 
and  every  such  violation,  with  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dol- 
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lars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars;  and  in  default  of  the 
payment  of  such  fine  shall  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  thirty  days. 

4,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this, act.  The  said  commissioner  and 
his  assistants,  experts  and  chemists,  and  other  appointed  by  him, 
shall  have  access,  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  all  places  of 
business  and  buildings  where  linseed  or  flaxseed  oil  is  kept  for 
sale  or  stored.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  open  any  tank,  barrel,  can  or  other  vessel  containing  such  oil, 
and  may  inspect  the  contents  thereof^  and  take  samples  there- 
from for  analysis. 

6.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall,  in  addition  to  the  fines  herein  pre- 
viously described,  for  each  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  fixed  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars.  Such  penalty  shall  be  recovered,  with 
costs,  in  any  court  of  the  state  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  in  an 
action  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  people,  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  or  any  of  his  assistants,  and  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  department  of  said 
commissioner.  In  any  action  commenced  in  the  supreme  court 
for  the  recovery  of  such  penalties,  an  application  may  be  made 
on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  to  said  court  or  any  justice  thereof 
for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant,  his  agents,  servants 
and  employes,  from  the  further  violation  of  this  act  during  the 
pendency  of  the  action,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  court  or 
justice  to  grant  the  injunction,  in  the  same  manner  as  injunc- 
tions are  usually  granted  under  the  rules  and  practice  of  such 
court,  upon  proof  by  affidavits  that  the  defendant  has  been  guilty 
of  such  violation,  either  before  or  after  the  commencement  of 
the  action.  In  case  the  plaintiff  shall  recover  judgment  for  the 
penalty  or  penalties  demanded  in  the  complaint,  the  judgment 
shall  contain  a  permanent  injunction,  restraining  the  defendant, 
his  agents,  servants  and  employes,  from  any  further  violation 
of  the  section  or  sections  on  which  the  recovery  is  obtained.

The  People  of  tlie  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  82.  The  prevention  of  disease  in  fmit  trees  and  the  extir- 
pation of  insect  pests  that  infect  the  same. — No  person  shall 
knowingly  or  willfully  keep  any  peach,  almond,  apricot,  op 
nectarine  tree  affected  with  the  contagious  disease  known  as 
yellows.  Nor  shall  any  person  knowingly  or  willfully  keep  any 
plum,  cherry  or  other  trees  infected  with  the  contagious  disease 
or  fungus,  known  as  black  knot,  nor  any  tree,  shrub  or  plant  in- 
fested with  or  by  the  San  Jos^  scale  or  other  insect  pest  danger- 
ously injurious  to  or  destructive  of  the  trees,  shrub  or  other  plant. 
Every  such  tree,  shrub  and  plant  shall  be  a  public  nuisance,  and  no 
damage  shall  be  awarded  for  entering  upon  premises  and  destroy- 
ing such  trees  if  infected  with  yellows  or  infested  with  San  Jos^ 
scale  or  for  cutting  away  the  diseased  part  of  any  tree  affected 
with  black  knot  or  altogether  destroying  such  tree  if  necessary  to 
suppress  such  disease,  if  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided.  Every  per- 
son when  he  becomes  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  or 
insect  pest  in  any  tree  owned  by  him  shall  forthwith  report  the 
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same  to  the  commisBioner  of  agricultnre  at  Albany,  New  York, 
requesting  said  commissioner  to  take  such  action  as  the  law  pro* 
yidea.

§  83.  Appointment  and  duties  of  the  agent  of  the  commis- 
lioner  of  agriculture. — ^When  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture knows  or  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  such  contagions  dis- 
ease exists,  or  that  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  exists, 
or  danger  is  justly  apprehended  of  its  introduction  in  any  town  or 
city  in  the  state,  or  that  any  injurious  insect  pest  exists  within 
this  state,  and  has  reason  to  believe  that  danger  may  be  justly 
apprehended  from  its  existence,  he  shall  forthwith  send  some 
competent  person  and  such  agent  or  agents  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  assist  in  extirpating  said  pest  or  pests,  disease  or 
diseases,  and  the  said  commissioner  of  agriculture  Is  hereby  au- 
thorised and  empowered  to  take  such  steps  and  do  whatever  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  so  control  or  prevent  the  spread  or  extir- 
pate said  pest  or  pests,  disease  or  diseases,  and  he  shall,  unless 
previously  inspected  by  a  federal  officer  the  same  year,  cause  an 
examination  to  be  made  at  least  once  each  year  prior  to  Septem- 
ber first  of  each  and  every  nursery  or  other  place  where  trees, 
shrubs  or  plants,  commonly  known  as  nursery  stock,  are  grown 
for  sale  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  trees,  shmbs 
or  plants  therein  kept  or  propagated  for  sale  are  infected  with 
any  such  contagious  disease  or  diseases,  or  infested  with  such 
pest  or  pests.  If  after  such  examination  it  is  found  that  the  said 
trees,  shrubs  or  other  plants  so  examined  are  free  in  all  respects 
from  any  such  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  diseases,  dan- 
gerously injurious,  pest  or  pests,  the  said  commissioner,  or  his 
duly  authorized  agent  or  other  person  designated  to  make  such 
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examination  shall  therenpon  issue  to  the  owner  or  proprietor  of 
the  said  stock  thus  examined  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  fact 
of  the  examination  and  that  the  stock  so  examined  is  apparently 
free  from  any  and  all  such  disease  or  diseasesy  pest  or  pests. 
Shonld  any  nurseryman,  agent,  dealer  or  broker  send  out  or  de* 
liver  within  the  state,  trees,  vines,  shrubs,  plants,  buds  or  cut- 
tings, commonly  known  as  nursery  stock,  and  which  are  subject 
to  the  attacks  of  the  insects  and  diseases  above  provided  for,  un- 
less he  has  in  his  possession  a  copy  of  said  certificate;  dated 
within  a  year  tnereof ;  deface  or  destroy  said  certificate;  or  wrong- 
fully be  in  possession  of  said  certificate,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.  All  nursery  stock  shipped  by  freight,  express  or 
other  transportation  companies,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  said  certificate  attached  to  each  car,  box,  bale  or  package.  Any 
person  shipping  nursery  stock  as  above,  without  such  certificate 
attached  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  A  certificate  issued 
by  an  official  of  the  United  States,  setting  forth  the  fact  that  the 
nursery  stock  is  free  from  any  and  all  such  disease  or  diseases, 
pest  or  pests,  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  state  inspection.  If 
in  the  judgment  of  the  said  commissioner  of  agriculture  or  the 
person  or  persons  representing  him,  the  trees,  shrubs  or  other 
plants  should  be  entirely  destroyed,  then  such  destruction  shall 
be  carried  on  and  completed  under  the  supervision  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  or  the  person  or  persons  duly  appointed  by 
him,  without  unnecessary  delay,  but  the  owner  of  the  trees  shall 
be  notified  immediately,  upon  its  being  determined  that  they 
must  be  destroyed,  by  a  written  notice  signed  by  such  commis- 
sioner, or  the  person  representing  him  and  left  at  his  usual  place 
of  residence,  or  if  not  a  resident  of  the  town  by  leaving  the  notice 
with  the  person  in  charge  of  the  premises,  trees  or  fruit  or  in 
whose  possession  they  may  be.  Such  notice  shall  contain  a  brief 
statement  of  the  facts  found  to  exist,  whereby  it  is  deemed  neces- 
sary to  destroy  said  trees,  shrubs  or  other  plants,  and  shall  call 
attention  to  the  law  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  destroy  them. 
In  case  of  objection  to  the  findings  of  the  inspector  or  agent  of 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  an  appeal  shall  be  made  to  said 
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commissioner,  whose  decision  shall  be  final^  an  appeal  must  be 
taken  within  three  days  from  service  of  said  notice,  and  shall  act 
as  a  stay  of  proceedings  until  it  is  heard  and  decided.  When  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  or  the  person  or  persons  appointed 
by  him  shall  be  determined  that  any  tree  or  trees,  shrubs  or  other 
plants  must  be  treated  or  destroyed,  forthwith  he  may  employ  all 
necessary  assistants  for  that  purpose,  and  such  person  or  persons, 
agent  or  agents,  employee  or  employees  may  enter  any  or  all 
premises  in  any  town  or  city  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  such 
treatment,  removal  or  destruction.

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assemhly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to 
agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six 
and  seven  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby 
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amended  by  adding  the  following  sections,  to  be  known  ap  section 
seventy-one,  seventy-two  and  seventy-three. 

§  Tl.  No  person  shall  slaughter,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the 
same  for  food,  or  expose  for  sale  or  sell  within  this  state,  or  bring 
or  cause  to  be  brought  into  any  city,  town  or  village  within  this 
rtate  for  food  any  calf  or  carcass  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof 
except  the  hide,  unless  it  is  in  good,  healthy  condition  and  was  at 
least  four  weeks  of  age  at  the  time  of  killing.  Any  person  or 
persons  duly  authorized  by  the  oommisaioner  of  agriculture,  may 
examine  any  calf  or  veal  found  within  this  state  offered  or 
exposed  for  Bale,  or  kept  with  intent  to  sell  as  food,  and  if 
such  calf  18  under  four  weeks  of  age,  or  the  veal  is  from  a 
calf  killed  under  four  weeks  of  age,  or  from  a  calf  in  an  un- 
healthy condition  when  so  killed,  he  may  seize  the  same  and 
cause  it  to  be  destroyed  or  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  to 
make  it  impossible  to  be  thereafter  used  as  food. 

*§  72.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  corporation,  partnership,  person  or  persons  to  ship  to 
or  from  any  part  of  this  state  any  carcass  or  carcasses  of  a  calf 
or  calves  or  any  part  of  such  carcass  except  the  hide,  unless 
they  shall  attach  to  every  carcass  or  part  thereof  so  shipped

Section  eighty-eight  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  bm 
amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:

144  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  88.  Beceipts  and  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  promotion  of 
Agriculture. — Of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture  in  any  one  year,  twenty  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall 
be  distributed  in  premiums  by  the  New  York  State  Agricultural 
Society;  two  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  each  of  the 
agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs,  or  agricultural  exposi- 
tions which  shall  have  held  annual  agricultural  fairs  or  meetings 
during  each  of  the  three  years  next  preceding  such  appropriation, 
and  which  shall  have  paid  at  each  of  such  annual  fairs  or  meetings 
Iduring  such  three  years  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  as 
premiums  for  agricultural  interests,  exclusive  of  the  premiums 
paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  by  man  or  beast, 
under  the  conditions  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  eighty- 
nine  of  this  chapter.  Seventy  per  centum  of  the  balance  of  the 
amount  so  appropriated  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed 
among  the  various  county  agricultural  societies  and  the  American 
Institute  in  The  City  of  New  York;  and  thirty  per  centum  thereof 
among  the  various  towns  and  other  agricultural  societies,  agrioul- 
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tural  clubs  or  agricultaral  expositions  entitled  by  this  section  to 
receive  thirty  per  centum  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  comp- 
troller from  the  tax  collected  from  the  racing  associations,  cor- 
porations or  clubs  of  the  state.  Such  apportionment  and  distribu- 
tion shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner:  One-half  of  the  seventy  per  centum  to  be  appor- 
tioned to  such  county  agricultural  societies  and  the  American 
Institute  in  The  City  of  New  York  shall  be  apportioned  and  dis- 
tributed equally  and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  actual 
premiums  paid  during  the  previous  year  by  such  societies  and  in- 
stitute, exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill 
or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county  agricultural 
society  in  any  county,  or  if  the  county  agricultural  society  is  not 
in  active  operation  as  such,  then  the  town  society  or  societies  in 
«uch  county,  or  other  agricultural  societies  in  such  county,  except 
the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Society,  that  would  otherwise 
be  entitled  to  share  under  the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  re- 
ferred to  in  this  section,  shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of 
such  money  on  the  same  basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county 
agricultural  society,  provided  such  societies  sustain  a  public  fair 
with  premium  list,  which  premium  list  and  reports  of  such  socie- 
ties shall  be  forwarded  and  made  to  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture. Of  the  thirty  per  centum  to  be  distributed  among  the 
various  town  and  other  agricultural  societies^  clubs  or  expositions 
one-third  thereof  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally  and 
the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by 
said  society,  club  or  exposition  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual 
fair  upon  the  awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of 
the  money  to  be  distributed,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials 
or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  No  propor- 
tion of  such  amount  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  society,  club  or  ex- 
position in  which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  such  premiums 
in  the  year  preceding  such  apportionment,  is  less  than  five  hundred 
•dollars.  All  revenues  which  have  been  or  shall  be  received  by  the 
comptroller,  and  not  distributed  as  heretofore  provided,  and  all 
moneys  received  by  him  from  the  tax  collected  from  racing  asso- 
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ciations  pursuant  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four^  and  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,

ninety-five,  received  appropriations  from  the  state,  other  than  ap- 
propriations that  they  received  from  the  fund  to  be  distributed  to 
county  societies  from  the  fact  that  there  was  no  county  society  in 
existence  or  in  active  operation  within  that  county,  as  follows: 
One-third  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally  and  the  re- 
mainder in  proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said 
society,  club  or  exposition  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fairs 
upon  the  awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the 
money  to  be  distributed,  such  sums  shall  only  be  paid  to  such 
societies  which  have  received  appropriations  from  the  state  pre- 
vious to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  are  now  duly  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  in  active  operation  in 
counties  having  a  population  according  to  the  census  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-two  of  over  three  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  inhabitants,  or  which  shall  have  held  fairs,  annually, 
during  each  of  the  thre^  years  prior  to  May  twenty-ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  which  shall  have  paid,  at  their  an- 
nual meetings  or  fairs  during  such  three  years,  not  less  that  one 
thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate  as  premiums  for  agriculture, 
mechanical,  and  domestic  products,  exclusive  of  the  premiums 
paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast, 
and  which  shall  have  filed  their  report  with  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture,  on  or  before  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  as  heretofore  provided  in  chapter  eight  hundred  and  twenty 
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of  the  !awB  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.  Seventy  per 
centnm  of  such  funds  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  among  the  various  county  agricultural  societies 
throughout  the  state,  and  the  American  Institute,  in  The  City  of 
New  York,  as  follows:  One-half  shall  be  apportioned  and  dis 
tribnted  equally,  and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  premiums 
awarded  and  paid  by  said  society,  club  or  exposition,  for  exhibits 
made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the  awards  or  premiums  of  which 
they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money  to  be  distributed,  exclusive  of 
premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of 
man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county  agricultural  society  in  any 
county,  or  if  the  county  agricultural  society  is  not  in  active  opera- 
tion as  such,  then  the  town  society  or  societies  in  such  county,  or 
other  agricultural  societies  in  such  county,  except  the  New  York 
State  Agricultural  Society,  that  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to 
share  under  the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  referred  to  in  this 
section,  shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of  such  money  on 
the  same  basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county  agricultural 
society,  provided  such  societies  sustain  a  public  fair,  with  pre- 
mium list  and  reports  of  such  societies  shall  be  forwarded  and 
made  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  All  agricultural  socie- 
ties, agricultural  clubs  or  agricultural  expositions  entitled  to  re- 
ceive any  portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  state  must 
hereafter,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
file  a  statement,  duly  verified  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  show- 
ing the  amount  of  premiums  paid  at  the  last  annual  fair,  exclusive 
of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of 
man  or  beast,  which  statement  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture,  otherwise  such  society,  club  or  ex- 
position shall  forfeit  its  right  to  participate  in  the  distribution  of 
such  moneys  for  premiums  paid  for  such  year.  No  proportion  of 
such  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  society,  club  or  exposition 
in  which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  such  premiums  in  the 
year  preceding  such  apportionment,  is  loss  than  five  hundred 
dollars.  Any  town  or  other  agricultural  society  in  a  county 
in  which  there  is  no  county  agricultural  society  in  active 
operation   and   which,   according   to   the  terms   of   this   seo- 
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tion  receives  any  portion  of  the  seventy  per  centum  of 
such  funds  apportioned  ,  to  county  agricultural  societies, 
shall  not  receive  any  portion  of  the  thirty  per  centum  of  such 
funds.  Any  such  society,  club  or  exposition,  receiving  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  under  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-nine 
of  this  act,  shall  not  receive  any  other  portion  of  the  money  appro 
priated  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture.  Any  such  agricultural 
society,  agricultural  club,  agricultural  exposition,  or  agricultural 
fair  association,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  which  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  hold  annual  fairs  and  file  their 
annual  reports  as  provided  by  this  law,  with  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  forfeit  all  of  their 
chartered  rights,  including  any  privileges  or  moneys  they  might 
thereafter  otherwise  be  entitled  to  under  this  act.

CHAFTEB  557. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law^  relative  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  dairy  products. 

Became  a  law  April  26,  1898,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Issembly,  do  enact  as  folloics: 

Section  1.  Section  twelve  of  article  one  of  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  entitled  '^  An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting 
articles  one^  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of 
the  general  laws,"  and  known  as  the  agricultural  law,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  12.  Inspection,  how  condncted. — When  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture,  an  assistant  commissioner,  or  any  person  or  officer 
authorized  by  the  commissioner,  or  by  this  chapter,  to  examine 
or  inspect  any  product  manufactured  or  offered  for  sale  shall  in 
discharge  of  his  duties  take  samples  of  such  product,  he  shall 
before  taking  a  sample,  request  the  person  delivering  the  milk 
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or  who  has  charge  of  it  at  the  time  of  inspection,  to  thoroughly 
stir  or  mix  the  said  milk  before  the  sample  is  taken,  if  the 
person  so  in  charge  refuses  to  stir  or  mix  the  milk  as  requested, 
then  the  person  so  re(]uestJug  shall  himself  so  stir  and  mix  the 
milk  before  taking  the  sample,  and  the  defendant  shall  there 
after  be  precluded  from  introducing  evidence  to  show  that  the 
milk  so  taken  was  not  a  fair  sample  of  the  milk  delivered,  sold, 
offered  or  exposed  for  sale  by  him.  The  person  taking  the 
sample  of  milk  for  analysis  shall  take  duplicate  samples  thereof 
in  the  presence  of  at  least  one  witness,  and  he  shall  in  the  pres- 
ence of  such  witness  seal  both  of  such  samples,  and  shall  tender, 
and,  if  accepted,  deliver  at  the  time  of  taking  one  sample  to  the 
manufacturer  or  vendor  of  such  product,  or  to  the  person  having 
custody  of  the  same,  with  a  statement  in  writing  of  the  cause  of 
the  taking  of  the  sample.  In  taking  samples  of  milk  for  analysis 
at  a  creamery,  factory,  platform  or  other  place  where  the  same  is 
delivered  by  the  producer  for  manufacture,  sale  or  shipment,  or 
from  a  milk  vendor  who  produces  the  milk  which  he  sells,  with  a 
view  of  prosecuting  the  producer  of  such  milk  for  delivering,  sell- 
ing or  offering  for  sale  adulterated  milk,  the  said  commissioner 
of  agriculture  or  assistant,  or  his  agent  or  agents,  shall  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  producer,  take 
a  sample  in  a  like  manner  of  the  mixed  milk  of  the  herd  of  cows 
from  which  the  milk  first  sampled  was  drawn  and  shall  deliver 
the  duplicate  sample  to  the  said  producer  and  shall  cause  the 
sample  taken  by  himself  or  his  agent  to  be  analyzed.  If  the 
sample  of  milk  last  taken  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  or 
his  agent  or  agents  shall  upon  analysis  prove  to  contain  no 
higher  percentage  of  milk  solids,  or  no  higher  percentage  of  fat 
than  as  the  sample  taken  at  the  creamery,  factory,  platform  or 
other  place,  then  no  action  shall  lie  against  the  said  producer 
for  violation  of  subdivisions  one,  two,  three,  seven  and  eight 
of  section  twenty  of  the  agricultural  law.  In  taking  a 
second  sample  as  above  set  forth  from  the  mixed  milk  of 
the  herd,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture to   have  an   assistant,   agent  or  agents   present   during 
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the  entire  time  in  which  the  said  cattle  are  being  milked 
to  observe  closely  so  as  to  be  sure  that  the  milk  thus  to 
be  sampled  is  not  adulterated  and  to  see  that  it  is  thoroughly 
mixed  so  that  the  sample  taken  shall  be  a  fair  sample  of  the 
average  quality  of  the  mixed  milk  of  the  entire  dairy  or  herd  of 
cows  of  said  producer.  If,  however,  the  said  producer  refuses  to 
allow  such  examination  of  the  milk  produced  by  his  dairy  then 
he  shall  be  precluded  from  offering  any  evidence  whatever  tend- 
ing to  show  that  the  milk  delivered  by  him  at  the  said  creamery, 
factory,  platform  or  other  place  was  just  as  it  came  from  the 
cow.'  If  the  said  producer  does  permit  such  examination  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  shall,  upon  receiving  application 
therefor,  send  to  said  producer  a  copy  of  the  analysis  of  each  of 
the  samples  of  milk  so  taken  and  analyzed  as  above  provided. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTER  558. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  in  relation  to  penalties. 

Became  a  law  April  26,  1898,  with  the  approval  of  the  CTovemor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

(Amended  hy  chapter  435  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  and  chapters  76  and 

559  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  37.  Penalties. — Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  article  two  and  three  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state 
of  New  York  a  sum  not  less  than  twontj-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  pvory  such  violation.  When  such 
violation  consists  of  the  manufacture  or  production  of  any  pro- 
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hlbited  article,  each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which  such 
manafacture  or  production  is  carried  on  or  continued,  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
When  the  violation  consists  of  the  sale,  or  the  offering  or  expos- 
ing for  sale  or  exchange  of  any  prohibited  article  or  substance, 
the  sale  of  each  one  of  several  packages  shall  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate violation,  and  each  day  on  which  any  such  article  or  sub- 
stance is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange,,  shall  constitute 
a  separate  violation  of  this  article.  When  the  use  of  any  such 
article  or  substance  is  prohibited,  each  day  during  which  or  any 
part  of  which  said  article  or  substance  is  so  used  or  furnished 
for  use,  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  the  furnishing 
of  the  same  for  use  to  each  person  to  whom  the  same  may  be 
furnished  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  Whoever  by  him- 
self or  another  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  articles  two  and 
three  ol  said  chapter,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  the  first  offense;  and 
by  six  months'  imprisonment  for  the  second  offense. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assemhlyj  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-three  of  chapter  three  hundred  thirty- 
eight,  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety-three,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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§  33.  Manufacturer's  brand  of  cheese. — Every  mannfacturer  of 
full-milk  cheese  may  put  a  brand  upon  each  cheese  indicating 
"full-milk  cheese,"  and  the  date  of  the  month  and  year  when 
made;  and  no  person  shall  use  such  a  brand  upon  any  cheese 
made  from  milk  from  which  any  of  the  cream  has  been  taken. 
The  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  procure  and  issue  to  the 
cheese  manufacturers  of  the  state,  on  proper  application-  there- 
for, and  under^uch  regulations  as  to  the  custody  and  use  there- 
of as  he  may  prescribe,  a  uniform  stencil  brand,  bearing  a  suit- 
able device  or  motto,  and  the  words,  "New  York  state  full- 
cream  cheese."  Every  such  brand  shall  be  used  upon  the  outside 
of  the  cheese  and  shall  bear  a  different  number  for  each  separate 
factory.  The  commissioner  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be 
registered  the  name,  location  and  number  of  each  manufactory 
using  the  brand,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  persons  at  each 
manufactory  authorized  to  use  the  same.  No  such  brand  shall 
be  used  upon  any  other  than  full-cream  cheese  or  packages  con- 
taining the  same. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTEE  13. 


AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  to  continue  the  promotion  of 
sugar  beet  culture,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter five  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven. 

B(»eame  a  law  February  23,  1809,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 

Passed,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Asseinhlyy  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  chapter  five  hundred  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  Of  such  amount  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  may  expend  such  sum  or  sumfi  as  he 
may  decern  necessary  or  exi)edient,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  pi-omoting,  by  instruction  or 
otherwise,  and  encouraging  the  proper  and  economic  cultivation 
of  sugar  beets.  This  appropriation  is  made  by  the  legislature 
in  continuation  of  the  policy  adopted  at  the  session  of  eighteen 
hundred  ninety-seven  iu  the  faith  and  with  the  declared  purpose 
of  making  direct  appropriations  from  the  state  for  a  successive 
period  of  not  less  than  five  years  from  said  first  appropriation, 
in  aid  of  the  ]>ermanent  establishment  of  the  beet  sugar  industry 
in  this  state. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTEE  101. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  the  weighing 

of  sugar  beets. 

Became  a  law  March  17,  1800,  with    the    approval    of    the    Qovemor. 

Passed,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly f  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-five  of  the  agricultural  law,  as 
amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  75.  Weighman,  powers  and  duties. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  to  appoint  at  each  sugar  manu- 
factory in  this  state  where  the  output  of  euch  manufactory  shall 
exceed  two  thousand  pounds  of  sugar  per  day,  a  person  who 
shall  weigh  .all  beets  received  by  the  person  or  persons,  corpora- 
tion or  association  operating  said  manufactory.  Such  person 
shall  be  known  as  the  weighman,  and  he  shall  keep  accurate 
record  of  all  duties  performed  by  him.  He  shall  discharge  all 
duties  pertaining  to  his  position  in  an  impartial  manner,  and 
shall  furnish  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  with  a  good  and 
suflScient  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act.  The  com- 
misioner  of  agriculture  may  appoint  such  person  or  persons  to 
assist  said  weighman  as  the  service  to  be  performed  may  require. 
Each  person  so  appointed  shall  give  bond  as  provided  by  this 
section.  The  weighman  shall  take  into  his  posses-sion,  promptly 
on  receipt  of  beets  at  such  manufactory,  such  samples  of  beets 
as  he  deems  fair  and  equitable,  from  which  to  remove  dirt  or 
other  dockage.  He  shall  then  promptly  weigh  all  beets  from 
which  samples  have  been  taken  and  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
all  weights,  and  all  of  such  records  shall  show  the  names  of  both 
the  seller  and  the  buyer.  The  weights  furnished  by  said  weigh- 
man shall  be  accepted  by  both  the  seller  and  the  buyer,  and  upon 
such  weight  so  furnished  settlement  between  the  seller  and  the 
buyer  shall  be  made.    The  compensation  or  fee  allowed  such 
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weighman  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  for 
time  actually  employed  and  for  his  assistants  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed.  All 
expenses  arising  from  the  duties  of  said  weighman  or  his  assist- 
antSy  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or 
persons,  corporation  or  association  operating  such  manufactory 
where  such  expense  is  incurred.  The  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  section  as  to  weighing  shall  not  apply  to  such  beets  as  are 
weighed  by  agreement  of  the  buyer  and  seller  at  the  station  of 
shipment,  but  the  weighing  in  such  cases  shall  be  done  by  per- 
sons appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  the  ex- 
pense of  such  weighing  shall  be  borne  as  provided  in  this  act. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CEAPTEB  149. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  in  relation  to  process 
butter  and  the  use  of  preservatives  in  dairy  products. 

Became  a  law  March  27,  1899,  with    the    approval    of    the    Governor. 

Passed,  a  majority  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  en- 
titled "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

{Amended  by  chapter  534  of  the  Latcs  of  1900.) 

§  27.  Hannfacture  or  mixing  of  animal  fats  with  milk,  oream  or 
butter  prohibited. — No  person  shall  manufacture,  mix  or  com- 
pound with  or  add  to  natural  milk,  cream  or  butter  any  animal 
fats  Or  animal  or  vegetable  oils,  nor  make  or  manufacture  any 
oleaginous  substance  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream,  with  in- 
tent to  sell  the  same  as  butter  or  cheese  made  from  unadulter- 
ated milk  or  cream  or  have  the  same  in  his  possession  with  such 
intent;  nor  shall  any  person  solicit  or  take  orders  for  the  same 
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or  offer  the  same  for  sale,  nor  shall  any  fiuch  article  or  substance 
or  compound  so  made  or  produced,  be  sold  as  and  for  butter  or 
cheese,  the  product  of  the  dairy.  No  person  shall  coat,  powder 
or  color  with  annatto  or  any  coloring  matter  whatever,  butterine 
or  oleomargarine  or  any  compound  of  the  same  or  any  product 
or  manufacture  made  in  whole  or  in  part  from  animal  fats  or 
animal  or  vegetable  oils  not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk 
or  cream  by  means  of  which  such  product,  manufacture  or  com- 
pound shall  resemble  butter  or  cheese,  the  product  of  the  dairy; 
nor  fihall  he  have  the  same  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell 
the  same  nor  shall  he  sell  or  offer  to  sell  the  same.  Nor  person 
by  himself,  his  agents  or  employes,  shall  manufacture,  sell,  offer 
or  expose  for  sale,  butter  that  is  produced  by  taking  original 
packing  stock  or  other  butter  or  both  and  melting  the  same,  so 
that  the  butter  fat  can  be  drawn  off,  then  mixing  the  said  butter 
fat  with  skimmed  milk  or  milk  or  cream  or  other  milk  product 
and  rechurning  the  said  mixture,  or  that  is  produced  by  any 
similar  process  and  is  commonly  known  as  boiled  or  process 
butter,  unless  he  shall  plainly  brand  or  mark  the  package  or  tub 
or  wrapper  in  which  the  same  is  put  up  in  a  conspicuous  place 
with  the  woihJs  "  I'cnovated  butter."  If  the  same  shall  be  put  up, 
sold,  offered  or  exposed ^f or  sale  in  prints  or  rolls,  then  the  said 
prints  or  rolls  shall  be  labeled  plainly  with  printed  letters  in  a 
conspicuous  place  on  the  wrapper  with  the  words  "  renovated 
butter."  If  the  same  is  packed  in  tubs  or  boxes  or  pails  or  other 
kind  of  a  case  or  package  the  words  "  renovated  butter  "  shall  be 
printed  on  the  top  and  side  of  the  same  in  letters,  at  least,  one 
inch  in  length,  so  as  to  be  plainly  seen  by  the  purchaser.  If  such 
butter  is  exposed  for  sale,  uncovered,  not  in  a  package  or  case,  a 
placard  containing  the  label  so  printed  shall  be  attached  to  the 
mass  of  butter  in  such  manner  as  to  easily  be  seen  and  read  by 
the  purchaser.  No  person  shall  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale, 
any  butter  or  other  dairy  product  containing  a  preservative,  but 
this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  use  of  salt  in  butter 
or  cheese,  or  spirituous  liquors  in  club  or  other  fancy  cheese  or 
sugar  in  condensed  milk. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTEB  223. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in 
relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three, 
four,  five,  six,  seven  and  eight  of  the  general  laws,"  relative  to 
prevention  of  diseases  among  bees. 

Became  a  law  April  3,  1809,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  a/nd 
Assembly,  do  enact  cw  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  80.  The  prevention  of  diseases  among  bees. — No  person  shall 
keep  in  his  apiary  any  colony  of  bees  aifected  with  a  contagious 
malady  known  as  foul  brood  and  every  bee-keeper,  when  he  be- 
comes aware  of  the  existence  of  such  disease  among  his  bees, 
shall  immediately  notify  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  of  the 
existence  of  such  disease. 

§  2.  Section  eighty-one  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  81.  Duties  of  the  commissioner. — The  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture shall  immediately  upon  receiving  notice  of  the  existence 
of  foul  brood  among  bees  in  any  locality,  send  some  competent 
person  or  persons  to  examine  the  apiary  or  apiaries  reported  to 
him  as  being  affected,  and  all  the  other  apiaries  in  the  imme- 
diate locality  of  the  apiary  or  apiaries  so  reported;  if  foul  brood 
is  found  to  exist  in  them,  the  person  or  persons  so  sent  by  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  give  the  owners  or  caretakers 
of  the  diseased  apiary  or  apiaries  full  instructions  how  to  treat 
said  cases.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  cause  said 
apiary  pr  apiaries  to  be  visited  from  time  to  time  as  he  may 
deem  best  and  if,  after  proper  treatment,  the  said  bees  shall 
not  be  cured  of  the  disease  known  as  foul  brood,  then  he  may 
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cause  the  same  to  be  destroyed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  said  disease.  For  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  this  act,  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  his 
agents,  employes,  appointees  or  counsel,  shall  have  access,  in- 
gress and  egress  to  all  places  where  bees  or  honey  or  appliances 
used  in  apiaries  may  be,  which  it  is  believed  are  in  any  way 
affected  with  the  said  disease  of  foul  brood.  No  owner  or  care- 
taker of  a  diseased  apiary,  honey  or  appliances  shall  sell,  barter 
or  give  away  any  bees,  honey  or  appliances  from  said  diseased 
apiary,  or  expose  other  bees  to  the  danger  of  said  disease,  nor 
refuse  to  allow  the  said  commissioner  of  agriculture,  or  the 
person^or  persons  appointed  by  him  to  inspect  said  apiary,  honey 
or  appliances,  and  do  such  things  as  the  said  commissioner  of 
agriculture  or  the  person  or  persons  appointed  by  him  shall 
deem  necessary  for  the  eradication  of  said  disease  of  foul  brood. 
Any  person  who  disregards  or  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  thirty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less 
than  one  month  nor  more  than  two  months,  or  by  both  fine  and 
imprisonment. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.' 


CHAPTER  303. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  relative  to  the  pro- 
motion of  sugar  beet  culture. 

Became  a  law  April  13,  18»9,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  OrS  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  thtee,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
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eral  laws,"  as  added  thereto  by  chapter  five  hundred  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  is  Jiereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  72.  Persons,  et  cetera,  to  whom  moneys  may  be  distributed. — 
Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  sugar  from  beets  grown  in  the  state  of  New 
York,  upon  registration  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture,  and  filing  a  certificate  therein,  stating  the  name 
of  such  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation,  the  location  of 
the  factory,  and  the  capacity  thereof,  and  the  time  when  the 
manufacture  of  sugar  began  or  is  to  begin,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  distributive  share  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  promo- 
tion and  encouragement  of  sugar  beet  culture,  as  provided  in 
this  article.  No  such  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation 
shall  receive  any  portion  of  the  moneys  so  appropriated,  unless 
all  the  beets  used  in  the  manufacture  of  such  sugar  are  grown 
within  the  state  of  New  York,  and  unless  the  grower  received 
therefor  a  net  sum  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  per  ton,  to  be 
delivered  at  such  point  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  grower 
and  the  manufacturer,  and  provided  such  beets  are  not  grown 
by  the  manufacturer  of  such  sugar.  No  money  shall  be  dis- 
tributed to  such  manufacturers,  unless  the  sugar  manufactured 
by  them  shall  contain  at  least  ninety  per  centum  of  crystallized 
sugar.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture  may  expend  such  sum 
or  sums  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient,  not  exceeding 
ten  per  centum  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of 
this  article,  in  practical  and  scientific  experiments  in  growing 
sugar  beets  in  one  or  more  sections  of  this  state,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the  adaptability  of  the  soil  thereof  for  the 
production  of  sugar  beets. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  shall  apply  to 
all  moneys  appropriated  by  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hnndnMl  and  ninety- 
eight  and  not  heretofore  distributed.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act 
in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three, 
four  and  five,  constituting  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general 
laws,"  relative  to  penalties. 

Became  a  law  April  25,  1809,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

a  majority  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  a^d 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  as 
amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-foui'  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  as  amended  by  chapter  five 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

{Amended  by  chapters  76  amd  559  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  and  chapter 

656  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  37.  Penalties. — Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  articles  two  and  three  and  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-two 
of  the  agricultural  law  and  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-one 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  forfeit  to 
the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such 
violation.  When  such  violation  consists  of  the  manufacture  or 
production  of  any  prohibited  article,  each  day  during  which  or 
any  part  of  which  such  manufacture  or  production  is  carried  on 
or  continued,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  violation  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  article.  When  the  violation  consists  of  the  sale,  or 
the  offering  or  exposing  for  sale  or  exchange  of  any  prohibited 
article  or  substance,  the  sale  of  each  one  of  several  packages 
shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  each  day  on  which  any 
such  article  or  substance  is  ofTc^rt^d  or  exposed  for  sale  or  ex- 
change, shall  const itiite  a  sci>arat(*  violation  of  this  article. 
When  the  use  of  any  such  artich*  or  substance  is  prohibited, 
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each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which  said  article  or  sub- 
stance is  so  used  or  furnished  for  use,  shall  constitute  a  sepa- 
rate violation,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  same  for  use  to  each 
person  to  whom  the  same  may  be  furnished  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation.    Whoever  by  himself  or  another  violates 
any  of  the  provisions  of  articles  two  and  three  and  sections 
ninety-one  and  ninety-two  of  the  agricultural  law  shall  be  guilty

Became  a  law  May  8,  1899,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  Petyple  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four 
and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a  new  article  to  be  known 
as  article  nine,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  IX.

Section  120.  Term  "  concentrated  commercial  feeding  fftnffs  "  defined. 

121.  Statements  to  be  attached  to  packages;  contents;  analysis.

ment station;  to  be  accompanied  by  sample. 
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Section  123.  License  fee. 

124.  Analysis  to   be  made  by  director  of  experiment  station; 
samples  to  be  taken  for  analysis. 

125.  Penalty  for  yiolation  of  article. 

126.  Sale  of  adulterated  meal  or  ground  grains;  penalty. 

127.  Violation  to  be  reported  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 

§  120.  Term  "  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs  "  defined. — 
The  term  "concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuff"  as  used  in 
this  article,  shall  include  linseed  meals,  cottonseed  meals,  pea- 
meals,  cocoanut  meals,  gluten  meals,  gluten  feeds,  maize  feeds, 
starch  feeds,  sugar  feeds,  dried  brewer's  grains,  malt  sprouts, 
hominy  feeds,  cerealine  feeds,  rice  meals,  oat  feeds,  corn  and  oat 
chops,  ground  beef  or  fish  scraps,  mixed  feeds,  and  all  other 
materials  of  similar  nature;  but  shall  not  include  hays  and 
straw,  the  whole  seeds  nor  the  unmixed  meals  made  directly 
from  the  entire  grains  of  wheat,  rye,  barley,  oats,  Indian  corn, 
buckwheat,  and  broom  corn.  Neither  shall  it  include  wheat, 
rye  and  buckwheat  brans  or  middlings,  not  mixed  with  other 
substances,  but  sold  separately,  as  distinct  articles  of  commerce, 
nor  pure  grains  ground  together. 

§  121.  Statements  to  be  attached  to  packages;  contents;  analysis. — 
Every  manufacturer,  company  op  person  who  shall  sell,  offer  or 
expose  for  sale  or  for  distribution  in  this  state  any  conoentrated 
commercial  feeding  stuff,  used  for  feeding  farm  live  stock,  shall 
furnish  with  each  car  or  other  amount  shipped  in  bulk  and  shall 
affix  to  every  package  of  such  feeding  stuff  in  a  conspicuous  place 
on  the  outside  thereof,  a  plainly  printed  statement  clearly  and 
truly  certifying  the  number  of  net  pounds  in  the  package  sold  or 
offered  for  sale,  the  name  or  trade  mark  under  which  the  article 
is  sold,  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  shipper,  the  place  of 
manufacture,  the  place  of  business  and  a  chemical  analysis 
stating  the  percentages  it  contains  of  crude  protein,  allowing  one 
per  centum  of  nitrogen  to  equal  six  and  one-fourth  per  centum 
of  protein,  and  of  crude  fat,  both  constituents  to  be  determined 
by  the  methods  prescribed  by  the  director  of  the  New  York 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station.    Whenever  any  feeding  stuff 
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is  sold  at  retail  in  bulk  or  in  packages  belonging  to  the  pur- 
chaser, the  agent  or  dealer,  upon  request  of  the  purchaser  shall 
furnish  to  him  the  certified  statement  named  in  this  section* 

§  122.  Statements  to  be  filed  with  director  of  agricultural  experi- 
ment station;  to  be  accompanied  by  sample. — Before  any  manufac- 
turer, company  or  person  shall  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale 
in  this  state  any  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs,  he  or 
they  shall  for  each  and  every  feeding  stuff  bearing  a  distin- 
guishing name  or  trade  mark,  file  annually  during  the  month  of 
December  with  the  director  of  the  New  York  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station  a  certified  copy  of  the  statement  specified  in 
the  preceding  section,  said  certified  copy  to  be  accompanied, 
when  the  director  shall  so  request,  by  a  sealed  glass  jar  or  bottle 
containing  at  least  one  pound  of  the  feeding  stuff  to  be  sold  or 
offered  for  sale,  and  the  company  or  person  furnishing  said  sam- 
pie  shall  thereupon  make  affidavit  that  said  sample  corresponds 
within  reasonable  limits  to  the  feeding  stuff  which  it  represents, 
in  the  percentage  of  protein  and  fat  which  it  contains. 

(Amended  by  chapter  79  of  the  Laws  of  1900.) 

§  123.  license  fee. — Each  manufacturer,  importer,  agent  or 
seller  of  any  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs,  shall  pay 
annually  during  the  month  of  December  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
New  York  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  a  license  fee  of 
twenty-five  dollars.  Whenever  a  manufacturer,  importer,  agent 
or  seller  of  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs  desires  at  any 
time  to  sell  such  material  and  has  not  paid  the  license  fee  there- 
for in  the  preceding  month  of  December,  as  required  by  this  sec- 
tion, he  shall  pay  the  license  fee  prescribed  herein  before  mak- 
ing any  such  sale.  The  amount  of  license  fees  received  by  such 
treasurer  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  paid 
by  him  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  of  New  York.  The  treas- 
urer of  the  state  of  New  York  shall  pay  from  such  amount  when 
duly  appropriated  the  moneys  required  for  the  expense  incurred 
in  making  such  inspection  required  by  this  section  and  enforcing

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the  provisions  thereof.  The  board  of  control  of  the  New  York 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  shall  report  annually  to  the 
legislature  the  amount  received  pursuant  to  this  article,  and  the 
expense  incurred  for  salaries,  laboratory  expenses,  chemical  sup- 
plies, traveling  expenses,  printing  and  other  necessary  matters. 
Whenever  the  manufacturer,  importer  or  shipper  of  concen- 
trated commercial  feeding  stuff  shall  have  filed  the  statement 
required  by  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  this  article 
and  paid  the  license  fee  as  prescribed  in  this  section,  no  agent 
or  seller  of  such  manufacturer,  importer  or  shipper  shall  be  re- 
quired to  file  such  statement  or  pay  such  fee. 

§  124.  Analysis  to  be  made  by  director  of  experiment  station; 
samples  to  be  taken  for  analysis. — The  director  of  the  New  York 
experiment  station  shall  annually  analyze,  or  cause  to  be  ana- 
lyzed, at  least  one  sample  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
prescribed,  of  every  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuff  sold 
or  offered  for  sale  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Said  direc- 
tor shall  cause  a  sample  to  be  taken,  not  exceeding  two  pounds  in 
weight,  for  said  analysis,  from  any  lot  or  package  of  such  com- 
mercial feeding  stuff  which  may  be  in  the  possession  of  any 
manufacturer,  importer,  agent  or  dealer  in  this  state;  but  said 
sample  shall  be  drawn  in  the  presence  of  the  parties  in  interest, 
or  their  representatives  and  taken  from  a  parcel  or  a  number  of 
packages,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  per  centum  of  the 
whole  lot. sampled,  and  shall  be  thoroughly  mixed,  and  then 
divided  into  equal  samples,  and  placed  in  glass  vessels,  and  care- 
fully sealed  and  a  label  placed  on  each,  stating  the  name  of  the 
party  from  whose  stock  the  sample  was  drawn  and  the  time  and 
place  of  drawing,  and  said  label  shall  also  be  signed  by  the  per- 
son taking  the  sample,  and  by  the  party  or  parties  in  interest  or 
Uieir  representative  at  the  drawing  and  sealing  of  said  samples; 
ont»  of  said  duj>licate  samples  shall  be  retained  by  the  director 
and  the  other  by  the  party  whose  stock  was  sampled;  and  the 
sample  (ir  samples  retained  by  the  director  shall  be  for  compari- 
s<in  with  the  certified  statement  named  in  section  one  hundred 
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and  twenty-two  of  this  article.  The  result  of  the  analysis  of  the 
sample  or  samples  so  procured,  together  with  such  additional 
information  as  circumstances  adyise,  shall  be  published  in  re- 
ports or  bulletins  from  time  to  time. 

§  125.  Penalty  for  violation  of  article. — Any  manufacturer,  im- 
porter, or  person  who  shall  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  for 
distribution  in  this  state  any  concentrated  commercial  feeding 
stuff,  without  complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  article, 
or  any  feeding  stuff  which  contains  substantially  a  smaller  per- 
centage of  constituents  than  are  certified  to  be  contained,  shall, 
on  conviction  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense. 

§  126.  Adulterated  meal  or  ground  grain,  penalty. — ^Any  person 
who  shall  adulterate  any  kind  of  meal  or  ground  grain  with 
milling  or  manufacturing  offals,  or  any  other  substance  what- 
ever, for  the  purpose  of  sale,  unless  the  true  composition,  mix- 
ture or  adulteration  thereof  is  plainly  marked  or  indicated  upon 
the  package  containing  the  same  or  in  which  it  is  offered  for 
sale;  or  any  person  who  knowingly  sells,  or  offers  for  sale  any 
meal  or  ground  grain  which  has  been  so  adulterated  unless  the 
true  composition,  mixture- or  adulteration  is  plainly  marked  or 
indicated  upon  the  package  containing  the  same,  or  in  which  it 
is  offered  for  sale,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  or 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  127.  Violation  to  be  reported  to  the  commissioner  of  agricul- 
ture.— Whenever  the  director  becomes  cognizant  of  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  he  shall  report  such 
violation  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  and  said  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture  shall  prosecute  the  party  or  parties  thus 
reported;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  snid  coinmissioner  upon 
thus  ascertaining  any  violation  of  this  article,  to  forthwith 
notify  the  manufacturer,  iin])orter  or  dealer  in  writing  and  give 
him  not  less  than  thirty  days  thereafter  in  which  to  comply 
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with  the  requirements  of  this  article,  but  there  shall  be  no 
prosecution  in  relation  to  the  quality  of  any  concentrated  com- 
mercial stuff  if  the  same  shall  be  found  substantially  equiva- 
lent to  the  certified  statement  named  in  section  one  hundred  and 
twenty-two  of  this  article. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  December  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine. 


CHAFTEB  618. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relating  to  the  manur 
facture  and  use  of  coloring  matter  in  food  products. 

Became  a  law  May  4,  1899,  with  the  approval  of  the  Goyernor.    'Passed, 

tbree-flfths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Article  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled 
"An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two, 
three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  section  to  be 
known  as  section  twenty-nine-a,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

§  29a.  No  person  or  persons  shall  manufacture,  sell  or  expose 
for  sale  any  poisonous  coloring  matter  for  the  coloring  of  food 
products  of  any  kind,  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  use  any 
poisonous  coloring  matter  manufactured,  sold,  offered  or  ex- 
posed for  sale  within  this  state;  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons 
sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  any  food  product  containing  such 
poisonous  coloring  matter.  The  state  board  of  health  shall 
cause  samples  of  coloring  matter  that  are  exposed  for  sale  upon 
the  market  for  use  in  food  products  to  be  analyzed  and  report 
the  results  of  such  analysis  to  the  legislature  at  the  next 
session. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAFTEB  76. 


AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relating  to  penalties  for 
watering  milk  furnished  to  butter  and  cheese  factories  con- 
ducted on  the  co-operative  plan. 

Became  a  law  March  6,  1900,  with  the  approyal  of  the  Qovemor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  en- 
titled ''An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture^  constituting  articles  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  general 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

{Amended  by  chapter  569  of  iAe  Lo/ws  of  1900,  and  chapter  666  of  the 

Laws  of  1901.) 

§  37.  Fenaltiefl. — Every  person  violating  any  of  the  proviedons 
of  articles  two  and  three  of  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-two  of 
the  agricultural  law  and  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  forfeit  to  the 
people  of  the  state  of  New  York  a  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  viola- 
tion. A  person  who  brings  or  causes  to  be  brought  to  a  butter  or 
cheese  factory  owned  or  operated  by  a  co-operative  association, 
milk  diluted  with  water  or  any  unclean,  impure,  unhealthy 
adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  or  milk  from  which  any  of  the 
cream  has  been  taken,  except  pure  skim  milk  to  skim  cheese  fac- 
tories, shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  for  the  first  ofFense 
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the  sum  of  fifty  dollar  and  for  each  subsequent  oflFense  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  upon  recovery  of  the  penalty  so 
prescribed,  one-half  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury, 
one-fourth  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  and  the  remain- 
ing  one-fourth  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  co-operative 
association  owning  or  operating  such  butter  or  cTieese  factory,  to 
be  divided  among  the  members  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
other  receipts  of  such  association.  When  such  violation  consists 
of  the  manufacture  or  production  of  any  prohibited  article,  each 
day  during  which  qt  any  part  of  which  such  manufacture  or  pro- 
duction is  carried  on  or  continued,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  article.  When  the  violation  con- 
sists of  the  sale,  or  the  offering  or  exposing  for  sale  or  exchange  of 
any  prohibited  article  or  substance,  the  sale  of  each  one  of  several 
packages  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  each  day  on 
which  any  such  article  or  substance  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale 
or  exchange  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation  of  this  article. 
When  the  use  of  any  such  article  or  substance  is  prohibited,  each 
day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which  said  article  or  substance  is 
so  used  or  furnished  for  use,  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation, 
and  the  furnishing  of  the  skme  for  use  to  each  person  to  whom 
the  same  may  be  furnished  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 
Whoever  by  himself  or  another  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
articles  two  and  three  and  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-two  of 
the  agricultural  law  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  thaji  twenty-five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
of  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  the  first  offense;  and  by  six 
months'  imprisonment  for  the  second  offense. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTER  79. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relating  to  license  fees 
for  selling  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs. 

Became  a  law  March  7,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  folloios: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agricul- 
ture, constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chap- 
ter thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  as  added  by  chapter  five 
hundred  and  ten  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  123.  license  fee. — Each  manufacturer,  importer,  agent  or 
seller  of  any  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuffs,  shall  pay  an- 
nually during  the  month  of  December  to  the  t^ea8urer  of  the  New 
York  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  a  license  fee  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  brand  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 
Whenever  a  manufacturer,  importer,  agent  or  seller  of  concen- 
trated commercial  feeding  stuffs  desires  at  any  time  to  sell  such 
material  and  has  not  paid  the  license  fee  therefor  in  the  preced- 
ing month  of  December,  as  required  by  this  section,  he  shall  pay 
the  license  fee  prescribed  herein  before  making  any  such  sale. 
The  amount  of  license  fees  received  by  such  treasurer  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  state  of  New  York.  The  treasurer  of  the  state  of  New 
York  shall  pay  from  such  amount  when  duly  appropriated  the 
moneys  required  for  the  expense  incurred  in  making  such  inspec- 
tion required  by  this  section  and  enforcing  the  provisions  thereof. 
The  board  of  control  of  the  New  York  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  shall  report  annually  to  the  legislature  the  amount  re- 
ceived pursuant  to  this  article,  and  the  expense  incurred  for 
salaries,  laboratory  expenses,  chemical  supplies,  traveling  ex- 
penses, printing  and  other  necessary  matters.    Whenever  the 
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manufacturer,  importer  or  shipper  of  concentrated  commercial 
feeding  stuff  shall  have  filed  the  statement  required  by  .section 
one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  this  article  and  paid  the  license 
fee  as  prescribed  in  this  section,  no  agent  or  seller  of  such  man- 
ufacturer, importer  or  shipper  shall  be  required  to  file  such  state- 
ment or  pay  such  fee. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect    immediately. 


CHAPTER  87. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  distribution 

of  moneys  to  agricultural  societies. 

Became  a  law,  March  7,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Qovernor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-eight  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the.  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

(Amended  by  chapter  339  of  the  Laws  of  1900,  and  chapter  144  of  the 

Laws  of  1901.) 

§  88.  Receipts  and  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  promo- 
tion of  agriculture. — Of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  promo- 
tion of  agriculture  in  any  one  year,  twenty  thousand  dollars 
thereof  shall  be  distributed  in  premiums  by  the  New  York  State 
Agricultural  Society;  two  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  paid 
to  each  of  the  agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs,  or  agri- 
cultural expositions  which  shall  have  held  annual  agricultural 
fair  meetings  during  each  of  the  three  years  next  preceding 
such  appropriation,  and  which  shall  have  paid  at  each  of  such 
annual  fairs  or  meetings  during  such  three  years  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  as  premiums  for  agricultural  interests, 
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exclusive  of  the  premiums  jiaid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill 
or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  under  the  conditions  and  in 
the  manner  provided  by  scnttion  eighty-nine  of  this  chapter. 
Seventy  per  centum  of  the  balance  of  the  amount  so  appropri- 
ated shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  among  the  various 
county  agricultural  societies,  the  American  Institute  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  any  agricultural  society  which  has 
received  from  the  state  funds  no  money,  except  that  set  apart 
for  or  distributed  to  county  agricultural  societies,  and  thirty 
per  centum  thereof  among  the  various  town  and  other 
agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs  or  agricultural  exposi- 
tions entitled  by  this  section  to  receive  thirty  per  centum  of 
the  moneys  received  by  the  comptroller  from  the  tax  collected 
from  the  racing  associations,  corporations  or  clubs  of  the  state. 
Buch  apportionment  and  distribution  shall  be  made  by  the  com 
missioner  of  agriculture  in  the  following  manner:  One-half  of 
the  seventy  per  centum  to  be  apportioned  to  such  county  agri 
cultural  societies,  the  American  Institute  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  and  any  agricultural  society  which  has  received  from 
the  state  funds  no  money  except  that  set  apart  for  or  distributed 
to  county  agricultural  societies,  shall  be  apportioned  and  dis- 
tributed equally  and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the 
actual  premiums  paid  during  the  previous  year  by  such  societies 
and  institute,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  teats  of 
speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county 
agricultural  society  in  any  county,  or  if  the  county  agricultural 
society  is  not  in  active  operation  as  such,  then  the  town  society 
or  societies  in  such  county,  or  other  agricultural  societies  in  such 
county,  except  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Society,  that 
would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  share  under  the  thirty  per  centum 
distribution   referred   to   in   this   section,   shall   share  jointly 

m 

in  the  distribution  of  such  money  on  the  same  basis  as  they 
would  if  they  were  a  county  agricultural  society,  provided  such 
societies  sustain  a  public  fair  with  premium  list,  which  premium 
list  and  reports  of  such  societies  shall  be  forwarded  and  made 
to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.    Of  the  thirty  per  centum 
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to  bo  distribntod  among  the  various  town  and  othor  agricultural 
sociolios,  clubH  or  eximsitions  ono-third  Ihoroof  shall  be  appor- 
tionod  and  distributed  equally  and  the  remainder  in  proportion 
to  the  i)remiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said  society,  club  or  ex- 
position for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the  awards 
or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money  to  be 
distributed,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of 
speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  No  proportion  of 
such  amount  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  society,  club  or  exposi- 
tion in  which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  such  premiums 
in  the  year  preceding  such  apportionment,  is  less  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars.  All  revenues  which  have  been  or  shall  be  received 
by  the  comptroller,  and  not  distributed  as  heretofore  provided, 
and  all  moneys  received  by  him  from  the  tax  collected  from 
racing  associations  pursuant  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  chap- 
ter five  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto,  or  hereafter 
otherwise  collected  from  racing  associations,  corporations  or 
clubs,  shall  constitute  a  fund,  which  shall  be  annually  disbursed 
on  behalf  of  the  state  for  prizes  for  improving  the  breed  of  cat- 
tle, sheep  and  horses  at  the  various  fairs  throughout  the  state  as 
hereinafter  prescribed.  Thirty  per  centum  oif  the  funds  so  col- 
lected shall  be  disbursed  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
among  the  agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs  or  agricul- 
tural expositions  of  the  state,  which  had  not,  previous  to  May 
twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  received  appro- 
priations from  the  state,  other  than  appropriations  that  they  re- 
ceived from  the  fund  to  be  distributed  to  county  societies  from 
the  fact  that  there  was  no  county  society  in  existence  or  in  ac- 
tive operation  within  the  county,  as  follows:  One-third  shall 
be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally  and  the  remainder  in 
proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said  society, 
club  or  exposition  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fairs  upon  the 
awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money 
to  be  distributed,  such  sums  shall  only  be  paid  to  such  societies 
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which  have  roeoived  a]>i»ropriatioiiH  from  flu?  slate  previous  to 
tho  passage  of  this  act,  and  are  now  duly  or^ani/.ed  under  the 
hiws  of  the  state  of  Ni»w  York,  and  in  active*  operation  in  coun- 
ties having  a  population  according  to  the  census  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-two  of  over  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thous- 
and inhabitants,  or  which  shall  have  held  fairs,  annually,  during 
each  of  the  three  years  prior  to  May  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five,  and  which  shall  have  paid,  at  their  annual 
meetings  or  fairs  during  such  three  years,  not  less  than 
one  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate  as  premiums  for  agricul- 
turaly  mechanical  and  domestic  products,  exclusive  of  the  pre- 
miums paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man 
or  beast,  and  which  shall  have  filed  their  report  with  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture,  on  or  before  July  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five,  as  heretofore  provided  in  chapter  eight  hun 
dred  and  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five. 
Seventy  per  centum  of  such  funds  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  among  the  various  county  agricultural 
societies  thi'oughout  the  state,  the  American  Institute  in 
the  City  of  New  York,  and  any  agricultural  society  which  has  re- 
ceived from  the  state  funds  no  money  except  that  set  apart  or 
distributed  to  county  agricultural  societies,  as  follows:  One- 
half  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally,  and  the  re- 
mainder in  proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by 
said  society,  club  or  exposition,  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual 
fair  upon  the  awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion 
of  the  money  to  be  distributed,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for 
trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  If 
there  is  no  county  agricultural  society  in  any  county,  or  if  the 
county  agricultural  society  is  not  in  active  operation  as  such, 
then  the  town  society  or  societies  in  such  county,  or  other  agri- 
cultural societies  in  such  county,  except  the  New  York  State  Ag- 
ricultural Society,  that  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to  share  un- 
der the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  referred  to  in  this  section, 
shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of  such  money  on  the  same 
basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county  agricultural  society,  pro- 
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vided  Buch  societies  sustain  a  ])ublic  faii%  with  premium  list,  aud 
reports  of  such  societies  shall  be  forwarded  aud  made  to  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture,  and  any  agricultural  society  which  has 
received  each  year  since  its  incorporation,  money  from  the  state 
of  the  same  amount  as  if  said  society  were  the  county  society, 
shall  continue  to  share  in  the  funds  the  same  as  though  it  were 
actually  the  county  society,  on  condition  that  it  shall  fulfill  the 
provisions  of  this  act  as  to  holding  fairs,  paying  premiums  and 
filing  reports,  and  any  fair  association  which  shall  have  received 
no  money  from  the  state  funds  except  that  distributed  to  county 
agricultural  societies,  and  shall  have  held  a  fair  as  required  by 
this  act,  shall  receive  from  the  funds  apportioned  to  county  agri- 
cultural societies  in  the  same  relative  proportion  as  if  it  were 
actually  the  county  society  and  shall  share  in  any  part  of  any 
year's  fund  set  apart  or  retained  from  the  money  apportioned  to 
agricultural  societies  for  that  year  in  the  same  relative 
amount  as  any  county  agricultural  society  shared  in  the 
agricultural  society  funds  of  that  year,  and  such  so- 
ciety shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  all  provisions  of  this  act  re- 
lating to  county  agricultural  societies.  All  agricultural  socie- 
ties, agricultural  clubs  or  agricultural  expositions  entitled  to  re- 
ceive any  portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  state  must 
hereafter,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  in  each 
year,  file  a  statement,  duly  verified  by  the  secretary  and  treasurer, 
showing  the  amount  of  premiums  paid  at  the  last  annual  fair, 
exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill 
or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  which  statement  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  otherwise  such 
society,  club  or  exposition  shall  forfeit  its  right  to  •participate 
in  the  distribution  of  such  moneys  for  premiums  paid  for  such 
year.  No  proportion  of  such  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  any  such 
society,  club  or  exposition  in  which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it 
as  such  premiums  in  the  year  preceding  such  apportionment,  is 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars.  Any  town  or  other  agricultural 
society  in  a  county  in  which  there  is  no  county  agricultural  so- 
ciety in  active  operation  and  which,  according  to  the  terms  of 
this  section  receives  any  portion  of  the  seventy  per  centum  of 
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such  funds  apportioned  to  county  agricultural  societies,  shall  not 
receive  any  portion  of  the  thirty  per  centum.of  such  funds.  Any 
such  society,  club  or  exposition,  receiving  the  sum  of  two  thous- 
and dollars  under  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-nine  of  this 
act,  shall  not  receive  any  other  portion  of  the  money  appro- 
priated for  the  promotion  of  agriculture.  Any  such  agricultural 
society,  agricultural  club,  agricultural  exposition,  or  agricultural 
fair  association,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  which  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  hold  annual  fairs  and  file 
their  annual  reports  as  provided  by  this  law,  with  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  forfeit  all 
of  their  chartered  rights,  including  any  privileges  or  moneys 
tbty  might  tbeieafter  otherwise  be  entitled  to  under  this  act.

Section  1.  Section  twenty-two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  ^^An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  22.  Prohibition  of  the  sale  of  adulterated  milk. — ^No  person 

shall  sell  of  exchange,  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  exchange, 
any  unclean,  impure,  unhealthy,  adulterated  or  unwholesome 
milk  or  any  cream  from  the  same,  or  any  unclean,  impure,  un- 
healthy, adulterated,  colored,  or  unwholesome  cream,  or  sell  or 
oxchango  or  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  exchange  any  article  of 
food  made  from  such  milk  or  cream  or  manufacture  from  any 
snrh  milk  or  rream  anv  article  of  food. 
§  2.  This  act' shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "  An  act  in 
relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three, 
four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty- three  of  the  general  laws  "  rela- 
tive to  diseases  of  domestic  animals. 

Became  a  law,  March  14, 1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present  ^ 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  sixty  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  aa  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  60.  Suppression  of  infections  and  ccAtagions  disease. — When- 
ever any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  except  tuberculo- 
sis and  glanders,  affecting  domestic  animals  shall  be  brought 
into  or  break  out  in  this  state,  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
shall  take  measures  to  promptly  suppress  the  same,  and  to  pre- 
vent such  disease  from  spreading. 

§  2.  Section  sixty-five  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  65.  Begfnlations  and  the  enforoement  thereof. — The  commis- 
sioner may  prescribe  such  regulations  as  in  his  judgment  may 
be  thought  suited  for  the  suppression  or  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  any  such  disease,  and  for  the  disinfection  of  all  premises, 
buildings,  railway  cars,  vessels  and  other  objects  from  or  by 
means  of  which  infection  or  contagion  may  take  place  or  be  con- 
veyed. He  may  alter  or  modify,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may 
deem  expedient,  the  terms  of  all  notices,  orders  and- regulations 
issued  or  made  by  him,  and  may  at  any  time  cancel  or  withdraw 
the  same.  He  may  call  upon  the  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff,  to 
carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  any  notice,  order  or  regu- 
lation which  he  may  make,  and  all  such  sheriffs  and  deputy  sher- 
iffs shall  obey  and  observe  all  orders  and  instructions  which  they 
may  receive  from  him  in  the  premises.     If  the  commissioner  shall 
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quarantine  any,  particular  district  or  territory  for  the  purpose  of 
stopping  or  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  known  as  rabies 
and  if  any  dog  be  found  loose  within  the  said  quarantine  district 
in  violation  of  said  quarantine  or  regulation,  any  person  may  kill 
ov  cause  to  be  killed  such  dog  and  shall  not  be  held  to  be  liable 
for  damages  for  such  killing. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efifect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  moneys  to  agricultural  societies. 

Became  a  law,  April  9,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-eight  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  en- 
titled ''An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one, 
two,  three,  four  and  five,  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  by  chapter  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  by  chapter  eighty-seven 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 

follows: 

{Amended  by  chapter  144  of  the  Imics  of  1901.) 

§  88.  Beceipts  and  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  promotion 
of  agrionltore. — Of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture  in  any  one  year,  twenty  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall 
be  distributed  in  premiums  by  the  New  York  State  Agricultural 
Society;  two  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  each  of  the 
agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs,  or  agricultural  exposi- 
tions which  shall  have  held  annual  agricultural  fairs,  or  meetings, 
during  each  of  the  three  years  next  preceding  such  appropriation, 
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and  which  shall  have  paid  at  each  of  sach  annual  fairs  or  meet- 
ings during  such  three  years  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  as 
premiums  for  agricultural  interests,  exclusive  of  the  premiums 
paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast, 
under  the  conditions  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  section 
eighty-nine  of  this  chapter.  Seventy  per  centum  of  the  balance  of 
the  amount  so  appropriated  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed 
among  the  various  county  agricultural  societies,  the  American 
Institute  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  any  agricultural  society 
which  has  received  from  the*  state  funds  no  money  except  that 
set  apart  for  or  distributed  to  county  agricultural  societies,  and 
thirty  per  centum  thereof  among  the  various  town  and  other 
agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs  or  agricultural  exposi- 
tions entitled  by  this  section  to  receive  thirty  per  centum  of  the 
moneys  received  by  the  comptroller  from  the  tax  collected  from 
the  racing  associations,  corporations  or  clubs  of  the  state.  Such 
apportionment  and  distribution  shall  be  made  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture  in  the  following  n^anner:  One-half  of  the 
seventy  per  centum  to  be  apportioned  to  such  county  agricultural 
societies,  the  American  Institute  in  the  City  of  New  York  and  any 
agricultural  society  which  has  received  from  the  state  funds  no 
money  except  that  set  apart  for  or  distributed  to  county  agri- 
cultural societies  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally 
and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  actual  premiums  paid  dur- 
ing the  previous  year  by  such  societies  and  institute  exclusive  of 
premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of 
man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county  agricultural  society  in  any 
county,  or  if  the  county  agricultural  society  is  not  in  active  opera- 
tion as  such,  then  the  town  society  or  societies  in  such  county  or 
other  agricultural  societies  in  such  county,  except  the  New  York 
State  Agricultural  Society,  that  would  otherwise  be  entitled  to 
share  under  the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  referred  to  in  this 
section,  shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of  such  money  on 
the  same  basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county  agricultural 
society,  provided  such  societies  sustain  a  public  fair  with  premium 
list,  which  premium  list  and  reports  of  such  societies  shall  be  for- 
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warded  and  made  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  Of  the 
thirty  per  centum  to  be  distributed  among  the  various  town  and 
other  agricultural  societies,  clubs  or  expositions,  one-third  thereof 
shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally  and  the  remainder 
in  proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said  society, 
club  or  exposition  for  exhibits  made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the 
awards  or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money 
to  be  distributed,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of 
speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  No  proportion  of  such 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  society,  club  or  exposition  in 
which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  such  premiums  in  the  year 
preceding  such  proportionment  is  less  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
All  revenues  which  have  been  or  shall  be  received  by  the  comp- 
troller and  not  distributed  as  heretofore  provided,  and  all  moneys 
received  by  hira  from  the  tax  collected  from  racing  associations 
pursuant  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  chapter  five  hundred  and 
seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  all 
acts  amendatory  thereto,  or  hereafter  otherwise  collected  from 
racing  associations,  corporations  or  clubs,  shall  constitute  a  fund, 
which  shall  be  annually  disbursed  on  behalf  of  the  state  for  prizes 
for  improving  the  breed  of  cattle,  sheep  and  horses  at  the  various 
fairs  throughout  the  state  as  hereinafter  prescribed.  Thirty  per 
centum  of  the  funds  so  collected  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture  among  the  agricultural  societies, agricul- 
tural clubs  or  agricultural  expositions  of  the  state,  which  had  not, 
previous  to  May  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
received  appropriations  from  the  state,  other  than  appropriations 
that  they  received  from  the  fund  to  be  distributed  to  county  socle- 
ties  from  the  fact  that  there  was  no  county  society  in  ip^istence 
or  in  active  operation  within  that  county,  as  follows:  One-third 
shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed  equally  and  the  remainder  in 
proportion  to  the  premiums  awarded  and  paid  by  said  society ,club 
or  exposition  for  exhibits  made  at  theannual  fairsupon  the  award 
or  premiums  of  which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money  to  be  dis- 
tributed, such  sums  shall  only  be  paid  to  such  societies  which  have

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received  appropriations  from  the  state  previous  to  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  are  now  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  New  York,  and  in  active  operation,  or 
which  Ehall  have  held  fairs  annually  during  each  of  the  three 
years  prior  to  May  twenty-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  which  shall  have  paid,  at  their  annual  meetings  or  fairs 
during  such  three  years,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  in  the 
Siggvegate  as  premiums  for  agriculture,  mechanical  and  domestic 
products,  exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of 
speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  and  which  shall  have 
filed  their  report  with  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  on  or  be- 
fore July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  as  heretofore 
provided  in  chapter  eight  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.  Seventy  per  centum  of  such 
funds  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture 
among  the  various  county  agricultural  societies  throughout  the 
state,  the  American  Institute  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
any  agricultural  society  which  has  received  from  the  state  funds 
no  money  except  that  set  apart  or  distributed  to  county  agri- 
cultural societies,  as  follows:  One-half  shall  be  apportioned  and 
distributed  equally,  and  the  remainder  in  proportion  to  the  prem- 
iums awarded  and  paid  by  said  society,  club  or  exposition,  for  ex- 
hibits made  at  the  annual  fair  upon  the  awards  or  premiums  of 
which  they  seek  a  portion  of  the  money  to  be  distributed,  exclu- 
sive of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endur- 
ance of  man  or  beast.  If  there  is  no  county  agricultural  society 
in  any  county,  or  if  the  county  agricultural  society  is  not  in  active 
operation  as  such,  then  the  town  society  or  societies  in  such  coun- 
ty, or  other  agricultural  societies  in  such  county,  except  the  New 
York  S^te  Agricultural  Society,  that  would  otherwise  be  en- 
titled to  share  under  the  thirty  per  centum  distribution  referred 
to  in  this  section,  shall  share  jointly  in  the  distribution  of  such 
money  on  the  same  basis  as  they  would  if  they  were  a  county  ag- 
ricultural society,  provided  such  societies  sustain  a  public  fair, 
with  premium  list  and  reports  of  such  societies  shall  be  forward- 
ed and  made  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  and  any  agri- 
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cultural  society  which  has  received  each  year  since  its  incorpora- 
tion, money  from  the  state  of  the  same  amount  as  if  said  society 
were  the  county  society,  shall  continue  to  share  in  the  funds  the 
same  as  though  it  were  actually  the  county  society,  on  condition 
that  it  shall  fulfill  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  to  holding  fairs, 
paying  premiums  and  filing  reports,  and  any  fair  association 
which  shall  have  received  no  money  from  the  state  funds  except 
that  distributed  to  county  agricultural  societies,  and  shall  have 
held  a  fair  as  required  by  this  act,  shall  receive  from  the  funds 
apportioned  to  county  agricultural  societies  in  the  same  relative 
proportion  as  if  it  were  actually  the  county  society  and  shall 
share  in  any  part  of  any  year's  fund  set  apart  or  retained  from  the 
money  apportioned  to  agricultural  societies  for  that  year  in  the 
same  relative  amount  as  any  county  agricultural  society  shared 
in  the  agricultural  society  funds  of  that  year,  and  such  society 
shall  hereafter  be  subject  to  all  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to 
county  agricultural  societies.  All  agricultural  societies,  agri- 
cultural clubs  or  agricultural  expositions,  entitled  to  receive  any 
portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  state  must  hereafter, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  in  each  year  file 
a  statement,  duly  verified  by  the  president  and  treas- 
urer, showing  the  amount  of  premiums  paid  at  the  last  annual 
fair,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill 
or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  which  statement  together  with 
vouchers  for  moneys  paid  as  premiums  shall  be  filed  in  the  oiBce 
of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  otherwise  such  society,  club 
or  exposition  shall  forfeit  its  right  to  participate  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  such  moneys  for  premiums  paid  for  such  year.  No 
proportion  of  such  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  society, 
club  or  exposition,  in  which  the  actual  amount  paid  by  it  as  such 
premiums  in  the  year  preceding  such  apportionment,  is  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars.  Any  town  or  other  agrioultnral  society 
in  a  county  in  which  there  is  no  county  agricultural  society  in 
active  operation,  and  which  according  to  the  terms  of  this  sec- 
tion, receives  any  portion  of  the  seventy  per  centum  of  such  funds 
apportioned  to  county  agricultural  soci«*tie8,  shall  not  receive  any 
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proportion  of  the  thirty  per  centum  of  such  funds.  Any  such  so- 
ciety, club  or  exposition,  receiving  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars under  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-nine  of  this  act,  shall 
not  receive  any  other  portion  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the 
promotion  of  agriculture.  Any  such  agricultural  society,  agricul- 
tural club,  agricultural  exposition,  or  agricultural  fair  associa- 
tion, organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  which 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  hold  annual  fairs  and  file  their  annual 
reports  as  provided  by  this  law,  with  the  commissioner  of  agri-

culture  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  forfeit  all  of  their  char- 
tered rights  including  any  privileges  or  moneys  they  might  there- 
after otherwise  be  entitled  to  under  this  act.  Any  agricultural 
society,  agricultural  club  or  agricultural  exposition  which  shall 
use,  or  permit  the  use  of  any  gambling  device,  device,  instrument 
or  contrivance  in  the  operation  of  which  bets  are  laid  or  wagers 
made,  wheel  of  fortune,  or  the  playing  or  carrying  on  of  any  game 
of  chance,  upon  the  grounds  used  by  it  for,  or  during,  an  annual 
meeting,  fair  or  exhibition,  shall  thereupon  forfeit  it  right  to 
any  moneys  it  would  or  might  be  entitled  to  receive  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
and  secretary,  or  treasurer  of  every  agricultural  society,  agri- 
cultural club  or  agricultural  exposition  entitled  to  receive  money 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  certify,  in  their  annual  re- 
port to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  executed  under  oath, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  each  year,  that 
at  the  last  annual  meeting,  fair  or  exhibition  held  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  such  society,  club  or  exposition,  it  did  not  use 
or  permit  the  use  of,  any  gambling  device,  device,  instrument  or 
contrivance  in  the  operation  of  which  bets  were  laid  or  wagers 
made,  any  wheel  of  fortune,  or  the  playing  or  carrying  on  of  any 
game  of  chance,  upon  the  grounds  used  by  it  for,  or  during,  su(ih 
last  annual  meeting,  fair  or  exhibition,  which  report  shall  be 
filed,  not  later  than  ten  days  after  the  date  of  its  execution,  in 
the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  If  the  president 
and  secretary  or  treasurer  of  any  agricultural  society, agricultural 
club  or  agricultural  exposition,  entitled  to  receive  moneys  under 
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the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  and  file 
such  certificate,  such  society,  club  or  exposition  shall  thereupon 
be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  all  its  rights  to  any  moneys  it  might 
otherwise  be  entitled  to  receive  under  this  act,  but  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prohibit  horse  racing  or  tests  or  trials  of  skill.

Became  a  law,  April  10,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
AssemUy,  do  enact  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ainety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three,  four 
and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a  new  article  to  be  known 
as  article  ten,  and  to  read  as  follows:

Section  140.  Property  in  town  of  Oeddes,  Onondaga  oonnty. — 
The  conveyance  to  the  state  by  the  New  York  State  Agricul- 
tural Society  of  its  property  in  the  town  of  Geddes,  Onondaga 
county,  New  York,  by  deed  dated  July  twenty-eight,  eighteen 
hnndred  and  ninety-nine,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  comp- 
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trollep,  is  hereby  accepted,  ratified  and  confirmed.  Buch  prop- 
erty, and  any  other  property  hereafter  acquired  by  the  state  for 
state  fair  purposes  shall  be  under  the  management  and  control 
of  the  state  fair  commission  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  it  may, 
from  time  to  time,  make  rules  and  provide  for  the  care,  preser- 
vation and  improvement  thereof. 

§  141.  State  fair  commission. — ^The  state  fair  commission  shall 
consist  of  eleven  members,  of  whom  the  lieutenant-governor  and 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  ex  officio  constitute  two. 
The  remaining  nine  members  of  such  commission  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
New  York  State  Grange,  one  a  member  of  the  New  York  State 
Association  of  County  Agricultural  Societies,  and  one  a  member 
of  the  Union  Association  of  Agricultural  Societies..  Of  the*  nine 
members  first  appointed  hereunder,  three  shall  hold  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  three  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  three  for  a  term  of 
three  years.  Their  successors  shall  each  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  three  years.  In. case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  mem- 
bers appointed  from  the  societies  or  associations  above  men- 
tioned, their  successors  shall  be  appointed  from  the  same  soci- 
eties or  associations. 

{Amended  by  chapter  224  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  142.  State  fair. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commission 
to  hold  a  state  fair  at  such  times  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and 
to  publish  the  time  of  holding  said  fair  in  the  month  of  January 
preceding  in  each  year  after  the  year  nineteen  hundred.  Such 
commission  may  make,  alter,  suspend  .or  repeal  needed  rules  re- 
lating to  such  fair,  including  the  times  and  duration  thereof, 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  entries  and  admissions^  exhibits, 
sale  of  privileges,  payment  of  premiums,  and  any  other  matters 
which  it  may  deem  proper  in  connection  with  such  fair.  It  shall 
furnish  to  each  person  who  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred,  was  a  life  member  of  the  State  Agricultural 
Society,  a  free  admission  to  the  fair  ground  during  the  fair  of 
each  year  during  the  life  of  such  member. 
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§  143.  Superintendent  of  state  fain;  assistants  and  employes. — 
The  state  fair  commission  may  appoint  a  superintendent  of 
the  state  fair  and  such  other  assistants  and  employes  as  they 
may  deem  necessary.  It  may  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their 
compensation.  Such  superintendent,  assistants  and  employes 
shall  be  subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure  of  such  commission. 

§  144.  Beceipts  and  disbursements. — The  commission  shall  re- 
ceive all  moneys  payable  to  the  state  on  account  of  said  fair, 
and  make  all  disbursements  therefrom  and  also  from  any  appro- 
priation made  for  that  purpose  by  the  legislature  as  may  be 
needed,  from  time  to  time,  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  com- 
mission. At  the  close  of  each  fair,  the  commission  shall  pay  to 
the  state  treasurer  any  balance  remaining  in  its  hands  received 
in  connection  with  the  state  fair,  and  at  the  same  time  deliver 
to  the  comptroller  an  itemized  verified  report  showing  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  state  fair  purposes  since  the  last  report. 

§  145.  Expenses  of  commission. — ^The  commission  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture  and  the  audit  and  warrant  of  the 
comptroller.

§  14G.  State  and  local  agricnltural  fairs  not  to  be  held  at  the 
same  time;  premiums  for  county  and  town  agricultural  associa- 
tion exhibits. — A  county  or  other  local  association  which  holds 
its  fair  during  the  same  week  in  which  a  state  fair  is  held,  after 
the  year  nineteen  hundred,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  share  In  auy 
appropriation  or  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  current  year, 
payable  under  statute  to  county  or  local  agricultural  societies. 
For  the  best  exhibits  by  county  and  town  societies,  one  thousand 
dollars  in  premiums  shall  be  annually  awarded. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTEB  390. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  horticultural  investigationa,  experiments, 
instruction  and  information,  and  for  the  dissemination  of  horti- 
cultural knowledge  by  the  agricultural  station  at  Geneva,  in 
the  county  of  Ontario,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Became  a  law  April  12,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  ena^ct  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  there- 
of  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  horticultural  investigations,  experiments,  instruction 
and  information,  and  to  disseminate  horticultural  knowledge,  to 
be  paid  to  the  New  York  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
at  Geneva,  county  of  Ontario,  as  provided  for  in  and  pursuant  to 
section  eighty-five  of  the  agricultural  law.  Such  money  hereby 
appropriated  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of 
the  comptroller,  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTEB  394. 

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  of  moneya  collected  and  due 
from  racing  afisociations  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture. 

Became  a  law,  April  12,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  ninety-eight  thousand  dollars  of  the 
amount  collected  and  due  from  racing  associations  in  pursuance 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
and  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
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hundred  and  ninety-flve,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof  or  sup- 
plementary thereto  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  treasury  so  collected  at  the  time  of  the  distribution  thereof 
as  herein  provided.  Such  sum  shall  be  distributed  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  section  eighty-eight  of  the  agricultural  law,  and 
in  the  proportion  provided  therein  for  the  distribution  of  such 
moneys,  and  shall  be  payable  by  the  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of 
the  comptroller  on  the  order  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAFTEB  534. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  violations 

thereof. 

Became  a  law,  April  19,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  27.  Mannfaoture  or  mixing  of  animal  fats  with,  milk,  cream 
or  butter  prohibited. — No  person  shall  manufacture,  mix  or  com- 
pound with  or  add  to  natural  milk,  cream  or  butter  any  animal 
fats  or  animal  or  vegetable  oils,  nor  make  or  manufacture  any 
oleaginous  substance  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream,  with  in- 
tent to  sell  the  same  as  butter  or  cheese  made  from  unadulterated 
milk  or  cream  or  have  the  same  in  his  possession  with  such  in- 
tent; nor  shall  any  person  solicit  or  take  orders  for  the  same  or 
offer  the  same  for  sale,  nor  shall  any  such  article  or  substance  or 
compound  so  made  or  produced,  be  sold  as  and  for  butter  or 
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cheese,  the  product  of  the  dairy.  No  person  shall  coat,  powder  or 
color  with  annatto  or  any  coloring  matter  whatever,  batterine  or 
oleomargarine  or  any  compound  of  the  same  or  any  product  or 
manufacture  made  in  whole  or  in  part  from  animal  fats  or  ani- 
mal or  vegetable  oils  not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or 
cream  by  means  of  which  such  product,  manufacture  or  com- 
pound shall  resemble  butter  or  cheese,  the  product  of  the  dairy; 
nor  shall  he  have  the  same  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell 
the  same  nor  shall  he  sell  or  offer  to  sell  the  same.  No  person 
by  himself,  his  agents  or  employees,  shall  manufacture,  sell, 
offer  or  expose  for  sale,  butter  that  is  produced  by  taking  original 
packing  stock  or  other  butter  or  both  and  melting  the  same,  so 
that  the  butter  fat  can  be  drawn  off,  then  mixing  the  said  butter 
fat  with  skimmed  milk  or  milk  or  cream  or  other  milk  prod- 
uct and  rechurning  the  said  mixture,  or  that  is  produced  by 
any  similar  process  and  is  commonly  known  as  boiled  or  process 
butter,  unless  he  shall  plainly  brand  or  mark  the  package  or 
tub  or  wrapper  in  which  the  same  is  put  up  in  a  conspicuous 
place  with  the  words  "renovated  butter."  If  the  same  shall 
be  put  up,  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  prints  or  rolls, 
then  the  said  prints  or  rolls  shall  be  labeled  plainly  with  printed 
letters  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  wrapper  with  the  words 
"  renovated  butter."  If  the  same  is  packed  in  tubs  or  boxes  or 
pails  or  other  kind  of  a  case  or  package  the  words  "  renovated 
butter  "  shall  be  printed  on  the  top  and  side  of  the  same  in 
letters,  at  least,  one  inch  in  length,  so  as  to  be  plainly  seen  by 
the  purchaser.  If  such  butter  is  exposed  for  sale,  uncovered, 
not  in  a  package  or  case,  a  placard  containing  the  label  so 
printed  shall  be  attached  to  the  mass  of  butter  in  such  manner 
as  to  easily  be  seen  and  read  by  the  purchaser.  No  person  shall 
sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  any  butter  or  other  dairy  products 
containing  a  preservative,  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  salt  in  butter  or  cheese,  or  spirituous  liquors  in 
club  or  other  fancy  cheese  or  sugar  in  condensed  milk.  No  per- 
son or  persons,  firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  induce  or 
attempt  to  induce  any  person  or  persons  to  violate  any  of  the

proyisions  of  the  agricultural  law.  Any  person,  firm,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  selling,  offering  or  advertising  for  sale  any 
substance,  preparation  or  matter  for  use  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  agricultural  law  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of 
this  act. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTER  544. 

^N  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relating  to  testa  for  as- 
certaining the  amount  of  fats  in  milk. 

Became  a  law,  April  10,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Beetion  1.  Section  twenty-three  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  '*  An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  throe,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

{Amended  by  chapter  429  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  23.  Begolations  in  regard  to  butter  and  cheese  factories. — 
No  person  shall  sell,  supply  or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any 
butter  or  cheese  factory  any  milk  diluted  with  water,  or  any  un- 
clean, impure,  unhealthy,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  or 
niilk  from  which  any  of  the  cream  has  been  taken,  except  pure 
skim  milk  to  skim-cheese  factories.  No  person  shall  sell,  supply 
or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  butter  or  cheese  factory  any 
milk  from  which  there  has  been  kept  back  any  part  of  the  milk 
commonly  known  as  strippings,  or  any  milk  that  is  sour,  except 
pure  skim  milk  to  skim-cheese  factories.  The  owner  or  pro- 
prietor or  the  persons  having  charge  of  any  butter  or  cheese  fao* 
tory,  not  buying  all  the  milk  used  by  him,  shall  not  use  for  his 
own  benefit,  or  allow  any  of  his  employes  or  any  other  person 
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to  use  for  his  own  benefit,  any  milk,  cream,  butter  or  cheese  or 
any  other  product  thereof,  brought  to  such  factory,  without  the 
consent  of  the  owners  of  such  milk  or  the  products  thereof.  Every 
butter  or  cheese  manufacturer  not  buying  all  the  milk  he  uses, 
shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  milk  daily  received,  of  the 
number  of  packages  of  butter  and  cheese  made  each  day,  and  the 
number  of  packages  and  aggregate  weight  of  cheese  and  butter 
disposed  of  each  day;  which  account  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
to  any  person  who  delivers  milk  to  such  factory.  Whenever 
manufacturers  of  butter  or  cheese  purchase  milk  upon  the  basis 
of  the  amount  of  fat  contained  therein  and  use  for  ascertaining 
the  amount  of  such  fat  what  is  known  as  the  Babcock  test,  the 
bottles  used  in  such  test  shall  before  use  be  examined  by  the 
director  of  the  Geneva  Experimental  Station.  If  such  bottler 
are  found  to  be  properly  constructed  and  graded  so  as  to  accu- 
rately show  tlio  amount  of  fat  contained  in  milk,  each  of  them 
shall  be  legibly  and  indelibly  marked  "  S.  B."  No  bottle  shall  be 
so  marked  exeejit  as  herein  provided  nor  shall  be  used  in  any 
such  test  by  such  manufacturers,  unless  so  examined  and  marked. 
The  acid  used  in  making  such  test  by  such  manufacturers  shall 
be  examined  from  time  to  time  by  competent  chemists  employed 
by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  and  if  found  not  to  be  of 
sufdcient  strength  the  use  of  such  acid  shall  be  prohibited.  The 
commissioner  of  agriculture  or  persons  employed  by  him  for  that 
purpose  may  at  any  time  assist  in  mailing  tests  of  milk  received 
at  a  butter  or  cheese  factory  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
efficiency  of  tests  usually  made  at  such  factory.  All  persons 
using  other  than  standard  bottles  or  acid  which  is  not  of  the 
required  strength  to  accurately  determine  the  amount  of  fats  in 
milk,  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  section  thirty- 
seven  of  this  article,  and  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTER  659. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  kgricultural  law,  relating  to  penalties  for 
watering  milk  furnished  to  butter  and  cheese  factories  con- 
ducted on  the  co-operative  plan. 

Became  a  law  April  20,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  m  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enad  as  fottows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  tire  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  of 
ihe  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  and  chapter  seventy- 
six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred,  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows:  1        ^ 

{Amended  hy  chapter  656  of  the  Laws  of  1901.) 

§  37.  Penalties. — Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  articles  two  and  three  and  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety- 
two  of  the  agricultural  law  and  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  shall  forfeit 
to  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  every 
such  violation.  A  person  who  brings  or  causes  to  be  brought  to 
a  butter  or  cheese  factory  owned  or  operated  by  a  co-operative 
association,  milk  diluted  with  water  or  any  unclean,  impure,  un- 
healthy, adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk,  or  milk  from  which 
any  of  the  cream  has  been  taken,  except  pure  skim  milk  to  skim 
cheese  factories,  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  for  the 
first  offense  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  for  each  subsequent 
offense  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  upon  recovery 
of  the  penalty  so  presrrihod,  one  half  th(»r(»of  hIuiH  1u»  paid  into 
the  state  treasury,  one-fourth  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treas- 
ury, and  the  remaining  one-fourth  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  co-operative  association  owning  or  operating  such  butter  or 
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cheese  factory,  to  be  divided  among  the  members  thereof  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  other  receipts  of  snch  association.  When 
such  violation  consists  of  the  manufacture  or  production  of  anj 
prohibited  article,  each  daj  during  which  or  any  part  of  which 
such  manufacture  or  production  is  carried  on  or  continued  shall 
be  deemed  a  separate  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
When  the  violation  consists  of  the  sale,  or  the  offering  or  ex- 
posing for  sale  or  exchange  of  any  prohibited  article  or  sub- 
stance, the  sale  of  each  one  of  several  packages  shall  constitute 
a  separate  violation,  and  each  day  on  which  any  such  article  or 
substance  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange  shall 
constitute  a  separate  violation  of  this  article.  When  the  use 
of  any  such  article  or  substance  is  prohibited,  each  day  during 
which  any  part  of  which  said  article  or  substance  is  so  used  or 
furnished  for  use,  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  the 
furnishing  of  the  same  for  use  to  each  person  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  furnished  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  Who- 
ever by  himself  or  another  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
articles  two  and  three  of  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-two  of 
the  agricultural  law  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  the  first  offense;  and 
by  six  months'  imprisonment  for  the  second  offense.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight  entitled  *^  An  act 
to  prevent  the  application  of  poison  to  frnit  trees  while  in 
blossom/'  relative  to  experiments  at  experimental  stations. 

Became  a  law  March  22, 1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  entitled  '^An 
act  to  prevent  the  application  of  poifion  to  fruit  trees  while  in 
blossom/'  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1.  Any  person  who  shall  spray  with,  or  apply  in  any  way 
poison  or  any  poisonous  substance,  to  fruit  trees  while  the  same 
are  in  blossom,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  provided, 
however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  directors 
of  the  experimental  stations  at  Ithaoa  and  Geneva  from  conduct- 
ing experiments  in  the  application  of  poison  and  spraying  mix- 
tures to  fruit  trees  while  in  blossom. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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CHAPTER  333. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  membership  corparationB  law,  relating  to 
policemen  on  exhibition  grounds  of  agrionltaral  and  horticul- 
tural corporations. 

Became  a  law  April  6»  1900,  with  the  approyal  of  the  Goyemor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  forty-three  of  chapter  five 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  membership  corpora- 
tions, constituting  chapter  forty-three  of  the  general  laws,"  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  143.  Felice  and  magistrates  on  exhibition  grounds. — ^The 
board  of  directors  of  any  such  corporation,  or  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  such  board,  may  appoint  a  chief  of  police  and  as 
many  citizens  of  this  state  as  may  be  necessary  to  act  as  police- 
men at  their  exhibitions.  The  chief  of  police  may  also  while 
acting  as  such  appoint  such  additional  policemen  as  he  may 
deem  advisable.  Such  chief  of  police  and  policemen  shall  pre- 
serve order  within  and  for  a  space  of  two  hundred  yards  from 
and  around  the  grounds  of  the  corporation,  protect  the  property 
'  rithin  such  grounds  and  space,  and  eject  all  persons  improperly 
therein,  or  acting  disorderly  therdn,  or  who  neglect  or  refuse 
to  pay  the  entrance  fee  or  observe  the  rules  prescribed  by  the 
corporation.  Any  of  such  officers  may  arrest  without  a  warrant, 
any  person  whom  he  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  has  unlaw- 
fully and  fraudulently  entered  the  exhibition  grounds  of  such 
corporation  without  paying  the  entrance  fee  therefor.  They 
shall  have  the  same  power  within  such  grounds  and  space,  dur- 
ing the  time  such  exhibition  continues,  and  for  twenty-four 
hours  thereafter,  that  a  constable  has  by  law,  in  servins:  criminal 
process,  making  arrests  and  preserving  the  peace.  No  town  or 
county  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  such  policemen  for  services 
rendered  under  this  section.    Such  corporations  may  regulate 
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or  prevent  all  kinds  of  theatrical,  or  circns,  exhibitions  and 
shows,  huckstering  and  traffic  in  fruits,  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise, of  whatever  description,  and  shall  prevent  all  kinds  of 
mountebank  exhibitions  or  shows,  for  gain  on  the  fair  days  and 
within  a  distance  of  two  hundred  yards  of  the  fair  grounds  of 
such  corporation,  as  it  deems  the  same  to  obstruct  or  in  any 
way  interfere  with  the  free  and  uninterrupted  use  of  the  high- 
ways around  and  approaching  such  fair  grounds.  A  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  such  grounds  are  situated,  may, 
while  upon  such  grounds,  hold  a  court  of  special  sessions,  hav- 
ing the  same  duties,  powers  and  jurisdictions  over  offenses  com- 
mitted upon  such  grounds  and  within  two  hundred  yards  of  the 
boundaries  thereof,  as  is  had  by  a  court  of  special  sessions  of  a 
town  of  such  county  over  offenses  committed  in  the  town.  The 
fines  and  penalties  received  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  under  this 
section  shall,  before  the  close  of  the  fair  or  exhibition  at  which 
the  same  are  received,  be  handed  over  by  him  to  such  society, 
for  its  use,  together  with  a  written  report  of  his  proceedines 
during  such  fair  or  exhibition.  The  report  shall  be  in  all  resoect 
the  same  as  an  annual  account  rendered  for  services  in  criminal 
proceedings  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  a  town  to  the  board  of 
town  auditors.  The  justice  shall  receive  as  compensation  for 
his  services  under  this  section  his  legal  fees  to  be  paid  by  such 
society.  The  justice  shall  include  in  his  annual  report  to  the 
board  the  offenses  committed  and  the  proceedings  had  under  thi& 
section^  and  the  disposition  made  by  him  of  fines  and  penal- 
ties collected.  The  justice  shall  enter  in  his  recrular  criminal 
docket  the  full  proceedings  of  all  matters  coming  before  him 
under  this  section,  stating  each  case  separately;  and  the  record 
of  such  proceedings  shall  be  kept  open  for  public  inspection 
upon  such  grounds  during  such  fair  or  exhibition. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAFTEB  344. 

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  to  continue  the  promotion  of 
sugar  beet  culture,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter five  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven. 

Became  a  law  April  9,  1900,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assenibly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  there- 
of as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  chapter  five  hundred  of  the  laws  of  eight- 
een hundred  and  ninety-seven.  Of  such  amount  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture  may  expend  such  sum  or  sums  as  be  may 
deem  necessary  or  expedient,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  promoting,  by  instruction  or 
otherwise,  and  encouraging  the  proper  and  economic  cultivation 
of  sugar  beets.  This  appropriation  is  made  by  the  legislature 
in  continuation  of  the  policy  adopted  at  the  session  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  in  the  faith  and  with  the  declared  pur- 
pose of  making  direct  appropriations  from  the  state  for  a  succes- 
sive period  of  not  less  than  five  years  from  said  first  appropria- 
tion, in  aid  of  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  beet  sugar 
industry  in  this  state. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  domestic  commerce  law,  in  relation  to 

the  unlawful  detention  of  milk  cans. 

Became  a  law  April  19,  1900,  with  tLe  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-flftht  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  twenty-nine  of  chap- 
ter three  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
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dred  and  ninety-six,  entitled  ^'An  act  relating  to  domestic  com- 
merce, constituting  chapter  thirty-four  of  the  general  laws,"  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  29.  Unlawful  detention  of  milk  cans. — TSo  person  shall,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  or  his  agent,  use,  sell,  dis- 
pose of,  buy,  or  traffic  in  any  can,  irrespective  of  its  condition, 
or  the  use  to  which  it  may  have  been  applied,  belonging  to  any 
dealer  in  or  shipper  of  milk  or  cream  in  this  state,  or  which  may 
be  shipped  to  any  town,  village  or  city  in  the  state,  which  can 
has  the  name  or  initials  of  such  owner,  dealer  or  shipper 
stamped,  marked  or  fastened  thereupon,  or  wilfully  mar,  erase 
or  change  by  re-marking  or  otherwise,  such  name  or  initials. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTEB  144. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  the  distri- 
bution of  moneys  to  agricultural  societies. 

Became  a  law  March  2,  1901,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-eight  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-one  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  by  chapter  eight 
hundred  and  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  by  chapters  eighty- 
seven  and  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  88.  Beceipts  and  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture. — Of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of 
agriculture  in  any  one  year,  two  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall 
be  paid  to  each  of  the  agricultural  societies,  agricultural  clubs, 
or  agricultural  expositions  which  shall  have  held  annual  agri- 
cultural fairs,  or  meetings,  during  each  of  the  three  years  next 
preceding  such  appropriation,  except  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  one,  during  which  year  no  agricultural  fair  meeting  need  be 
held,  and  which  shall  have  paid  at  each  of  such  annual  fairs  or 
meetings  during  such  three  years,  except  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  one,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  as  premiums 
for  agricultural  interests,  exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for 
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trials  or  tests  of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast, 
under  the  conditions  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  section 
eighty-nine  of  this  chapter.  Of  the  balance  of  all  the  moneys 
already  appropriated,  or  hereafter  appropriated,  and  alt  the 
revenues  which  have  been,  or  shall  be  received  by  the  comptrol- 
ler, and  not  distributed  as  heretofore  provided,  and  all  the 
moneys  received  by  him  from  the  tax  collected  from  racing  asso- 
ciations pursuant  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  chapter  five 
hundred  and  seventy  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto,  or  hereafter  otherwise 
collected  from  racing  associations,  corporations,  or  clubs,  shall 
constitute  a  fund,  which  shall  be  annually  disbursed  on  behalf 
of  the  state  for  improving  the  breed  of  cattle,  sheep,  and  horses 
at  the  various  fairs  throughout  the  state,  and  shall  be  appor- 
tioned and  distributed  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  among  all  the 
various  county  agricultural  societies,  the  American  institute  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  and  among  the  other  various  town  or 
other  agricultural  societies,  or  agricultural  fair  associations,  or 
agricultural  expositions,  which  have  received  moneys  from  the 
state  during  either  one  of  the  three  years,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  or  nineteen  hun- 
dred, under  and  by  virtue  of  section  eighty-eight  alone  of  this 
act;  also  among  any  town  or  other  agricultural  societies  which 
have  not  received  moneys  from  the  state,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
section  eighty-nine  of  the  agricultural  law,  and  which  have  held 
fairs  during  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  eight- 
een hundred  and  ninety-three  or  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
four,  and  which  were  entitled  to  file  a  report  prior  to  June  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  as  provided  by  section  eighty- 
eight  of  the  agricultural  law,  as  amended  by  chapter  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  and  which  have  filed  further  additional  reports  with  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  or  nineteen  hundred,  as  provided  by  chapter  four  hundred 
and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
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eight,  and  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred.  Such  apportionment  and  distribution 
shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  The  balance  of  such  moneys  already  appropriated, 
or  hereafter  appropriated,  shall  be  apportioned  and  distributed 
to  such  county  agricultural  societies,  American  institute  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  the  such  various  town  or  other  agricul- 
tural societies,  or  agricultural  fair  associations,  or  agricultural 
expositions,  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  proportion  to  the  actual 
premiums  paid  during  the  previous  year  by  such  agricultural 
societies,  agricultural  fair  associations,  agricultural  expositions 
and  the  American  institute  of  the  city  of  New  York,  exclusive 
of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials  and  tests  of  speed,  skill  and 
endurance  of  man  or  beast.  No  such  American  institute  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  or  such  county  agricultural  society  or  such 
town  or  other  agricultural  society,  or  such  agricultural  fair 
association  or  such  agricultural  exposition,  shall  receive  any 
more  moneys  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  any  one  year, 
than  it  actually  paid  out  in  premiums  the  next  preceding  year, 
exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials,  or  tests  of  speed,  skill 
or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  and  in  no  event  shall  any  such 
American  institute  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  such  county 
agricultural  society,  or  such  town  or  other  agricultural  society, 
or  such  agricultural  fair  association,  or  such  agricultural  ex- 
position, receive  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  any  one 
year  for  premiums  hereafter  to  be  paid  by  any  society,  associa- 
tion or  exposition,  any  sums  of  money  exceeding  four  thousand 
dollars.  Any  such  county  agricultural  society,  town  or  other 
agricultural  society,  or  agricultural  fair  association,  or  agri- 
cultural exposition,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  which  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  hold  annual  fairs,  and 
file  their  annual  reports  as  provided  by  this  act,  with  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture,  as  herein  provided,  for  two  consecu- 
tive years  shall  forfeit  all  of  their  chartered  rights,  including 
any  privileges  or  moneys  they  might  thereafter  otherwise  be 
entitled  to  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.    All  agricultural 
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societies,  agricultural  fair  associations,  agricultural  expositions, 
or  the  American  institute  of  the  city  of  New  York,  entitled  to 
receive  any  portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  .the  state 
must  hereafter,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  in 
each  year  file  a  statement,  duly  verified  by  the  president  and 
treasurer,  showing  the  amount  of  premiums  paid  at  the  last 
annual  fair,  exclusive  of  premiums  paid  for  trials  or  tests  of 
speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast,  which  statement 
together  with  vouchers  for  moneys  paid  as  premiums  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  otherwise 
such  society,  fair  association,  exposition,  or  the  American  insti- 
tute of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  forfeit  its  right  to  participate 
in  the  distribution  of  such  moneys  for  premiums  paid  for  such 
year.  Any  such  agricultural  society,  agricultural  club,  agricul- 
tural fair  association,  or  agricultural  exposition  receiving  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  under  the  provisions  of  section 
eighty-nine  of  this  act,  shall  not  receive  any  other  portion  of  the 
money  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture.  No  other 
agricultural  society  now  or  hereafter  organized  which  is  not 
entitled  to  receive  moneys  under  the  agricultural  law  as  hereby 
amended,  except  a  county  agricultural  society,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  any  moneys  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  until  it 
shall  have  first  filed  annual  reports  in  the  office  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  paid  in 
actual  cash  premiums  for  agricultural,  mechanical  and  domestic 
products  at  least  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  three  suc- 
cessive years,  exclusive  of  the  premiums  paid  for  trials,  or  tests 
of  speed,  skill  or  endurance  of  man  or  beast.  When  any  such 
other  agricultural  society  has  filed  such  annual  reports  and  paid 
such  premiums  for  three  successive  years  as  herein  provided, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  then 
the  said  commissioner  of  agriculture  may  thereafter  allow  such 
society  to  draw  moneys  under,  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Any  agricultural  society,  agricultural  club  or  agri- 
cultural exposition  which  shall  knowingly  permit  any  immoral, 
lewd,  obscene  or  indecent  show  or  exhibition,  use,  or  knowingly 
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permit  the  use  of  any  gambling  device,  device,  instrument  or 
contrivance  in  the  operation  of  which  bets  are  laid  or  wagers 
made,  wheel  of  fortune,  or  the  playing  or  carrying  on  of  any 
game  of  chance,  upon  the  grounds  used  by  it  for,  or  during,  an 
annual  meeting,  fair  or  exhibition,  shall  thereupon  forfeit  its 
rights  to  any  moneys  it  would  or  might  be  entitled  to  receive 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
president  and  secretary,  or  treasurer  of  every  agricultural 
society,  agricultural  club,  or  agricultural  exposition  entitled  to 
receive  money  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  certify,  in 
their  annual  report  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  executed 
under  oath,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  in  each 
year,  that  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  fair  or  exhibition  held  by 
or  under  the  direction  of  such  society,  club  or  exposition,  it  did 
not  knowingly  permit  any  immoral,  lewd,  obscene  or  indecent 
show  or  exhibition  by  whatever  name  known,  or  use  or  know- 
ingly permit  the  use  of,  any  gambling  device,  device,  instrument/ 
or  contrivance  in  the  operation  of  which  bets  were  laid  or  wagers 
made,  any  wh(»el  of  fortune,  or  the  playing  or  earring  on  of  any 
game  of  chance,  upon  the  grounds  used  by  it  for,  or  during  such 
last  annual  meeting,  fair  or  exhibition,  which  report  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  commissioner  of  agriculture.  If  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  or  treasurer  of  any  agricultural  society,  agri- 
cultural  club  or  agricultural  exposition,  entitled  to  receive 
moneys  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  make  and  file  such  certificate,  such  society,  club  or  exposition 
shall  thereupon  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  all  its  rights  to 
any  moneys  it  might  otherwise  be  entitled  to  receive  under  this 
act  for  such  year,  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
horse  racing  or  tests  or  trials  of  skill. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efi'ect  immediately,  except  that  all 
moneys  apportioned  and  distributed  before  October  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one,  to  the  several  agricultural  societies,  fair 
nssociations,  agricultural  expositions,  and  the  American  insti- 
tute of  the  city  of  New  York  herein  mentioned  and  described  for 
premiums  paid  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  shall  be  on  the 
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Bailie  basis  as  provided  bv  chapter  three  hundred  aud  thirty-nine 
of  the  laws  of  njnet<H*n  hundred. 


CHAPTER  224. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  aj^rieultural  law,  relative  to  the  time  of 

holding  the  state  fair. 

Became  a  law,  March  28,  1901,  with  tbe  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  one  hundred  and  fort^'-two"  and  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-six  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act 
in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two,  three, 
four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws,'^  as 
added  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  142.  State  fair. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commission 
to  hold  a  state  fair  at  such  times  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and 
between  January  first  and  February  fifteenth  in  each  calendar 
year  to  publish  the  time  of  holding  said  fair  in  such  year.  Such 
commission  may  make,  alter,  suspend  or  repeal  needed  rules 
relating  to  such  fair,  including  the  times  and  duration  thereof, 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  entries  and  admissions,  exhibits, 
sale  of  privileges,  payment  of  premiums,  and  any  other  matters 
which  it  may  deem  projK»r  in  connection  with  such  fair.  It  shall 
furnish  to  each  person  w^ho  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred,  was  a  life  member  of  the  state  agricultural 
society,  a  free  admission  to  the  fair  ground  during  the  fair  of 
each  year  during  the  life  of  such  member. 

§  146.  State  and  local  agricultural  fairs  not  to  be  held  at  the 
same  time;  preminns  for  county  and  town  agricultural  associa- 
tion exhibits. — A  county  or  other  local  association  which  holds 
its  fair  during  the  same  week  in  which  a  state  fair  is  held,  after 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one  shall  not  be  entitled  to  share 
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ill  any  appropriation  or  apportionment  of  moneys  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  ])ayable  under  statute  to  eouniy  or  local  aprricultural 
societies.  For  the  best  exhibits  by  county  and  town  societies, 
one  thousand  dollars  in  premiums  shall  be  annually  awarded. 

§  2.  The  acts  of  the  state  fair  commission  in  fixng  the  time 
of  holding  the  state  fair  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one, 
and  in  publishing  such  time  are  hereby  legalized,  ratified  and 
confirmed,  and  shall  be  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such 
time  had  been  fixed  and  published  during  the  month  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  one. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTEB  308. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  relative  to  vinegar. 

Became  a  law,  April  10,  1901,  with  the  approval  of  the  Gtovernor.    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  8ena4e  and 
Assetnblyy  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fifty  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled 
"An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture  constituting  articles  one,  fwo, 
three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  general  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  50.  Definition  of  adulterated  vinegar. — All  vinegar  which 
contains  any  proportion  of  lead,  copper,  sulphuric  acid,  or  other 
ingredients  injurious  to  h(»alth,  or  any  artificial  coloring  matter 
or  which  has  not  an  acadity  equivalent  to  the  presence  of  at  least 
four  and  one-half  per  centum,  by  weight,  of  absolute  acetic  acid, 
or  cider  vinegar  which  has  less  than  such  an  amount  of  acidity, 
or  less  than  two  per  centum  of  cider  vinegar  solids  on  full  evap- 
oration over  boiling  water,  shall  be  deemed  adulterated.  The 
term  cider  vinegar,  when  used  in  this  article  means  vinegar 
made  exclusively  from  pure  apple  juice.  Provided,  however, 
that  cider  vinegar  made  by  a  farmer  in  this  state,  exclusively 
from  apples  grown  on  his  land,  or  their  equivalent  in  cider  taken 
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in  exchange  therefor,  shall  not  be  deemed  adulterated,  if  it  con- 
tain two  pi»r  centum  solids  and  sufficient  alcohol  to  develop  the 
required  amount  of  acetic  acid. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Article  four  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled 
"An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles  one,  two, 
three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-thr^e  of  the  general  laws," 
as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  ninety-one  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  ninety-eight  and  chapter  one  hundred  eighteen 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as

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Section  60.  Suppression  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease. — 
Whenever  any  infections  or  contugiovie  disease,  affecting  domes- 
tic animals  shall  exist,  be  brought  into  or  break  out  in  this  state, 
the  commissioner  of  agriculture  shall  take  measures  to  promptly 
suppress  the  same,  and  to  prevent  such  disease  from  spreading. 
The  local  boards  of  health  shall  notifv  the*  commissioner  of  the 
existence  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  affecting  domestic 
animals  in  the  districts  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

§  61.  Commissioner  to  issue  notice. — He  shall  issue  and  publish 
a  notice,  stating  that  a  specified  infectious  or  contagious  disease 
exists  in  any  designated  county  or  other  geographical  district  of 
the  state,  and  warning  all  persons  to  seclude  in  the  premises 
where  they  may  be  at  the  time,  all  animals  within  such  county  or 
district,  that  are  of  a  kind  susceptible  to  contract  such  disease, 
and  ordering  all  persons  to  take  such  precaution  against  the 
spreading  of  the  disease,  as  the  nature  thereof  may  in  his  judg- 
ment render  necessary  or  expedient,  and  which  he  may  specify 
in  such  notice.  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  such  news- 
papers, and  be  posted  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioner  may 
designate,  and  as,  in  his  judgment,  are  most  likely  to  give  notice 
thereof. 

§  62.  Farms  to  be  quarantined ;  inspection  of  premises. — The  com- 
missioner or  an  assistant  commissioner,  shall  order  any  prem- 
ises, farm  or  farms  where  such  disease  exists,  or  recently  existed, 
to  be  put  in  quarantine,  so  that  no  domestic  animal  be  removed 
from  or  brought  to  the  premises  or  places  quarantined,  and  shall 
prescribe  such  regulations  as  he  may  judge  necessary  or  expedi- 
ent to  prevent  the  communication  of  the  disease  by  infection  or 
contagion,  in  any  way  from  the  places  so  quarantined.  The  com- 
missioner may  adopt  and  enforce  rules  regulating  the  sanitation 
of  stables  and  other  buildings  used  for  the  stabling  of  cattle  for 
the  purpose  of  preventing  the  existence  and  spread  of  infection 
and  contagion  among  cattle.  He  may  provide  for  the  inspec- 
tion and  examination  of  all  such  stables  and  buildings. 
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§  63.  Detention  and  destmotion  of  animals. — ^The  commissioner 
or  an  assistant  commissioner,  may  order  all  or  any  animals  com- 
inj?  into  the  state  to  be  detained  at  any  place  or  places  for  the 
purpose  of  inspection  and  examination.  He  may  prescribe  regu- 
lations for  the  destruction  of  animals  affected  with  infeetioufi  or 
contap^ious  disease,  and  for  the  proper  disposal  of  their  hides 
and  carcasses,  and  of  all  objects  which  might  carry  infection 
and  contagion.  Whenever,  in  his  judgment  necessary,  for  the 
more  flpeedy  and  economical  suppression  or  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  any  such  disease,  he  may  cause  to  be  slaughtered,  and 
to  be  afterwards  disposed  of,  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem 
rxp(»dient,  any  animal  or  animals,  which,  by  contact  or  associa- 
tion with  diseased  animals,  or  by  other  exposure  to  infection  or 
contagion,  may  be  considered  or  suspected  to  be  liable  to  eon- 
tract  or  communicate  the  disease  sought  to  be  suppressed  or  pre- 
vented. The  commissioner  may  direct  that  an  animal  shall  be 
condemned,  quarantined  or  slaughtered  as  tuberculous,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  if  it  shall  be  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous by  a  physical  examination.  If  the  owner  of  animals 
susjK^cted  of  being  tuberculous  desires  to  have  such  animals 
tested  with  tuberculin  and  enters  into  a  written  agreement  with 

the  state  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of  agri- 

• 
culture,  before  such  test  is  made,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  disin- 

fe(!t  his  premises  and  either  consent  to  the  slaughter  of  the 
animals  responding  to  such  test,  or  hold  them  and  their  products 
in  strict  quarantine,  puruant  to  the  directions  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture,  such  test  shall  be  made  by  a  medical  or 
veterinary  practitioner  designated  by  the  commissioner.  The 
commissioner  may  also  in  his  discretion  order  such  tuberculin 
test  to  be  made,  and  if  the  animal  i^esponds  to  such  test,  he  may 
cause  such  animal  to  be  slaughtered  or  held  in  strict  quarantine. 

§  64.  Employment  of  veterinary  surgeons. — The  commissioner 
may  employ  such  and  so  many  medical  and  veterinary  practi- 
tioners and  such  other  persons  as  he  may,  from  time  to  time, 
deem  necessary  to  assist  him  in  discharging  the  duties  imposed 
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upon  him  by  this  article,  and  may  fix  their  compensation,  to  the 
amount  appropriated  therefor.  No  animal  shall  be  destroyed 
by  the  commissioner  or  by  his  order  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a 
diseaaed  animal,  unless  first  examined  by  a  medical  or  veterinary 
practitioner  in  the  employ  of  the  commissioner,  nor  until  such 
practitioner  renders  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  he  has  made 
such  examination,  that  in  his  judgment  such  animal  is  affected 
with  a  specified  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  that  its  de- 
struction is  necessary  in  order  to  suppress  or  aid  in  suppressing 
such  disease,  or  to  prevent  such  disease,  or  to  prevent  the  spread 
thereof,  specifying  the  reasons  for  such  necessity. 

§  65.  Eegnlations  and  the  enforcement  thereof. — ^The  commis- 
sioner may  prescribe  such  regulations  as  in  his  judgment  may 
be  thought  suited  for  the  suppression  or  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  any  such  disease,  and  for  the  disinfection  of  all  premises, 
buildings,  railway  oars,  vessels,  and  other  objects  from  or  by 
means  of  which  infection  or  contagion  may  take  place  or  be  con- 
veyed. He  may  alter  or  modify,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may 
deem  expedient,  the  terms  of  all  notices,  orders  and  regulations 
issued  or  made  by  him,  and  may  at  any  time  cancel  or  withdraw 
the  same.  He  may  call  upon  the  sheriff  or  deputy  sheriff,  to 
carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  any  notice,  order  or 
regulation  which  he  may  make,  and  all  such  sheriffs  and  deputy 
sheriffs  shall  obey  and  observe  all  orders  and  instructions  which 
they  may  receive  from  him  in  the  premises.  If  the  commissioner 
shall  quarantine  any  particular  district  or  territory  for  the 
purpose  of  stopping  or  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease 
known  as  rabies,  and  if  any  dog  be  found  loose  within  the  said 
quarantine  district  in  violation  of  said  quarantine  or  regulation, 
any  person  may  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  such  dog  and  shall  not 
be  held  liable  for  damages  for  such  killing. 

§  66.  Penalties. — Any  person  violating,  disobeying  or  disre- 
garding the  terms  of  any  notice,  order  or  regulation,  issued  or 
prescribed  by  the  commissioner  under  this  article,  shall  forfeit 
to  the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
every  such  violation. 


! 
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§  67.  Appraiser  of  condemned  animals. — The  commissioner  of 
agriculture  may  appoint  and  at  pleasure  remove  not  more  than 
three  state  appraisers  of  condemned  animals.  The  pereons  so 
appointed  shall  be  persons  of  experience  and  well  acquainted 
with  the  value  of  farm  animals.  They  shall  receive  five  dollars 
per  day  for  the  time  actually  employed  by  order  of  the  commis- 
sioner, and  all  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  68.  Appraiser  of  diseased  animals. — One  of  the  fitate  apprais- 
ers of  condemned  animals  shall  be  present  at  the  examination  of 
all  diseased  animals  when  such  examination  is  conducted  under 
this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such  animals 
should  be  slaughtered.  Such  appraiser  shall  determine  the 
value  of  each  animal  directed  to  be  elaughtered.  Such  yalue 
shall  be  the  market  value  of  such  animals  at  the  time  of  making 
such  examination,  as  though  the  animal  were  not  diseased,  but 
the  appraisal  value  of  each  head  of  cattle  shall  not  exceed  the 
sura  of  sixty  dollars  if  a  thoroughbred,  and  forty  dollars  if  a 
grade.  If  the  value  of  the  condemned  animals  determined  by 
the  appraiser  is  not  satisfactory  to  the  owner  of  such  animals, 
the  value  shall  be  determined  by  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  state  appraiser,  and  one  by  the  owner  of  the  animals.  If 
such  arbitrators  9re  not  able  to  agree  as  to  the  value  of  the 
animals,  a  third  arbitrator  shall  be  appointed  by  them.  The 
value  determined  by  such  arbitrator  shall  be  final.  The  costs 
and  expenses  of  the  proceedings  before  the  arbitrators  shall  be 
paid  by  the  owner  of  the  animals.  No  cattle  claimed  to  be  thor- 
oughbred shall  be  appraised  as  such  unless  the  owner  thereof 
shall  furnish  to  the  state  appraiser  a  duly  executed  certificate  of 
registry.  Such  appraiser  of  condemned  animals  and  the  arbi- 
trators appointed  under  this  section  may  administer  oaths  to 
and  examine  witnesses. 

§  69.  Certificate  of  appraisal. — The  appraiser  shall  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  owner  of  the  condemned  animals  a  certificate  veri- 
fied by  him  stating  the  appraised  value  of  such  animals;  if  such 
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value  was  determined  by  arbitrators,  there  shall  be  attached  to 
fiiicli  certificate  a  statement  of  the  value  so  determined  signed 
and  verified  by  at  least  two  of  the  arbitrators.  The  form  and 
contents  of  such  certificates  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture. 

§  70.  Post-mortem  examination  of  slaughtered  animals. — All  ani- 
mals suspected  of  being  tuberculous  and  slaughtered  therefor, 
shall  be  examined  by  a  medical  or  veterinary  practitioner  desig- 
nated by  the  commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  or  not  such  disease  existed  in  such  animals.  There 
shall  be  attached  to  the  certificate  of  appraisal,  a  statement  of 
the  result  of  such  examination,  describing  the  animals  found  to 
be  tuberculous  and  those  which  were  found  not  to  be  tubercu- 
lous. The  form  of  such  statement  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
commissioner  of  agriculture.  Such  statement  shall  be  verified 
by  the  veterinary  or  medical  practitioner  making  the  examina- 
tion. 

§  70a.  Compensation  to  owners  of  animals  destroyed. — The  actual 
appraised  value  at  the  time  they  are  killed  of  all  animals  slaugh- 
tered und(T  the  provisions  of  this  article,  which  shall  be  found 
upon  post  mortem  examination  not  to  have  had  the  disease  for 
which  th(»y  were  slaughtered,  unless  the  same  were  killed  on 
account  of  the  violation  of  quarantine  regulations,  shall  be>paid 
to  the  owners  of  such  animals.  The  certificate  of  appraisal,  the 
statement  of  the  result  of  the  post-mortem  examination,  shall 
be  presented  by  the  owner  or  his  legal  representatives  or 
assigns,  to  the  commissioner  of  agriculture.  The  commissioner 
of  agriculture  shall  issue  his  order  for  the  amount  due  as  shown 
by  such  certificate  and  statement,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the 
state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  out  of  moneys 
appropriated  therefor.  The  board  of  claims  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  to  hear,  audit  and  determine  all  claims  which  shall 
arise  under  th(^  provisions  of  this  article  for  com[)ensation  for 
animals  slaughtered  and  to  allow  thereon  such  sums  as  should 
be  paid  by  the  state.     No  compensation  shall  be  made  to  any 
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I)erson  who  has  wilfully  concealed  the  existence  of  disease 
among  his  animals  or  upon  his  premises,  or  who  in  any  way  by 
act  or  by  wilful  neglect  has  contributed  to  spread  the  disease 
sought  to  be  suppressed  or  prevented,  nor  for  any  animal  which 
upon  a  post-mortem  examination  is  found  to  have  the  disease 
on  account  of  which  it  was  slaughtered  or  any  dangerously  con- 
tagious or  infectious  disease  that  would  warrant  the  destruction 
of  such  animal. 

§  70b.  Expenses. — All  expenses  incurred  by  the  commissioner 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  in  performing 
the  duties  herein  devolved  upon  him  shall  be  audited  by  the 
comptroller  as  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  department  of 
agriculture,  and  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  appro- 
priated for  such  purposes. 

§  70c.  Federal  regulations. — The  commissioner  of  agriculture 
may  accept,  in  behalf  of  the  state,  the  rules  and  regulations 
prepared  and  adopted  by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  or  the 
secretary  or  department  of  agriculture  of  the  United  States, 
under  any  act  of  congress  for  the  establishment  of  a  bureau  of 
animal  industry  or  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  diseased  cattle 
or  to  provide  means  for  the  extirpation  and  suppression 
of  pleuro-pneumonia  and  other  contagious  diseases  among 
domestic  animals  and  shall  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of 
the  United  States  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  any 
such  act. 

§  70d.  Bights  of  federal  inspectors. — The  inspectors  of  the  bu- 
reau of  animal  industry  of  the  United  States  shall  have  the  right 
of  inspection,  quarantine  and  condemnation  of  animals  affected 
with  any  contagious,  infectious  or  communicable  disease,  or  sus- 
pected to  be  so  affected  or  that  may  have  been  exposed  to  any 
such  disease,  and  for  such  purposes  they  may  enter  upon  any 
ground  or  premises;  they  may  call  the  sheriffs,  constables  and 
peace  ofS.cer8  to  assist  them  in  discharge  of  their  duties  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  any  such  act;  and  all  sheriffs, 
constables  and  peace  ofScers  shall  assist  such  inspectors  when 
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so  requested,  and  such  inspectors  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  protection  as  peace  oflScers,  while  engaged  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  All  animals  entering  the  state,  which  pass  in- 
spection by  the  federal  authorities,  shall  be  permitted  to  proceed 
to  place  of  destination  without  further  inspection  under  this 
act.  The  state  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damages  or  expenses 
caused  or  made  by  such  inspectors. 

§  2.  Article  four  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  entitled  "An  act  in 
relation  to  the  public  health,  constituting  chapter  twenty-five  of 
the  general  law&;"  as  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and 
seventy-four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four 
and  chapter  ten  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTEE  375. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  in  relation  to  milk  cans. 

Became  a  law,  April  17,  1901,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,    Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Torky  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assenihhj,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-four  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  24.  No  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  or  owners,  shipper  or  shippers,  use,  sell,  dis- 
pose of,  buy  or  traflBc  in  any  milk  can  or  cans,  cream  can  or  cans 
belonging  to  any  dealer  or  dealers,  shipper  or  shippers  of  milk 
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or  cream  residing  in  the  state  of  New  York  or  elsewhere,  who 
may  ship  milk  or  cream  to  any  city,  town  or  place  within  this 
state,  having  the  name  or  initials  of  the  owner  or  owners,  dealer 
or  dealers,  shi[)|)er  or  shippers,  stamped,  marked  or  fastened  on 
such  can  or  cans,  or  wilfully  mar,  erase  or  change  by  remarking 
or  otherwise  said  name  or  initials  of  any  such  owner  or  owners, 
dealer  or  dealers,  shipper  or  shippers,  so  stamped,  marked  or 
fastened  upon  said  can  or  cans.  Nor  shall  any  person  or  per- 
sons without  the  consent  of  the  owner  use  such  can  or  cans  for 
any  other  purpose  than  for  milk  or  cream;  nor  shall  any  person 
or  persons  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  place  in  any  such 
can  or  cans  any  substance  or  substances,  product  or  products 
other  than  milk  or  cream. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CHAPTER  417. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  relative  to  San  Jos6 
scale  and  transportation  of  nursery  stock  into  this  state. 

Became  a  law,  April  18,  1901,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

tthree-flfts  being  present. 

The  Peoph  of  the  State  of  Xeic  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assefnhly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-three  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  en- 
titled ^'An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six  and  seven  of  chapter  thirty-three 
of  the  general  laws  "  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and 
eighty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows; 

§  83.  Appointment  and  duties  of  the  agent  of  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture. — When  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  knows  or 
has  reason  to  believe  that  any  such  contagious  disease  existfl,  or 
that  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  exists,  or  danger  is 
justly  apprehended  of  its  introduction  in  any  town  or  city  in  the 
state,  or  that  any  injurious  insect  pest  exists  within  this  state, 
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and  has  reason  to  believe  that  danger  may  be  justly  apprehended 
from  its  existence,  he  shall  forthwith  send  some  competent  per- 
son and  such  agent  or  agents  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  assist 
in  extirpating  said  pest  or  pests,  disease  or  diseases,  and  the 
said  commissioner  of  agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  take  such  steps  and  do  whatever  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  so  control  or  prevent  the  spread  or  extirpate  said 
pest  or  pests,  disease  or  diseases,  and  he  shall,  unless  previously 
inspected  by  a  federal  officer  the  same  year,  cause  an  examina- 
tion to  be  made  at  least  once  each  year  prior  to  September  first 
of  each  and  every  nursery  or  other  place  where  trees,  shrubs  or 
plants,  commonly  known  as  nursery  stock  are  grown  for  sale  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  trees,  shrubs  or  plants 
therein  kept  or  propagated  for  sale  are  infested  with  such  pest 
or  pests.  If  after  such  examination  it  is  found  that  the  said 
trees,  shrubs  or  other  plants  so  examined  are  free  in  all  respects 
from  any  such  contagious  or  infectious  disease  or  diseases,  dan- 
gerously injurious,  pest  or  pests,  the  said  commissioner,  or  his 
duly  authorized  agent  or  other  person  designated  to  make  such 
examination  shall  thereupon  issue  to  the  owner  or  proprietor  of 
the  said  stock  thus  examined  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  fact 
of  the  examination  and  that  the  stock  so  examined  is  apparently 
free  from  any  and  all  such  disease  or  diseases,  pest  or  pests. 
Should  any  nurseryman,  agent,  dealer  or  broker  send  out  or 
deliver,  within  the  state,  trees,  vines,  shrubs,  plants,  buds  or  cut- 
tings, commonly  known  as  nursery  stock,  and  which  are  subject 
to  the  attacks  of  the  insects  and  diseases  above  provided  for, 
unless  he  has  in  his  possession  a  copy  of  said  certificate,  dated 
within  a  year  thereof,  deface  or  destroy  said  certificate,  or 
wrongfully  be  in  possession  of  said  certificate,  he  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor.  All  nursery  stock  shipped  by  freight,  express 
or  other  transportation  companies  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
copy  of  said  certificate  attached  to  each  car,  box,  bale  or  pack- 
age. Any  person  shipping  nursery  stock  as  above  without  such 
certificate  attached  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  All  trans- 
portation companies  within  this  state  receiving  or  carrying  nur-

sery  stock  from  any  point  without  the  state  to  any  point  within 
the  state  shall  immediately,  upon  receiving  such  consignments 
notify  the  commissioner  of  agriculture  of  the  fact  that  such  con- 
signment is  in  their  possession,  giving  the  name  of  the  consignor 
and  consignee,  and  the  point  of  destination  of  such  consignment. 
If  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  commissioner  of  agriculture,  or  the 
person  or  i)ersons  representing  him,  the  trees,  shrubs  or  other 
plants  should  be  entirely  destroyed,  then  such  destruction  shall 
be  carried  on  and  completed  under  the  supervision  of  the  com- 
missioner of  agriculture,  or  the  person  or  persons  duly  appointed 
by  him,  without  unnecessary  delay,  but  the  owner  of  the  trees 
shall  be  notified  immediately,  upon  its  being  determined  that 
they  must  be  destroyed,  by  a  written  notice  signed  by  such  com- 
misfiioner,  or  the  person  representing  him  and  left  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  or  if  not  a  resident  of  the  town  by  leaving  the 
notice  with  the  person  in  charge  of  the  premises,  trees  or  fruit  or 
in  whose  possession  they  may  be.  Suck  notice  shall  contain  a 
brief  statement  of  the  facts  found  to  exist,  whereby  it  is  deemed 
necessary  to  destroy  said  trees,  shrubs  or  other  plants,  and  shall 
call  attention  to  the  law  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  destroy 
them.  In  case  of  objection  to  the  findings  of  the  inspector  or 
agent  of  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  an  appeal  shall  be 
made  to  said  commissioner  whose  decision  shall  be  final;  an  ap- 
peal must  be  taken  within  three  days  from  service  of  said  notice, 
and  shall  act  as  a  stay  of  proceedings  until  it  is  heard  and  de- 
cided. When  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  or  the  person  or 
persons  appointed  by  him  shall  be  determined  that  any  tree  or 
trees,  shrubs  or  other  plants  must  be  treated  or  destroyed,  forth- 
with he  may  employ  all  necessary  assistance  for  that  purpose 
and  such  person  or  persons,  agent  or  agents,  employe  or  em- 
ployes, may  enter  any  or  all  premises  in  any  town  or  city  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  such  treatment,  removal  or  destruction. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

§  3.  Section  eighty-four  of  said  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  is 
hereby  repealed. 
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§  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  florists'  green 
houee  plants,  flowers  and  cuttings,  commonly  known  as  green- 
house stock. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  June  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight. 


CHAPTER  429. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law^  relating  to  tests  to 

ascertain  the  amount  of  fats  in  milk. 

Becarue  a  law,  AprU  18,  1901,  with  the  approval  of  the  Grovernor.     Passed^ 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-three  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the  gen- 
eral laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  flve  hundred  and  forty-four, 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  23.  Beg^lations  in  regard  to  butter  and  cheese  factories. — No 
person  shall  sell,  supply  or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  but- 
ter or  cheese  factory  any  milk  diluted  with  water,  or  any 
unclean,  impure,  unhealthy,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk, 
or  milk  from  which  any  of  the  cream  has  been  taken,  except 
pure  skim  milk  to  skim-cheese  factories.  No  person  shall  sell, 
supply  or  bring  to  be  manufactured  to  any  butter  or  cheese 
factory  any  milk  from  which  there  has  been  kept  back  any  part 
of  the  milk  commonly  known  as  strippings,  or  any  milk  that  is 
sour,  except  pure  skim  milk  to  skim-cheese  factories.  The 
owner  or  proprietor  or  the  persons  having  charge  of  any  butter 
or  cheese  factory,  not  buying  all  the  milk  used  by  him,  shall  not 
use  for  his  own  benefit,  or  allow  any  of  his  employes  or  any  other 
person  to  use  for  his  own  benefit,  any  milk,  cream,  butter  or 
cheese  or  any  other  product  thereof,  brought  to  such  factory, 
without  the  consent  of  the  ow^ners  of  such  milk  or  the  products 
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thereof.  Every  butter  or  cheese  manufacturer  not  buying  all 
the  milk  he  uses,  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  the  milk 
daily  received,  of  the  number  of  packages  of  butter  and  cheese 
made  each  day,  and  the  number  of  packages  and  aggregate 
weight  of  cheese  and  butter  disposed  of  each  day;  v^^hich  ac- 
count shall  be  open  to  inspection  to  any  person  who  delivers 
milk  to  such  factory.  Whenever  manufacturers  of  butter  or 
cheese  purchase  milk  upon  the  basis  of  the  amount  of  fat  con- 
tained therein  and  use  for  ascertaining  the  amount  of  such  fat 
what  is  known  as  the  Babcock  test,  or  whenever  the  proceeds 
of  cooperative  creameries  and  chesse  factories  are  allotted  on 
the  basis  of  determinations  of  milk  fat  by  the  Babcock  test,  the 
bottles  and  pipettes  used  in  such  test  shall  before  use  be  ex- 
amined by  the  director  of  the  New  York  agricultural  experi- 
ment station.  If  such  bottles  are  found  to  be  properly  con- 
structed and  graded  so  as  to  accurately  show  the  amount  of  fat 
contained  in  milk,  each  of  them  shall  be  legibly  and  indelibly 
marked  "S.B."  No  bottle  shall  be  so  marked  except  as  herein 
provided  nor  shall  be  used  in  any  such  test  by  such  manufac- 
turers, unless  so  examined  and  marked.  The  acid  used  in  mak- 
ing such  test  by  such  manufacturers  shall  be  examined  from 
time  to  time  by  competent  chemists  employed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  agriculture  and  if  found  not  to  be  of  sufficient  strength 
the  use  of  such  acid  shall  be  prohibited.  The  commissioner  of 
agriculture  or  persons  employed  by  him  for  that  purpose  may 
at  any  time  assist  in  mailing  tests  of  milk  received  at  a  butter 
or  cheese  factory  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  efficiency 
of  tests  usually  made  at  such  factory.  All  persons  using  other 
than  standard  bottles  or  acid  which  is  not  of  required  strength 
to  accuratelv  determine  the  amount  of  fats  in  milk,  shall  be  sub- 
ject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  section  thirty-seven  of  this 
article,  and  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  m  Senate  and 
Assembly y  do  ena^st  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-seven  of  the  agricultural  law,  en- 
titled "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  constituting  articles 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  of  chapter  thirty-three  of  the 
general  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven  and 
chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight  and  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-five 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  and  chapter 
seventy-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  37.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
agricultural  law  shall  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state  of  New 
York  the  sum  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  first  violation  and  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  or  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  second 
and  each  subsequent  violation.  When  such  violation  consists 
of  the  manufacture  or  production  of  any  prohibited  article,  each 
day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which  such  manufacture  or  pro- 
duction is  carried  on  or  continued,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  article.  When  the  violation 
consists  of  the  sale,  or  the  offering  or  exposing  for  sale  or  ex- 
change of  any  prohibited  article  or  substance,  the  sale  of  each 
one  of  several  packages  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation, 
and  each  day  on  which  any  such  article  or  substance  is  offered 
or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange  shall  constitute  a  separate  vio- 
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lation  of  this  article.  When  the  use  of  any  such  article  or  sub- 
stance  is  prohibited,  each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of 
which  said  article  or  substance  is  so  used  or  furnished  for  use, 
shall  constitute  a  separate  violation,  and  the  furnishing  of  the 
same  for  use  to  each  person  to  whom  the  same  may  be  furnished 
shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  Whoever  by  himself  or 
another  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  articles  two,  three, 
eight,  eleven  and  twelve  or  sections  ninety-one  and  ninety-two 
of  the  agricultural  law  or  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  one  month  nor 
more  than  six  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment, 
for  the  first  offense;  and  by  six  months  imprisonment  for  the 
second  offense. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
